This  coin  measures  up  to 
all  the  qualifications  enumerated  by  Breen  in  his  book  on  U.S.  Proof 
Coins:  the  strike  is  sharp  enough  on  relief  details  to  make  the  usual 
full  head  coins  look  weak,  dozens  more  drapery  folds  near  waist  than 
usual,  all  toes  clear.  The  rims  and  reeding  are  incredibly  sharp  and  to- 
tally unhke  any  business  strike  we  have  ever  seen.  The  overall  appearance 
and  “look”  is  special,  and  it  is  rather  obvious  that  this  coin  was  struck 
under  special  circumstances,  whether  it  be  for  presentation  to  a digni- 
tary or  a “perfect”  coin  struck  for  some  other  purpose.  In  any  event, 
it  is  a great  Numismatic  Rarity  of  utmost  importance.  To  date,  only 
six  pieces  have  been  possibly  reported.  And  with  the  ever-increasing 
trend  toward  rarity  consciousness  in  collecting,  we  anticipate  great 
bidder  response  to  this  offering.

Borders  of  beads  surrounded  by  raised  flat  rim,  similar  to  the  1801, 
1802  and  1803  Proof  Restrikes.  Die  cracked  through  tops  of  LIBERT. 

REVERSE:  The  dies  are  slightly  smaller  than  the  finished  coin  so 
that  a close  collar  could  be  used,  but  the  piece  was  struck  on  a planchet 
of  normal  weight,  approximately  416  grains. 

Stories  about  the  1804  Dollar  were  fabricated  over  a century  ago. 
Official  information  regarding  the  coin  is  generally  lacking,  and  much 
said  by  Mint  officials  has  only  helped  to  confuse  the  situation.  As  example 
of  this,  we  quote  from  an  affidavit,  written  on  February  10,  1887,  by 
A.  Louden  Snowden,  former  Chief  Coiner  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Mint.  He  attested  that: 

. 1 have  a very  full  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  coins 
preserved  by  said  Mint  and  now  forming  what  is  termed  the 
‘Mint  Cabinet  of  Coins,’  among  which  is  a certain  Silver  Dollar 
of  the  year  1804  COINED  IN  THAT  YEAR,  which  Silver  Dol- 
lar has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  authorities  of  said  Mint 
for  more  than  Forty-five  years.  ” 

It  is  known  that  the  1804  Silver  Dollars  were  not  struck  in  1804, 
as  stated  by  Snowden  (actually,  even  in  1887,  he  was  the  only  olticial 
to  even  infer  this),  facts  that  were  very  clearly  and  succinctly  stated 
by  Eric  P.  Newman  and  Kenneth  E.  Bressett  in  their  1962  book  The 
Fantastic  1804  Dollar. 

At  least  four  of  the  eight  Class  1 specimens  were  struck  between 
November  1834  and  possibly  early  1835  tor  inclusion  in  diplomatic 
presentation  sets,  for  the  likes  of  the  King  ot  Siam,  the  Sultan  ot  Muscat, 
the  Emperor  of  Cochin-China,  and  perhaps  other  dignitaries.  Others  were 
possibly  made  for  similar  future  presentation  purposes,  or  perhaps  for 
exchanges  or  other  surreptitious  purposes.  The  die  remained  in  the  cus- 
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247  (cont.)  tody  of  the  Coiner,  Adam  Eckfeldt,  and  later  his  successor,  Frankhn 
Peale.  The  first  disclosure  of  the  existence  of  an  1804  Dollar  was  an  il- 
lustration pubhshed  in  1842. 

The  coin  we  offer  here  is  the  number  5 coin,  listed  by  Walter  Breen 
in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins.  It  was  last 
sold,  at  auction,  in  Stack’s  October,  1981  sale  of  the  Harold  S.  Bareford 
CoUection,  lot  ^424  (purchased  by  RARCOA).  Mr.  Bareford  acquired 
the  coin  in  1950  via  private  treaty  from  Charles  M.  Williams  from  Abe 
Kosoff  and  Sol  Kaplan.  It  was  previously  sold  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  his 
1941  sale  of  the  William  Forrester  Dunham  holdings.  Dunham  had  ac- 
quired the  coin  on  October  11,  1904,  when  Lyman  H.  Low  sold  the 
H.  G.  Brown  Collection.  Mr.  Brown  acquired  the  piece  from  the  J.  V. 
Dexter  estate.  Mr.  Dexter  purchased  the  coin  from  J.  W.  Scott,  acting  as 
his  agent  at  the  Chapman  brothers’  May  14,  1885  sale.  In  that  1885  sale, 
the  coin  was  described  as  follows: 

“Draped  bust  of  Liberty  facing  right,  the  head  bound  with  a 
fillet;  hair  flowing;  6 stars  before  the  seven  behind  the  bust,  above 
LIBERTY,  upper  right  hand  star  almost  touching  the  letter  Y. 
Reverse,  Heraldic  eagle  bearing  on  his  breast  a broad  shield,  in 
his  beak  a scroll  inscribed  E PLURIBUS  UNUM;  12  arrows  in 
right  talon,  a branch  of  olive  in  left;  above  an  arc  of  clouds  from 
wing  to  wing  of  eagle,  in  field  beneath  13  stars;  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA.  Edge  lettered  HUNDRED  CENTS  ONE  DOLLAR 
OR  UNIT,  which  is  lightly  struck  in  some  parts,  as  are  all  the 
other  specimens.  Weight  correct,  415.8  grns.,  the  legal  standard 
being  41 6 from  1 794  to  1837.  In  superb  extremely  fine  condition, 
with  beautiful  proof  surface,  as  fine  as,  if  not  the  finest  of  the 
seven  known.  We  guarantee  it  genuine.  ” 

The  terminology  of  the  day  “superb  extremely  fine”  condition  is  a 
bit  misleading,  as  the  coin  is  a CHOICE  PROOF  example,  by  today’s 
standards,  and,  as  noted  back  in  1885,  it  is  possibly  the  FINEST  KNOWN. 
However,  no  description  of  the  dollar  would  be  complete  without  men- 
tioning the  microscopic  “D”  Mr.  Dexter  had  impressed  into  the  second 
cloud  from  the  right.  This  was  first  discovered  by  Bareford  and  never 
noticed  before  by  any  of  the  previous  owners  or  dealers.  For  all  practical 
purposes,  today  it  is  virtually  invisible,  obscured  by  the  coin’s  colorful 
patina.  In  researching  this,  Bareford  found  that  the  initial  did  not  appear 
in  Chapman’s  1885  sale,  hence  it  had  been  added  later,  no  doubt  by 
James  V.  Dexter.  The  adding  of  an  initial,  or  a number,  was  common 
practice  in  fine  collections,  and  is  today  found  primarily  on  ancient 
coins.  This  small  “D”  obviously  followed  this  tradition,  and  was  Mr. 
Dexter’s  way  of  showing  pride  of  ownership. 

The  overall  significance  of  an  1804  Silver  Dollar  cannot  be  easily 
stated.  Its  value  has  always  been  immense  in  relation  to  whatever  market 
conditions  have  prevailed  at  the  time  of  its  offering.  Whenever  one  has 
appeared  at  auction,  it  has  almost  always  set  records  for  the  highest 
price  paid  for  a single  coin.  In  view  of  this,  we  would  not  be  surprised  if 
this  were  to  set  a record  and  become  the  first  United  States  coin  to 
realize  a million  dollars  at  pubhc  auction.

The  1884  Trade  Dollar,  like  the  1885  issue,  is  a “Simulated  Series 
Coin”  for  which  no  listing  can  be  found  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Dir- 
ector of  the  Mint.  Nonetheless,  with  ONLY  TEN  PIECES  KNOWN  TO 
EXIST,  it  is  a RARE  and  most  desirable  piece  of  U.S.  numismatics. 

The  United  States  Trade  Dollar  was  authorized  under  the  Coinage 
Act  of  1873.  It  was  intended  to  provide  competition  with  the  Mexican 
Dollar-sized  coin  (of  heavier  weight  than  our  own  Standard  Dollar,  which 
was  discontinued  under  the  same  Act)  in  Oriental  trade  commerce.  It 
was  unintentionally  given  a legal  tender  status  that  was  quickly  repealed 
the  following  year. 

The  Trade  Dollar  was  never  a very  popular  coin,  and  with  the 
exception  of  those  coins  struck  at  the  two  western  minting  facilities 
(San  Francisco  and  Carson  City,  located  in  areas  where  silver  depositors 
welcomed  the  opportunity  to  dispose  of  their  bullion  that  would  be 
quickly  coined  into  Trade  Dollars),  the  entire  output  of  the  denomina- 
tion at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  the  last  six  years  of  regular  produc- 
tion (1883  being  the  final  year  for  which  records  were  entered)  was 
entirely  destined  for  inclusion  in  Proof  sets.  An  interesting  aspect,  though, 
of  the  existence  of  the  1884  Trade  Dollars  (of  which  10  are  known) 
and  1885  Trade  Dollars  (of  which  5 are  known)  is  that  although  they  are 
not  listed  in  Directors’  reports,  the  law  repeahng  the  denomination  was 
not  enacted  until  February,  1887  - two  years  after  the  final  clandestine 
issue  was  struck.  But  all  the  more  interesting  is  the  fact  that  1884  and 
1885  Trade  Dollars  were  unknown  to  collectors  until  1908  - nearly  a 
quarter  century  later  than  their  dates  indicate.  And  who  should  they 
emanate  from  but  John  W.  Haseltine,  who  brought  them  to  light  from 
the  estate  of  his  father-in-law,  William  Idler.  Both  ot  these  names  have 
long  been  associated  with  many  of  the  extracurricular  activities  of  Mint 

officials  during  the  1 9th  Century. 

The  1884  Trade  Dollar,  whatever  circumstances  surround  its 
manufacture,  is  a piece  whose  RARITY  cannot  be  questioned.  The  piece 
offered  here  is  a CHOICE  BRILLIANT  PROOF,  whose  full  brilhance  is 
draped  with  lovely  light  toning.  It  has  been  examined  by  NGC  and 
graded  PF63.  It  is  listed  as  No.  6 in  Walter  Encyclopedia  of  Uni- 

ted States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  where  its  pedigree  can  be  traced  all 
the  way  back  to  Col.  Green,  B.  G.  Johnson,  Jack  Roe,  Neil,  Itlletrcau, 
and  so  on  through  the  1970’s.  The  offering  of  an  1884  Trade  Dollar  at 
public  auction  is  a true  numismatic  event,  since  appearances  have  been 
only  scattered  throughout  the  years.

Pacific  International  Exposition  1915.”  It  was  signed  by  the  Governor 
of  California,  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco,  and  members  of  the  Citizens 
Committee.  It  was  dated  December  30,  1915.  In  the  bottom  of  the  box, 
the  coins  were  placed  in  a purple  velvet  frame  with  another  14K  Gold 
plate  that  reads:  “These  five  coins  are  certified  by  the  Director  of  the 
Mint  to  be  the  first  struck  in  each  of  their  respective  denominations  in 
commemoration  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  pursuant 
to  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  January  16,  1915.” 

This  set  remained  in  the  estate  of  Mr.  Moore  until  it  was  acquired, 
through  Earl  Parker,  by  Robert  C.  Johnson,  the  noted  San  Francisco 
Professional  Numismatist.  Mr.  Johnson  displayed  the  set  at  numerous 
coin  conventions,  until  it  was  stolen  from  his  bank  box.  The  coins  were 
later  recovered,  along  with  an  1876-CC  20^  and  an  1884  Trade  Dollar.  It 
was  some  years  later,  however,  that  the  box  was  recovered.  Around  1972, 
the  box  was  brought  into  Mr.  Johnson’s  new  store  and  offered  for  sale 
to  him,  unbeknownst  to  the  seller  that  he  was  offering  it  to  its  rightful 
owner!  The  set  has  traded  hands  privately  a couple  of  times  since  its  re- 
covery, and  it  would  be  impossible  to  know,  with  complete  certainty, 
that  these  are  the  original  coins  that  were  placed  in  the  box  in  1915. 
However,  the  box  itself  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  its  appearance 
here  represents  the  FIRST  TIME  THAT  THIS  SET  HAS  EVER  BEEN 
OFFERED  FOR  SALE  AT  PUBLIC  A UCTION  SINCE  IT  WAS  ISSUED!

1794  Large  Cents  you  will  find,  the  strike  is  spectacular,  with  especially  ample  tresses  gracing 
Liberty.  Just  below  her  ear  is  an  absence  of  hair  detail,  and  absence  due  to  a rounding  on  the  die 
which  left  an  ear-shaped  area  below  her  actual  ear;  thus,  Maris'  curious  nickname.  The  reverse 
wreath  is  bold,  with  many  of  the  leaves  displaying  their  longitudinal  veins.  The  surfaces  possess 
deep  reddish  brown  lustre  and  lack  the  often  seen  nicks  and  scratches  so  common  to  these  soft, 
pure  copper  coins. 

People  often  ask  us  why  there  were  so  many  different  varieties  of  Large  Cents  made  in  1794.  Our 
best  response  is  to  tell  them  to  imagine  themselves  back  in  the  early  days  of  our  Republic,  peeking 
through  the  basement  window  of  the  old  Philadelphia  Mint  at  Seventh  Street  and  Sugar  Alley.  There 
you  would  see  men  working  in  what  we  would  consider  primitive  conditions,  with  antiquated 
machinery,  and  cursing  at  the  poor  quality  of  die  steel  the  foundry  has  provided  them.  For  it  is  this 
diemaking  steel  which  gave  the  workers  no  end  of  headaches.  After  the  engraver  and  letter  punch 
sinker  completed  a die,  the  proper  annealing  and  finishing  was  done.  Finally  it  was  inserted  into  a 
hand-thrown,  screw  operated  press  and  coining  began.  Fifty  coins,  1,000  coins  — or  if  they  were 
lucky  50,000  coins— later  the  die  would  shatter.  The  entire  operation  came  to  a halt  while  another 
die  was  prepared  (assuming  no  extras  were  ready  on  the  shelf).  So,  while  over  918,000  Large  Cents 
were  made  in  1794,  the  workers  used  39  different  obverse  dies  and  37  reverses  to  do  it!  Each  die 
was  hand  made;  and  each  showed  minor  (or,  in  some  cases,  major)  variances  that  made  it  unique.

The  surfaces  are  excellent  and  almost  completely  lacking 
marks  or  hairlines  (these  latter  are  often  seen  blemishing  early  Draped  Bust  coinage;  not  so,  in  this 
instance).  As  to  toning,  we  note  a veritable  kaleidoscope  of  colors  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is 
a more  sedate  light  blue  and  gold.  One  wonders  whether  President  Washington,  who  was  a firm 
supporter  of  our  fledgling  Mint  and  occasionally  dropped  by  to  watch  the  goings  on,  may  have  been 
on  hand  the  day  this  very  coin  was  struck.  After  all,  only  10,230  were  minted,  and  our  Chief  of  State 
is  supposed  to  have  provided  silver  plate  used  in  making  our  first  Half  Dimes  just  four  years  prior. 
Even  if  he  wasn't  there,  he  would  no  doubt  have  been  proud  to  see  a pretty  All  American  Half  Dime 
like  this  come  ringing  off  the  press.

which  rates  as  one  of  the  finest  United  States  silver  coins  which  we  have  seen  or  sold. 
For  the  date,  the  strike  is  extremely  sharp  with  the  centers  showing  absolutely  no  weakness 
and  virtually  full  denticles  on  both  sides.  What  makes  this  coin  so  remarkable,  however, 
is  its  dazzling  mint  lustre  and  breathtaking  electric  blue  orange  gold  and  sea  green  toning 
which  is  splashed  about  the  obverse  and  reverse.  As  one  might  expect,  the  underlying  sur- 
faces are  virtually  perfect  and  even  below  magnification,  it  is  difficult  to  find  fault  with 
this  magnificent  piece.  This  very  same  coin  traded  hands  between  knowledgeable  dealers 
for  a six-figure  price  in  1988.

Interestingly,  this  is  a very  late  Die  State  with  a fine  but  vivid  reverse 
die  crack  which  runs  from  the  top  of  the  F in  OF  through  the  S in  PLURIBUS  down 
through  the  eagle’s  head  and  to  its  left  wing.  As  of  March  1989,  this  was  the  highest 
graded  Proof  Bust  Dime  of  any  date  by  either  major  grading  service.  A piece  which  truly 
deserves  to  reside  in  the  finest  Bust  Dime  collection. 

This  newly  discovered  piece  becomes  the  third  known  Proof  1827  JR-10  Dime.  The 
other  pieces  are  in  the  Smithsonian  and  in  an  East  Coast  collection  and  was  formerly 
sold  as  Lot  170  in  the  Bareford  Sale.

surfaces  are  semi-prooflike  (often  seen  on  the  date),  while  the  devices  are  moderately  frosted  giving 
a cameo  appearance  (almost  never  seen  on  a Mint  State  specimen).  Only  39,700  of  these  were 
minted,  and  most  do  not  compare  to  this  aesthetically  pleasing  piece.

1875-S.  Mint  State  65.  An  aesthetically  appealing  coin  having  broad,  square  rims  framing  smooth, 
frosty  surfaces  and  beautifully  detailed  devices.  Light  sea  green  to  gold  toning  around  the  periphery 
adds  to  the  effect.  Twenty  Cent  Pieces  were  struck  from  1875  to  1878.  While  1875-S  is  the 
commonest  of  them,  it  is  uncommon  this  nice.  For  the  collector  desiring  a splendid  coin  for  his  type 
set,  this  coin  meets  every  requirement. 
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1875-S.  Mint  State  63.  Fully  prooflike  and  with  the  similar  appearance  of  a number  of  pieces  which 
we  have  seen  offered  for  sale  as  "Branch  Mint  Proofs."  The  surfaces  are  untoned  and  lightly 
marked.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp.  There  are  some  interesting  raised  die  scratches  at  the  crook  of 
Liberty  s left  arm  and  within  the  inner  recesses  of  the  reverse  device.

1876-CC.  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine  20  but  mishandled  and  with  marks  and  scratches 
noted  on  the  surfaces.  The  diagnostic  doubling  on  LIBERTY  is  plainly  visible.  While  this 
piece  is  certainly  not  destined  to  win  any  "beauty  contests"  it  still  has  a fairly  pleasing 
appearance,  especially  to  the  naked  eye.  And,  of  course,  the  rarity  of  this  coin  somewhat 
obscures  its  defects.  It  is  believed  that  approximately  16  to  18  examples  exist  with 
almost  all  of  these  grading  Mint  State  (these  pieces  were  undoubtedly  assay  coins  or 
souvenirs  which  were  saved  and  this  proves  that  the  circulation  of  this  issue  was 
extremely  limited).  The  number  of  circulated  coins  which  are  available  to  collectors  are 
very  few;  it  is  believed  that  only  two  or  possibly  three  exist.  Thus,  this  particular  coin 
represents  probably  the  most  affordable  example  of  an  1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  Piece 
which  is  currently  available.  This  exact  specimen  is  listed  as  Coin  in  the  Census 
enumerated  on  page  335  in  the  new  Breen  Encyclopedia.

566  1820.  Large  0.  Browning-1.  Rarity-7.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  A spectacular  coin  which 

combines  beauty  and  rarity.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  unbelievable  sunset 
iridescent  toning  which  becomes  deeper  towards  the  borders.  The  strike  is  remarkably 
sharp  with  the  rims  much  higher  than  usual  and  almost  convex  in  appearance.  Every  fine 
detail  is  bold  on  Liberty's  hair  and  the  wings.  The  surfaces  show  complete  mirror-like 
reflectiveness,  even  within  the  lines  of  the  shield.  The  few  other  known  Proofs  of  this 
date  are  quite  controversial.  Must  certainly  rank  as  the  Finest  Known  example  sure  to 
excite  the  specialist.  The  first  and  only  coin  graded  by  either  service  as  a Proof,  and  we 
deem  it  the  Finest  Known. 

Breen  states  on  page  41  of  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof 
Coins,  "I  have  seen  2 others,  possibly  3,"  through  intensive  and  arduous  research.  This 
gem  may  be  the  specimen  from  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection  sold  by  Kosoff  in  January 
1945  as  Lot  69. 


MAGNIFICENT  1820  QUARTER  DOLLAR 


567  1820.  Large  0.  Browning-2.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  65.  An  incredibly  sharp  strike  for  one  of  these  early 

Bust  Quarters,  with  each  star  having  full  radial  lines,  and  Liberty's  hair  strands  flowing  and  curling 
as  the  engraver  meant  them  to.  Carrying  over  this  superb  workmanship  to  the  reverse,  the  eagle  s 
feathers  (even  those  beside  the  shield)  are  pristine.  The  fields  are  extremely  frosty  with  areas  of 
reflectivity  on  the  obverse.  Seldom  do  we  encounter  such  a stunning  coin.  Adding  to  the  prestige 
of  an  already  delightful  coin  is  its  origin:  right  out  of  an  1820  Mint  Set.  All  in  all  this  is  certainly 
a contender  for  the  Finest  Known.

Walter  Breen  lists  only  2 Proofs  from  this  die 
combination!  These  exceedingly  rare  pieces  were  reserved  for  distinguished  visitors  to  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  and  not  sold  to  the  general  public.  Hence,  it  is  only  by  the  whim  of  chance  that 
one  as  splendid  as  this  has  come  down  through  the  years  to  be  offered  here  today.

1821.  Browning-3.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  64.  A beautifully  centered  coin  with  attractive  appearance. 
The  stars  are  all  full,  or  nearly  so,  while  the  centers  are  much  sharper  than  normally  seen  on  Bust 
Quarters.  Surfaces  are  smooth  and  blemish-free  and  are  bathed  in  deep  blue  with  undertones  of 
reddish  gold.  The  perfect  coin  for  a high  grade  type  set. 


SUPERIOR 
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GEM  PROOF  1827  ORIGINAL  QUARTER 


570  1827,  7 over  3.  Browning-1.  Rarity-7.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Superbly  made  as  befits 

a classic  Proof  rarity.  The  coin  is  toned  a steel-blue  with  mottled  areas  of  lavender. 
Walter  Breen  believes  that  12  Proofs  may  have  been  made,  although  neither  the  number 
of  extant  Proofs  nor  their  pedigree  is  absolutely  certain.  Though  Mint  records  say  4,000 
pieces  were  strcuk  in  the  year  1827,  no  business  strikes  have  come  to  light. 

For  more  than  a century  the  1827  Original  has  been  revered  as  a landmark  in 
American  numismatics,  and  well  it  should!  Comparison  has  been  made  between  it  and, 
say,  the  1804  Silver  Dollars  (which  despite  their  fame  actually  exist  in  larger  numbers). 

The  present  specimen  is  one  of  the  most  handsome  early  Proofs  we  have  handled. 
Prior  to  1858  such  pieces  were  made  for  private  sale  to  esteemed  visitors  to  the  Mint 
or  to  political  kingpins;  they  were  not  generally  available.  The  fact  that  the  1827  Quarter 
offered  here  is  an  extreme  rarity  makes  it  all  the  more  remarkable.  And,  as  might  be 
expected,  this  is  the  only  1827  Original  graded  by  NGC.

571  1838.  Browning-la.  Rarity-1.  Perfect  dies.  Mint  State  64.  A somewhat  soft  strike  for  the  date  with 

the  centers  fairly  well  detailed  but  with  some  weakness  on  the  stars.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  and 
overlaid  with  rich  cloudy  gold  coloring.  While  this  date  has  long  been  believed  to  be  common  in  Mint 
State,  it  is,  in  fact,  legitimately  rare  and  much  underrated. 
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THE  FINEST  KNOWN  1838  NO  DRAPERY  QUARTER 


572  1838  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  68.  As  the  advanced  collector  or  dealer  well 

knows,  the  1838  No  Drapery  Quarter  Dollar  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  types  to  locate 
in  the  upper  ranges  of  Mint  State.  When  the  occasional  Uncirculated  example  is  offered 
for  sale,  it  is  invariably  very  weakly  struck  and  has  dull,  unappealing  lustre.  This 
particular  coin  is  an  exception  to  every  rule  about  examples  of  this  type.  The  strike, 
despite  a bit  of  weakness  at  the  top  of  Liberty's  head  and  the  stars  surrounding  her 
head,  is  remarkably  sharp.  Interestingly,  the  rims  lack  the  concave  nature  which  seems 
to  be  virtually  diagnostic  to  examples  of  this  date  and  is  probably  a function  of  the  collar 
which  was  used  to  strike  these  pieces.  What  is  most  noticeable  about  this  coin  is  its 
thick,  swirling  lustre  which  is  further  enhanced  by  a blush  of  delicate  golden  coloring. 
The  surfaces  are  really  just  about  perfect  with  no  describable  marks  noted  to  the  naked 
eye  or  below  magnification.  In  all  of  our  years  of  involvement  in  numismatics,  we  have 
never  seen  an  1838  No  Drapery  Quarter  Dollar  which  remotely  approaches  this  piece 
in  terms  of  condition.  This  piece  is  the  Finest  Known  by  a huge  margin  and  we  feel 
extremely  confident  in  saying  that  there  will  never  be  an  example  which  receives  a 
higher  grade  from  NGC.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  United  States  silver  coins  in 
Auction  '89,  and  it  is  highly  likely  that  this  piece  will  set  a record  price  for  the  date. 


ANOTHER  REMARKABLE  1838  QUARTER  DOLLAR 


573  1838  No  Drapery.  Mint  State  65.  While  destined  to  be  somewhat  overshadowed  by  the  Finest 

Known  example  offered  above,  this  piece  is,  in  its  own  right,  remarkable  as  well.  It  is  extremely  well 
struck  with  less  "dishing"  on  the  rims  and  weakness  on  the  stars  than  generally  seen.  Its  surfaces 
exhibit  rich  swirling  mint  lustre  below  lovely  natural  lavender  and  gray  coloring.  Below 
magnification,  we  fail  to  note  a single  mark  of  importance.  Auctions  such  as  this  tend  to  bring  out 
the  best  in  numismatics.  The  new  collector  or  researcher  may  conclude  that  because  of  the 
presence  of  a few  really  choice  1838  No  Drapery  Quarters  in  our  session  of  Auction  '89,  that  this 
is  not  a rare  coin.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth  as,  in  any  other  sale,  the  presence  of  any 
one  of  these  coins  would  be  an  event  which  would  be  discussed  far  and  wide. 
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1838  No  Drapery.  Mint  State  63.  A much  above-average  strike  for  the  date  with  just  a bit  of 
weakness  noted  at  the  top  of  Liberty's  head  and  an  absence  of  the  typical  planchet  striations. 
Smoky  brownish  gold  obverse  toning;  somewhat  lighter  reverse  shadings  with  a splash  of  greenish 
iridescence  at  MERI  in  AMERICA.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  and  free  of  significant  marks.  Another 
important  No  Drapery  Quarter  Dollar  for  the  type  collector. 


THE  GARRETT  1853  NO  ARROWS  QUARTER 


575  1853  No  Arrows.  Mint  State  65.  A rare  coin  from  the  celebrated  Garrett  Part  2 Collection  sold  by 

Bowers  and  Ruddy,  March,  1980,  Lot  658,  where  it  was  described:  "Obverse  is  mostly  brilliant  with 
mottled  brown  and  light  golden  toning,  especially  toward  the  left.  The  reverse  displays  a light  golden 
brown  toning.  Extremely  sharply  struck." 

It  is  believed  that  of  the  44,200  of  these  minted,  most  went  into  the  melting  pot.  Following  the 
gold  discoveries  in  California  in  the  late-1840's,  silver  became  undervalued  in  relation  to  the 
precious  yellow;  hence,  astute  speculators  began  hoarding  silver.  The  Mint,  faced  with  this 
situation,  lowered  the  silver  content  of  minor  coins  early  in  1853  (and  added  Arrows  and  Rays  to 
the  Quarters  and  Halves  to  denote  the  change).  Whatever  earlier  silver  was  found  was  immediately 
melted  and  recoined  into  the  lighter  weight  pieces. 

As  a result,  very  few  of  these  1853  No  Arrows  coins  escaped  this  tragedy.  While  Uncirculated 
pieces  have  come  on  the  market  from  time  to  time,  very  few  can  be  said  to  match  this  one  in  overall 
quality  or  eye-appeal.

576  1853-0  Arrows  and  Rays.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  extremely  bold  impression  from  lightly 

clashed  dies.  The  obverse  is  reflective  with  superb  deep  coloring;  the  reverse  is  a bit  more  frosty 
with  similar  but  slightly  more  intense  hues.  Below  this  toning,  there  are  some  very  minor  marks  in 
the  obverse  fields;  the  reverse  is  of  full  gem  quality.  As  we  have  stated  before,  the  1853-0  Arrows 
and  Rays  Quarter  Dollar  is  one  of  the  most  overlooked  and  underrated  of  all  19th  Century  United 
States  coins.  If  one  examines  recent  auction  records,  it  becomes  clear  that  a number  of  years  may 
pass  before  another  Choice  Mint  State  specimen  is  offered  for  sale.  It  is  interesting  to  note  exactly 
why  this  piece  is  so  rara  While  slightly  over  1.3  million  were  struck,  virtually  every  coin  went 
immediately  into  circulation  and  stayed  there  until  well  worn.  Additionally,  for  many  years  people 
thought  that  both  this  and  the  Philadelphia  Arrows  and  Rays  Quarters  were  so  common  that  no  one 
bothered  to  save  them.  As  a result,  only  a handful  of  fully  Mint  State  examples  still  exist.  This  is 
one  of  the  Finest  Known.  As  of  March,  1989,  this  is  the  highest  graded  coin  by  either  major  grading 
service. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1853,  3 QVER  4 QUARTER 


577  1853,  3 over  4.  Arrows  and  Rays.  Fairly  early  Die  State  with  the  upright  of  the  4 visible  in  the  upper 

loop  of  the  3.  Mint  State  64.  One  of  the  very  Finest  Known  examples  of  this  unsung  but  extremely 
rare  overdate.  Quite  sharply  struck  with  full  detail  noted  on  Liberty's  head  and  on  the  eagle  s wings. 
The  obverse  is  toned  in  a pleasing  antique  gold  configuration;  the  reverse  is  a lighter  and  equally 
pleasing  shade  of  gold  with  some  deeper  coloring  forming  within  the  lettering.  The  surfaces  are 
frosty  and  basically  clean.  This  elusive  variety  was  discovered  by  Breen  in  1976.  Most  of  the  few 
examples  which  have  turned  up  since  then  are  late  Die  States  which  require  great  imagination  to 
see  the  aforementioned  overdate;  on  this  example,  even  the  8 and  5 in  the  date  show  their  earlier 
blows.

As  prices 
escalated,  the  premium  the  1914  realized  over  other  dates  decreased  and  now  the  1914  is  worth 
about  1/2  times  what  a common  date  proof  is  worth."

1920-S.  Mint  State  65.  Magnificent  surfaces  on  this  scarce  San  Francisco  Mint  Flalf,  free  from 
defects^  and  marks  and  simply  exuding  satiny  lustre.  The  centers  are  well  struck,  having  most  of 
Liberty  s skirt  lines  visible.  On  the  obverse,  medium  gold  toning  prevails,  while  the  reverse  is  mostly 
untoned. 
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654  1921-D.  Mint  State  65.  A first-class  coin  for  a quality  set.  Broad  rims  add  symmetry  to  what  is 

already  a beautiful  design  by  engraver  Adolph  A.  Weinman.  The  strike  is  far  nicer  than  most,  and 
the  frosty  fields  are  free  from  unsightly  marks.  This  coin,  and  the  other  1921-D  offered  in  our 
section,  are  twins  when  it  comes  to  rarity,  quality,  and  value.  If  you  need  the  date,  be  sure  not  to 
miss  viewing  them  before  the  sale.

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1921-D.  Mint  State  65.  A sleek  coin  having  bright  mint  lustre  (just  a touch  of  gold  toning  around 
the  edges)  and  remarkable  fields.  The  strike,  too,  is  much  nicer  than  that  found  on  most  Walking 
Liberty  Half  Dollars  from  the  Roaring  'Twenties.  Only  208,000  192TD's  were  minted,  possibly 
resulting  from  a reduction  in  business  activity  following  the  First  World  War.  Demand  from 
merchants  and  bankers  fell  off  in  1921-22;  hence,  they  needed  less  change  for  their  tills.  Relieved 
of  the  pressure  to  coin  small  denominations,  the  mints  devoted  more  time  to  Silver  Dollars.  This 
business  slowdown  may  also  explain  why  so  very  few  Mint  State  examples  of  1921-D  were  saved. 


THE  NORWEB  1921-8  HALF  DOLLAR 


656  1921-S.  Mint  State  65.  A handsome  20th  Century  American  classic.  The  strike  is  far  nicer  than  that 

found  on  the  few  other  Mint  State  examples.  While  the  fields  are  fully  brilliant  they  do  have  a light 
gold  toning.  Portions  of  the  lustre  reveal  die  finishing  lines,  possibly  made  when  Mint  workers 
buffed  the  steel  dies  in  preparation  for  striking  coins.  Of  the  548,000  coins  made  at  San  Francisco, 
a larger  percentage  seem  to  have  found  their  way  into  circulation  than  in  previous  years.  To  this  day, 
collectors  revere  any  Mint  State  1921-S;  and  they  stand  at  attention  when  such  a famous  Mint  State 
specimen  like  this  comes  up  for  sale. 

Previously  from  Bowers  & Merena’s  Norweb  Sale,  November  1988,  Lot  3690, 
where  it  brought  a staggering  $35,200  in  a then-depressed  market 
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1921-S.  Mint  State  64.  A somewhat  better  struck  example  than  usual  with  just  the  slightest 
amount  of  weakness  noted  at  the  centers.  Liberty's  head  shows  a good  amount  of  detail,  her  thumb 
is  partially  split  and  most  of  the  skirt  lines  are  visible.  The  surfaces  show  satiny  and  somewhat 
frosty  lustre  which  is  seen  on  original,  uncleaned  examples.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  the 
slightest  amount  of  golden  coloring  with  this  more  noticeable  on  the  reverse.  This  clean,  glowing 
1921-S  Half  Dollar  should  receive  considerable  bidder  attention  from  specialists  needing  an  example 
of  this  rarity  to  complete  their  set.

An  absolutely  superb  gem  with 
indescribably  lovely  electric  blue  and  golden  iridescent  coloring.  Remarkably  well 
manufactured  with  deeply  reflective  surfaces.  As  on  all  known  examples  of  this  issue 
(as  well  as  the  1801  restrike),  there  is  a small  mint-made  depression  on  the  reverse  in 
the  field  area  between  UM  in  UNUM  and  the  shield;  this  is  apparently  from  a small 
foreign  deposit  which  adhered  to  the  reverse  die  at  the  time  of  strike.  An  unknown 
quantity  of  pieces  were  struck;  as  only  three  are  currently  thought  to  exist,  the  original 
number  was  probably  no  more  than  five  or  six.  There  are  two  distinct  theories  as  to 
when  the  Restrike  Proofs  of  1801  through  1803  were  struck.  The  first  theory  holds  that 
these  were  restrikes  which  were  surreptitiously  produced  by  Mint  employees  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  a profit  and  later  sold  through  the  coin  dealer  John  W.  Haseltine. 
Another  theory  holds  that  these  pieces  were  struck  between  1834  and  1835  for 
presentation  purposes;  most  probably  to  the  same  Oriental  dignitaries  who  received  the 
Class  I 1804  Silver  Dollars  and  the  1834  Proof  sets  which  included  these  pieces.  Both 
of  these  theories  have  a number  of  factors  which  can  not  be  discounted.  The  older 
theory  (i.e.  that  the  coins  were  struck  in  the  late  1850's  for  profit  motives)  can  be 
justified  by  the  fact  that  the  corrupt  aura  and  lack  of  mentality  which  pervaded  the  Mint 
during  this  period  has  been  documented  and  can  be  proven  by  the  huge  quantities  of 
surreptitious  issues  which  emanated  from  Philadelphia  during  these  years.  The  second 
theory  can  be  best  defended  when  one  considers  that  the  lack  of  die  rust  on  this  coin 
is  suggestive  of  it  not  having  had  the  chance  to  lie  around  in  a humid  Philadelphia  vault 
for  a number  of  decades  before  being  struck.  While  we  tend  to  lean  toward  the  theory 
that  these  pieces  were  struck  in  the  late  1850's,  it  is  very  difficult  to  ascertain  this  with 
any  degree  of  certainty.  While  it  is  difficult  to  prove  when  these  coins  were  struck,  it 
is  easy  to  agree  that  they  are  among  the  most  spectacular  and  desirable  of  all  United 
States  silver  coins.  It  may  be  many  years  before  the  collector  is  afforded  another  chance 
to  own  an  example  of  an  1803  Silver  Dollar.

64.  A very  late  striking  with  an  unusual  patch  of  die  rust  located  before  Liberty's  face 
and  an  extensive  thin  reverse  die  crack  which  begins  at  N in  UNITED  and  runs  through 
the  left  side  of  the  0 in  OF.  Splendid  original  steel  and  lilac  obverse  toning  with  faint 
orange  gold  undertones;  the  reverse  is  in  deeper  lilac  gray  with  splashes  of  underlying 
iridescence.  Unlike  90%  to  95%  of  all  the  surviving  Gobrecht  Dollars,  this  piece  has 
never  been  cleaned.  Its  surfaces  are  quite  reflective  and  wonderfully  vibrant.  There  is 
a small  mint-made  reverse  rim  depression  above  the  right  seriph  of  the  M in  AMERICA;

Technically  a pattern  coin,  but 
long  sought  by  collectors  for  inclusion  in  their  regular  issue  sets,  1836  was  minted  to 
the  tune  of  1,600  pieces.  One  thousand  of  these  had  the  dies  aligned  in  normal,  coin 
fashion;  six  hundred  had  the  dies  rotated  vis-a-vis  one  another  by  180°  (as  on  the 
present  piece).

Medallic  alignment  of  the  dies;  the  pellets  flanking  ONE  DOLLAR  are  not  level  at  the 
rotation  along  the  vertical  axis.  Mint  restrike;  circa  1858-1860.  Brilliant  Proof  63. 

Extremely  reflective  and  brilliant.  The  obverse  shows  lovely  peripheral  iridescent  toning 
which  is  suggestive  of  this  coin  having  resided  for  a number  of  years  in  a Wayte 
Raymond  coin  album;  the  reverse  is  mostly  untoned  with  just  a bit  of  coloring  on  the 
rim.  This  piece  appears  to  have  been  very  lightly  cleaned  many  years  ago  as  it  shows 
a concentration  of  hairlines,  but  these  are  now  mostly  visible  only  below  magnification 
or  when  the  coin  is  tilted  into  a light  source.  Most  importantly,  this  piece  is  fully 
reflective  and  lacks  the  surface  abrasions  or  planchet  problems  which  are  typical  to  this 
issue.

Christian  Gobrecht's  magnificent  design  has  always  carried  an  aura  of  quiet  elegance. 
The  coin  offered  here  adds  to  this  aura  a stunning  beauty  born  of  bold  strike  and 
gorgeous  steel-blue  and  deep  gold  toning.  To  top  things  off,  this  is  not  the  usually  seen 
Plain  Edge  variety,  instead  this  is  the  excessively  rare  Reeded  Edge  type!  Breen  believes 
these  were  minted  during  an  1858-9  "midnight  session"  where  high  Mint  officials 
conducted  a profitable  workshop  to  strike  back-dated  pieces  for  a few  collector  friends. 
Breen  states  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Proof  Coins  . . . "supposedly  three  known;  I 
have  seen  only  one.  Ex  Granberg,  Woodin,  Newcomer,  Baldenhofer:993"  So,  to 
accompany  this  coin's  aura  of  elegance  is  its  mysterious  birth  and  hushed  sale  to  the 
favored  elite.  Become  one  of  the  elite  few  today  who  can  own  such  a coin. 

Adding  to  this  coins  mystique,  is  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  Reeded  Edge  Silver 
Dollar.  Our  records  indicate  that  this  is  the  first  example  offered  at  public  auction  in  the 
past  3 decades,  and  may  in  fact  be  the  only  one  available  to  collectors. 

Dies  are  180°  out  of  normal  coin  alignment,  a characteristic  of  many  of  these  Gobrecht 
Dollars.

A breathtaking  example  of  this 
rare  and  beautiful  issue.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  display  exquisite  deep  original 
toning.  The  underlying  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  and  appear  quite  reflective.  In  fact, 
the  only  thing  which  keeps  this  coin  from,  at  the  very  least,  a full  Proof  65  grade  is  a 
tiny  mint-made  area  of  roughness  on  the  obverse  rim  immediately  below  the  first  star. 
While  impaired  and  low-end  Proof  examples  of  this  issue  can  be  obtained  without  great 
difficulty,  examples  of  this  quality  are  genuinely  rare.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  Proof  1838

Mint  Restrike,  circa  1858-1860  with  the  familiar  reverse  die  crack  through  the  tops  of 
NITED  STATES  O on  the  reverse.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Brown.  Attractive,  even  chocolate 
coloring  with  faint  gold  and  violet  undertones  noted  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The 
surfaces,  while  not  fully  reflective,  are  reasonably  clean;  we  do  note  a few  small  mint- 
made  marks  in  the  obverse  fields  and  a tiny  planchet  flake  above  the  first  S in  STATES. 
But,  this  piece  is  free  of  spots  and  presents  a very  pleasing  overall  appearance  for  the 
grade.  Ultimately,  the  grade  of  a coin  of  this  level  of  rarity  is  irrelevant  (unless,  of  course, 
the  piece  is  so  badly  impaired  to  make  it  undesirable).  Of  the  3 or  4 pieces  known  to 
exist  for  Judd-89,  at  least  one  is  permanently  impounded  and  another  is  part  of  a 
collection  which  probably  will  not  be  sold  in  our  lifetime.

673  1840.  Mint  State  65.  Prooflike.  Very  prooflike,  in  fact,  behind  a blend  of  pinkish-purple, 

and  blue  toning.  The  strike  is  well  above-average  for  a Seated  Dollar  from  the  1840's, 
with  each  hair  strand  on  Liberty's  head  bold.  Only  a few  stars  and  some  of  the  rim 
denticles  are  soft.  A popular  coin  due  to  its  first-year  status,  this  one  has  added  value 
in  being  in  the  top  echelon  of  Mint  State  specimens.  In  our  numerous  years  of 
conducting  auctions,  we  have  only  handled  a handful  of  truly  Uncirculated  pieces.  This 
coin  is  by  far  the  finest  1840  Dollar  we  have  ever  auctioned  and  thus  we  deem  this  coin 
one  of  the  Finest  Known.

1841.  Mint  State  64.  Very  sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  slightly  reflective  tendencies  on  the 
reverse.  Both  sides  are  toned  to  a rich  rose  gray  with  underlying  splashes  of  faint  sea  green,  reddish 
gold  and  cobalt.  Liberty's  head  is  full  and  there  is  just  the  slightest  amount  of  weakness  noted  on 
the  eagle's  right  wing.  The  surfaces  appear  to  be  extremely  clean  with  just  a few  small,  barely 
discernible  marks  visible  below  magnification.  Like  all  of  the  silver  coinage  of  1841,  the  Silver  Dollar 
is  rare  and  significantly  underrated  in  Mint  State  In  our  experience,  this  date  is  many  times  rarer 
than  the  1842,  1843  or  1847.  It  is  doubtful  that  a much  nicer  example  than  this  will  be  sold  at 
auction  for  some  time.

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675  1842.  Mint  State  64.  Well  struck  in  the  centers,  with  only  a few  of  the  stars  rounded.  The  fields 

are  exceptionally  smooth  and  free  of  unsightly  marks;  about  the  only  two  we  find  are  on  the  reverse 
and  they  hardly  rate  notice.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  prooflike  and  are  overlaid  by  a steel  color 
toning.  Since  most  Seated  Liberty  Dollars  experienced  jostling  in  mint  sacks  or  banging  on  hard 
store  counters,  they  usually  come  well  abused.  When  one  realizes  this,  one  quickly  sees  how  far 
above-average  this  really  1842  is. 


676  1843.  Mint  State  64.  An  outstanding,  premium  quality  coin.  The  strike  is  somewhat  below  average 

for  the  date  with  a bit  of  weakness  noted  on  Liberty's  head  and  the  nearby  stars;  this  corresponds 
somewhat  to  the  reverse.  The  rest  of  the  fine  detail  is  sharp  with  absolutely  no  weakness  noted  on 
the  eagle's  feathers.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  untoned  and  extremely  frosty.  The  surfaces 
are  very  clean  and  lack  the  pronounced  deep  abrasions  which  are  so  characteristic  to  examples  of 
this  date  and  of  the  No  Motto  type.  We  do  note  one  small  obverse  edge  bump  at  11  o'clock  but  this 
is  small  enough  to  not  be  considered  a detracting  feature.

1846-0.  Mint  State  64.  An  outstanding  strike  for  the  date  with  just  the  slightest  amount  of 
weakness  noted  on  the  stars  at  the  right  in  the  uppermost  part  of  Liberty's  head;  the  reverse  is 
100%  fully  struck  with  none  of  the  usually  seen  weakness  on  the  eagle's  claws  or  legs.  The 
surfaces  are  frosty  and  enhanced  by  rich  reddish  gold  coloring.  Other  than  a few,  small  scattered 
bagmarks  in  the  upper  obverse  field,  this  piece  has  just  about  the  cleanest  surfaces  we  can  recall 
having  seen  on  a Mint  State  example  of  this  date.  The  few  Uncirculated  1846-0  Dollars  which  do 
exist  show  very  significant  bagmarks  and,  apparently,  are  from  a small  hoard  which  was  uncovered 
a few  years  ago.  This  piece  is  very  different  in  appearance  from  the  aforementioned  coins,  and  is 
probably  among  the  Finest  Known.  An  exceptional  opportunity.

1851  Pattern  Dollar.  Judd-132.  Rarity-7.  Copper.  Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  According  to  the 
Pattern  guide,  this  is  a trial  piece  of  a restrike  of  the  regular  type  with  the  date  centered  beneath 
Liberty.  Judd  believed  only  about  5 were  known  (1  silvered).  We  cannot  see  how,  of  those  5,  any 
could  top  this  remarkable  specimen.  Because  the  coining  press  was  probably  set  to  strike  a silver 
planchet,  this  softer  copper  one  received  an  especially  bold  impression;  so  bold,  in  fact,  that  both 
rims  display  high  knife  edges.  A rare  Pattern  of  a rare  date  Silver  Dollar  in  a rare  state  of  preservation.

1852.  Original.  Mint  State  64.  Well  struck  on  all  but  the  right  hand  stars  which  are  a 
bit  weak.  A first  strike  with  full  prooflike  fields  very  much  in  evidenca  As  there  were 
only  1,100  struck  for  circulation  the  dies  never  lost  their  polish;  hence,  most  if  not  all 
business  strikes  have  the  mirror  fields  characteristic  of  Proofs.  This  example  was  struck 
during  the  fury  of  the  Gold  Rush  which  all  but  eliminated  silver  coinage  from  circulation 
as  the  price  of  gold  fell  in  relation  to  silver.  This  imbalance  was  temporarily  corrected 
with  the  reduction  in  the  silver  content  in  coinage  in  1853.  Silver  Dollars  were  not  in 
great  demand  prior  to  this  period  and  were  mostly  held  in  bank  vaults.  The  surfaces  of 
this  coin  are  very  clean,  however  a few  tiny  bagmarks  are  noted  when  examined  with 
a strong  glass.  The  obverse  and  reverse  appear  to  have  been  retoned.  One  of  the  key 
dates  to  the  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  series  and  always  in  great  demand.

I860.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A magnificently  toned  Gem  Proof.  The  obverse  and  reverse  both  show 
exquisite  mottled  lilac,  sea  green  and  cobalt  splashes  below  a rich  rose  gray  overtone.  Both  sides 
are  extremely  reflective.  On  the  reverse,  we  note  a number  of  curious,  fine  planchet  striations,  which 
are  definitely  mint-made  and  are  virtually  impossible  to  detect  with  the  naked  eye.  A total  of  1,330 
Proofs  were  originally  struck;  only  527  were  saved  from  the  melting  pot  and  survivors  are  apt  to 
grade  no  better  than  Proof  60.  A rare  and  beautiful  coin. 
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681  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A choice  cameo  example  with  the  frosted  obverse  device  contrasted  by 

some  reddish  gold  iridescence  at  the  periphery.  The  reverse  is  mostly  untoned  although  some 
coloring  is  forming  at  the  left  border.  The  surfaces  are  reflective  and  basically  quite  clean.  A pleasing 
example  of  this  popular  Civil  War  issue  and  one  of  only  460  Proofs  struck. 


682  1864.  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Very  attractive  natural  mottled  toning  on  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

Curiously,  there  are  a number  of  what  appear  to  be  bagmarks  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  device 
and  in  the  field  below  UNIT  in  UNITED.  Were  it  not  for  these  marks,  this  piece  would  certainly  have 
claims  to  a much  higher  grade.  One  of  470  Proofs  struck.

1867.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A coin  for  the  connoisseur!  Frosted  devices  highlight  deeply  mirrored 
fields,  while  on  the  obverse  magenta  and  blue  toning  glistens  along  the  periphery.  The  reverse  is 
mostly  brilliant,  with  but  a narrow  blue  tone  along  the  rim.  A vibrant  look  to  this  one,  and  doubly 
desirable  as  it  is  one  of  only  625  Proofs  struck.  Few  could  be  more  aesthetically  pleasing.

685  1868.  Mint  State  63.  Broad,  square  rims  and  full  stars  only  begin  to  tell  the  story  of  this  boldly 

struck  1868.  Liberty's  head  and  the  eagle's  feathers  are  sharply  defined,  while  the  surfaces  are 
semi-prooflike  and  very  reflective.  A few  normal  bagmarks  are  typical  for  the  grade;  none  are  too 
important,  neither  do  they  affect  the  overall  appeal  of  this  scarce  issue.

686  1869.  Mint  State  64.  Mostly  prooflike  but  an  obvious  business  strike  as  evidenced  by  the 

considerable  amount  of  reflectiveness  within  the  surfaces.  Additionally,  this  piece  has  a quality  of 
strike  fully  consistent  with  a business  strike  as  seen  by  some  pronounced  weakness  on  the  eagle's 
right  wing.  The  surfaces  show  a veil  of  very  faint  gold  toning  and  are  extremely  clean.  In  fact,  this 
piece  is  really  just  a mark  or  two  shy  of  the  Gem  classification.  While  low-end  Mint  State  examples 
of  this  date  are  rather  easy  to  locate,  examples  of  this  quality  are  very  rare.  This  is  the  finest  1869 
Silver  Dollar  which  we  have  seen  or  sold  in  some  time. 
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687  1870.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Another  pretty  coin  from  the  same  gentleman  who  consigned  the  1870 

Seated  Dime  offered  earlier,  and  the  1880  and  1882  Morgan  Dollars  which  will  shortly  come  up. 
Put  away  years  ago  before  the  great  scrub'm  up  days  of  the  1970's,  this  original  Seated  Liberty 
Dollar  has  everything  today's  collector  demands:  immaculate  surfaces,  old  time  toning,  and 
freshness.  Of  the  1,000  Proofs  struck  in  1870,  few  achieve  these  lofty  requirements  like  the  present 
piece  does. 


1871.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  This  piece  was  evidently  struck  with  added  pressure  from  the  dies  as  it 
carries  a high  knife  edge  on  a wide,  square  rim.  There  is  a mixture  of  toning  hues,  with  a leaning 
towards  gold  on  the  obverse  and  reddish,  magenta,  and  steel-blue  on  the  reverse.  Only  960  Proofs 
struck  this  year,  and  few  match  this  one.  An  attractive  coin  overall,  and  a candidate  for  a top  quality 
type  set. 
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689  1871.  Mint  State  64.  A particularly  frosty  example  of  this  popular  "With  Motto"  type  coin;  the 

fields  are  mostly  brilliant,  with  only  a hint  of  pinkish  toning  around  the  edge.  The  surfaces  are  far 
above-average,  showing  only  the  lightest  contact  marks.  Most  Silver  Dollars  were  shunted  from 
Mint  to  bank,  or  from  bank  vault  to  Treasury  vault,  in  strong  canvas  bags.  As  one  might  imagine, 
they  received  a goodly  number  of  indignities  from  this  rough  handling.

The  obverse  is  very  reflective  and  extremely  choice 
with  a virtual  absence  of  hairlines;  the  reverse  shows  some  fairly  concentrated  hairlines  which  are 
most  pronounced  at  the  centers.  Overall,  this  piece  has  a nice  original  appearance.  A very  nice 
match  to  the  other  Pattern  1873  Trade  Dollars  which  are  offered  in  this  sale.

The  surfaces  show  just  a few  scattered  and  insignificant  hairlines  and  are  far  more 
reflective  than  usually  seen.  In  addition,  this  piece  shows  a much  above-average  strike  with  virtually 
no  weakness  noted  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers.  While  this  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
aesthetically  unappealing  of  the  numerous  1873  Pattern  Trade  Dollars,  it  is  an  extremely  popular 
issue.  Approximately  three  dozen  or  so  pieces  are  known  to  exist,  with  the  great  majority  of  these 
either  impaired  or  grading  no  higher  than  Proof  60. 
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692  1873  Pattern  Trade  Dollar.  Judd-1310.  Rarity-5.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  The  popular 

and  attractive  Indian  Princess  obverse  design.  Untoned.  The  obverse  is  quite  reflective  and 
extremely  choice.  The  reverse  does  not  have  the  same  amount  of  reflectiveness.  This  is  primarily 
due  to  the  presence  of  a number  of  raised  criss-cross  die  engraver's  lines  which  are  as  struck.  These 
lines  appear  on  all  known  examples  of  Judd-1310,  although  they  are  a bit  more  pronounced  on  this 
example  than  usually  seen.  A far  above-average  piece.  This  issue  may  actually  be  closer  to  a full 
Rarity-6  than  is  commonly  felt  as  evidenced  by  the  paucity  of  auction  records  through  the  past 
decade.

1893.  NGC  graded  Proof  68.  The  probability  of  a Proof  coin  which  is  almost  100  years 
old  having  survived  the  ravages  of  time  with  its  surfaces  "as  struck"  is,  truly,  a one-in-a- 
million  occurrence.  Even  under  intense  magnification,  it  is  impossible  to  find  a single 
fault  on  this  coin.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  untoned  and  display  extremely 
strong  contrast.  The  strike  is  remarkably  full  with  the  centers  showing  absolutely  no 
weakness.  The  eye  appeal  of  this  coin  is  greater  than  on  any  Proof  Morgan  Dollar  which 
we  have  seen.  With  today's  market  strongly  oriented  toward  a combination  of  condition 
and  genuine  rarity,  the  importance  of  this  coin  cannot  be  overestimated.  We  feel  that 
this  piece  has  the  potential  to  set  a record  price  for  a Philadelphia  Mint  Proof  Morgan 
Dollar  as  it  is  the  highest  graded  example  of  any  date  which  has  been  graded  by  either 
major  service  as  of  March,  1989.

An  excellent  value  for  the  collector  who  does  not  want  to  pay  $20,000  or  more  for  an 
Uncirculated  example  of  this  date  and  yet  would  fit  nicely  in  an  Uncirculated  set.  There  is  a tiny  rim 
ping  at  5 o'clock  on  the  obverse  and  this  can  serve  as  future  identification  for  this  specimen.

749  1894.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A beautiful  Gem  Proof  with  a superb  appearance.  The  obverse  has  a strong 

cameo  which  is  further  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  fiery  electric  blue,  golden  orange  and  magenta 
toning  at  the  borders.  The  fields  are  highly  reflective  and  undisturbed.  Unlike  so  many  Proof 
examples  of  this  date,  this  piece  is  absolutely  original  and  has  never  been  cleaned  or  dipped.

Frosted 
devices  add  to  the  effect  by  contrasting  nicely  with  deep  mirror  fields.  For  more  than 
two  decades,  professional  coin  dealers  have  been  advising  their  clients  to  buy  only  the 
best  they  can  afford.  And  for  good  reason,  as  a look  at  any  price  chart  will  reveal.  If  you, 
too,  want  the  best,  this  1895  will  fit  the  bill.  Unfortunately,  the  ANACS  certificate  was 
misplaced.  And  if  located  it  will  be  made  available  to  the  successful  bidder. 


RARE  1895  PROOF  DOLLAR 


753  1895.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Deep  blue  toning  over  attractive  surfaces;  as  with  all  1895 

Proofs  (surprisingly)  the  strike  is  bold.  This  date  has  always  charmed  American 
numismatists.  First,  its  low  mintage  of  880  Proofs  acts  to  lure  in  those  who  want  to  own 
what  few  others  can  hope  to  acquire.  Second,  its  price  record  shows  just  how  many 
desire  it.  Third,  and  lastly,  what  ever  became  of  the  12,000  business  strikes?  It  is  a 
mystery  which  may  never  be  unmasked.  Combine  these  traits  and  one  sees  instantly 
why  1895  became  King  of  the  Morgan  Dollars.

Outside  of  this,  the  strike  is  excellent,  having  full  hair  detail 
over  the  ear  and  all  of  the  eagle's  breast  feathers  plain.  The  mirror  fields,  while  subdued, 
are  not  unmarred.  A smart  choice  for  a collector  of  these  large,  impressive  coins  who 
wants  to  complete  his  set  but  wishes  to  pay  a medium  price  for  this  King  of  the  Morgan 
Dollars.

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  toned  in  a pale 
gold  shade  which  becomes  slightly  deeper  towards  the  borders.  The  fields  are  exceptionally  clean 
and  show  a vibrancy  which  is  not  generally  found  on  Proofs  of  this  date.

1896.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A beautiful  cameo  example  with  excellent  contrast  noted  between  the 
frosted  devices  and  the  extremely  deep  mirror  fields.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  pale 
grayish  coloring  with  faint  lilac  shadings  below.  There  are  just  a few  slight  hairlines  in  the  obverse 
field  while  the  reverse  is  of  gem  quality.

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  superb  golden  gray  coloring 
with  variegated  pastels  below.  The  intensity  of  the  toning  makes  it  somewhat  difficult  to  tell  if  this 
coin  is  actually  prooflike  or  not;  it  is  probable  that  this  coin  is  somewhat  reflective  but  does  not  have 
enough  mirror  tendencies  as  to  be  designated  as  a fully  prooflike  coin.  Careful  examination  fails  to 
reveal  a single  discernible  mark  and  this  piece  rates  as  one  of  the  finest  San  Francisco  Morgan 
Dollars  of  the  late  1890's  which  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  handling.

1921.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  One  of  5 pieces  struck  by  Mint  Engraver  George  T.  Morgan  for  an  unknown 
mediary  (presumed  to  be  Ambrose  Swasey  of  Cleveland,  Ohio)  on  June  4,  1921.  Until  the 
appearance  of  this  and  two  other  examples  in  the  Norweb  III  Sale,  these  pieces  were  referred  to  by 
collectors  as  Chapman  Proofs.”  As  related  by  Andrew  W.  Pollock  III,  this  and  another  example  in 
the  Norweb  Sale  were  accompanied  by  a handwritten  note  which  conclusively  proved  that  a 
number  of  these  Morgan  Dollar  Proofs  of  1921  were  produced  by  George  T.  Morgan  as  a personal 
venture.  This  particular  coin  is  the  nicer  of  the  two  Norweb  examples  which  can  be  positively 
identified  as  the  coins  discussed  in  the  Morgan  letter.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  reflective  and 
covered  by  golden  brown  and  faint  lilac  coloring.  There  are  a few  very  light  scratches  on  the  eagle's 
breast  which,  in  our  opinion,  are  really  all  that  keep  this  coin  from  being  designated  as  a full  gem. 
An  extremely  important  and  historically  significant  piece  which  should  be  appreciated  by  the 
advanced  Morgan  Dollar  collector.

The  1860  Dollar  is 
one  of  the  most  intriguing  Proofs  we  have  ever  encountered.  Because  the  reverse  die  was 
misaligned  90°  versus  the  obverse  die.  Liberty's  head  and  the  stars  adjacent  to  it  are  flat  (being 
opposite  the  eagle's  wing).  Surfaces  are  delightful  with  a smoky  gold  tone.  The  1882  Trade  Dollar 
is  important  for  being  a Proof-only  coin.  Its  mirrored  fields  are  overlaid  by  irregular  smoky  blue  and 
lavender  toning.  Lot  of  2 coins.

819  1836.  Judd-67.  Rarity-5.  Gold.  Plain  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Struck  from  normally  aligned  dies.  A 

little  jewel,  radiating  warm,  deep  yellow  gold  brilliance  from  virtually  perfect  fields.  This  captivating 
design  was  one  of  our  earliest  proposals  for  a circulating  Gold  Dollar.  Nothing  came  of  the  proposal, 
however,  until  13  years  later.  Christian  Gobrecht  designed  this  trim  Pattern,  and  when  one  compares 
its  elegant  simplicity  to  Longacre's  later  Liberty  head  production  coins,  it  is  almost  a shame  this  Cap 
and  Rays  type  wasn't  adopted  instead.  Be  that  as  it  may,  Pattern  coins  struck  in  gold  are  all  very 
rare,  and  much  to  be  desired.  Here  is  one  of  the  prettiest  1836's  you  will  find.

1849.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  This  intriguing  Gold  Dollar  has  deep  prooflike  fields 
(which  NGC  appears  to  have  ignored  in  their  grade  designation)  in  addition  to  its  eye- 
popping "flash."  A 1983  letter  from  Walter  Breen  accompanies  the  coin.  We  will  quote 
it  in  its  entirety  and  let  you  decide:  "This  certifies  that  I have  examined  the 
accompanying  coin,  and  that  I have  compared  it  with  others  of  its  kind,  and  that  I 
unhesitatingly  declare  it  an  authentic  1849  Type  I proof  gold  dollar  (small  head,  no  L). 

"The  coin  in  every  particular  matches  other  proofs  of  this  issue:  surfaces,  die  state, 
die  identity,  striking  quality.  It  is  superior  to  the  specimen  in  ANS  or  to  the  scratched 
piece  I formerly  owned  (later,  owned  by  Lester  Merkin,  most  recently  in  Kagin's  'Sale 
of  the  70's,'  lot  1497).  It  is  an  exact  match  for  the  coin  in  Norman  Stack's  type  set.  To 
date  9 or  10  are  traced,  of  which  two  are  in  museums  and  two  in  a Philadelphia  estate." 


GEM  1851  GDLD  DDLLAR 


1851.  Mint  State  65.  Very  sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  superb  rich  orange  gold  color  on  the 
obverse  and  reverse.  The  reverse  shows  particularly  nice  color  in  an  unusual  configuration;  the 
wreath  is  totally  outlined  in  a rich  orange  gold  shade  which  is  contrasted  by  the  paler  greenish  gold 
coloring  in  the  fields.  Other  than  a tiny  planchet  mark  behind  Liberty's  head,  the  surfaces  are  very 
clean.  An  extremely  appealing  Type  1 Gold  Dollar. 


RARE  1852  PATTERN  RING  DDLLAR 


822  1852.  Judd-147.  Rarity-7.  Plain  Edge.  Copper  Gilt.  Mint  State  63.  Superbly  struck.  A very  scarce 

example  of  the  Mint's  curious  attempt  to  solve  a problem  that  cropped  up  when  Gold  Dollar 
production  began  in  1849.  Due  to  the  small  diameter  of  these  tiny  droplets  of  gold,  complaints  came 
in  from  far  and  wide.  Ring  coins,  like  this  one,  were  an  abortive  attempt  to  broaden  the  planchet. 
Later,  in  1854,  a compromise  was  settled  on  (which  was  not  much  better  than  the  original  design) 
in  the  wider,  flatter  Type  2 regular  issue  motif.  Thereafter,  the  ring  concept  was  dropped.  Today's 
collectors  enjoy  seeing,  and  hopefully  owning,  such  "might  have  been"  coins  as  Judd-147. 
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SUPERB  1857  GOLD  DOLLAR 


823  1857.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  68.  From  our  January  1989  Connoisseur's  Collection 

Sale  where  it  was  described  as:  "An  essentially  perfect  coin  which  is  the  finest  Type 
3 Gold  Dollar  of  the  1850's  which  we  have  ever  seen.  The  strike  is  absolutely  full  with 
no  areas  of  weakness  or  patches  of  die  rust  as  typically  seen.  The  lustre  is  sensational 
and  the  coloring,  a rich  pink  and  orange  gold,  must  be  personally  viewed  to  be  fully 
appreciated.  Even  below  strong  magnification,  we  cannot  find  a single  mark  on  this 
entire  coin.  As  of  November  1,  1988,  PCGS  had  graded  3 Type  3 Gold  Dollars  Mint  State 
68.  However,  all  of  these  were  dated  in  the  1880's.  Gold  Dollars  of  that  era  are  far  more 
commonly  seen  in  superb  condition  than  Gold  Dollars  in  the  1850's.  We  feel  that  this 
is  unquestionably  the  Finest  Known  business  strike  1857  Gold  Dollar  and  we  are  certain 
that  this  piece  will  set  a record  for  this  date. 

"Formerly  sold  by  us  as  lot  614  in  our  February  22,  1977  sale.  The  coin  realized  $1650 
against  a $350  estimate." 

In  our  Connoisseur's  Sale  it  brought  $41,800,  and  today  the  market  is  even  stronger. 


RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1859  D GDLD  DDLLAR 


824  1859-D.  Mint  State  60+.  An  average  struck  specimen  with  sharp  legends;  the  only  area  of 

weakness  is  on  the  5 in  the  date.  Struck  in  characteristic  yellow  gold  and  with  outstanding  frosty 
mint  lustre.  The  surfaces  lack  the  pronounced  defects  commonly  seen  on  examples  of  this  type; 
some  interesting  raised  die  scratches  are  plainly  visible  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.  There  is  a bit 
of  unevenness  on  the  edge,  as  struck.  This  is  clearly  visible  from  12  o'clock  to  2 o'clock  and  we 
would  recommend  inspection  to  determine  its  origin.  Overall,  a lovely  example  which  probably 
qualifies  at  the  tail  end  of  the  Condition  Census.  In  fact,  this  piece  compares  favorably  to  both  of 
the  Mint  State  1859-D  Gold  Dollars  which  we  sold  in  our  January  31,  1989,  "Connoisseur's" 
Collection  Sale. 
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825  1865.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  The  only  1865  graded  by  the  service  and  we  can  well  understand 

why  it  received  so  lofty  a grade:  it  is  a jewell  Mintage  was  a tiny  3,725.  Many  months  or  years  may 
go  by  before  another  this  stunning  comes  along. 


EXTRAORDINARY  1869  GOLD  DOLLAR 


826  1869.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  The  grade  says  it  all.  In  the  old  days,  say,  10  years 

ago,  many  would  have  labelled  this  one  a 70.  While  less  than  6,000  Gold  Dollars  were 
minted  in  1869,  just  4 have  been  graded  Mint  State  67  by  PCGS.  How's  that  for  a high 
grade  survival  rate  to  original  mintage  ratiol 

The  year  1869  witnessed  one  of  the  most  tumultuous  episodes  in  a long  line  of  roller- 
coaster events  in  gold.  Two  sly  characters,  both  rich  businessmen,  both  savvy 
commodities  traders,  decided  they  would  turn  a "small,  but  useful  profit"  by  cornering 
the  gold  market.  Jay  Gould  and  Jim  Fisk  were  these  latter-day  pioneer  inside  traders. 
Using  gobs  of  inside  market  secrets  (and  a bit  of  political  skullduggery)  they  so  managed 
things  in  the  fall  of  1869  as  to  drive  up  the  price  of  gold  from  $22  to  about  $33.  This 
was  a gigantic  move  in  its  day  and  caused  a furor  on  Wall  Street.  Luckily,  President  Grant 
had  the  Treasury  release  a few  thousand  ounces  of  gold  just  in  time  to  prevent  an  even 
greater  crisis.  Nonetheless,  the  market  was  so  jostled  that  for  four  days  after  no  accurate 
gold  prices  could  be  posted.  Dozens  of  would-be  speculators  were  sent  to  the  cleaners, 
as  the  saying  goes.  Gould  escaped  with  his  golden  profits  and  Fisk  was  left  to  bear 
Congressional  wrath.  (Sounds  a bit  like  what  has  been  happening  recently,  doesn’t  it?) 
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827  1875  Pattern  Gold  Dollar.  Judd-1432.  Rarity-7.  Copper,  gilt.  Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A few 

spots.  Toned  a hazy,  yellow  gold  color,  underneath  the  haze  is  revealed  original  mirror  fields.  187  5 
Gold  Dollars  are  rare  in  their  own  right;  that  a Rarity-7  Pattern  of  one  is  available  is  more  unusual, 
yet. 


828  1877.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Warm  gold  toning  over  satiny  fields.  Very  well  struck 

with  blazing,  original  lustre.  A coin  which  is  virtually  "as  struck"  save  for  the  light 
coppery  toning.  If  you  have  been  searching  for  a gem  Gold  Dollar,  here  is  your  coini  One 
of  only  2 so  graded  by  the  service. 


GEM  1882  GDLD  DDLLAR 


829  1882.  Mint  State  65.  Fully  prooflike  and  very  probably  among  the  earliest  business  strikes  from  this 

die  pair.  This  coin  could  easily  be  mistaken  for  a Proof  as  evidenced  by  the  orange  peel  texture 
which  is  plainly  visible  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Additionally,  it  is  extremely  well  struck  and 
overlaid  with  splendid  rich  orange  gold  coloring.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  with  the  only 
marks  of  note  being  two  tiny  mint-made  lint  marks  above  the  value  on  the  reverse.  One  of  only  5,125 
business  strikes  produced.

1885.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Deep  golden  color  highlights  exquisite  "orange  peel"  fields.  (Many 
American  Proof  gold  pieces  carry  a rich,  textured  finish  which  has  been  given  this  curious,  but 
accurately  described  nam&  How  Philadelphia  Mint  technicians  achieved  the  effect,  and  why, 
remains  a mystery.  It  adds  a graceful  touch,  nonetheless,  and  should  be  seen.)  One  of  only  2 so 
graded,  and  none  higher! 


1887.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Bright  golden  color  over  immaculate  surfaces.  The  war  bonnet- 
capped  Liberty  is  sharp,  as  is  the  reverse  wreath.  PCGS  has  graded  18  of  these  Mint  State  65,  and 
only  3 others  higher,  as  of  March  1989.

1888.  Brilliant  Proof  67.  An  absolutely  outstanding  gem  which  is  virtually  "as  struck."  Both  the 
obverse  and  reverse  are  unusually  reflective  and  display  a full  orange  peel  texture  Each  side  is 
further  enhanced  by  exquisite  medium  golden  coloring  which  deepens  somewhat  in  the  right 
obverse  field.  Unlike  the  great  majority  of  surviving  Proofs  of  this  date,  this  piece  has  never  been 
cleaned  or  "improved."  A total  of  1,079  Proofs  were  struck  and  of  these  approximately  125  to  150 
exist.  Most  seen  grade  from  Proof  55  to  Proof  63  and  examples  of  this  quality  are  very  rare. 
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GEM  PROOF  1889  GOLD  DOLLAR 


833  1889.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  This  coin  is  of  the  variety  on  which  the  ERT  in  LIBERTY  is  indistinct;  this 

variety  constitutes  a good  number  of  the  Proofs  which  were  struck  in  this  year.  This  example  is  a 
lovely  two-toned  gem  with  rich  orange  peel  surfaces.  The  obverse  is  untoned  while  the  reverse 
shows  rich  natural  cloudy  coloring  which  is  strongest  at  the  center.  The  surfaces  lack  hairlines  and 
this  piece  is  quite  well  manufactured.  One  of  1,779  Proofs  struck;  of  these,  only  125  or  so  exist 
with  a majority  of  the  survivors  not  even  remotely  approaching  this  piece  in  terms  of  quality. 


834  1889.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Satiny  lustre  glistens  from  this  pretty  Gold  Dollar.  And  what's 

more,  only  3 have  been  so  graded  by  the  service  and  none  higher. 


SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1889  GOLD  DOLLAR 


835  1889.  Mint  State  66.  Very  sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  outstanding  surfaces  and  lustre.  This 

piece  is  notable  for  absolutely  wonderful  orange  and  green  gold  coloring.  Even  under  magnification, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  find  a single  detracting  mark  or  abrasion  on  the  surfaces.  This  coin's  superb 
coloring  makes  it  a truly  premium  piece  which  should  be  of  considerable  interest  to  the  condition 
oriented  gold  type  coin  collector. 
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1889.  Mint  State  66.  A well  struck  coin  with  the  word  LIBERTY  complete  and  no  weak  areas 
whatsoever.  The  lustre  is  mellow  and  satiny,  and  is  typical  of  1889  Gold  Dollars.  What  is  not  typical 
is  the  complete  absence  of  bagmarks  or  other  detractions.  A no-nonsense  gem,  and  destined  for 
a first-rate  type  set  or  date  set.

1805.  Mint  State  60-1-/63.  A rare,  classic  Quarter  Eagle  from  the  Jeffersonian  period.  The  central 
devices  are  well  struck;  some  weakness  is  found  near  the  date  and  on  the  corresponding  area  of 
the  reverse  due  to  adjustment  file  marks  at  STATES.  The  reverse  lustre  is  particularly  bright,  while 
overall  the  fields  are  free  from  blemish  other  than  minor  parallel  hairlines  on  the  obverse.  A total  of 
1,781  1805  Quarter  Eagles  were  minted,  most  of  which  soon  found  their  way  out  of  the  country 
and  into  European  mint  melting  pots. 


RARE  1806,  6 OVER  4 DUARTER  EAGLE 


838  1806,  6 over  4.  13  obverse  stars  arranged  8 by  5.  About  Uncirculated  50.  As  on  all  known  examples 

of  this  issue,  the  centers  are  not  fully  brought-up.  However,  the  peripheries  are  quite  bold.  Struck 
in  characteristic  medium  greenish  gold  and  reflective.  There  are  a few  light  hairline  scratches  in  the 
right  obverse  field  but,  otherwise,  this  is  a very  clean  and  lightly  worn  piece  which  represents 
superb  quality  for  the  issue.  Only  1,136  1806,  6 over  4 Quarter  Eagles  were  struck.  It  is  doubtful 
if  more  than  50  to  60  pieces  exist  today  with  many  of  these  grading  no  better  than  Very  Fine  to 
Extremely  Fine. 
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839  1807.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A very  pleasing  and  original  example  with  rich  natural  greenish  gold 

coloring.  As  with  virtually  all  known  examples  of  this  date,  the  centers  are  not  fully  brought-up  but 
this  piece  still  shows  excellent  detail.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean.  We  do  note  a few  small  marks 
on  the  obverse  rim  from  12  o'clock  to  2 o'clock.  One  of  6,812  pieces  struck  and  desirable  both  as 
a date  and  as  a rare  type. 


A REMARKABLE  CONDITION  CENSUS  EXAMPLE  OF  THE  RARE  1808  QUARTER  EAGLE

840  1808.  Mint  State  60+.  An  exhilarating  example  of  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable 

of  all  United  States  gold  coins.  This  piece  is  especially  desirable  for  two  reasons.  Firstly, 
it  is  one  of  the  finest  struck  examples  which  we  have  seen.  Unlike  virtually  all  known 
examples,  the  reverse  shows  full  tops  of  the  lettering  and  there  is  only  minor  weakness 
on  the  eagle's  wing  tips;  in  addition,  the  stars  at  the  left  show  full  radial  lines  while  the 
stars  at  the  right  are  fairly  well  defined.  Another  very  positive  feature  of  this  coin  is  its 
lovely,  natural  faint  coppery  and  greenish  gold  coloring.  This  is  a bit  more  pronounced 
on  the  obverse  than  the  reverse.  Both  sides  are  absolutely  free  of  wear  and  show  rich, 
unbroken  frosty  mint  lustre.  The  fields  are  extremely  clean  and  the  edges  are  entirely 
free  of  the  bumps  and  bruises  which  are  virtually  diagnostic  to  this  issue.  Below 
magnification,  we  note  one  very  faint  scratch  behind  Liberty's  eye  which  should  serve 
as  future  identification.  A total  of  only  2,710  1808  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck; 
constituting  the  entire  output  of  the  John  Reich  Capped  Draped  Bust  type.  We  believe 
that  50  to  60  pieces  still  exist  with  only  3 or  4 true  Mint  State  examples  known.  Thus, 
this  piece  is  absolutely  of  Condition  Census  quality.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important 
United  States  gold  coins  which  will  be  sold  at  auction  this  year. 
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FROSTY  MINT  STATE  1808  QUARTER  EAGLE

1808.  Mint  State  60.  A handsome  example  of  this  ever-popular  Quarter  Eagle,  perfectly 
centered  on  a smooth,  bright  yellow  gold  flan.  The  stars  on  the  left  are  full,  those  on 
the  right  a bit  flat  towards  the  rim  side  which  is  often  noted  on  others.  The  eagle  is  fully 
struck  and  is  thus  head  and  shoulders  above  what  is  normally  seen.  One  tiny  rim 
indentation  just  past  3 o'clock  must  have  been  mint-caused  for  it  in  no  way  looks  like 
something  caused  after-the-fact.  Only  2,710  1808's  were  minted.  Had  this  been,  say, 
a Half  Eagle,  no  one  would  single  it  out  from  among  its  brothers.  However,  it  is  not  a 
Half  Eagle  but  a Quarter  Eagle,  and  as  well  versed  numismatists  know  it  is  a one-year 
type.  Of  added  importance  is  the  coin's  lofty  grade:  Mint  State.  Gold  expert  David  Akers 
mentions  only  four  appearances  this  nice,  the  latest  one  nearly  18  years  ago!  What  this 
one  brings  will  be  up  to  you;  what  we  do  know  is  that  it  is  very  rare  and  quite  beautiful, 
and  well  worth  your  attention. 

For  those  lucky  enough  to  be  able  to  examine  this  remarkable  coin,  be  sure  to  examine 
the  13th  star.  Notice  the  small  nick  on  its  outer  point?  That  is  engraver  John  Reich's 
"signature."  It  seems  that  when  he  was  hired  on  at  the  Mint  in  1807,  he  asked 
permission  to  have  his  initials  imprinted  on  the  dies  he  engraved.  This  was  a practice 
common  in  Europe  from  whence  he  came,  but  unknown  on  American  coins  before 
James  B.  Longacre  started  the  practice  in  1849.  Reich  was  denied  his  request.  So,  in 
order  to  sneak  by  the  denial,  he  conjured  up  this  quaint  method  of  signing  his  dies! 
Remember,  it  is  always  a nick,  always  on  the  outer  point  of  the  13th  star,  and  on  most 
denominations. 


1834  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Prooflike.  Very  sharply  struck  on  a well  centered 
planchet.  A small  hairline  is  evident  in  the  reverse  field;  otherwise  this  is  far  above  the  typical 
William  Kneass  design  Quarter  Eagle.  One  of  only  10  so  graded,  and  2 higher. 
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843  1836.  Head  of  1834.  Mint  State  63.  A lovely,  frosty  example.  For  a Classic  Head  Quarter  Eagle,  the 

strike  is  extremely  sharp  with  absolutely  no  weakness  noted  at  either  the  obverse  or  reverse  center. 
Both  sides  are  very  lightly  marked  and  show  very  pleasing  light  greenish  coloring  which  becomes 
a bit  heavier  on  the  right  reverse.  Quite  a pleasing  coin  for  the  grade,  and  the  date  and  type  which 
is  almost  never  seen  finer  than  this. 


THE  CELEBRATED  1841  QUARTER  EAGLE

844  1841.  Proof  55.  A coin  which  was  unquestionably  struck  as  a Proof  but  which  appears 

to  have  escaped  into  circulation  for  a short  period  of  time.  As  a result,  the  fields  show 
clusters  of  small  marks  but  retain  all  of  their  mirrorlike  reflectiveness.  In  addition,  the 
strike  is  extremely  sharp.  Both  sides  show  just  a hint  of  coppery  and  reddish  toning  with 
this  most  prevalent  at  the  date  on  the  obverse  and  within  the  denticles  on  the  reverse. 

1841  Quarter  Eagle  is  known  to  collectors  as  the  “Little  Princess."  This  coin  has  been 
recognized  as  a great  rarity  virtually  from  its  date  of  issuance.  Walter  Breen  was  able 
to  enumerate  the  existence  of  12  separate  pieces  in  the  Census  contained  in  his 
encyclopedia;  he  mentions  that  others  are  reported,  mostly  “VF  to  EF."  However,  this 
specimen  was  not  included  in  the  Census.  It  has  long  been  a subject  of  controversy  as 
to  whether  the  1841  Quarter  Eagle  is  a Proof-only  date.  We  believe  that  the  initial 
number  of  pieces  coined  this  year  (perhaps  a dozen  or  so?)  were  struck  as  Proofs.  We 
feel  that  the  remaining  pieces  which  were  struck  (100  to  200?)  were  produced  as 
business  strikes.  This  rationale  is  based  on  the  fact  that  a number  of  the  low  grade 
business  strikes  which  are  known  for  this  issue  simply  do  not  have  the  appearance  or 
striking  qualities  of  coins  which  were,  at  one  time.  Proofs. 

This  coin  appears  to  be  either  the  fifth  or  sixth  Finest  Known  1841  Quarter  Eagle.  At 
least  two  of  the  Proofs  are  permanently  impounded;  one  of  these  is  in  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  Collection,  while  another  is  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  Collection. 

This  great  rarity  is  usually  only  offered  for  sale  in  important  collections  or  significant 
auctions  such  as  this.  We  feel  that  this  piece  deserves  to  reside  in  an  important  United 
States  gold  coin  collection.

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RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  CHDICE  UNCIRCULATED  1843  0 QUARTER  EAGLE 


845  1843-0.  Small  date;  Large  mintmark.  Mint  State  63.  A late  strike  from  somewhat  rusted  and  heavily 

cracked  dies.  Struck  in  the  rich  yellow  gold  which  is  characteristic  of  New  Orleans  Quarter  Eagles 
of  this  era.  Despite  some  weakness  at  the  peripheries,  the  centers  are  extremely  sharp  with  virtually 
full  detail  noted  on  the  eagle's  leg  feathers.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  and  this  piece  has  a 
wonderful  "original"  appearance.  The  1843-0  Small  Date  Quarter  Eagle  is  very  common  in  lower 
grades,  but  examples  of  this  quality  are  very  rare.  We  cannot  recall  having  seen  a significantly  finer 
example  and  this  coin  is  probably  among  the  Finest  Known. 


846  1848-D.  Mint  State  60+.  A very  sharp  strike  in  bright  yellow  gold.  As  on  a number  of  the  later 

strikes  of  this  date,  the  denticles  on  the  reverse  are  somewhat  shallowly  impressed.  The  surfaces 
are  frosty  and  relatively  unabraded.  While  this  date  is  a little  less  rare  than  some  of  the  other 
Dahlonega  Mint  Quarter  Eagles  of  this  era,  it  is  still  a full  Rarity-7  in  Mint  State  with  fewer  than  10 
pieces  known  to  exist.

847  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  60  or  slightly  better.  The  fields  show  a few  light  marks  but  retain 

all  of  their  original  brilliance  and  reflectiveness.  Additionally,  the  high  spots  are 
absolutely  free  of  wear  or  rubbing.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  overlaid  with  light 
natural  cloudy  toning  and,  for  the  grade,  this  piece  has  a wonderful  appearance. 

The  1863  Quarter  Eagle  is  a Proof-only  issue  with  a total  mintage  of  only  30  pieces. 
It  is  believed  that  15  to  20  still  exist.  For  some  reason,  an  unusually  large  proportion  of 
the  known  Proofs  are  impaired.  In  fact,  probably  as  many  as  half  of  these  pieces  show 
impairments  which  range  from  minor  to  severe. 

As  a point  of  reference,  the  vastly  inferior  Norweb:2054  coin  brought  $21,000.  This 
piece  is  considerably  more  appealing  and,  therefore,  should  have  a final  price  realized 
which  reflects  this  fact.

848  1872.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A splendid  strictly  original  gem  example  with  rich  cloudy 

orange  gold  coloring  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Unlike  most  of  the  known  Proof 
examples  of  this  date,  this  particular  coin  is  very  well  manufactured  with  highly 
reflective  surfaces  which  display  an  absence  of  significant  lint  marks.  While  only  30 
pieces  were  originally  struck,  Proof  1872  Quarter  Eagles  are  surprisingly  overlooked  in 
terms  of  their  rarity.  We  estimate  that  only  12  to  14  pieces  exist  with  at  least  half  of 
these  impaired  or  impounded.  This  piece  is  clearly  among  the  Finest  Known  and,  in  all 
probability,  it  represents  the  nicest  piece  which  is  currently  available  to  collectors.

“orange  peel"  texture  is  extremely  strong  and  considerably  enhances  the  appearance 
of  this  pieca  Under  magnification,  we  note  an  absence  of  hairlines  or  non-mint-made 
marks  and  the  reverse  of  this  coin  is  absolutely  superb.  A total  of  92  Proofs  were  struck; 
of  these,  perhaps  three  dozen  exist  with  most  grading  between  Proof  60  and  Proof  62. 
As  of  March  1,  1989,  this  was  one  of  only  2 1888  Quarter  Eagles  which  had  been 
graded  as  such  by  NGC.

851  1899.  NGC  graded  Proof  65,  Cameo.  A premium  quality  example  which  is  notable  for 

its  intense  two-toned  effect  and  gorgeous  coloring.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  display 
a rich,  glowing  golden  coloring  which  further  strengthens  the  amount  of  contrast  which 
is  seen.  Below  magnification,  we  note  a total  absence  of  hairlines  or  significant  marks. 
This  is  an  absolutely  beautiful  coin  which  ranks  as  one  of  the  finer  Proof  1899  Quarter 
Eagles  which  we  have  ever  seen.  A total  of  150  Proofs  were  struck;  we  estimate  that 
50  to  60  still  exist  with  just  a handful  approaching  this  particular  piece  in  terms  of 
quality.

This  is  the  famous  Beck  Collection  specimen,  sold  by  our 
good  friends  Jerry  Cohen  and  Abner  Kreisberg,  in  January  1975,  Lot  609,  where  it  was  described: 
"Gem  Uncirculated.  Formerly  in  the  collections  of  the  famous  St.  Louis  coin  dealer  B.G.  Johnson 
and  in  the  Col.  Green  collection.  This  is  the  first  time  we  have  ever  had  an  error  of  this  type  in  our 
QUALITY  SALES.  We  know  there  are  supposedly  three  other  Cents  struck  in  gold  but  none  have 
been  offered  for  many  years.  Valued  by  the  consignor  at  close  to  $10,000.00."  The  lot  realized 
$7750.00. 

In  the  14  exciting  years  since  then,  our  coin  "hobby"  has  become  big  business.  As  a conse- 
quence, prices  have  advanced  markedly  in  virtually  every  area.  We  expect  a record  realization  when 
this  one  is  hammered  down.

858  1910.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Struck  in  the  satin  or  "Roman  Gold"  finish  found  on 

Proofs  of  this  year  and  1909.  A magnificent,  premium  quality  example  with  lovely,  rich 
coloring.  Even  under  magnification,  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  a single  detracting  mark. 
According  to  Mint  records,  a total  of  682  Proof  1910  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck.  It  is 
assumed  that  this  figure  is  either  incorrect  or  that  a great  majority  of  the  original 
mintage  was  melted  in  1910.  Today,  approximately  50  to  60  pieces  are  known  with  most 
of  these  grading  between  Proof  60  and  Proof  64.

Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagles.  Struck  on  a bright,  yellow  gold  planchet,  every  bit  of  designer  Bela  Lyon 
Pratt's  artistry  is  show  par-excellence.  While  Mint  records  show  that  682  Proofs  were  manufactured 
in  1910,  many  believe  this  to  be  a typographical  error,  for  this  date  is  just  a rare  as  others  in  the 
set.

Viewed 
from  today's  perspective.  Matte  Proofs  are  among  our  most  charming  coins.  They  are  far  scarcer 
than  is  usually  believed  in  '65'  grade. 


861  1911-D.  Mint  State  63.  An  especially  bold  strike  for  this,  the  rarest  date  in  the  short-lived  Indian 

Head  Quarter  Eagle  series.  The  mintmark  is  bold  (which  is  unusual),  and  the  lustre,  surfaces,  and 
strike  are  all  satisfyingly  first-rate.  A partial  knife  rim  on  the  obverse  is  a diagnostic  sign  of 
genuineness;  nearly  all  191TD's  show  it.

in  1914  and  1915.  A lovely,  premium  quality  piece  with  a gem  obverse;  a few  extremely  fine  hairlines 
above  the  motto  narrowly  keep  this  coin  from  a higher  grade.  A total  of  only  100  pieces  were  struck 
and  it  is  estimated  that  35  to  40  are  still  known.  This  makes  the  1915  Quarter  Eagle  the  rarest  Matte 
Proof  of  this  type.  As  of  March,  1989,  PCGS  had  only  graded  three  pieces  higher  than  this.

863  1860.  Brilliant  Proof  60-I-.  Bright  and  reflective  with  attractive  medium  yellow  gold  and  greenish 

coloring.  Somewhat  carelessly  manufactured  with  a number  of  mint-made  lint  marks  scattered 
about  the  surfaces  but  still  an  extremely  pleasing  example.  The  reported  mintage  of  119  Proofs  is 
quite  misleading  as  the  majority  of  these  coins  went  unsold  and  were  subsequently  melted.  In  fact. 
Proof  1860  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces  are  nearly  as  rare  as  the  Proofs  of  1859  and  the  actual  number 
known  is  probably  somewhere  in  the  area  of  15  pieces.  Many  of  these  coins  are  either  impounded 
or  impaired  and  it  is  likely  that  more  than  a handful  are  presently  available  to  collectors  of  this  series. 


864  1863.  Mint  State  63.  A boldly  struck  example  of  this  scarce.  Civil  War  period  gold  piece.  Only  a 

small  portion  of  the  ribbon  band  which  binds  the  wreath  shows  any  weakness.  The  fields  are  frosty 
and  with  but  minor  disturbance  to  the  lustre.  A mere  5,039  pieces  were  made  and  the  vast  majority 
have  since  disappeared.

As  on  all  known  examples  of  this  date,  this  piece  displays  some  mint- 
made  striations.  However,  on  this  coin,  these  striations  are  very  unobtrusive  and  are  mostly 
disguised  by  the  attractive  greenish  gold  coloring.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean;  a tiny  coppery  toning 
spot  a few  millimeters  to  the  right  of  the  4 in  the  date  serves  as  immediate  identification.  Only 
2,630  business  strikes  were  produced  and  most  survivors  are  well  worn.  In  terms  of  overall  quality, 
this  piece  is  a virtual  twin  to  the  example  which  we  sold  as  Lot  343  in  our  Connoisseur's  Collection 
Sale  of  January,  1989,  and  the  only  finer  piece  which  we  have  seen  or  sold  in  a number  of  years 
is  the  incomparable  Connoisseur's  Collection  Sale  Lot  113  coin  which  is  universally  acknowledged 
to  be  the  Finest  Known  business  strike  of  this  date.

Brown.  Regular  dies  trial  piece  struck  in  copper.  This  was  often  done  to  test  the  dies  prior  to 
beginning  regular  coinage:  die  alignment  was  checked,  and  the  proper  stamping  pressure  adjusted 
at  this  time.  Between  4 and  12  of  these  (Rarity-7)  1869  copper  Three  Dollar  pieces  are  known. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  PROOF  1876  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECE 


867  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A beautiful,  original  borderline  gem  example  with  lovely 

rich  golden  coloring.  As  on  all  known  examples  of  this  coveted  Proof-only  date,  there 
is  some  mint-made  roughness  which  appears  as  an  "aura"  around  Liberty's  head.  The 
surfaces  are  fully  reflective  and  extremely  clean.  One  tiny  coppery  spot,  as  struck,  is 
visible  on  the  headdress  a few  millimeters  above  the  left  side  of  the  T in  LIBERTY.  A total 
of  45  pieces  were  struck  and  we  believe  that  25  or  so  still  exist.  Of  this  number,  perhaps 
as  many  as  half  of  the  coins  are  either  impaired,  impounded  or  off  the  market  for  a 
number  of  years.  As  of  March,  1989,  PCGS  had  not  graded  another  Proof  1876  Three 
Dollar  Gold  piece  higher  than  this  particular  coin.  A beautiful  example  of  this  rarity  and 
certainly  among  the  nicest  which  are  known  to  exist. 
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868  1878.  Mint  State  60+.  Smooth,  satiny  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  medium  greenish  gold  coloring. 

For  the  grade,  this  coin  is  quite  clean  with  just  a few  light  marks  which  actually  enter  into  the 
surfaces. 


869  1878.  Mint  State  60.  Frosty  mint  lustre  literally  jumps  out  at  the  viewer.  The  only  points  that  keep 

this  from  a higher  grade  are  a few  light  marks  on  Liberty's  face.  Without  these,  the  coin  is  far  and 
away  better  than  a typical  Mint  State  60  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece.

Something  for  the  connoisseur  and  one  to 
amaze  your  fellow  numismatists.

The  devices,  being  lightly  frosted,  add  immensely  to  the  mirror  fields,  giving 
a two-toned  effect  which  numismatists  admire.  Mintage  fell  this  year  to  a mere  910 
coins;  one  wonders  why  Philadelphia  went  through  the  trouble  of  cranking  up  the  press 
to  manufacture  so  few  pieces.  Those  who  recognize  quality  and  rarity  will  see 
immediately  why  a Mint  State  64  as  pretty  as  this  1885  is  one  of  the  most  sought-after 
dates  in  the  set.

1880.  Flowing  Hair  Stella.  Judd-1659.  Rarity-8;  only  3 examples  are  known  to  exist.  Aluminum. 
Reeded  Edge.  Gilded.  3.83  grams.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Very  sharply  struck  and  reflective  with  an 
exceptional  appearance.  The  gilding  process  was  performed  at  the  mint  and  was  done  with  the 
utmost  of  care  as  the  underlying  surfaces  show  far  fewer  disturbances  than  usual.  Interestingly, 
there  is  a dramatic  obverse  wire  rim  from  10  o'clock  to  3 o'clock  and  an  equally  strong  wire  rim  on 
the  reverse  from  7 o'clock  to  1 o'clock.  For  the  sake  of  future  identification,  we  note  a small  mark 
above  the  left  serif  in  the  E of  STATES  and  a spot  on  the  rim  below  the  D in  DOL,  Aluminum 
examples  of  this  issue  are  actually  significantly  rarer  than  their  more  celebrated  gold  counterparts 
although,  obviously,  they  are  worth  much  less.  Three  examples  are  now  positively  known  to  exist; 
one  of  these  was  the  example  which  we  sold  as  lot  351  in  our  January  31,  1989  sale  and  which 
may  have  earlier  been  owned  by  F.C.C.  Boyd;  another  piece  was  sold  as  part  of  a 4-coin  set  by 
Stack's  in  their  March,  1976  sale.  This  piece  is  definitely  not  from  the  Garrett  Collection  and,  thus, 
represents  a fourth  specimen.  Interestingly,  only  two  auction  records  for  Judd-1659  have  been 
recorded  in  the  last  13  years,  both  of  which  have  appeared  in  sales  which  we  have  conducted  in 
1989.  An  outstanding  opportunity  for  the  pattern  collector.

MINT  STATE  1795  HALF  EAGLE 


875  1795.  Small  Eagle.  Wide  date;  4 reverse  berries.  Mint  State  60.  Struck  in  attractive  light  greenish 

gold.  Very  well  detailed  with  most  of  the  eagle's  breast  feathers  plainly  visible.  The  surfaces  are 
quite  reflective  and  very  lightly  marked.  Unlike  many  examples  of  this  date,  this  piece  shows  no  die 
rust  or  extensive  mint-made  planchet  imperfections.  A very  pretty  coin  and  a pleasing  example  of 
this  historic  first  year  of  denomination  issue.

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876  1800.  Mint  State  60.  A pretty  example  of  this  turn-of-the-19th-Century  American  classic.  Well 

centered  and  well  struck,  about  the  only  thing  we  notice  is  a planchet  defect  at  CA  of  AMERICA. 
One  of  our  wisest  (and  most  unpopular)  Presidents,  John  Adams  was  in  control  of  things  when  this 
coin  dropped  off  of  Philadelphia's  coining  press.  Together  they  reveal  the  charm  that  still  remained 
from  our  closing  colonial  era,  and  the  forward-looking  optimism  that  was  ushered  in  with  the  new 
century.  A handful  of  history  for  a modest  sum  of  money;  this  is  what  the  lucky  successful  bidder 
will  get  along  with  his  coin. 


877  1803,  3 Over  2,  and  1812.  About  Uncirculted  58  to  Mint  State  60.  A handsome  pair  of  these  early 

American,  classic  gold  pieces.  The  1803  has  a needle-sharp  strike,  which  is  most  unusual  for  a coin 
that  was  actually  struck  on  a hand-operated  coining  press.  It  is  nearly  fully  lustrous  and  completely 
lacks  any  abrasions  or  marks.  The  1812  is  its  twin  as  far  as  overall  beauty  and  quality.  Struck  on 
a bright  yellow  gold  flan,  this  piece  is  well  centered  and  well  struck.  A lot  worthy  of  your  attention!

CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1805  HALF  EAGLE

878  1805.  Close  date.  Mint  State  63.  A late  striking  with  a number  of  die  breaks  noted  on  the  obverse 

and  large  patch  of  raised  die  rust  at  LI  in  LIBERTY.  A sharp,  even  impression  with  good  detail  at  the 
center.  As  on  most  examples  of  this  date,  the  stars  are  somewhat  flat  at  their  centers.  Both  the 
obverse  and  reverse  display  rich  unbroken  lustre  and  are  free  of  all  but  the  most  insignificant  marks. 
Additionally,  this  piece  has  superb  light  yellow  gold  coloring  which  gives  it  far  more  eye  appeal  than 
on  the  "typical"  example  of  this  date.  In  our  experience,  the  1805  Half  Eagle  is  rare  and  extremely 
underrated  in  full  Mint  State.  In  fact,  examples  of  this  quality  are  very  rare  and  deserve  to  sell  for 
a strong  premium  over  such  dates  as  the  1800  or  the  1802,  2 over  1.

879  1806.  Knobbed  6;  obverse  stars  arranged  7 by  6.  Mint  state  63.  At  first  glimpse,  a gem  example, 

but  a more  careful  examination  reveals  some  hairlines  in  the  fields  as  well  as  a few  marks  on  the 
obverse  edge  below  the  0 and  6 in  the  date.  We  presume  that  this  piece  was  lightly  wiped  a few 
years  back  as  it  has  since  acquired  a lovely  orange  gold  coloring.  In  addition,  the  surfaces  are  very 
frosty  and  quite  clean.  An  interesting  coin  which  should  probably  be  examined  in  person  in  order 
to  formulate  an  accurate  bid.

1806.  Knobbed  6;  obverse  stars  arranged  7 by  6.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Quite  well  struck  on  the 
obverse  with  sharp  hair  detail;  the  reverse  shows  a typical  strike  with  some  weakness  at  the  top 
part  of  the  shield.  Attractive  original  orange  gold  toning  with  coppery  highlights  on  the  reverse. 
Some  lustre  remains  in  the  protected  areas  and  the  relief  details  are  very  lightly  worn.  Close 
examination  shows  a light,  shallow  planchet  void  in  the  left  obverse  field  between  the  first  two  stars 
and  Liberty's  hair.  This  may  well  be  where  some  grease  adhered  to  the  die  at  the  time  of  striking. 


LOVELY  1807  CAPPED  BUST,  HERALDIC  HALF  EAGLE 


881  1807.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  One  of  the  handsomest,  most  original  1807's  to  be  found; 

glimmering  yellow  gold  frostiness  and  smooth  surfaces  make  an  alluring  combination.  The  strike 
is  complete,  and  only  faint  adjustment  marks  are  visible  on  the  reverse.  A perfect  coin  for  the 
demanding  collector,  and  of  added  interest  as  only  2 of  these  have  been  graded  by  the  service  and 
none  higher.

882  1807.  Bust  left.  Mint  State  60+.  A charming,  absolutely  original  Uncirculated  example  of  this 

popular  type.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp  with  the  centers  showing  absolutely  no  weakness.  Both  sides 
show  splendid  rich  greenish  gold  coloring  atop  fully  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces.  There  are  a few 
extremely  insignificant  mint-made  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  edge  from  7 o'clock  to  9 
o'clock;  the  fields  are  quite  clean  with  no  deep  or  detracting  marks  visible  to  the  naked  eye.

1808,  8 over  7.  Close  date.  Fairly  early  die  state  with  the  crossbar  of  the  underpunched  7 plainly 
visible,  below  magnification,  in  the  upper  loop  of  the  second  8.  About  Uncirculated  55.  A lightly 
worn  and  attractive  example.  The  surfaces  retain  a good  degree  of  original  mint  lustre.  There  are 
a few  scattered  marks  in  the  fields  and  a bit  of  roughness  on  Liberty's  cheek  but  this  piece  presents 
an  excellent  appearance  for  the  grade.

1811.  Tall  5.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Well  struck  and  quite  choice  for  the  grade.  The  centers  are  well 
detailed  and  this  piece  shows  very  little  in  the  way  of  actual  wear.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse 
are  lightly  marked  and  have  acquired  a pleasing  natural  greenish  gold  coloring;  some  vague  coppery 
overtones  are  beginning  to  form  in  the  protected  areas.  The  rims  are  free  of  bumps  or  bruises  and 
the  surfaces  lack  adjustment  marks.  While  this  variety  never  sells  for  a premium  over  the  Small  5, 
it  is  a number  of  times  more  scarce.  In  addition,  this  piece  would  make  an  affordable  type  coin.

1812.  Wide  5 D.  Mint  State  63.  An  extremely  "flashy"  example,  with  fiery  mint  lustre  which  is 
enhanced  by  splashes  of  coppery  coloring.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp  with  the  centers  quite  bold. 
Some  adjustment  marks  are  noted  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  but  these  are  not  obtrusive.  The 
obverse  is  virtually  free  of  marks;  on  the  reverse,  there  are  two  rim  marks  noted  at  12  o'clock  and 
a few  lighter  marks  in  the  fields.  A very  vibrant  example  of  the  popular  Capped  Bust  Left  design 
and  a piece  which  should  be  much  sought  after  by  type  collectors. 


886  1813.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Struck  in  medium  greenish  gold  and  with  much  lustre  in  the  protected 

areas.  Evenly  worn  and  free  of  problems.  A very  attractive  and  affordable  example  of  this  rare  type. 
Recently  broken  out  of  a PCGS  Extremely  Fine  45  holder  and  accompanied  by  the  original  insert.

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HISTORIC  1819  HALF  EAGLE 


887  1819.  5D  Over  50.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Needle-sharp  strike  and 

satisfying  appearance.  1819  is  one  of  the  rarest  Half  Eagles  to  have  come  down  to  us 
today  from  the  troubled  first-quarter  of  the  19th  Century.  While  the  Mint's  records  show 
that  51,723  were  made,  most  fled  to  Europe  at  the  first  chance  because  they  were 
undervalued  here  in  the  U.S.  versus  silver.  Nationalism  being  what  it  is,  once  in  Europe 
all  were  melted  and  reminted  into  local  coin.  Adding  to  this  coin's  rarity  was  our  own 
financial  bind  back  home  in  1819;  1819  witnessed  the  beginning  of  a period  quaintly 
referred  to  in  text  books  as  Hard  Times.  Few,  if  any,  collectors  had  the  means  to  sock 
away  Half  Eagles  for  their  appreciation  (both  aesthetic  and  monetary);  it  was  all  one 
could  do  to  survive. 

With  this  snippet  of  background  in  mind,  is  it  any  wonder  why  experts  like  Walter 
Breen,  David  Akers,  and  others,  devoted  so  much  attention  to  these  rare,  pre-1834  gold 
pieces?  According  to  Breen,  possibly  7 are  known  of  the  1819  with  this  curious  reverse 
die  blunder.  What  a treat  it  is  for  us  to  be  fortunate  to  catalog  a coin  like  this  which  so 
admirably  combines  rarity,  beauty,  and  history.  We  hope  the  successful  bidder  will  be 
equally  joyed! 


VERY  RARE  1821  HALF  EAGLE 


888  1821.  Mint  State  60.  Very  sharply  struck  in  rich  yellow  gold.  The  centers  are  very  slightly  reflective 

while  the  borders  are  extremely  frosty.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  with  a scattering  of  small, 
inconsequential  marks  noted;  the  majority  of  these  are  clustered  in  the  obverse  fields.  As  on  all 
known  genuine  examples  of  this  date,  there  are  raised  die  lines  below  the  final  star  on  the  obverse. 
The  1821  Half  Eagle  is,  for  some  reason,  among  the  more  overlooked  rarities  from  the  Half  Eagle 
series  of  this  type.  We  estimate  that  approximately  30  or  so  pieces  exist  with  the  "typical" 
specimen  grading  Extremely  Fine  to  borderline  About  Uncirculated.  This  particular  example  is 
clearly  one  of  the  finer  examples  which  has  been  offered  for  sale  in  a number  of  years.

889  1830.  Small  5D.  Mint  State  60+.  A highly  lustrous,  boldly  struck  specimen  with  semi- 

prooflike areas  and  very  attractive  medium  gold  toning.  Virtually  no  marks,  certainly 
none  of  significance.  Undoubtedly  one  of  the  5 or  6 Finest  Known  examples  of  this  rare 
and  classic  coin. 

Although  126,351  pieces  were  originally  minted,  these  were  probably  made  at  the 
behest  of  exporters  through  their  banks;  most  fled  overseas,  to  be  melted  down  and  the 
bullion  recoined  into  European  denominations. 


890  1836.  Mint  State  60.  Very  sharply  struck  on  Liberty's  bust,  the  stars,  and  the  eagle.  The  surfaces 

are  bright,  with  only  a modest  number  of  contact  marks  appropriate  to  the  grade.  This  is  William 
Kneass's  trim  remodeled  design;  why  mint  officials  decided  to  change  it  after  only  a few  years  can 
be  argued  endlessly.  What  cannot  be  argued  is  that  very  few  Mint  State  pieces  exist  today,  and 
bidders  should  make  use  of  the  opportunity  this  offering  presents. 


891  1836.  Mint  State  60.  Abundant  frosty  mint  lustre  on  this  lovely  William  Kneass-designed  Half 

Eagle;  the  stars  are  complete,  the  hair  detail  full,  and  the  eagle  and  shield  sharp.  A perfect  example 
to  represent  this  short-lived  type.

1838.  Large  Arrows,  Small  5.  Mint  State  64.  A lovely  Classic  Head  Half  Eagle.  Extremely  well  struck 
with  absolutely  none  of  the  central  weakness  which  is  so  common  to  examples  of  this  type.  Both 
the  obverse  and  reverse  are  extremely  frosty  and  possess  a gorgeous  green  gold  coloring.  This  coin 
is  really  just  about  as  close  to  a gem  as  one  might  hope  to  find  on  an  example  of  this  date.  In  fact, 
we  cannot  recall  the  last  time  we  saw  an  example  of  this  date  which  would  merit  a Mint  State  65 
by  current  grading  interpretations. 


CONDITION  CENSUS  1841-0  HALF  EAGLE 


893  1841-D.  Small  mintmark.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Exceptionally  well  struck  for  a Dahlonega  Half 

Eagle  of  this  era.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  absolutely  no  weakness  of  strike.  The  surfaces 
are  richly  lustrous  and  overlaid  with  superb  medium  yellow  gold  coloring;  this  becomes  a bit  deeper 
at  the  borders.  A small  mint-made  planchet  depression  between  the  final  two  stars  serves  as 
identification  and  is  really  the  only  thing  which  keeps  this  coin  from  a higher  grade.  While  there  are 
perhaps  as  many  as  half  a dozen  1841-D  Half  Eagles  which  are  known  in  Mint  State,  this  is  the  only 
piece  of  which  we  are  aware  which  grades  as  high  as  Mint  State  63.  In  fact,  we  believe  that  this 
piece  is  not  only  among  the  Finest  Known  for  the  date,  but  it  is  among  the  Finest  Known  Dahlonega 
Half  Eagles  of  any  date. 

Formerly  sold  as  Lot  444  In  RARCOA's  session  of  Auction  '81;  the  coin  realized  $15,000 
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1844-0.  Mint  State  63.  Previously  from  our  session  of  Auction  '88,  Lx)t  379,  where  it  was  described 
as:  "A  truly  beautiful  coin  with  exceptional  lustre  and  color.  The  obverse  is  a bit  softly  struck  on 
the  curls  above  Liberty's  ear,  but  otherwise,  the  detail  is  excellent.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  with 
the  only  noticeable  mark  being  one  abrasion  behind  the  eagle's  head.  This  date  is  actually  quite 
common  and  fairly  overrated  in  lower  grades  but  becomes  scarce  at  the  About  Uncirculated  level. 
We  have  handled  a few  Uncirculated  examples,  but  this  piece  rates  as  the  finest  we  can  recall  having 
seen.  At  the  very  least,  this  piece  is  comfortably  within  the  Condition  Census  for  the  date." 


VERY  RARE  PROOF  1863  HALF  EAGLE

895  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A superb  cameo  example  with  very  strong  contrast  noted 

between  the  frosted  device  and  the  incredibly  deep  mirror  fields.  Struck  in  medium 
yellow  gold  and  with  natural  coppery  toning  above  and  to  the  immediate  left  of  the  tip 
of  the  coronet  and,  more  extensively,  at  6 o'clock  on  the  reverse.  The  reverse  of  this  coin 
is  extremely  unusual  in  that  it  shows  a bold  double  striking.  Most  of  the  eagle  and  all 
of  STATES  OF  AMERICA  are  plainly  doubled  to  the  left.  It  appears  that  the  reverse  was 
struck  twice  with  the  first  impression  somewhat  off-center.  What  makes  this  so  curious 
is  that  the  obverse  shows  absolutely  no  sign  of  doubling.  The  only  other  Proof  gold  coin 
on  which  we  have  seen  similar  double  striking  is  on  1887  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces.  More 
significantly,  this  is  an  extremely  rare  coin  with  an  original  mintage  of  only  30 
specimens.  We  believe  that  either  9 or  10  are  known  to  exist  with  at  least  two  of  these 
impounded  and  another  one  or  two  impaired.  This  is  almost  certainly  one  of  the  two  or 
three  Finest  Known  1863  Proof  Half  Eagles.  The  significance  of  this  coin  is  made  even 
greater  when  one  realizes  that  choice  business  strikes  are  virtually  unobtainable.

896  1869  Pattern  Half  Eagle.  Aluminum.  Reeded  Edge.  Judd-776.  Rarity-7.  Regular  dies  trial  piece. 

Gilted.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Sharply  struck  with  a bold  wire  rim  across  much  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  As  on  virtually  all  aluminum  coins  which  have  been  gilted,  this  piece  shows  some  slight 
disturbance  of  the  surfaces.  However,  whoever  was  responsible  for  the  gilting  of  this  coin  did  so 
with  consummate  skill  and  the  piece  has  a lovely  appearance.  On  the  reverse,  there  is  some  olive 
coloring  above  and  to  the  left  of  the  eagle.  By  monitoring  this  issue's  frequency  of  appearance  at 
public  auction  from  the  last  two  decades,  we  concluded  that  only  5 or  6 pieces  are  known  to  exist.

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SPLENDID  1876  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE

897  1876.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  This  rare  piece  encompasses  everything  today’s  rare  coin 

specialist  is  looking  for;  superb  strike  quality  with  knife  rims;  frosty  devices  offsetting 
deep  mirror  fields;  gorgeous,  bright  golden  color;  a storied  beginning  in  our  Centennial 
year;  and  rarity.  Especially  rarity!  Only  45  Proofs  were  made.  This,  added  to  a very  small 
business  strike  mintage,  combine  to  make  1876  one  of  the  most  elusive  dates  in  the  Half 
Eagle  series. 


898  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  This  sharp  specimen  possesses  warm,  orange  gold  toning  on  its 

highly  reflective  fields.  Frosted  devices  offset  things  beautifully,  giving  a two-toned  effect.  Any 
American  Proof  gold  coin  from  the  19th  Century  is  rare.  With  thousands  of  potential  buyers  today, 
only  a lucky  few  can  ever  hope  to  own  one.  In  the  instance  of  this  smart  1882,  only  48  Proofs  were 
struck!  Better  yet,  PCGS  has  graded  just  2 of  them  (both  Proof  63's).  Breen  estimates  only  12  to 
15  known  in  Proof. 
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GORGEOUS  1884  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE

899  1884.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A satisfyingly  well  struck  specimen  having  deep  cameo 

contrast.  Liberty's  portrait  and  the  proud,  wingspread  eagle  were  carefully  frosted  by 
the  Mint's  die  preparer,  possibly  by  dribbling  dilute  aqua  regia  acid  into  the  die  recesses 
to  pickle  it  and  give  it  its  sleek  frost.  The  fields  were  next  polished  in  such  a way  as  to 
give  them  an  "orange  peel"  texture.  When  the  gold  planchet  was  struck  from  such 
carefully  made  dies  the  result  was  dazzling  beauty,  as  so  clearly  revealed  on  this  1884 
Half  Eagle.  One  of  but  48  Proofs  made  this  year. 


900  1884.  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  and  frosty  with  excellent  orange  gold  coloring.  We  note  a few  light 

scattered  marks  on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  is  choice.  A scarce  and  much  underrated  date  in  Choice 
Mint  State. 


GEM  PROOF  1890  HALF  EAGLE

901  1890.  Brilliant  Proof  65,  Cameo.  On  both  the  obverse  and  reverse,  the  devices  are 

frosted  and  afforded  strong  contrast  by  the  reflective  surfaces.  Both  sides  are,  as  well, 
overlaid  with  rich  natural  medium  orange  gold  coloring.  The  fields  retain  a rich  orange 
peel  texture  and  are  virtually  free  of  hairlines.  A total  of  88  Proofs  were  struck;  between 
25  and  30  of  these  still  exist  with  a large  number  of  these  impaired  to  some  degree.  In 
addition,  this  date  is  also  rare  as  a business  strike.

1892-CC.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Excellent  strike  for  one  of  these;  normally,  our  "Wild  West" 
Carson  City  Mint  was  rather  lax  when  it  came  to  stamping  out  well  made  coins.  The  lustre  glows 
from  smooth,  attractive  surfaces.  It  should  come  as  no  surprise  that  this  is  the  only  one  so  graded 
by  PCGS;  in  fact,  only  three  lesser  Uncirculated  pieces  have  passed  through  their  hands  as  well. 
In  fact,  this  is  the  only  Carson  City  gold  piece  of  any  date  or  denomination  graded  Mint  State  65 
(or  higher)  by  PCGS. 


SUPERB  CAMEO  PROOF  1896  HALF  EAGLE

903  1896.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Cameo.  A beautiful  coin  with  a totally  "original"  appearance. 

On  this  piece,  the  device  is  strongly  frosted  and  contrasted  by  the  watery,  reflective 
fields;  at  the  peripheries,  we  note  considerable  natural  cloudiness.  The  surfaces  have  a 
heavy  orange  peel  texture  and  are  quite  clean.  On  the  reverse,  there  is  a mint-made 
coppery  spot  above  the  eagle's  left  claw  which  serves  as  immediate  identification.  A 
total  of  103  Proofs  were  struck;  survivors  probably  number  somewhere  in  the  area  of 
30  to  40  coins  with  just  a handful  of  these  being  as  choice  as  this  piece. 


904  1908.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  And  by  Premium  Quality  we  mean  just  that: 
the  strike  is  almost  like  what  is  found  on  Proof  coins,  and  the  satiny  lustre  is  sparkling.  Not  rare 
as  a date,  but  PCGS  has  only  graded  91  of  these  64,  and  only  27  higher,  which  makes  it  very  scarce 
in  anybody's  book.

(3  pieces),  1914-D,  1914-S.  About  Uncirculated  58  or  Better.  Abundant  mint  lustre  on  these,  with 
the  two  scarce  dates,  1911-D  and  1911-S,  being  especially  attractive.  Lot  of  22  coins.

1910.  Mint  State  64.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous  with  excellent  surfaces  and  a good  overall 
appearance  for  the  grade.

of  the  eagle  show  their  detail  and  this  is  very  unusual.  A coin  destined  for  a top-of-the-line  type 
set  or  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle  date  set.

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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1795  "9  LEAVES’’  EAGLE 


908  1795.  Breen-4C.  Rarity-7.  9 Leaves  on  Branch.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Stars  10  left, 

5 right.  A few  minor  adjustment  marks  on  the  eagle.  Vivid,  yellow  gold  lustre  with 
glowing  prooflike  reflectiveness,  this  coin  features  what  every  numismatist  admires  in 
top  quality  early  American  gold  rarities:  originality  and  freshness,  and  of  course,  rarity. 
By  originality,  we  mean  crisp  lustre  which  has  never  seen  a brush  or  a wiping  rag,  and 
whose  mint  bloom  is  as  sparkling  as  the  day  the  coin  popped  from  the  dies.  Freshness 
(as  this  one  epitomizes)  belongs  to  those  which  have  not  seen  the  light  of  day  for  many 
long  years;  ones  whose  origin  may  be  shrouded  in  the  anonymous  fog  of  time.  As  to 
rarity?  Well,  that  is  what  this  elegant  1795  Eagle  is  all  about.  This  is  the  rarest  major 
variety  in  the  entire  Eagle  series,  a series  that  spans  more  than  a century  and  a quarter. 
It  is  rarer  than  either  of  the  1798  Eagles.  It  is  rarer  than  any  regular  Proof.  In  fact,  as 
of  1989  numismatists  have  found  only  seven  distinct  specimens,  of  which  this  is  by  far 
the  most  spectacular. 

The  earliest  known  appearance  of  Breen-4C  was  the  coin  purchased  in  1926  by  Waldo 
Newcomer.  The  first  auction  appearance  of  these  was  less  than  30  years  ago,  so  rare 
is  the  variety!  Since  the  1970  sale  of  the  aforementioned  Newcomer  piece  there  have 
been  only  four  auction  appearances,  involving  two  different  coins,  neither  of  which  can 
shake  a stick  at  this  one. 

Those  who  have  made  studies  of  these  early  Eagles  postulate  that  the  9-Leaves 
variety  was  the  last  1795-dated  reverse  used,  with  an  original  mintage  of  perhaps  450 
pieces.  They  probably  formed  part  of  the  2,332  Eagles  delivered  on  June  1,  1796  (the 
balance  of  which  being  mostly  dated  1796). 

If  you  are  a collector  who  desires  to  own  an  "ultimate”  coin  (and  who  doesn't?),  a 
coin  that  towers  head  and  shoulders  above  its  competition,  a coin  which,  by  your 
possession,  will  have  your  name  attached  to  it  for  all  time,  then  here  it  is.  Expect  others 
to  vie  with  you  when  this  one  comes  up  for  bidding;  but  remember,  as  the  successful 
bidder,  you  will  stride  away  with  this  prize  knowing  that  no  one  else  has  a more 
resplendent  specimen  than  yours.

Very  Fine  with  normal 
contact  marks,  cleaned  and  burnished. 

5)  The  "Lovi"  specimen,  sold  In  Stack's  Art  LovI  sale,  1968,  Lot  372.  About 
Uncirculated,  proofHke,  light  horizontal  adjustment  marks  on  eagle's  breast. 

6)  The  "Breen  II"  specimen,  sold  in  Pine  Tree's  Walter  Breen  II  sale,  1975,  Lot  198; 
later  in  Kagin’s  1977  A. N. A.  sale.  Lot  5020.  About  Uncirculated,  cleaned,  adjustment 
marks  on  the  eagle,  a nick  between  hair  and  star  8 and  a planchet  defect  at  denticles 
over  star  9.

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CLASSIC  1795  13  LEAVES  EAGLE 


909  1795.  13  Leaves  on  Branch.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  in  the  centers  and  specially  blemish- 

free.  Some  light  cleaning  lines  are  visible  in  the  obverse  field,  and  a small  bump  on  the  reverse  rim. 
Nonetheless,  this  is  an  historic  gold  piece  made  during  the  hectic  days  of  our  young  Republic  under 
the  tutelage  of  President  Washington.  Washington,  being  a strong  backer  of  our  fledgling  Mint,  was 
instrumental  in  seeing  that  our  nation's  coinage  started  off  on  a sound  footing.  This  1795  Eagle  is 
our  link  today  to  that  remarkable  man  and  his  interesting  times.

910  1797.  Capped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  Mint  State  60.  A dandy  Mint  State  example  of  this  18th 

Century  early  American  classic.  The  stars  are  sharp,  the  central  devices  are  all  any  demanding 
specialist  could  ask  for,  and  the  lustre  is  bright  yellow  gold  and  satiny.  Smooth  fields  reveal  a near 
absence  of  marks  and  about  the  only  "detractions"  we  can  find,  and  these  hardly  rate  the  term, 
are  a minor  edge  bruise  and  a tiny  rim  nick  on  the  obverse.  The  overall  eye-appeal  is  a mile  ahead 
of  most  other  early  Eagles.  Mintage  was  tiny  by  today's  standards  at  10,940.  And  there  were  very 
few  Americans  rich  enough  or  smart  enough  to  salt  a few  of  these  away  back  then.  A first  rate  coin 
for  a first  rate  collection. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1798,  8 OVER  7 EAGLE

1798,  8 over  7.  Obverse  stars  arranged  9 by  4.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A reasonably  sharp  impression 
despite  having  been  struck  from  a fairly  heavily  cracked  obverse  die.  As  on  all  known  examples,  the 
reverse  is  a bit  more  sharply  impressed  than  the  obverse.  This  piece  has  fairly  clean  surfaces  with 
no  deep  or  detracting  marks  visible  and  the  reverse  is  actually  quite  choice  for  the  grade.  The 
obverse  appears  to  have  been  lightly  cleaned  a number  of  years  ago;  this  can  be  said  for  virtually 
every  known  non-Mint  State  example  of  this  date.  A total  of  only  900  pieces  were  struck  on 
February  17,  1798.  Breen  believes  that  possibly  18  to  20  are  known  to  exist.  Curiously,  almost  one- 
third  of  these  pieces  are  Mint  State  while  three  other  pieces  are  "mutilated.”  Certainly  one  of  the 
great  rarities  of  the  Eagle  series  and  an  issue  which  is  virtually  never  offered  for  sale. 


IMPRESSIVE  MINT  STATE  1799  EAGLE 


1799.  Mint  State  65.  Variety  with  interesting  die  crack  down  from  12  o'clock  on  the  obverse.  A 
lovely  example  of  this  classy  coin  having  orange  toning  and  a nice  strike.  Some  adjustment  marks 
are  seen  but  these  are  common  to  early  American  gold.  Struck  the  year  George  Washington  passed 
away,  most  Americans  lived  on  farms  and  worked  away  their  time  having  never  seen  a gold  coin. 
Only  the  elite  in  the  big  city  centers  of  the  East  Coast  would  have  had  an  opportunity  to  come 
across  a 1799  Eagle  in  everyday  commerce.  Hence,  the  reason  why  so  very,  very  few  Mint  State 
specimens  survived.  This  one  is  a highly  presentable  one  of  those. 
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RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  MINT  STATE  1800  EAGLE 


913  1800.  Mint  State  60.  Quite  sharply  struck  with  the  centers  showing  absolutely  no  weakness;  as 

usual,  the  stars  at  the  left  are  somewhat  flat  at  their  centers.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  for  the 
grade  with  rich  mint  lustre  overlaid  by  delightful  light  greenish  gold  coloring.  On  the  reverse,  there 
are  some  adjustment  marks  from  8 o'clock  to  11  o'clock  which  are  not  easily  seen  by  the  naked  eye 
and  do  not  detract  from  the  overall  beauty  of  this  piece.  This  is  one  of  only  5,999  1800  Eagles 
struck.  When  located,  this  date  is  invariably  well  worn.  Fully  Mint  State  examples  are  quite  rare  and 
deserve  to  sell  for  a strong  premium  over  such  dates  as  the  1799,  1801  or  1803.

914  1801.  Mint  State  63.  Bold  stars  and  sharp  detail  on  the  eagle,  with  only  a few  areas  of  weakness 

at  the  centers  caused  by  almost-invisible  planchet  adjustment  marks.  In  terms  of  clean  surfaces  and 
overall  attractiveness,  this  coin  exceeds  the  competition  hands  down.  The  fields  have  a semi- 
prooflike sheen  to  them  and  bright  yellow  gold  radiance. 


915  1855.  Mint  State  60-I-.  Very  sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  attractive  coloring.  On  the  obverse,  there 

is  a mint-made  lamination  defect  on  Liberty's  cheek  as  well  as  some  hairlines  in  the  left  field;  the 
reverse  is  far  more  choice.  A scarce  and  desirable  Mint  State  No  Motto  Eagle  and  a surprisingly 
scarce  date  to  locate  in  this  grade  as  well.

916  1858.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  quality.  Formerly  sold  as  Lot  954  in 

Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '80,  and  there  described  as  follows:  "Magnificent 
natural  orange  gold  toning  and  highly  lustrous,  virtually  flawless,  semi-prooflike 
surfaces.  100%  fully  struck.  From  the  standpoint  of  quality  alone,  this  incredible  coin 
is  one  of  the  choicest  No  Motto  Eagles  we  have  seen  or  heard  of. 

"The  1858  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  Eagle  series,  and  because  of  earlier 
enthusiastic  auction  descriptions  by  such  articulate  and  well  known  dealers  as  B.  Max 
Mehl,  it  is  undoubtedly  the  most  famous  issue  of  this  underrated  denomination.  Most 
of  the  relatively  few  known  specimens  (perhaps  25  to  30  in  all  grades)  are  well  worn 
with  VF  being  typical.  Until  this  one-of-a-kind  specimen  was  "discovered"  in  1972, 
there  had  not  even  been  a rumor  of  a Mint  State  1858  Eagle.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  this  specimen  is  unapproached  in  quality  by  any  other  known  example  of 
this  date.  It  is  at  least  10  points,  possibly  15  points,  better  than  the  next  best  specimen. 
The  term  "Finest  Known"  is  overused  and  abused  in  today's  quality  oriented  market, 
but  we  feel  confident  in  applying  it  to  this  particular  coin.  Without  question,  this  is  one 
of  the  most  prestigious  and  important  coins  in  all  of  the  U.S.  numismatics,  and  we  feel 
it  will  realize  a bid  commensurate  with  its  rarity,  quality  and  importance,  a bid  well  in 
excess  of  $150,000. 

"As  a final  note  on  this  coin,  we  would  like  to  mention  that  it  has  been  consigned  to 
Auction  '80  by  the  F.R  Bohren  Trust  Fund.  The  Fund  purchased  it  from  Paul  Nugget  of 
Manfra,  Tordella  and  Brookes,  a New  York  numismatic  firm.  MTB  had  acquired  it  in  1972. 
Prior  to  that  time,  the  coin  had  reportedly  resided  in  the  same  leather  pouch  since  is  was 
struck  in  1858!" 

While  this  coin  has  had  its  grade  adjusted  downwards  to  meet  today's  more  rigorous 
standards  (and  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  it  is  an  extremely  choice  coin  nonetheless), 
it  is  still  at  least  10  points  better  than  the  second  Finest  Known  example  of  this  date; 
the  piece  which  we  sold  in  our  session  of  Auction  '85.  In  its  previous  auction 
appearance,  this  coin  realized  $115,000.  With  today's  rare  coin  market  now  more  fully 
appreciative  of  rarity  and  condition  than  ever,  we  believe  that  this  previous  price  level 
will  be  shattered.  Unquestionably,  a highlight  of  this  sale  and  one  of  the  most  important 
United  States  gold  coins  which  we  have  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  selling.

917  1862.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  This  coin  could  serve  as  a prototype  model  for  an 

"original"  Proof  gold  piece.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  retain  rich,  cloudy  coloring. 
The  underlying  surfaces  are  clean  and  highly  reflective  with  just  a few  faint  scattered 
hairlines  visible.  Most  importantly,  this  piece  is  exceptionally  attractive  and  it  represents 
very  choice  quality  for  the  grade.  A total  of  only  35  Proofs  were  struck  and  we  would 
be  surprised  if  more  than  a dozen  survived.  This  piece  is  clearly  among  the  Finest 
Known.

918  1868  Pattern  Eagle.  Judd-662.  Rarity-7.  Copper  Gilt.  Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Designed  by 

James  B.  Longacre,  the  obverse  is  akin  to  that  used  on  his  then-current  Three  Cent  Nickels.  The 
reverse  depicts  a small  eagle  with  long,  raised  wings.  Copper  patterns  were  often  gold  plated  (gilt) 
shortly  after  their  manufacture.  In  the  present  instance  this  process  was  so  well  done  that  the  coin's 
full  reflectivity  was  retained.

Regular  dies 
trial  piece  in  copper,  then  gold  plated  (at  the  Mint).  Deeply  reflective  fields,  although  shiny  on  the 
devices.  The  Rarity-7  rating  means  that  Mr.  Judd  believed  only  4 to  12  of  these  are  known.  For  a 
fraction  of  the  price  of  a Proof  gold  Eagle,  you  can  buy  this  much  rarer  Pattern! 
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920  1878  Pattern  Eagle.  Judd-1580.  Rarity-7.  Copper.  Reeded  Edge.  Thin  planchet.  PCGS  graded  Proof 

66,  Red  and  Brown.  The  William  Barber  design.  A considerable  amount  of  original  mint  red  is  visible 
on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Both  sides  are  reflective  and  entirely  free  of  spots.  This  is  easily 
the  finest  example  of  this  lovely  and  rare  issue  which  we  have  seen  or  handled  and  would  not  be 
surprised  if  this  was  the  finest  known.  According  to  our  records,  approximately  7 or  8 examples 
of  Judd-1580  are  known  to  exist.  As  the  gold  strikings  of  this  design  are  impossible  to  locate,  this 
piece  becomes  even  more  significant  as  the  only  way  for  the  advanced  pattern  collector  to  obtain 
a representation  of  this  intriguing  design.

925  1904-0.  Mint  State  64.  One  of  the  most  magnificent  New  Orleans  gold  pieces  you  will  ever  see. 

The  obverse  fields  are  immaculate,  and  it  is  only  a minor  scattering  of  contact  marks  on  the  reverse 
that  refrain  us  from  assigning  the  coin  a higher  number.  All  in  all  a top-notch  coin. 


926  1906.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A lovely  Proof  displaying  deep,  deep  mirror  fields  and  delicate  frost  on  the 

devices.  Everything  is  razor-sharp,  even  to  the  knife  rims.  From  today's  perspective,  one  wonders 
why  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  wanted  to  change  America's  gold  designs.  Perhaps  he  was  jaded 
from  having  seen  the  same  motif  throughout  his  lifetime.  To  our  way  of  thinking,  this  graceful  1906 
is  a study  in  quiet  elegance.  Better  yet,  it  is  one  of  only  77  Proofs  minted! 


927  1906-D.  Mint  State  64.  Prooflike.  Handsome  in  every  respect,  and  unusual  with  a prooflike  field. 

Except  for  flat  stars,  all  devices  and  lettering  are  sharp  as  if  the  Mint's  technicians  had  given  the 
coin  a double  blow  from  the  dies  (as  in  Proofs).  Although  the  records  are  silent  on  what  went  on 
at  Denver  as  that  facility  cranked  up  its  presses,  there  is  every  possibility  this  was  one  of  the  early 
Eagles  off  the  dies.  A splendid  coin  to  examine;  better  yet,  own.

1907  Wire  Edge.  Periods  After  Legends.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens'  graceful  design  as  it  was  first  intended  to  look  (before  it  was  redone  by  Mint 
Engraver  Charles  Barber):  full  rounded  cheek  on  Liberty,  the  field  meeting  the  rim  in  a 
knife  edge,  and  an  overall  look  of  quiet  dignity.  The  present  coin  possesses  all  of  these 
delightful  attributes,  and  more:  the  cheek  is  especially  free  from  marks  and  the  lustre 
is  satiny  and  beautiful.  Only  500  were  made  before  the  heavy  hand  of  mediocrity 
stepped  in  to  change  the  design.  And  of  those  500,  only  17  have  been  so  graded  by 
PCGS  with  11  higher.  A first-class  coin  for  an  aristocratic  set.

1907.  Wire  Edge  with  Periods  after  Legends.  Mint  State  60 -P.  A sleek  example  of  August  Saint- 
Gaudens  artistic  Indian  Head  Eagle.  The  knife  rim,  or  wire  edge,  which  gives  this  coin  its  name,  is 
sharp;  so,  too,  is  the  overall  strike,  with  even  the  tiniest  feathers  on  the  eagle  clear.  Pleasing  orangish 
gold  toning  combines  with  the  perfect,  satiny  lustre  to  give  this  very  rare  type  a classic  elegance.

933  1910.  and  1932.  Mint  State  63.  Bright  and  lustrous,  and  excellent  representatives  of  their  type.  Lot 

of  2 coins. 


934  1910-S.  Mint  State  64.  Extremely  well  struck  with  each  feather,  on  the  headdress  as  well  as  on  the 

eagle,  needle-sharp.  The  satiny  lustre,  characteristic  of  1907-1916  Eagles,  is  particularly  appealing 
here  because  it  is  not  disturbed  by  nicks  and  scratches.  And  better  yet,  this  is  a 1910-S;  a date  rarely 
found  in  average  Mint  State  let  alone  so  close  to  perfection.

936  1911.  Mint  State  65.  A fully  struck  gem  with  superb  lustre  and  color.  On  the  obverse,  the  center 

is  a medium  yellow  gold  with  complimentary  splashes  of  rose  in  the  protected  areas;  the  reverse 
is  a beautiful  blend  of  rose  and  greenish  gold  coloring.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  this  piece 
would  make  a very  impressive  type  coin. 


937  1911.  Mint  State  64.  Unusual  in  appearance  in  that,  at  first  glimpse,  this  piece  somewhat  resembles 

a "Roman  finish"  Proof.  Very  Choice  when  initially  viewed;  closer  inspection  reveals  a light  hairline 
scratch  on  the  obverse.

939  1912-S.  Mint  State  63.  A typical  strike  for  the  issue  with  pronounced  weakness  noted  at  the  center 

of  the  obverse;  the  reverse,  however,  is  well  impressed  with  full  feather  details  noted.  For  the  date, 
this  piece  has  surprisingly  good  lustre.  The  surfaces  are  slightly  granular  with  some  areas  of  metal 
flow  at  the  lower  obverse  and  central  reverse.  The  only  readily  visible  mark  is  a medium  sized 
abrasion  on  the  eagle's  tail  feathers.  The  1912-S  is  one  of  the  keys  to  the  Indian  Head  Eagle  series. 
When  located,  examples  are  generally  well  worn.  Mint  State  pieces  are  quite  rare  and  specimens 
of  this  quality  are  almost  impossible  to  locate.  In  fact,  David  Akers  regards  this  date  as  a Low 
Rarity-7  (i.e.,  21  to  30  known)  in  Mint  State  63.

940  1916-S.  Mint  State  65.  Wide,  square  rims  with  a knife  edge  act  to  frame  this  delightful  1916-S.  The 

strike  is  sharp,  which  is  rarely  seen  on  the  date,  and  the  lustre  simply  sparkles  beneath  an 
incandescent  light.  There  are  no  defects  to  speak  of,  but  plenty  of  superior  attributes:  eye-appeal, 
rarity,  importance,  and  value.  All  in  all  this  is  a coin  you  should  consider  for  your  set  or  rare  coin 
portfolio.

1930-S.  Mint  State  63.  A beautiful  example  of  this  celebrated  rarity.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp  with 
the  hair  below  ERTY  in  LIBERTY  fully  impressed.  The  surfaces  are  very  frosty  with  medium  greenish 
gold  coloring;  a suggestion  of  coppery  toning  is  present  below  the  first  five  stars  at  the  left.  A few 
scattered  marks  are  visible  with  most  of  these  quite  well  hidden.  This  piece  is  definitely  above- 
average  for  the  date  as  it  shows  far  fewer  bagmarks  and  its  coloring  can  certainly  be  called  "choice” 
without  fear  of  contradiction.  A total  of  96,000  1930-S  Eagles  were  originally  struck  but  most  of 
the  mintage  was  melted.  Today,  it  is  believed  that  fewer  than  100  pieces  exist.  This  date  is  missing 
from  most  sets  and  is  always  in  great  demand  among  specialists  in  this  series. 


942  1932.  Mint  State  64.  Full  strike  and  mint  brilliance  with  only  a few  light  contact  marks  visible.  This 

is  the  last  truly  affordable  Eagle  (1933  is  prohibitively  expensive).  It  is  also  the  only  moderately 
priced  1932  gold  coin;  for  less  than  one  year  after  it  saw  the  light  of  day,  the  government  issued 
its  famous  seizure  order.  Under  this  gold  call-in,  $2  billion  worth  of  coins  were  transferred  from  the 
banks  to  the  Treasury.  They  were  later  melted  into  those  27-pound  bars  which  James  Bond's 
nemesis  "Goldfinger"  tried  to  incinerate  at  Fort  Knox  with  an  atom  bomb!

(1850)  Pattern  Double  Eagle  Obverse  Splasher.  See  Judd,  Appendix  A,  p.231.  Rarity-8.  Fusible 
Alloy.  As  Made.  Mint  State  60.  A dateless  impression  of  the  new  Double  Eagle  obverse  die,  in 
fusible  alloy.  This  new  die  was  hastily  completed  in  1850  after  designer  Longacre's  1849  Double 
Eagle  failed  several  tests  for  stacking  and  strikability  due  to  too  high  a relief.  This  splasher  is  the 
missing  link  between  that  famous  1849  coin  (only  one  known,  and  it  resides  in  the  Smithsonian) 
and  later,  production  issue.  Double  Eagles.  A museum-calibre  rarity,  and  here's  why:  there  are  only 
3 known,  and  two  of  these  are  in  the  Philadelphia  Library! 
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SEMI  UNIQUE  1850  PATTERN  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


944  Undated  (1850).  Pattern  Double  Eagle.  Judd-126.  Rarity-8;  one  of  two  known  to  exist. 
Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  Second  obverse  die  with  large  coronet  beads  and  with  the  point 
of  the  coronet  close  to  the  seventh  star;  regular  reverse  die.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Lightly 
cleaned  many  years  ago  but  now  naturally  retoned  to  a rich  lilac  gray  color  with  orange 
gold  at  the  centers  and  bluish  iridescence  at  the  borders.  The  surfaces  are  mostly 
reflective  and  have  an  excellent  appearance.  The  history  of  this  piece  is  recounted  in  the 
Judd  Pattern  Book,  on  pages  34  through  36.  Some  of  the  most  pertinent  information 
is  as  follows:  ".  . . He  (i.e.,  James  Longacre)  did  manage  to  complete  the  reverse  die  for 
the  Double  Eagle  in  June  (1849)  but  it  was  not  until  December  22  that  the  obverse  die 
was  finally  finished  and  several  pieces  were  struck  on  an  old  screw  press.  Even  then, 
they  were  not  acceptable  for  the  coiner,  Franklin  Peale,  found  they  would  not  stack 
because  the  relief  was  too  high.  . ..  Mr.  (jDngacre  was,  therefore,  required  to  make  a 
second  obverse  die.  He  finally  completed  it  on  January  12,  1850. 

"Apparently  most  of  the  pieces  struck  in  1849,  except  for  the  piece  now  in  the  Mint 
Collection  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  were  melted.  One  other  was  given  to 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Meredith  but  remains  unlocated. 

"After  Longacre  completed  the  second  obverse  die  on  January  12,  1850,  several  gold 
trials,  without  a date,  were  made.  However,  these  were  rejected  by  Mr.  Peale  because 
he  felt  that  the  position  of  the  head  was  wrong.  Mr.  Longacre  then  requested  one  of  the 
gold  impressions  for  use  as  a model  in  preparing  the  third  obverse.  This  request  was 
refused  by  Mr.  Peale  even  though  Mr.  Longacre  offered  to  pay  for  it  out  of  his  pocket, 
and  so  Mr.  Longacre  had  to  settle  for  a silver  impression,  struck  January  26,  1850. 
When  the  third  obverse  was  completed  on  March  12,  1850,  it  was  found  to  be 
acceptable  and  regular  coinage  of  Double  Eagles  began." 

Most  collectors  regard  the  1849  Double  Eagle  in  gold  to  be  one  of  the  two  most 
valuable  of  all  United  States  coins.  As  the  only  known  specimen  is  forever  impounded 
in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  ownership  of  this  particular  Transitional  pattern  can  be 
regarded  as  the  "next  best  thing." 

As  mentioned  above,  there  are  only  two  pieces  known  to  exist.  The  other,  formerly 
in  the  Brand  Collection,  was  last  sold  as  Lot  1113  in  the  Armand  Champa  Sale  of  May, 
1972.  In  that  sale,  the  coin  realized  $35,000  — a remarkable  amount  for  a Silver  Pattern 
at  that  time. 

This  is  the  Judd  Plate  coin.  It  was  last  sold  in  auction  as  Lot  1290  in  the  1979  ANA 
Sale  as  part  of  the  Mocatta  Medals  Collection;  it  was  later  offered  for  sale  by  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Galleries  in  Rare  Coin  Reviews,  number  38  — 40,  for  $37,500. 
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GEM  1854  S DOUBLE  EAGLE 


945  1854-S.  Mint  State  65.  A superb  frosty  gem  with  fully  struck  devices  on  the  obverse 

and  reverse.  Although  this  specimen  is  from  the  small  hoard  found  off  the  California 
coast  it  suffered  very  little  from  the  effects  of  long  submersion  in  sea  water.  The 
surfaces  display  virtually  full  mint  lustre  and  almost  no  evidence  of  the  etching  usually 
seen  on  specimens  of  this  hoard.  Apparently  this  specimen  was  somehow  protected 
from  the  detrimental  effects  of  the  sea  floor.  Clearly  this  example  is  the  finest  specimen 
from  this  hoard  that  we  have  seen  and  worthy  of  the  finest  set  of  Double  Eagles.  An 
important  coin  from  the  early  days  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  also  as  a Type  1 
Double  Eagle.  After  viewing  hundreds  of  Type  1 Double  Eagles  this  specimen  must  be 
seen  to  be  appreciated  for  its  unmarked  surfaces  and  original  lustre.  Truly  a coin  for  the 
connoisseur  of  superb  items. 


946  1861.  Mint  State  64.  Often,  the  mint's  workers  did  a so-so  job  in  striking  these  hefty  gold  pieces; 

but,  fortunately,  this  piece  must  have  been  made  on  one  of  their  good  days.  It  has  a truly  remarkable 
depth  of  strike  for  its  type  and  has  been  cared  for  with  loving  hands  since  the  day  it  was  made. 
Smooth  surfaces  and  reflective  lustre  are  undisturbed  by  any  of  those  often-unsightly  bagmarks 
that  seem  the  hallmark  of  Double  Eagles.  About  the  only  "defect"  we  can  find,  and  it  might  escape 
notice  if  not  pointed  out,  is  a minor  edge  ding  at  8 o'clock.  One  of  the  prettiest  Mint  State  No  Motto 
Double  Eagles  around. 
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947  1861.  Mint  State  64.  A nicely  struck  coin  full  mint  frost  and  only  a few  contact  marks,  none  of 

which  are  heavy.  Although  Philadelphia  Mint  continued  to  strike  gold  coins  during  the  Civil  War, 
most  of  these  were  sent  overseas  to  pay  for  needed  war  goods.  With  this  in  mind,  is  it  not 
understandable  why  today's  collectors  discover  that  high  grade  Double  Eagles  from  this  period  are 
few  and  far  between? 


948  1866.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  An  extremely  rare  example  of  this  coveted  issue.  Not  only 

is  this  coin  a Proof  but  it  is  one  of  the  finest  1866  Proofs  in  existence.  PCGS  has  only 
graded  two  Proof  examples,  both  grading  Proof  64.  The  mint  only  sold  and  struck  a total 
of  30  coins  of  this  important  first  year  of  the  With  Motto  type.  This  piece  is  graced  with 
deep  Proof  fields  and  heavily  frosted  devices  giving  the  tremendous  contrast  seen  only 
on  Proof  gold  coins.  This  specimen  is  further  enhanced  by  the  lack  of  any  hairlines  in 
the  planchet  and  undisturbed  fields  and  devices. 

If  you  have  been  looking  for  just  the  "right"  Proof  Type  2 Double  Eagle  then  here  is 
your  coin.  A coin  with  everything,  great  strike,  color,  rarity  and  the  first  year  of  the  With 
Motto  type.  If  you  pass  up  this  opportunity,  it  may  be  several  years  before  another 
specimen  of  this  quality  is  offered  again. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1872  AMAZONIAN  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


949  1872.  Pattern  Double  Eagle.  Judd-1251.  Copper.  Reeded  Edge.  High  Rarity-7.  There  are  4 or  5 

specimens  known  to  exist.  Brilliant  Proof  65,  red  and  brown.  The  superb  Barber  Amazonian  design. 
Virtually  all  of  the  original  mint  red  is  visible  on  the  obverse  and  reverse,  although  the  coloring  has 
mellowed  somewhat.  Both  sides  are  quite  reflective  and  unusually  well  manufactured  for  a Pattern 
of  this  era.  An  obverse  spot  on  Liberty's  curls  and  another  spot,  this  one  smaller  and  on  the  reverse, 
serve  as  immediate  identification.  The  exact  number  of  Judd-1251's  known  to  exist  is  somewhat 
controversial.  This  piece  does  not  appear  to  be  the  example  which  was  sold  as  lot  357  in  the  1981 
ANA  Sale  (and  which  we  earlier  sold  as  lot  474  in  our  Rio  Rancho  Sale  of  October  1974  and  earlier 
as  lot  1063  in  our  Gilhousen  Sale  of  February  1973).  Two  other  examples  are  impounded;  one  is 
in  the  Smithsonian  while  the  other  is  in  the  Chase  Manhattan  Museum  Collection.  This  fourth  piece 
may  be  the  coin  which  was  previously  in  the  collection  of  a few  well  known  pattern  specialists  or 
which  was  sold  as  Lot  1199  in  Kosoff's  California  State  Numismatic  Society  Sale  in  1968.  (A  fifth 
piece,  ex  DiBello:508  is  gilted).  At  any  rate,  this  is  an  extremely  exciting  coin  which  may  represent 
the  only  Amazonian  Double  Eagle  which  the  collector  or  specialist  can  hope  to  purchase. 


RARE  1872  DOUBLE  EAGLE  IN  ALUMINUM

1872.  Pattern  Double  Eagle.  Judd-1254.  Rarity-7.  Aluminum.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64. 
Premium  Quality.  Regular  dies  trial  piece  struck  in  aluminum.  One  of  the  prettiest  aluminum  Patterns 
you  will  ever  see!  Deep  mirror  fields  are  nicely  offset  by  frosty  devices.  And  as  is  so  unusual  for 
these,  the  metal  is  fresh  and  original,  like  it  was  struck  only  a hour  ago.  The  rarity  rating  implies 
that  4 to  12  pieces  are  known;  certainly  none  are  finer  than  this  one.  A few  light  hairlines  before 
Liberty's  face  are  all  that  keep  this  from  perfection. 

Many  people  do  not  realize  what  a phenomenon  the  discovery  of  aluminum  was.  Because  the  metal 
is  never  found  in  its  native  state,  but  only  as  a compound,  it  took  metallurgists  decades  before  they 
hit  upon  a method  to  manufacture  it  in  large  amounts.  In  1872,  when  this  Pattern  Double  Eagle 
was  made,  aluminum  was  almost  as  valuable  as  gold.  Therefore,  in  the  eyes  of  the  Mint's 
technicians  they  were  using  a precious  new  wonder  metal  to  strike  coins!  By  the  1 890's  refining 
techniques  had  been  perfected  and  aluminum  went  into  everyday  production;  its  price  fell  and 
those  who  held  these  rare  Patterns  probably  stopped  taking  good  care  of  them.  Today,  presentable 
ones  are  rarely  seen. 
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VERY  RARE  1876  PROOF 


951  1876.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A mate  to  the  Proof  1876  Eagle  offered  earlier,  this  Type  2 Proof 

Double  Eagle  is  equally  rare  and  significant.  Especially  wide,  knife  rims  try  mightily  to 
contain  this  coin's  glowing  mirror  surface  while,  at  the  same  time,  giving  a broad  border 
to  the  frosty  devices.  Each  six-pointed  star  is  perfect.  The  reverse,  too,  displays  a two- 
toned  effect:  frosted  eagle,  sunburst,  and  motto  bands  contrast  beautifully  with  deeply 
reflective  fields.  Of  the  45  Proofs  originally  made,  Breen  estimates  there  are  only  8 to 
10  survivors!  Surely  this  has  to  be  one  of  the  finest  of  those. 


FANTASTIC  CAMEO  1886  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE

1886.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  To  borrow  a term  from  diamond  merchants,  this  1886  is  a "gem 
of  the  first  water!"  A stunning  cameo  look  is  achieved  through  a pairing  of  sleek,  satiny 
frost  on  the  devices  with  deep,  rich,  "orange  peel"  mirror  surfaces.  You  might  thumb 
through  a Thesaurus  for  days  on  end  searching  for  exactly  the  right  words  to  describe 
this  coin  s splendor;  but,  why  go  to  the  trouble.  Why  not  admit  defeat  and  simply  say, 
"It  bankrupts  the  vocabulary." 

In  terms  of  rarity,  1886  was  rare  the  day  it  came  tumbling  off  the  coining  press  into 
the  pressman's  gloved  hand.  An  even  1,000  business  strikes  and  a minuscule  106 
Proofs  saw  the  light  of  day  that  year.  Of  the  Proofs,  many  were  either  spent  or 
mishandled  in  the  intervening  years.  (Records  indicate  that  many  Proof  gold  coins  were 
spent  by  down-at-the-heels  collectors  in  the  Great  Depression  of  the  1930's.)  That  one 
survived  in  such  stellar  condition  as  the  present  coin  is  a testament  to  the  loving  care 
it  received  as  it  passed  down  to  today's  lucky  successful  bidder. 


SUPERIOR 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1894  DOUBLE  EAGLE

953  1894.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A magnificent  cameo  example  with  a full  two-tone  appearance. 

The  devices  are  highly  frosted  and  afforded  strong  contrast  by  the  mirror  surfaces.  On 
the  obverse,  we  note  an  unusually  strong  wire  rim  which  begins  at  10  o'clock  and  runs 
to  approximately  5 o'clock.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  vibrant  and  overlaid  with  rich 
yellow  gold  coloring  which  changes  to  a pale  green.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show 
an  especially  heavy  orange  peel  texture  as  is  typically  seen  on  the  Proofs  of  the  1890's. 
A total  of  50  pieces  were  struck;  we  feel  that  16  to  18  examples  are  known  to  exist. 
Obviously,  this  is  among  the  Finest  Known. 


954  1898.  PCGS  graded  Proof  60.  Premium  Quality.  Brilliant  and  two-toned  with  only  a modest  number 

of  contact  marks.  An  affordable  coin  of  which  a total  of  75  were  struck  and  only  3 graded  by  PCGS 
(one  being  this  Proof  60,  and  two  others  higher).  Proof  Double  Eagles  were  the  proud  nobility  of 
our  democratic  Republic.  This  one  was  minted  at  a time  when  we  were  flexing  our  muscles, 
extending  our  sphere  of  influence,  and  engaging  in  a much  ballyhooed  war  in  Cuba  and  the 
Philippines.  This  1898  nicely  captures  the  mood  of  that  time  in  its  classic  Victorian  lines  and 
intricate  workmanship.

A sleek  and  satisfying  specimen  of  this  delightful  date,  having 
strong  cameo  contrast  between  the  frosted  devices  and  beautiful  "orange  peel"  mirror 
surfaces.  Each  star  is  frosty,  as  well,  and  act  as  a halo  around  Liberty's  portrait  to  make 
it  appear  even  more  three-dimensional.  Only  124  Proofs  were  minted  this  year.  Most  of 
the  30  to  50  which  remain  retreat  to  the  background  when  compared  to  this 
aesthetically  pleasing  coin.

1900.  Mint  State  65.  Very  sharply  struck  and  satiny  with  especially  nice  orange  gold  toning  on  the 
obverse  and  reverse.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  unusually  clean  and  this  is  a particularly  handsome 
example. 


957  1900.  Mint  State  65.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  superb  orange  gold  coloring  accentuated  by 

pale  rose  shadings  at  the  centers.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean.  As  the  type  collector  well  knows.

958  1902.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Struck  in  the  "all  brilliant"  finish  as  on  all  Proof  Gold  issues 

of  this  year.  The  obverse  is  very  reflective  and  has  a rich  yellow  gold  coloring;  the  reverse 
is  overlaid  with  light  coppery  shadings.  On  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  there  are  a few 
tiny  mint-made  copper  stains  which,  we  feel,  further  enhance  the  appearance  of  this 
piece.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean,  with  the  reverse  as  close  to  perfection  as  on 
any  example  of  this  date  which  we  can  ever  recall  having  seen.  A total  of  114  Proofs 
were  originally  struck.  Approximately  three  dozen  or  so  are  known  to  exist  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  more  than  a handful  could  compare  to  this  superb  piece.

Besides  these  attributes,  the  strike  is  sharp;  about  the  only  item  of 
note  is  minor  roughness  on  the  right  side  of  the  shield.  Quite  presentable  and  worth  a strong  bid.

1907.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  An  absolutely  sparkling  gem!  Every  detail  of  engraver  James 
Longacre  s intricate  design  is  razor-sharp.  And  adding  to  the  effect  is  a classic  cameo 
look,  intentionally  achieved  by  frosting  the  devices  to  offset  the  coin's  deep  mirror 
fields.  Rarely  have  we  seen  this  more  beautifully  done  than  on  the  present  coin.  A few 
trivial  hairlines  are  noted,  but  even  under  powerful  halogen  lighting  they  are  barely 
visible  1907  was  the  final  year  for  the  Liberty  Head  motif,  and  only  78  were  made. 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  always  an  excitable  politician,  called  our  gold  coinage 
"atrociously  hideous,"  in  appointing  Saint-Gaudens  to  redo  the  $10  and  $20  pieces.  We 
can  only  put  this  opinion  down  to  demagoguery,  for  had  the  good  Teddy  cast  his  glance 
upon  this  jewel  of  a 1907,  he'd  have  softened  his  view  then  and  there!

961  1907.  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVII).  Wire  rim  variety.  Mint  State  65.  An 

extremely  well  struck  High  Relief  with  particularly  nice  coloring.  The  surfaces  are  quite 
frosty  and  very  clean  with  greatly  enhancing  light  to  medium  greenish  gold  coloring. 
The  rims  are  free  of  the  typically  seen  bumps  and  bruises.  This  pleasing  and  original  coin 
should  cause  considerable  bidder  interest.

Only 
a the  fewest  of  scattered  marks  are  apparent  in  the  satiny  fields;  without  these  the  coin 
easily  rates  a higher  grade.

963  1907.  Roman  Numerals  High  Relief.  Mint  State  60.  Lx)w  knife  rims  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A 
fully  lustrous  example  of  Saint-Gaudens'  well  proportioned  artistry;  although  there  are  minor  scuffs 
and  marks  (most  notable  on  the  reverse  sun),  the  overall  appearance  of  this  piece  is  quite 
presentable.  Because  these  pieces  required  anywhere  from  5 to  9 strikings  by  the  dies,  they  reveal 
every  nuance  of  the  artist's  talent,  as  this  one  does.  If  you  want  a medium-priced  specimen  of 
America's  most  beautiful  coin,  made  during  our  romantic  Gibson  Girl  era  of  this  Century,  why  not 
consider  this  piece?  You  will  be  more  than  pleased  you  did. 

964  1907  Arabic  Numerals.  Mint  State  65.  1911-D  Mint  State  65.  A striking  pair  of  early  Saint-Gaudens 
$20  Gold  pieces.  The  1907  has  a broad,  square  rim  and  particularly  lovely  surfaces,  free  from  the 
usual  bagmarks.  The  1911-D  has  identical  exceptional  fields  and  satiny  lustre.  Far,  far  better  than 
the  run-of-the-mill  Mint  State  examples  of  these  dates,  l-ot  of  2 coins.

UNIQUE  1908  DIE  TRIAL  PIECE 


1908.  Brass.  Lettered  Edge.  Here  is  one  of  the  oddest  American  Patterns  we  have  ever  encountered. 
Known  as  a regular  dies  trial  piece,  this  was  one  of  the  very  few  "test"  coins  to  escape  the  wary 
surveillance  of  the  Mint.  Apparently,  in  setting  up  the  coining  press  to  strike  Double  Eagles  in  1908, 
the  mint  adjusted  the  pressure  and  alignment  settings  by  striking  a few  brass  blanks  with  the  dies! 
Presumably,  after  everything  was  in  order  and  regular  gold  coinage  production  begun,  these  brass 
impressions  were  run  through  the  Mint's  roller  dies.  Now  elongated,  and  curiously  like  those  familiar 
"elongated  pennies"  one  sees,  the  date  is  still  clear,  as  are  Liberty  and  the  flying  eagle,  and  finally 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  above  the  sun.  Judd  stated  that  this  specimen  is  Unique  and  is  from  the  Nagy 
Collection  as  discussed  on  page  248  of  the  Judd  book.  Since  as  he  did  not  offer  us  a picture  of 
the  piece  in  his  book  we  can  only  surmise  that  none  were  available  to  him  to  photograph.  This  is 
the  only  one  we  have  seen  in  our  many  years  of  handling  rare  coins.  A once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity! 


1908  No  Motto.  Mint  State  65.  Both  are  above-average  for  the  date  with  wide  rims  and  sharp 
central  detail  (this  last  being  1908's  nemesis,  as  a rule,  with  flat  centers  prevailing).  Lot  of  2 coins. 


1908-D.  No  Motto.  Mint  State  65.  Especially  bright  mint  lustre  and  a virtual  absence  of  contact 
marks.  Much  flashier  than  the  run-of-the-mill  1908-D's  encountered,  and  worth  a premium.

968  1909.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Roman  Finish  Surfaces.  Simply  a joy  to  behold!  Struck  on 

a bright,  yellow  gold  planchet,  this  specimen  has  been  blessed  with  tender  loving  care 
in  its  80  years  of  existence.  Only  one  minute  tick  in  the  obverse  field  is  noted;  otherwise 
the  coin  is  smooth  and  lovely.  One  of  only  67  Proofs  struck,  and  the  only  Proof  63 
graded  by  NGC  (with  4 higher). 


969  1909.  Mint  State  64.  Attractive  yellow  gold  color  on  this  satiny  coin.  The  fields  are  exquisite. 

Without  a couple  of  areas  of  lustre  disturbance  on  the  highest  points,  one  could  easily  grade  the 
coin  higher.  A scarce  date  in  Mint  State. 


970  1911.  Mint  State  65.  Ijovely  satiny  lustre  on  this  fully  struck  Double  Eagle.  Branch  mint  1911's  are 
quite  common,  but  few  high  grade  Philadelphia  Mint  specimens  come  on  the  market.  Here  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  snap  up  a superb  one! 

971  1911-D.  Mint  State  63  and  better.  All  good-looking,  satiny  lustre  specimens  that  were  selected  by 
the  consignor  for  their  absence  of  marks.  Lot  of  5 coins.

1913-S.  Mint  State  65.  One  of  the  most  difficult  dates  to  find  in  tip-top  condition,  1913-S  is  rare 
this  nice.  The  strike  is  sharp  while  the  lustre  is  sparkling  bright;  only  a few  minor  bagmarks  are  noted 
here  and  there,  and  these  have  to  be  looked  for  to  be  found.  Mintage  dropped  this  year  to  a low 
34,000  pieces.  No  explanation  has  been  given  for  why  this,  and  other,  1913-S  coins  were  made  in 
smaller  numbers  than  in  prior  years.  Whatever  the  cause,  today's  collectors  must  vie  with  one 
another  when  handsome  ones  come  on  the  auction  block.  There  are  not  too  many  to  be  had. 


1922.  Mint  State  65.  Broad  square  rims  on  this  piece,  with  above-average  strike  and  lustre.  A small 
toning  streak  across  Liberty's  hip  is  visible;  otherwise  there  are  no  other  marks  of  note. 


SUPERB  GEM  1923-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1923-D.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  While  this  date  is  known  for  its  superb  appearance,  this 
particular  coin  is  one  of  the  2 or  3 finest  examples  which  we  can  recall  having  seen.  What  makes 
this  piece  so  memorable  is  its  rich,  glowing  lemon  gold  coloring.  Additionally,  the  surfaces  are 
extremely  frosty  and  almost  entirely  free  of  marks.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66  gold  coinage  is, 
obviously,  of  the  highest  rarity  and  is  avidly  desired  by  collector,  dealers  and  investors.  This 
gorgeous  gem  should  satisfy  even  the  most  finicky  connoisseur.

VERY  RARE  GEM  1931  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1931.  [The  Norweb  Specimen— the  only  piece  graded  Mint  State  65  by  either  major 
service.]  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Extremely  well  struck  and  frosty.  Unlike  virtually 
all  known  examples  of  this  date,  this  piece  is  nearly  free  of  marks.  It  has,  as  well, 
magnificent  orange  gold,  pale  rose  and  greenish  coloring.  We  can  assume  that  Mrs. 
Norweb  carefully  hand  selected  this  1931  Double  Eagle  from  a number  of  pieces  which 
were  offered  to  her  over  the  years.  Her  patience  was  well  rewarded  as  this  piece  is 
clearly  among  the  Finest  Known  examples.  As  with  all  of  the  "late  date"  Saint-Gaudens 
Double  Eagles,  the  original  mintage  figure  is  totally  irrelevant.  Of  the  2,938,250  pieces 
struck,  virtually  all  were  melted.  Current  population  estimates  for  this  date  range  from 
a low  of  18  to  25  pieces  (postulated  by  Breen  in  his  new  Encyclopedia)  to  50  to  60 
pieces  (as  set  forth  by  Akers  in  his  standard  reference  on  Double  Eagles).  Based  on  the 
frequency  of  auction  appearances,  we  feel  that  the  actual  number  of  pieces  which 
survive  is  actually  somewhere  in  the  area  of  50  or  so  coins.  As  of  March  1,  1989,  this 
is  the  only  1931  Double  Eagle  which  has  been  graded  Mint  State  65  by  either  grading 
service.

980  1931.  Mint  State  65.  This  second  gem  example  is  quite  a bit  different  in  appearance 

than  the  recently  offered  Norweb  specimen.  It  appears  to  be  a later  strike  as  evidenced 
by  the  more  beveled  rims.  The  surface  texture  is  entirely  different  as  well,  as  this  piece 
is  much  more  frosty.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  medium  orange  gold  and 
greenish  coloring  with  splashes  of  rose  noted.  A few  cuts,  from  a sojourn  in  a bag,  are 
noted  on  the  reverse.  A far,  far  above-average  example  which  is  certain  to  elicit 
considerable  interest  among  Double  Eagle  specialists.

Both  sides  are  reasonably  clean  with  just  a few  small  cuds,  from 
residing  in  a bag,  noted.  The  original  mintage  figure  of  1,101,750  pieces  is  totally 
irrelevant  as  virtually  all  examples  were  melted.  It  is  believed  that  between  25  (Breen's 
estimate)  and  60  (Akers'  estimate)  are  known  today.  We  feel  that  the  correct  number 
is  somewhere  in  the  area  of  50  or  so  pieces.  As  Akers  notes,  this  is  one  of  the  "late 
dates"  that  was  not  found  in  some  quantity  in  Europe.  Another  very  important  coin." 

In  September  1988,  this  coin  realized  $30,800.  The  market  for  rare  gold  coins  was 
quite  soft  and  in  today's  much  stronger  market,  this  piece  should  realize  considerably 
more.

8.32 
grams.  Struck  from  a reverse  die  rotated  50%  off-center.  Crudely  hand  reeded  with  74 
edge  reeds.  Very  Fine  for  the  coin.  Struck  from  badly  cracked  dies  and  with  a 
pronounced  crack  in  the  planchet  at  11  o'clock  on  the  reverse.  Around  this  crack  is  a 
slight  bend  which  is  indicative  of  the  coin  possibly  having  been  used  as  a lever  or  screw 
driver  at  one  time.  Well  detailed  with  plainly  visible  legends;  struck  in  native  gold  with 
warm  rich  green  gold  coloring.  Lightly  marked  surfaces  which  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  assigned  grade. 

The  only  other  known  J.S.  Ormsby  coin  of  this  denomination  has  a Plain  Edge.  It  was 
last  in  the  collection  of  Willis  DuPont.  It  was  stolen  in  the  robbery  of  his  collection  in 
October,  1967.  That  piece  has  not  been  seen  since  then.  This  cataloguer  believes  that 
the  Plain  Edge  Ormsby  $5  was  melted;  probably  when  the  price  of  gold  broke  the  $700 
mark  and  the  DuPont  Gold  coins  became  intrinsically  valuable.  On  pages  68-70  of  his 
standard  work.  Private  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the  United  States,  Don  Kagin  relates 
the  following  interesting  information  about  the  firm  of  J.S.  Ormsby  and  Co.:  "The  first 
private  gold  coiner  in  Sacramento,  the  largest  trade  center  near  the  gold  fields,  was  J.S. 
Ormsby  and  Co.  The  firm  was  composed  of  Dr.  John  S.  Ormsby,  his  brother,  Maj.  William 
M.  Ormsby,  and  a clerk,  O.  H.  Pierson. 

"The  two  brothers  traveled  West  leaving  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  by  wagon  train  on  April 
14,  1849,  On  May  20,  they  joined  the  Newton-Boston  Co.  near  Independence,  Missouri, 
and  arrived  at  Sacramento  in  late  September  or  early  October,  1849.  They  soon  opened 
a gold  melting  and  coining  company,  probably  at  number  140  "K"  Street,  near  Front 
Street,  beneath  the  Golden  Eagle  Saloon. 

"For  many  years  the  coins,  which  have  no  date  engraved  on  them,  were  thought  to 
have  been  issued  in  1850.  It  is  more  probable  that  Ormsby  began  issuing  $5  and  $10 
pieces  during  the  first  part  of  October,  1849.  The  former  theory  was  based  on  the  fact 
that  the  only  known  piece  (a  $10  specimen)  had  thirty-one  stars  inscribed  on  it, 
indicating  that  California  had  already  been  admitted  to  the  Union.  Had  this  theory  been 
true,  the  date  of  issue  would  have  had  to  be  1850  or  later.  In  1911,  however,  an  Ormsby 
specimen,  a $5  coin,  was  discovered,  this  one  bearing  only  twenty  stars.  Perhaps  the 
stars  on  the  $10  specimen  had  no  significance  other  than  ornamentation,  or  perhaps  Dr. 
Ormsby  altered  his  larger  die  merely  in  anticipation  of  California's  entrance  in  the  Union.

"According  to  Herbert  F.  Ormsby,  grandson  to  John,  the  coins  were  made  by  use  of 
dies  and  a sledgehammer  upon  poorly  annealed  gold  planchets.  The  Ormsbys  were 
unable  to  refine  the  gold  properly  and  finally  hired  a leading  dental  surgeon,  William  W. 
Light,  as  chief  operator  of  the  establishment  to  resolve  this  problem.  Dr.  Light  had  left 
the  East  in  early  1849,  boarding  the  ship  Von  Humboldt  from  New  Orleans  on  August 
1,  1849.  He  arrived  in  California  on  August  thirtieth  and  came  directly  to  Sacramento 
where  he  soon  found  employment  by  the  Ormsbys.  Light  was  paid  $50  a day  to 
superintend  the  works  and  improve  their  annealing  process.  But  the  dentist  quit  shortly 
afterward  to  try  mining.  He  later  formed  a brief  partnership  with  clerk  O.  H.  Pierson,  in 
a dental  clinic  in  Sacramento. 

"As  the  Ormsby  mint  was  the  closest  one  to  the  mines  of  California,  it  is  presumed 
that  they  conducted  an  extensive  business.  There  is  newspaper  evidence  to  support  this 
theory,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Ormsbys  charged  a high  seigniorage  and  their  $10 
intrinsically  were  worth  $9.37.  Their  high  seigniorage  and  over-valued  coins  must  have 
yielded  them  a substantial  profit. 

"The  sloppiness  and  wasteful  nature  of  their  operation  is  indicated  by  an  1877  report 
in  the  San  Jose  Pioneer,  which  stated  that  Ormsby's  "crucibles  used  in  melting  the 
dust,  and  which  have  long  been  buried  by  the  filling  in  of  the  street,  contained  a large 
amount  of  gold,  so  wasteful  was  the  operation  and  so  plentiful  the  precious  metals  in 
those  days  which  constituted  the  'Flush  Time  in  California.'  " 

"The  Ormsbys  continued  their  profitable  coinage  operation  until  1850,  although  John 
left  for  Pennsylvania  to  fetch  his  wife  and  then  returned  later  that  year.  Still  later,  he 
practiced  medicine  in  Sonoma  County  where,  in  1857,  he  was  elected  to  the  California 
Assembly.  In  1866,  after  being  a miner  in  the  Nevada  Gold  Rush,  John  moved  to  Utah 
where  he  died  ten  years  later. 

"William  evidently  was  not  only  the  manager  of  this  mint,  but  also  had  diversified  his 
holdings  by  establishing  a stage  line,  a hotel,  and  a real  estate  business.  He  even  spent 
time  vainly  promoting  the  creation  of  a Sierra  Nevada  Territory,  which  was  to  encompass 
parts  of  Nevada,  Utah,  and  the  New  Mexico  territories  as  well  as  part  of  California.  He 
was  killed  in  1860  in  a fight  with  Indians  at  Pyramid  Lake,  Nevada. 

"Like  most  of  the  first  series  of  private  gold  coins,  the  Ormsby  coins  were  found  to 
be  badly  debased  and  did  not  continue  to  circulate  past  the  early  months  of  1850. 
Eventually  the  coins  were  turned  into  Assay  offices  and  remelted;  today,  only  six  or 
seven  specimens  exist." 

A few  questions  about  this  piece  remain  to  be  answered.  Firstly,  why  does  it  have  a 
reeded  edge?  We  believe  that  the  answer  lies  in  the  rim  breaks  which  are  plainly  visible. 
The  Ormsbys  used  dies  which  were  made  of  cast  steel  and  which  could  not  withstand 
the  stress  of  the  minting  process.  Once  the  Ormsby's  dies  had  reached  the  shattering 
point,  it  is  probable  that  an  employee  of  the  Mint  made  a hand-filed  collar  in  order  to 
prolong  the  die  life.  This  was  an  act  of  necessity  as  it  was  probably  the  only  way  in 
which  the  dies  would  be  able  to  be  held  together. 

Secondly,  why  are  the  Ormsby  $5  pieces  so  rare?  The  reason  for  this  is  probably  that, 
due  to  a number  of  fires  which  rocked  Sacramento  during  the  fall  of  1849,  the  Ormsby 
Mint  was  probably  only  producing  coins  for  a short  period  of  time.  This  is  coupled  with 
the  fact  that  the  survival  rate  for  Territorial  Gold  Coins  of  most  of  the  mints  in  operation 
during  1949  were  extremely  low.  Presuming  that  the  Ormsbys  struck,  say,  500  to  2,000 
$5,  it  is  highly  probable  that  only  a small  handful  survived  the  ravages  of  time. 

In  our  opinion,  this  classic  rarity  is  the  most  important  coin  which  we  have  offered 
for  sale  in  a number  of  years.  This  can  be  further  amplified  when  one  considers  that 
such  great  collections  of  Territorial  Gold  Coins  such  as  Virgil  Brand,  Judge  Slack,  Mrs. 
Norweb,  F.C.C.  Boyd  and  Henry  S.  Clifford,  lacked  an  example  of  this  piece.  To  the  best 
of  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  only  unique  pioneer  gold  piece  which  is  currently  on  the 
market.

with  the  fields  carefully  retooled  and  with  signs  of  an  old  cleaning.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  known  examples  of  this  issue  display  excessively  heavy  dents,  nicks  and 
scratches,  it  is  not  untypical  for  1855  Wass,  Molitor  and  Company  $50  gold  pieces  to 
display  the  aforementioned  repair  work.  On  this  particular  coin,  a true  craftsman  has 
removed  all  traces  of  marks.  The  quality  of  this  work  is  excellent  and  is  really  only 
noticeable  adjacent  to  the  fifth  star  on  the  obverse,  at  selected  intervals  in  the  fields  and 
at  the  lower  part  of  the  central  reverse.  The  obverse  and  the  reverse  have  each  acquired 
some  rich  splashes  of  orange  gold  coloring  which  makes  the  aforementioned  work  even 
more  difficult  to  see.  It  is  estimated  that  between  60  and  75  examples  of  this  celebrated 
and  massive  issue  are  still  known  to  exist.  This  piece  is  certainly  far  above-average  and 
represents  excellent  value  for  the  Territorial  Gold  collector.

1855.  Wass,  Molitor  and  Company  50  DOLLARS.  Kagin-9.  Rarity-5.  Very  Fine  35.  An  exceptional 
specimen  of  this  rare  issue.  During  the  heady  days  of  the  California  Gold  Rush,  the  burgeoning 
population  of  California  desperately  needed  gold  coins  for  circulation.  Commerce  was  very  difficult 
and  miners  and  store  owners  often  accused  each  other  of  being  cheated  or  overcharged  for  even 
the  tiniest  transaction.  The  public  petitioned  for  a Branch  Mint  in  California,  Congress  approved  the 
bill  in  1852,  but  the  San  Francisco  Mint  was  not  opened  until  1854.  Even  after  the  new  mint  began 
operation,  a shortage  of  copper  for  alloying  the  gold  and  the  parting  acids  were  frequently  in  short 
supply  causing  numerous  shut  downs  and  further  coin  shortages.  The  firm  of  Wass,  Molitor  and 
Company  struck  several  denominations  of  gold  in  order  to  fill  the  public  demand  that  the  new  mint 
could  not  meet.  These  huge  coins  circulated  widely  and  were  accepted  by  the  public  at  large.  After 
the  San  Francisco  Mint  worked  out  its  initial  shortages,  most  of  these  large  $50.00  gold  pieces 
were  melted  and  restruck  into  regular  United  States  issues  accounting  for  their  rarity  today.  This 
specimen  is  very  pleasing  and  has  far  fewer  handling  marks  than  on  those  often  seen  on  these  large 
pieces.  Two  obverse  stars  are  a bit  weak,  but  overall  the  specimen  is  really  choice.  The  rims  are 
exceptionally  clean  without  the  rim  dents  almost  always  encountered  on  these  large  coins,  if  you 
have  been  looking  for  an  historic  example  of  this  issue,  here  is  a really  great  opportunity  to  acquire 
one.

BEAUTIFUL  1860  PIKES  PEAK  TWENTY  DOLLAR  GOLD 


1000  1860.  Twenty  D.  Kagin-4.  High  Rarity-6.  About  Uncirculated  55.  A very  pleasing 

example  of  this  rare  issue.  The  fields  are  graced  with  ample  lustre  which  highlights  the 
fully  struck  devices.  Even  the  shield  on  the  reverse  is  well  struck  which  is  quite  unusual 
for  this  issue.  A few  trivial  reeding  marks  are  visible  in  the  fields,  but  this  specimen  is 
far  better  than  most  seen,  in  fact,  this  is  the  finest  example  we  have  ever  auctioned. 

The  obverse  design  has  a view  of  Pikes  Peak  and  Denver  in  the  field  below  surrounded 
by  PIKES  PEAK  GOLD  TWENTY  D.  The  reverse  design  includes  a large  eagle  with  a 
shield  and  three  arrows  clutched  in  its  left  talon  and  an  olive  branch  in  the  right, 
surrounded  by  CLARK  GRUBER  & CO.  1860. 

Although  gold  was  discovered  in  the  Colorado  Territory  prior  to  the  turn  of  the  19th 
Century  and  officially  reported  as  early  as  1807,  it  was  not  until  1857  that  the  Colorado 
gold  rush  began.  Most  miners  returned  home  after  finding  little  gold  and  very  harsh 
conditions.  By  the  summer  of  1859,  large  quantities  of  nearly  pure  gold  had  been 
discovered  in  Denver's  surrounding  areas.  All  supplies  and  equipment  had  to  be 
purchased  with  gold  dust  in  Denver  or  from  as  far  away  as  Omaha  or  even  St.  Joseph, 
Missouri  as  virtually  no  United  States  coins  circulated  in  the  Territory.  The  value  of  the 
gold  dust  had  to  be  ascertained  by  using  a touchstone  and  nitric  acid  to  estimate  its 
purity,  then  weighed  on  a scale  to  determine  its  value.  This  medium  of  exchange  was 
cumbersome  and  inconvenient. 

Finally,  by  1859  the  bank  of  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company  was  founded  in  Denver  to 
purchase  gold  dust  from  the  local  miners.  The  dust  would  then  be  shipped  via 
stagecoach  and  pony  express  to  the  States  for  coinage.  The  main  problem  with  shipping 
the  dust  to  the  state  mints  is  that  it  required  ten  percent  of  the  value  shipped  to  cover 
insurance  and  shipping  charges.  The  shipping  also  required  from  three  weeks  to  three 
months  to  ship  the  United  States  coinage  back  to  Colorado.  The  idea  was  proposed  and 
evaluated  to  purchase  coinage  equipment  and  strike  private  coinage  in  Denver  and  thus 
not  incur  the  delay  and  shipping  charges  of  sending  the  gold  dust  to  the  United  States 
Mint.  The  dies  and  equipment  were  ordered  and  arrived  by  ox  team  in  mid-1860. 
Coinage  soon  began  in  earnest  and  commerce  in  the  Denver  area  greatly  benefited.  The 
coinage  of  Clark,  Gruber  and  Company  widely  circulated  because  of  their  reputation  for 
honesty  and  integrity  and  for  striking  coins  of  full  value.  Their  mint  operated  for  two 
years  and  was  later  sold  to  the  United  States  government  who  established  an  assay 
office  and  assumed  the  role  of  providing  the  territory  with  coinage. 

A law  prohibiting  private  coinage  was  passed  by  Congress  in  1864  bringing  the  era 
of  private  coinage  to  an  end.  These  private  mints  had  struggled  to  provide  the  frontier 
the  necessary  coinage  for  commerce  for  the  pioneers  and  miners.  A coin  of  immense 
historical  importance  and  certainly  one  of  the  Finest  Known  of  this  extraordinary  issue. 
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Grading 

David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  the  numerical  grading  system  that  originated  with  Dr. 
William  Sheldon  and  was  first  popularized  for  all  coins  by  Paramount  Interna- 
tional Coin  Corp.  Because  there  can  still  be  a significant  variance  in  perceived 
quality  between  two  coins  of  the  same  numerical  grade,  we  are  also  using  a “+”  to 
distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of  a particular  numerical  classification.  Thus  a 
coin  graded  “65+”  is  still  an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  betterthan  most 
other  coins  that  also  technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however,  a 66  or  67 
quality  coin  but  rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  (to  some 
bidders)  a premium  over  a normal  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision  is  not 
meant  to  confuse  but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the  most 
accurate  possible  numerical  depiction  of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the  coin 
being  described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  adjectival  descrip- 
tions, we  have  continued  to  provide  them  as  well  as  a numerical  grade.  The 
correlation  between  adjectives  and  numbers,  as  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  them, 
is  as  follows; 

a)  Superb  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  67,  68  or  69 

b)  Gem  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65  or  66 

c)  Very  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  64 

d)  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  63 

e)  No  adjective,  just  Uncirculated  or  Proof:  60,  61  or  62 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers  and  standard  adjectives,  David 
W.  Akers,  Inc.  gives  a description  that  focuses  on  the  factors  that  most  influence 
value,  i.e.  strike,  lustre,  color  and  noticeable  or  detracting  marks.  By  combining 
all  these  factors,  numerical  grade,  adjectival  grade,  and  detailed  description,  we 
hope  to  have  presented  as  thorough  a picture  as  possible  of  the  coin’s  overall 
appearance  and  technical  state  of  preservation  so  that  the  potential  bidder  can 
effectively  determine  what  the  coin  being  described  is  worth  to  him.

1003.  1793,  Chain  AMERICA,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (PCGS).  Red  and  brown. 
Sheldon  2,  Rarity  4.  An  utterly  fantastic  coin  that  certainly  must  rank  with 
the  finest  and  most  important  Large  Cents  in  existence.  The  coin  is  well 
struck  except  for  a slight  weakness  on  the  highest  points  of  the  haircurls 
and  is  perfectly  centered.  The  color  is  excellent,  mostly  a medium  chocolate 
brown  but  with  considerable  original  mint  red  around  the  letters  and  de- 
vices. The  planchet  is  outstanding  for  a Chain  Cent,  smooth  and  glossy 
except  for  just  a trace  of  pinpoint  porosity  behind  the  head.  Without  ques- 
tion, the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of  this  specimen  is  exceptional. 

This  magnificent  coin  is  tied  for  finest  known  of  the  variety  with  a 
specimen  in  a famous  West  Coast  Large  Cent  collection;  in  fact,  these  are 
the  only  two  known  mint  state  examples  of  the  Sheldon  2 variety.  Futher- 
more,  this  is  the  only  Chain  Cent  of  any  variety  graded  mint  state  by  PCGS 
as  of  April  1,  1989.

An  excellent  example  of  this  very  rare  issue  and 
solidly  within  the  Condition  Census  for  the  variety,  if  not  the  type  for  1793. 
The  coin  is  well  struck  for  a 1 793  Liberty  Cap  Cent  and  the  centering  is  very 
nearly  perfect.  The  planchet  is  a smooth  medium  to  dark  chocolate  brown 
color  with  some  attractive  tan  colored  highlights.  A few  small,  widely 
scattered  field  marks  are  noted  but,  of  course,  they  are  consistent  with  the 
AU  grade.  Distinctly  surpassed  in  overall  quality  only  by  the  incomparable 
MS-60  Charles  Jay  specimen  and  the  impounded  Dr.  French-ANS  piece 
which  grades  AU-55.

Very 
sharply  struck  on  the  central  devices  but  a trifle  weak  at  the  borders  as 
usual.  Great  lustre  and  superb  quality  surfaces  that  are  almost  entirely  free 
of  marks  or  impairments  that  have  occurred  since  striking.  There  is,  how- 
ever, some  minor  planchet  roughness  (as  made)  at  the  fifth  and  sixth  stars. 
From  an  overall  appearance  standpoint,  this  coin  could  hardly  be  improved 
upon  and  it  is  definitely  one  of  the  most  attractive  examples  of  this  date  and 
even  the  type  that  we  have  seen.

1010.  1862,  Gem  Proof  65  (NGC).  A lovely,  conservatively  graded  proof  that  could  just  as 
easily  have  been  called  a 66.  Completely  original  with  unspotted,  mark-free,  honey 
colored  surfaces.  Very  scarce  with  only  550  proofs  struck. 

1011.  1 897,  Superb  Proof  67.  A lovely  specimen  with  full  original  mint  red  and  gold  color.  The 
surfaces  are  virtually  perfect.

The 
surfaces  are  nearly  pristine  and  this  piece  conceivably  could  have  been 
graded  higher  without  complaint.  The  exact  proof  mintage  of  this  issue  is 
unknown  but  it  has  generally  been  estimated  to  have  been  less  than  100 
pieces  with  only  50-60  still  existing.  This  lovely  example  certainly  must  be 
one  of  the  highest  quality  survivors.

1021.  1867,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  A sparkling  little  jewel  that  ranks  as  the  finest  business 
strike  (and  the  most  obvious  non-proof)  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  fully  struck 
from  clashed  dies  and  has  partially  prooflike  and  partially  satiny  surfaces.  All  of  the 
original  mint  lustre  and  brilliance  are  present  and  the  coin’s  beauty  is  enhanced  with 
light  golden  toning.

1022.  1867,  With  Rays,  Gem  Proof  65.  Brilliant  mirror  surfaces  with  very  attractive 
light  reddish  gold  toning.  No  carbon  spots,  nicks,  major  hairlines  or  other 
impairments  that  have  occurred  since  striking.  There  is,  however,  a small 
planchet  flake  (as  made)  near  the  obverse  border  at  eight  o’clock. 

The  1 867  With  Rays  Nickel  is  by  far  the  rarest  U.  S.  Nickel  in  proof.  Only  an 
estimated  25-30  were  struck  and  no  more  than  about  half  that  number  are 
known  today.  This  makes  the  1867  With  Rays  Nickel  at  least  five  times  as 
rare  as  the  1866,  the  second  rarest  proof  Nickel.  Since  the  1867  With  Rays 
Nickel  was  a $4000- $5000  coin  as  far  back  as  the  1960’s  when  many  of 
today’s  multi-thousand  dollar  coins  were  worth  only  a few  hundred  dollars 
at  most,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  is  distinctly  undervalued  by  current  standards. 


1023.  A magnificent  trio  (3)  of  Shield  Nickels  including:  1868,  Gem  Proof  65+.  Deep  mirror 
surfaces  with  attractive  light  rose  gold  toning  mainly  on  the  obverse.  One  of  the  lower 
mintages  of  the  proof  Shield  Nickel  series.

19,955  pieces  were  struck.  1883,  Gem  Proof  65.  Another  superb,  fully  struck  gem.  The 
surfaces  are  exceptionally  nice  and  lustrous  and  very  reflective.  A total  of  5419  proofs 
were  issued  during  this  last  year  of  the  type.  Three  pieces. 

1024.  1898,  Gem  Proof  65  (PCGS).  A beautiful  coin  with  very  light  natural  toning.  One  of  1795 
proofs  minted. 


1025.  1912-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Magnificent  multicolored  peripheral  toning  and  glossy, 
satiny  surfaces  that  have  no  more  than  a few  tiny  marks.  One  of  the  best  (and  certainly 
the  prettiest)  examples  of  this  rare  date  that  we  have  seen  in  awhile. 
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1026.  1913,  Type  One,  Gem  Proof  65.  A lovely  specimen  with  spotless  surfaces  and  superb 
medium  gold  and  violet  toning.  One  of  only  1520  struck  and  in  great  demand  as  a 
type  coin.

Exceptional  lustre  and  beautiful  light  to  medium  reddish  gold 
toning.  (Plate) 

1033.  1914,  Gem  Proof  65.  A third  specimen,  this  with  the  more  characteristic  lustre  of  a 
matte  proof,  i.e.  not  as  blazing  as  either  of  the  two  preceding  lots.  The  surface  quality  is 
excellent,  no  spots,  nicks  or  hairlines  and  the  overall  attractiveness  of  the  coin  is 
enhanced  by  the  beautiful  light  reddish  gold  toning.  (Plate) 


1034.  1914-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A beautiful,  original  coin  with  tremendous  lustre 
underneath  lovely  greenish  gold  toning.  Well  struck,  especially  on  the  reverse. 


1035  1915  Gem  Proof  65+.  Incredibly  well  struck  with  a very  sharp,  square  edge.  Some 
business  strike  191 5 Nickels  look  very  much  like  matte  proofs  but  this  coin  is  one  of  the 
most  obvious  proofs  we  have  seen.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  original  and  the 
coin  has  a very  delicate  pale  blue  and  gold  toning.  Very  rare  by  proof  Buffalo  Nickel 
standards,  second  only  to  the  1916;  just  1050  proofs  were  struck. 

1 036  1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Razor  sharp  strike  (full  horn,  split  tail  etc.)  and  attractive, 
light  natural  toning.  The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the  surfaces  are  free  of  the  carbon  spots 
that  so  often  plague  nickel  coinage.  (Plate) 
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RARE  GEM  PROOF  1916  NICKEL 


1037.  1916,  Gem  Proof  65.  Rich  reddish  gold  toning  with  some  scattered  violet  highlights. 
100%fully  struck  and  entirely  free  of  carbon  spots.  As  was  the  case  with  the  1915  (Lot 
1035),  this  coin  is  an  obvious  proof  and  not  one  of  the  first  strike  uncs  often  sold  as 
proofs. 

The  191 6 is  by  far  the  rarest  proof  Buffalo  Nickel;  only  600  were  minted.  Because  of 
their  sirnilarity  in  appearance  to  normal  business  strikes  as  well  as  the  fact  that  they 
hardly  increased  in  value  at  all  for  nearly  30  years,  many  were  spent  either  acciden- 
tally or  on  purpose,  and  have  been  lost  to  the  numismatic  world  forever.  Perhaps  as 
many  as  300  still  exist  but  that  estimate,  if  anything,  may  well  be  on  the  high  side.

1917-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  Very  sharply  struck  with  attractive  light  to  medium 
sunset  toning.  Underthe  toning,  the  lustre  is  veryabundantand  the  surfaces  are  clean, 
unspotted  and  virtually  unmarked.  A rare  date,  one  of  the  most  under  appreciated  in 
the  series. 


1039.  1918-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Warm  golden  toning  with  russet  highlights  covers 
highly  lustrous,  spotless  surfaces.  The  strike  is  absolutely  full  with  both  the  horn  and 
tail  fully  defined  as  well  as  the  buffalo’s  shoulder  and  the  Indian’s  hairbraid.  One  of  the 
finest  examples  of  this  scarce  date  that  we  have  seen.

1041.  1919-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  original,  highly  lustrous  coin  with  attractive  light 
aolden  toning.

1047.  1831,  Superb  Proof  67  (NGC).  An  incredible,  one-of-a-kind  coin  that  is 
tantalizingly  close  to  absolute  perfection.  This  level  of  quality  is  seldom 
seen  in  proof  Dimes  struck  50-70  years  later  and  it  is  literally  unheard  offer 
a proof  of  this  early  era.  The  deep  mirror  surfaces  are  totally  free  of  hairlines 
or  even  the  tiniest  of  nicks  or  abrasions  and  the  strike  is  100%  full  in  every 
regard.  The  natural  toning  is  simply  superb,  a deep  russet  and  gold  in  the 
centers  turning  first  to  violet  and  then  to  electric  blue  and  greenish  gold  at 
the  borders.

Several  others 
offered  as  “proofs”  over  the  years  have  been  nothing  more  than  proof  I Ike 
uncs  and  so  the  opportunity  to  purchase  here  a true  proof  of  this  unsurpas- 
sable quality  is  quite  remarkable  and  should  result  In  active  bidding 
approaching  the  six  figure  level.  (Color  Plate) 
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UNIQUE  1839-0  PROOF  DIME 


1048.  1839-0,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Called  “Specimen  MS-64”  by  NGC  and  so 
encapsulated.  In  our  opinion,  close  inspection  shows  this  to  be  a true  proof 
as  the  quality  of  striking  and  the  surfaces  are  totally  unlike  any  business 
strike  and  are  wholly  consistent  with  other  known  New  Orleans  proofs  of 
the  period,  most  notably  the  1838-0  and  1839-0  Half  Dollars.  Walter  Breen 
concurs  and  in  his  letter  dated  February  2, 1989  accompanying  this  lot,  he 
states: 

“I  unhesitatingly  declare  it  a genuine  Proof  1839-Odime.  It  is  the 
piece  mentioned  in  my  Proofs  book  as  the  only  one  reported 
—ex  F.C.C.  Boyd,  ‘World’s  Greatest  Collection’;  675.  It  is  on  a 
polished  planchet,  struck  from  brilliantly  polished  dies.  No  other 
specimen  is  reported  to  date.  . . The  importance  of  this  dime 
would  be  hard  to  overestimate.” 

In  addition  to  Breen’s  comments,  we  note  that  this  coin  is  of  extremely 
high  quality  fora  U.S.  proof  coin  of  this  era.  The  surfaces  have  no  more  than 
a few  really  trivial  hairlines  and  the  natural  toning  is  a superb  medium  gray, 
gold  and  blue.  (Color  Plate) 


1049.  1849, 9over  8,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Recut  date  or  “overdate”  since  there  appears  to 
be  an  8 under  the  9.  This  coin  is  simply  outstanding,  a few  trivial  marks  on  the  rim 
away  from  a 66  or  higher  grade.  It  is  fully  struck  with  uniform  satiny  fields  and 
gorgeous  russet  and  blue  obverse  toning.  (The  reverse  is  brilliant  with  delicate 

greenish  gold  toning.)  , . , • 

Kam  Ahwash  considered  this  variety  to  be  R-7  (less  than  a dozen  pieces  known  in 
all  grades)  and  R-8  (two  or  three  known)  in  mint  state.  He  examined  this  very  piece 
and  considered  it  to  be  unique  in  this  gem  condition.  A real  prize  for  the  Seated 
Liberty  specialist. 
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1050.  1854-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Arrows  at  date.  A lovely,  original  coin  with 
medium  gray,  gold  and  blue  toning.  Well  struck  with  very  good  lustre  under  the  toning 
and  no  marks  or  impairments  of  note.  Actually,  a borderline  gem  quality  coin. 


1051.  1856,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Small  date.  Well  struck  and  fully  frosty  with  excellent  lustre 
and  just  a trace  of  light  russet  toning.  With  Stars  Dimes  are  very  underpriced  in  gem 
condition  in  comparision  to  the  later  Legend  issues. 


MAGNIFICENT  GEM  PROOF  1859  DIME 


1052.  1859,  Gem  Proof  66  (PCGS).  A truly  magnificent  With  Stars  proof  Dime  that 
is  really  close  to  perfection  and  could  therefore  legitimately  command  an 
even  higher  grade.  The  deep  toning  is  superb,  russet  and  violet  in  the 
centers  (especially  on  the  obverse)  blending  to  electric  blue  and  greenish 
gold  at  the  borders.  The  deep  mirror  fields  are  literally  flawless.  The  exact 
proof  mintage  for  this  issue  is  unknown  (the  800  figure  in  the  Red  Book 
cannot  possibly  be  correct)  but  the  number  still  in  existence  has  been 
estimated  at  anywhere  from  a low  of  60  to  a high  of  150  pieces.  As  is  often 
the  case  with  such  "guesstimates”,  the  actual  number  probably  lies  some- 
where in  the  middle. 
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1053.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  A gorgeous,  sharply  struck  specimen  with  full 
mint  frost  and  lustre  and  delicate  golden  toning.  Avery  scarce,  low  mintage  issue  with 
only  15,000  pieces  struck.  Seen  more  often  in  gem  proof  condition  than  in  comparable 
mint  state  condition. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1897-0  DIME 


1054.  1897-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Spectacular  russet  and  gold  peripheral  toning  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse  covers  virtually  flawless  lustrous  surfaces.  The  strike  is  nearly  full 
and  exceedingly  sharp  for  a New  Orleans  issue  of  this  period.  With  a low  mintage  of 
only  666,000  pieces,  the  1897-0  ranks  as  one  of  the  prime  rarities  of  the  Barber  Dime 
series.  We  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a finer  or  more  beautiful  example  of  this  issue.

1055.  1875-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A completely  original  specimen  with  excellent 
lustre,  satiny  surfaces  and  beautiful  natural  greenish  gold  and  russet  toning,  mostly  at 
the  obverse  periphery.

RARE  AND  POPULAR  1796  QUARTER 


1056.  1796,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Very  sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered. 
Attractive  warm  gold  and  light  to  medium  gray  toning.  Some  light  hairlines 
and  very  tiny  marks  consistent  with  the  grade  but  no  significant  problems; 
in  fact,  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  can  only  be  described  as  excel- 
lent. One  of  the  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  type  coins  since  this  type  with  the 
Small  Eagle  reverse  was  only  issued  this  one  year.

1057.  1806, 6 over  5,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A fantastic  early  Quarter  Dollar 
with  only  a few  trivial  marks  and  hairlines  that  have  occurred  since  striking. 
There  is,  however,  a long  lintmark  that  runs  from  Liberty’s  chin  to  the  12th 
star.  (This  probably  resulted  from  a piece  of  wood  or  metal  adhering  to  the 
obverse  die  when  the  coin  was  struck.)

No  nicks  or  abrasions  can  be 
seen  only  a few  very  faint  and  unobtrusive  hairlines. 

Ali  U.S.  proof  coinage  prior  to  1858  is  very  rare  but,  for  some  r^^^on,  fhe 
issues  of  1846  are  somewhat  more  “common”  than  any  of  the  other  proof 
issues  of  the  1840’s.  Of  course,  “common’  is  a very  re/af/ve  term  in  this 
context  because  it  is  probable  that  only  10-12  proof  1846  Quarters  are 

known  to  exist. 
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UNDERRATED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1852  QUARTER 


1061.  1852,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (NGC).  Gorgeous,  pearl  gray  toning  highlighted  with  a 
trace  of  russet  covers  nearly  immaculate  satiny  surfaces.  A bit  soft  at  the  borders 
(obverse  stars,  reverse  legend)  but  this  is  characteristic  of  the  date.  Elsewhere,  on  Miss 
Liberty  and  the  eagle,  the  strike  is  very  sharp.  This  is  a very  scarce  and  underrated 
issue,  one  that  is  seldom  ever  seen  in  full  mint  state  much  less  this  gem  condition.  Only 
177,060  were  minted  compared  to  millions  of  some  issues  of  this  type.

1062.  1865-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lovely  example  of  this  very  rare  date,  sharply  struck 
with  original,  frosty  surfaces  and  beautiful  light  to  medium  gold  and  gray  toning.  To  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  this  piece  is  distinctly  surpassed  in  overall  quality  only  by  the 
James  A.  Stack  - Auction  ’84  specimen  and  therefore  it  may  be  the  second  or  third 
finest  known  1865-S  Quarter.  In  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia,  he  correctly  notes  that 
this  issue,  with  its  41,000  mintage,  is  “almost  always  in  low  grades.  Prohibitively  rare 
UNC.”  We  know  of  perhaps  5-6  different  mint  state  pieces,  no  more. 


TONED  GEM  PROOF  1873  QUARTER  WITH  ARROWS 


1063.  1873,  Arrows  At  Date,  Gem  Proof  65.  Superb,  medium  multicolored  toning,  somewhat 
lighter  on  the  obverse  than  on  the  reverse.  The  colors  are  russet,  blue,  violet  and  gold 
and  there  is  exceptional  proof  brilliance  and  lustre  under  the  toning.  The  reverse  is 
essentially  flawless,  i.e.  67  or  better  quality  while  the  obverse  has  only  a few  of  the  most 
trivial  of  hairlines  in  the  right  field.  A very  popular  and  scarce  type  coin  with  only  540 
proofs  minted. 
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FLAWLESS  TONED  UNCIRCULATED  1879  QUARTER 


1064.  1879,  Superb  Uncirculated  67  (NGC).  Wow!  Here  is  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful coins  in  the  sale  and,  as  one  can  tell  from  the  67  grade,  it  is  one  of  the 
highest  quality  as  well.  The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  and  the  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  are  literally  flawless.  But  what  really  makes  this  coin  special  is  the 
phenomenal  toning,  medium  russet  and  violet  in  the  centers  blending  to 
electric  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the  borders.  For  the  lover  of  spectacular 
toning,  here  is  the  coin! 

The  1879  is  one  of  the  scarcest  of  the  late  date  Quarters  of  this  type.  Only 
14,700  pieces  were  minted,  a total  which  includes  1100  proofs.  Today, 
proofs  are  more  available  than  business  strikes  and  although  there  are 
some  other  really  exceptional  1879  mint  state  Quarters  around,  we  have  not 
seen  another  one  quite  like  this.  (Color  Plate) 


1065.  1880,  Gem  Proof  66.  Superb,  light  iridescent  russet,  violet,  blue  and  pale  gold  toning. 
The  deep  mirror  fields  and  satiny  devices  are  nearly  flawless  and  the  strike,  as  one 
would  expect  from  a proof,  is  razor  sharp.  A really  beautiful  and  original  coin,  one  of 
1355  proofs  struck. 


1066.  1880,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  lustrous,  semi- 
prooflike surfaces  and  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  Very  scarce  in  this  grade, 
considerably  more  so  than  in  proof.  Only  13,600  pieces  were  struck  for  commercial 
purposes  along  with  1355  proofs.  Ex  1975  ANA  Sale,  Lot  416.

1067.  1886,  Superb  Proof  67.  This  coin  was  formerly  Lot  2211  of  the  Lee  F.  Hewitt  Collection 
Sale  (Bowers  & Merena,  November,  1984)  where  is  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“1886  Gem  Proof  67.  A superb  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  prized  of  all 
Liberty  Seated  Proof  Quarters.  The  Proof  mintage  of  886  coins  in  combina- 
tion with  the  business  strike  mintage  of  just  5000  pieces  (the  lowest  busi- 
ness strike  production  of  the  era)  has  traditionally  made  this  high  on  the 
popularity  parade  with  collectors  and  investors  alike.  Gorgeous  light  irides- 
cent toning  compounds  the  desirability.” 


GEM  PROOF  1890  QUARTER 


1068.  1890,  Gem  Proof  65  (PCGS).  In  a PCGS  holder  graded  “PR-65”  and  certainly  at  the 
highest  end  of  that  grade  level.  Beautiful  light  russet  toning  on  the  obverse  with  deeper 
violet  and  russet  on  the  reverse.  The  rarest  proof  Seated  Liberty  Quarter  after  1877; 

only  590  pieces  were  struck.  Ex  Charles  Ruby  Collection  Sale  (Superior,  February, 
1974),  Lot  1255.  v k ■ y. 


LOVELY  TONED  1899  QUARTER 


1069.  1899,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A beautiful,  satin  surfaced  gem  with  great  lustre  and 
superb  light  to  medium  “autumn  leaves”  toning.  The  reverse  is  literally  perfect  and  the 
obverse  surfaces  are  also  extremely  choice.  Terrific  overall  “eye  appeal”. 
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1070.  1911-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Light  natural  golden  toning  and  lustrous,  frosty 
surfaces.  Moderately  scarce  as  a date,  certainly  much  more  so  than  the  commonest 
issues  of  this  type,  the  1892  and  1916-D. 

1071.  1916-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  brilliant  with  blazing  mint  lustre.  (Plate) 

1072.  1917,  Type  One,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  head  and  shield.  Highly  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  and  superb  light  multicolored  toning.  (Plate) 

1073.  1918,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (NGC).  Extraordinary  brilliance  and  lustre.  The  head  is 
about  half  full,  the  shield  is  completely  full  and  the  balance  of  the  coin  is  boldly  struck. 
Not  much  room  for  improvement  here;  a blazer.  (Plate) 

1074.  1919,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Approximately  75%  head.  Great  lustre  and  very  light 
golden  toning. 


U.S.  HALF  DOLLARS 

1075.  1821,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A spectacularly  toned  Bust  Half  Dollar  with  terrific 
lustre  under  the  toning  and  relatively  few  marks.  The  toning  is  an  amazing  blend  of 
russet,  gold,  blue,  green  and  violet.  Not  many  early  Half  Dollars  are  as  pretty  as  this 

one.  (Plate) 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1834  HALF  DOLLAR 


1076.  1834,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Warm  gray  and  golden  brown  toning  with  a few  iridescent 
hiqhl’ights.  Generally  well  struck,  particularly  on  the  bust  and  eagle,  but  weak  on  the 
stars  and  at  PLURIBUS  as  usual.  Under  the  attractive  natural  toning,  the  surfaces  are 
clean  and  lustrous.  Excellent  overall  appearance;  a great  type  coin. 
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1077.  1834,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A very  lustrous,  completely  original  specimen  with 
beautiful  natural  toning,  a warm  medium  blend  of  golden  brown  and  gray  with 
iridescent  blue  and  violet  highlights  in  the  reverse  legend.  The  reverse  is  especially 
pretty  and  is  easily  MS-65  or  better  quality.  The  strike  is  very  good,  similar  to  the 
preceding  lot  with  the  same  areas  of  softness. 

1078.  1834,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A third  really  lovely,  original  example  of  this  date  and 
quite  similar  in  overall  appearance  to  the  two  preceding  lots.  (Plate) 


UNDERRATED  GEM  1841-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1079.  1841-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  One  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  date  that  we  have 
seen.  The  strike  is  razor  sharp  and  the  frosty,  minimally  marked  surfaces  are  very 
lustrous  and  beautifully  toned,  mostly  a medium  russet  but  with  a splash  of  iridescent 
greenish  gold,  blue  and  violet  at  the  border.  This  is  a very  scarce  date  even  in  MS-60 
(401 ,000  were  struck,  a small  Half  Dollar  mintage  for  that  era)  and  it  is  genuinely  rare 
in  this  gem  condition. 


1080.  1859,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (PCGS).  Superb,  deep  multicolored  toning,  a blend  of 
russet,  blue,  violet  and  greenish  gold.  The  strike  is  exceptional  and  the  coin  has  a sharp 
wire  edge  all  around.  Surface  quality  is  really  excellent  with  no  more  than  a few  faint 
hairlines  effectively  hidden  by  the  attractive  toning.  Rare,  much  more  so  than  any  of  the 
dates  that  follow.  Probably  fewer  than  100  pieces  still  exist.  Ex  Walter  Crouch  Sale 
(Superior,  1977),  Lot  1148.

RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1864  HALF  DOLLAR 


1081.  1864,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A well  struck,  fully  frosty  specimen  with  very 
clean  surfaces  and  beautiful  deep  russet  and  violet  toning  with  just  a trace 
of  iridescent  blue  at  the  borders.  A very  rare  and  underrated  date,  especially 
in  gem  condition  where  perhaps  no  more  than  a dozen  or  so  pieces  are 
known,  if  that  many. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1866-S  NO  MOTTO  HALF  DOLLAR 


1082.  1866-S,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  62  (NGC).  To  date,  this  is  the  only  mint 
state  1 866-S  No  Motto  Half  Dollar  graded  by  either  NGC  or  PCGS,  which  is 
hardly  surprising  since  this  is  a major  rarity  in  uncirculated  condition  with 
no  more  than  a few  such  pieces  known  (certainly  less  than  1 0).  This  coin  is 
very  sharply  struck  with  average  lustre,  full  mint  frost  and  attractive  medium 
golden  brown  toning.  Only  a few  trivial  marks  are  on  the  coin  so  we  really 
feel  that  it  could  have  been  graded  MS-63  or  even  MS-64. 

This  particular  example  has  a fabulous  pedigree  that  can  be  traced  back 
to  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  Century.  It  is  from  the  famed  Parmelee  Sale  of 
1890  and  was  subsequently  owned  by  Virgil  Brand  and  then  Wayte  Ray- 
mond. It  was  in  the  1975  ANA  Sale  where  it  realized  $2750  when  gem  mint 
state  and  proof  “common  ” dates  were  bringing  $500  or  so.  The  only  other 
high  grade  piece  seen  recently  was  the  far  inferior  Ail  specimen  that 
realized  $3080  in  the  Norweb  III  Sale.  This  piece,  therefore,  may  well  bring 
close  to  five  figures.  One  final  note:  This  is  the  plate  coin  for  Walter  Breen's 
Encyclopedia,  page  404,  and  the  only  one  he  mentions  as  an  unc. 
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CHOICE  PROOFLIKE  1874-CC  HALF  DOLLAR 


1083.  1874-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  (NGC).  A beautiful  example  of  this  very 
rare  date,  one  that  is  certainly  at  the  very  highest  end  of  the  63  grade  range, 
if  not  a full  64.  Except  for  a few  flat  stars,  this  coin  is  extremely  sharply  struck 
with  fully  prooflike  fields.  There  are  numerous  die  scratches  (as  well  as 
some  planchet  lines)  indicating  that  the  dies  were  highly  polished  before 
the  coin  was  struck.  The  coin  is  very  lustrous  and  fully  brilliant  except  for 
some  multicolored  toning  at  the  border.  This  is  the  finest  1874-CC  Half 
Dollar  we  have  seen,  definitely  better  than  the  cleaned  unc  that  sold  last  Fall 
at  the  Norweb  III  Sale  for  $5060. 

Only  59,000  pieces  were  struck  of  this  issue,  by  far  the  lowest  mintage  of 
the  type,  and  it  is  rare  in  any  grade.  Relatively  few  mint  state  examples  are 
known,  probably  no  more  than  8-10  or  so  at  most. 


LOVELY  GEM  MINT  STATE  1876-CC  HALF  DOLLAR 


1084.  1876-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (NGC).  Boldly  struck  with  very  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  and  beautiful  original  toning,  russet  and  gold  in  the  centers  blending  to  blue 
and  greenish  gold  at  the  borders.  A superb  type  coin  with  great  “eye  appeal’. 

1085.  1877-CC,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Mostly  brilliant  but  with  beautiful  russet,  violet 
and  electric  blue  peripheral  toning.  Very  sharply  struck  and  completely  original  in  all 
respects.  (Plate) 
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1086.  1882,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  Great  lustre  and  light  golden  toned, 
semi-prooflike  surfaces.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  are  no  more  than  a few 
very  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields.  A rare,  low  mintage  date  with  just  4400  business 
strikes  minted. 

1 087.  1883,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (PCGS).  A fully  brilliant  specimen  with  a razor  sharp  strike, 
deep  mirror  fields,  frosty  devices  and  just  the  barest  whisper  of  pale  golden  toning. 
Excellent  overall  appearance.  One  of  just  1039  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 


1 088.  1 887,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  With  the  exception  of  a few  flat  stars,  the 
strike  is  extremely  sharp.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  radiantly  lustrous  with  light  golden 
toning  and  no  abrasions  or  nicks,  just  a few  trivial  hairlines.  We  have  seen  lesser 
coins  graded  MS-65  by  both  services.  Low  mintage  of  only  5000  business  strikes  and 
710  proofs. 


TONED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1892  HALF  DOLLAR 


1089.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  First  year  of  the  Barber  design.  Fully  struck  with  frosty, 
lustrous  surfaces  and  superb  medium  multicolored  toning,  a spectacular  mix  of 
greenish  gold,  russet,  violet  and  blue.  The  reverse  is  simply  fabulous,  both  from  a 
toning  standpoint  and  a quality  (virtually  perfect)  standpoint. 
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1090.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  quality  example  of  this  date.  The  strike  is 
very  sharp  and  the  coin  has  super  brilliance  and  lustre.  There  is  just  a trace  of  light 
golden  toning  covering  the  satiny  surfaces  and  no  more  than  a few  very  insignificant 
marks  and  hairlines. 


1091.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A third  and  final  gem.  This  piece  has  an  attractive 
appearance  with  bright  centers  and  blue,  violet  and  russet  toning  at  the  periphery, 
darker  on  the  obverse,  lighter  on  the  reverse.  The  coin  is  very  sharp  and  satiny  with 
excellent  lustre  and  no  marks  or  abrasions,  just  a few  very  faint  hairlines  from  an  even 
higher  grade. 


1092.  1893-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A very  scarce  and  underrated  issue,  one  of  the 
most  difficult  of  the  series  to  obtain  in  high  grade  (above  63),  as  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  neither  grading  service  has  graded  a gem  to  date.  This  piece  is  very  sharp  for  an 
1893-0,  although  there  is  a trace  of  softness  at  the  eagle’s  claw,  tail  and  the  arrow 
feathers.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  and  completely  original  with  light  gold  and  russet 
toning  at  the  centers  turning  to  deeper  iridescent  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the 
periphery.  Ex  Buddy  Ebsen  Sale  (Superior,  May,  1987),  Lot  1566,  where  it  realized 
$3080  in  a much  weaker  market. 
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1093.  1895-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautifully  toned,  wholly  original  Barber  Half  Dollar 
that  is  fully  struck  with  highly  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces.  The  color  is  remarkable,  light  to 
medium  gold  and  russet  in  the  centers  with  blue,  greenish  gold  and  violet  toning  near 
the  rims.  The  reverse  is  virtually  perfect,  the  obverse  only  a little  less  so  save  for  one 
noticeable  bagmark  on  the  bridge  of  the  nose.  Exceptional  overall  appearance. 


1094.  1896-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Unusually  well  struck  for  an  1896-0,  an  issue 
which  often  comes  rather  weakly  struck.  The  surfaces  have  a soft,  satiny  lustre  and 
very  attractive  light  to  medium  lilac  and  gold  toning  with  some  iridescent  blue  and 
green  highlights.  This  is  one  of  the  key  rarities  of  the  entire  Barber  Half  Dollar  series. 


TONED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1897  HALF  DOLLAR 


1095.  1897,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fully  frosty,  sharply  struck  coin  with  beautiful  natural 
toning.  The  obverse  has  a light  gold  center  that  fades  to  darker  greenish  gold  at  the 
border;  the  superb,  nearly  flawless  reverse  is  a blend  of  medium  russet  and  greenish 
gold  with  a trace  of  blue. 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1897-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1096.  1897-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A magnificent  example  of  this  rare  date,  one  of  the 
better  ones  we  have  seen.  It  is  boldly  struck  with  nearly  pristine,  satiny  surfaces  and 
superb  natural  toning,  mostly  light  russet  and  gold  but  with  violet  and  blue  peripheral 
toning.  The  coin  is  completely  natural  with  outstanding  “eye  appeal”  and  it  has 
excellent  lustre  under  the  toning. 


RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1897-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1097.  1897-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Semi-prooflike  surfaces  with  superb  medium  multico- 
lored toning,  a blend  of  russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold.  The  strike  is  absolutely 
full  and  there  is  great  lustre  under  the  toning.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  1897-S  Half 
Dollars  to  appear  in  the  past  couple  of  years;  in  particular,  it  is  somewhat  nicer  (and 
much  prettier)  than  the  Norweb  specimen  that  realized  $7150  in  November  1988. 


MAGNIFICENT  1898  PROOF  HALF  DOLLAR 


1098.  1898,  Gem  Proof  66.  Gorgeous  mottled  gray,  russet,  lavender  and  blue  toning  covers 
the  nearly  flawless,  deep  mirror  fields.  An  original,  almost  pristine  specimen  of  great 
quality  and  beauty,  certainly  one  of  the  finest  survivors  from  the  original  735  proof 
mintage. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1904-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1099.  1904-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fully  struck,  incredibly  lustrous  example  of  this  rare 
date.  The  coin  is  mostly  brilliant  but  it  also  has  beautiful  russet,  violet  and  blue 
peripheral  toning.  The  reverse  is  essentially  flawless  while  the  obverse  has  a few  light, 
well  scattered  contact  marks.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  rarest  dates 
in  the  series. 


SUPERBLY  TONED  1907-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1100.  1907-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A fabulous  coin  from  Auction  ’87  (Lot  1595)  where  it 
was  catalogued  by  Superior  as  follows: 

“1907-0.  Mint  State  65+.  Satiny  and  sharply  struck  with  a full  talon  and  no 
die  swelling  noted  on  Liberty’s  throat.  The  toning  is  absolutely  superb 
with  a lovely  blend  of  violet  and  sea  green  noted  on  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse.  This  is  as  superb  an  example  of  this  date  as  we  can  recall  seeing 
or  handling.” 

The  coin  realized  $5775  in  very  active  bidding.  With  today’s  greatly  increased 
demand  for  gem  Barber  material,  it  should  bring  considerably  more  in  this  sale. 


1101. 


1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lovely  medium  golden  toning  and  highly  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  fields  and  devices  are  virtually  mark- 
free. 
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Nearly  all  of  the  following  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  are  from  an  exceptional  group  that 
was  obtained  by  the  consignor  a decade  or  more  ago  and  has  not  been  available  to  or  seen 
by  collectors  since  that  time.  Basically  the  group  consists  of  two  nearly  complete  sets  from 
1916  to  1943  and,  fortunately,  many  of  the  most  important  issues  are  in  the  finest  condition. 
The  collector  should  take  particular  note  of  the  two  1919-Dandtwo  1921-Sissues,  as  well  as 
the  superb  191 9- Sand  1928-S.  Coins  of  this  quality  are  not  often  seen  on  the  bourse  floor  at 
conventions  or  even  in  major  auctions  so  very  active  bidding  is  anticipated. 


1102.  1 91 6,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Very  sharply  struck  with  complete  separation  of  the  thumb 
from  the  hand  and  well-defined  head  and  skirt  lines.  The  lustre  is  fantastic  and  the  coin 
has  just  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  virtually  without  marks. 
This  low  mintage  date  is  seldom  seen  this  nice. 

1103.  1916-PDS  set  with  grades  ranging  from  Choice  Uncirculated  63  to  Very  Choice 
Uncirculated  64.  The  1916  grades  MS-63+  and  would  be  a solid  gem  were  it  not  for 
some  light  slide  marks  on  the  figure.  It  is  well  struck  and  lightly  toned.  The  1916-D 
grades  MS-63  and  has  medium  toning.  The  1916-S  is  a very  lustrous,  well  struck 
IVIS-64  with  delicate  toning.  Three  pieces. 


1104.  1916-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  An  original,  gem  quality  coin  with  superb  lustre  and 
beautiful  light  russet  and  gold  toning.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  overall  appear- 
ance of  the  coin  is  exceptional. 

1105.  1916-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  a borderline  gem,  excellent  lustre  and  strike  and 
beautiful  light  reddish  gold  toning;  1918,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  lovely  medium 
violet  and  russet  toning,  boldly  struck  and  lustrous,  milling  mark  in  right  obverse  field 
but  otherwise  very  clean.  Two  pieces. 

1106.  A group  of  four  (4)  early  date  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  including:  1917,  1917-D 
Reverse,  191 7-S  Obverse,  and  1917-S  Reverse.  The  1917-D  Reverse  is  only  a cleaned 
Uncirculated  60  but  the  three  other  pieces  are  lustrous,  well  struck  pieces  all  grading 
Choice  Uncirculated  63.  The  two  S-Mint  coins  are  lightly  toned  and  especially  nice. 
Four  pieces. 
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1107  Another  group  of  early  Walkers  including  the  following  issues:  1917, 1917-S  Reverse, 
1918,  1918-D  and  1920.  The  1918  and  1920  both  grade  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  the 
others  Uncirculated  60.  The  1917  and  1920  have  medium  multicolored  toning,  the  rest 
are  brilliant.  Five  pieces. 


1108.  1917-D,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  sharply  struck,  highly  lus- 
trous specimen  with  attractive  multicolored  toning  (gold,  russet,  violet  and  blue), 
mostly  at  the  periphery.  Very  clean,  original  surfaces  with  only  a few  trivial  marks, 
virtually  all  “hidden”  in  the  toning. 


1109.  1917-D,  Reverse  Mintmark,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Brilliant  and  fully  lustrous. 
Sharply  struck  with  nearly  full  head,  hand  and  skirt  lines.  One  milling  mark  on  Liberty’s 
leg  but  only  a few  other  barely  noticeable  marks.  Much  harder  to  find  in  this  grade  or 
higher  than  most  realize,  more  so,  in  fact,  than  the  1916, 1916-S  or  1917-D  Obverse,  all 
of  which  have  much  lower  mintages. 


1110.  1917-S,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  a borderline  gem.  A lovely, 
completely  original  specimen  with  satiny  mint  lustre,  a very  sharp  strike  and  beauti- 
ful light  golden  toning.  One  of  the  key  issues  in  the  series,  especially  in  MS-64  or 
higher  grade. 
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RARE  AND  UNDERRATED 
GEM  MINT  STATE  1918-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1111.  1918-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  An  amazing  coin  that  is  very  nearly  as  choice 
as  it  was  the  day  it  was  struck  over  70  years  ago.  The  strike,  though  not  quite 
full,  is  considerably  above  average  for  the  issue  with  most  of  the  head  and 
hand  detail  present.  The  coin  is  fully  brilliant  and  almost  mark-free  and  it 
has  exceptional  mint  lustre.  In  MS-65  or  better  condition,  the  1918-D  is  one 
of  the  four  or  five  rarest  issues  of  the  entire  series. 


1112.  1918-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  An  above  average  strike  for  the  issue  but  still  a 
little  soft  on  Liberty’s  upper  leg  and  the  eagle  especially.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean 
(virtually  no  bagmarks,  just  a fewfaint  hairlines)  and,  overall,  the  coin  has  an  appealing, 
soft  satiny  glow  with  just  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  (Plate) 

1113.  1918-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Another,  this  even  slightly  better  struck  than  the 
last  and  thus  unusually  sharp  for  the  issue.  The  lustre  is  very  good  and  the  coin  has 
attractive  sea  green  and  gold  toning.  Some  slidemarks  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  in 
the  right  obverse  field  are  noticeable  only  on  close  inspection. 

GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1919  HALF  DOLLAR 


1114.  1919,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Light  golden  toning  and  lustrous,  original,  satiny  surfa- 
ces. The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  are  virtually  no  marks  or  bag  abrasions,  just  a few 
extremely  faint  hairlines  visible  under  a strong  glass.  A very  appealing  and  attractive 
example  of  this  very  scarce  date. 

1115.  1919,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  head  and  thumb.  The 
surfaces  are  quite  lustrous  and  satiny  and  virtually  without  marks.  Only  a few  faint, 
scattered  hairlines,  mostly  on  the  obverse,  keep  this  coin  from  a full  MS-65  grade.  For 
the  most  part,  the  coin  has  delicate  golden  toning  but  there  is  a splotch  of  greenish  gold 
on  the  reverse  in  the  lower  right  quadrant.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1919-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1116.  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  With  the  exception  of  the  superlative  W.L. 
WhiHow  Collection  specimen  offered  later  in  this  session  in  a special 
section,  this  1919-D  Half  Dollar  is  as  nice  as  any  we  can  recall  seeing,  even 
after  having  seen  and  catalogued  some  of  the  finest  collections  of  Walking 
Liberty  Half  Dollars  ever  assembled.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  for  a 1919-D 
with  a full  head  and  thumb  and  the  majority  of  skirt  lines  visible.  (There  is, 
however,  a weakness  on  Liberty’s  upper  leg  as  there  is  on  virtually  all 
1919-D  halves.)  The  coin  isfully  brilliant  with  absolutely  radiant  mint  lustre, 
something  rarely  seen  on  a 1919-D.  There  is  one  small  nick  on  Liberty’s 
breast  but  the  surfaces  and  especially  the  fields  are  otherwise  virtually 
unmarked.  A fantastic  coin! 

The  1919-D  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar 
series  in  uncirculated  condition.  In  fact,  it  is  definitely  the  rarest  in  gem 
condition.  The  1921  -S  has  always  brought  more  than  the  1919-D  but  one  is 
actually  considerably  more  likely  to  find  a true  MS-65  1921 -S  than  a 
comparable  grade,  decently  struck  1919-D.  The  PCGS  population  report, 
although  hardly  the  final  word  yet  as  a rarity  guide,  is  accurate  on  these 
issues  with  five  (5)  1921  -S  Half  Dollars  graded  MS-65  but  only  one  1919-D 
( the  Whitlow  coin)  graded  a gem.  ( It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  none  of 
the  coins  in  this  outstanding  group  offered  here  have  ever  been  submitted 
to  a grading  service.)  (Color  Plate) 


Enlarged  Photographs

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A SECOND  MAGNIFICENT  1919-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1117.  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  As  hard  as  it  may  be  to  believe  considering 
the  rarity  of  the  1919-D,  here  is  a second  outstanding  quality  gem,  a high 
end  MS-65  (hence  the  “+”  above)  and  therefore  one  of  the  finest  we  have 
seen.  It  is  betterthan  the  Duckor specimen  Paramountsold  in  Auction  ’84or 
the  Elrod  (1976)  coin  and  is  far  superior  to  the  Vincennes  specimen  (1981) 
or  the  Norweb  example.  The  strike  on  this  specimen  is  not  quite  as  sharp  as 
the  preceding  lot  (or  the  Whitlow  coin)  but  it  is  still  far  better  than  one 
normally  sees  on  this  typically  weak,  even  flat  issue.  The  lustre  is  outstand- 
ing and  there  is  just  a trace  of  pale  gold  toning.  The  fields,  figure  of  Liberty 
and  the  eagle  are  almost  totally  free  of  nicks  or  abrasions,  even  trivial  ones, 
and  only  very  close  inspection  reveals  the  presence  of  a few  almost  invisible 
hairlines.  For  those  who  missed  out  on  the  preceding  lot,  here  is  a rare 
second  chance  at  an  essentially  equal  quality  specimen. 


BLAZING  GEM  MINT  STATE  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1118.  1919-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A blazer!  One  simply  could  not  find  a 
1919-S  Half  Dollar  with  more  brilliance  and  lustre  than  this  one.  It  is  very 
sharply  struck  with  nearly  full  head  and  hand  and  all  but  the  highest  skirt 
lines  clearly  visible.  There  is  just  a trace  of  light  toning  at  the  periphery 
and  the  surfaces  are  incredibly  clean  and  free  of  marks  or  abrasions.  Very 
rare  in  this  superior  grade,  surpassed  only  by  the  1921  -S  and  1919-D  and 
possibly  the  1917-S  Obverse.  Without  question,  this  is  one  of  the  finest 
examples  in  existence. 
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VERY  CHOICE  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1119.  1919-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Really  a borderline  gem  specimen  that  has  a 
strong  claim  to  full  MS-65  status.  The  strike  is  good  fora  1919-S  with  more  hand,  head, 
skirt  and  leg  feather  detail  present  than  on  many  examples  we  have  seen.  There  are 
virtually  no  contact  marks  visible  (just  a few  stray  and  very  faint  hairlines)  and  the  lustre 
and  original  mint  brilliance  of  the  piece  are  undeniably  first  rate.  A prime  quality 
example  of  one  of  the  rarest,  most  coveted  issues  of  the  series. 


ANOTHER  VERY  CHOICE  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1120.  1919-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A third  high  quality  example  of  this  very 
scarce  issue.  It  is  well  struck  with  very  good  lustre,  light  golden  toning  and  only  a few 
faint  hairlines. 

1121.  1920,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  well  struck  with  very  good  lustre  and  just  the 
lightest  touch  of  pale  golden  toning,  abrasion  on  sun,  scattered  bagmarks  in  right 
obverse  field;  1920-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  very  lustrous  and  almost  fully  struck, 
light  natural  golden  toning,  gem  reverse  but  light  obverse  bagmarks,  very  scarce  date. 
Two  pieces. 

1122.  A group  of  very  high  quality  mint  state  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  following  coins:  1920,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  deep  golden  brown 
toning  covering  smooth  satin  surfaces.  Subdued  lustre  and  better  than  average  strike. 
One  of  the  most  difficult  and  underrated  dates  of  the  series  in  the  higher  mint  state 
grades;  1939-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  boldly  struck,  very  lustrous  and  original.  A great 
coin  in  all  respects;  and  1945-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  mint  lustre  and  sharply 
struck.  A touch  of  light  russet  toning  is  visible  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  surfaces. 
Three  pieces. 

1123.  1920-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Soft,  satiny  mint  lustre  and  delicate  golden 
toning.  A bit  softly  struck  in  the  area  of  the  hand  and  hip  as  well  as  on  the  eagle  but  still 
at  least  average  for  the  issue.  Some  light  hairlines  and  scrapes  across  the  eagle’s  legs. 
The  obverse,  especially  the  fields,  are  virtually  of  gem  quality.  (Plate) 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1921  HALF  DOLLAR 


1124.  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fully  struck  with  all  of  its  original  mint  brilliance  and 
lustre  intact.  A few  tiny  marks  on  Liberty’s  leg  and  on  the  eagle  but  the  fields  are 
remarkably  clean.  The  second  lowest  mintage  issue  of  the  series  (only  246,000 
struck)  and  the  rarest  P-mint  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar,  slightly  edging  out  the 
1919  for  that  distinction. 


A SECOND  GEM  1921  HALF  DOLLAR 


1125.  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with  natural  light 
golden  toning.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  really  very  clean  and  almost  completely 
unmarked  save  for  a couple  of  trivial  hairlines.  Not  quite  as  choice  as  the  preceding 
lot  but  a true  gem  nevertheless  and  much  better  than  what  is  normally  available.  This 
is  a rare  and  popular  date  in  all  grades,  one  of  the  few  Walkers  worth  a substantial 
amount  even  in  circulated  condition. 


RARE  GEM  1921-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1 1 26.  1921-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Brilliant  and  fully  struck  with  outstanding  lustre  and  just 
the  barest  hint  of  light  golden  toning.  The  lowest  mintage  issue  of  the  series  with  just 
208,000  pieces  struck  and  one  of  the  principal  rarities  of  the  series  in  all  grades. 
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1127.  1921-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  quality  example  of  this  rare,  low 
mintage  issue.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  with  highly  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and 
delicate  golden  toning. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1921-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1128.  1921-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A magnificent  example  of  this  major  20th 
Century  rarity,  easily  one  of  the  very  finest  we  have  seen  or  handled.  It  is 
very  well  struck  for  a 1921-S  with  considerable  hand,  head  and  upper  leg 
detail  present  on  the  obverse  and  much  less  flatness  on  the  eagle’s  trailing 
leg  than  one  usually  sees  on  this  almost  always  softly  struck  issue.  The 
lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  are  completely  original  in  all  respects  and  have 
virtually  no  marks;  the  fields  in  particular  are  nearly  pristine.  The  coin  has 
very  attractive  warm  golden  toning,  somewhat  deeper  at  the  borders  than 
elsewhere.  Likely  to  realize  a mid-five  figure  winning  bid. 

The  1921  -S  is  the  most  valuable  issue  of  this  beautiful  and  popular  series 
in  any  uncirculated  grade,  even  though  it  is  not  the  rarest  in  gem  condition. 
(The  1919-D  is  definitely  more  rare  in  MS-65  and  the  1917 -S  Obverse  and 
1918-D  are  at  least  on  a par  with  the  1921-S.)  However,  many  important 
collections  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  (the  1981  Vincennes  Collection 
specimen  comes  to  mind)  have  failed  to  have  a gem  of  this  date  and  have 
had  to  settle  for  "only”  an  MS-60  to  MS-63  quality  coin.  This  piece  is 
distinctly  finer  than  the  Norweb  specimen  that  realized  $35,200  last  Fall 
and,  along  with  the  more  brilliant  specimen  that  follows,  and  the  outstand- 
ing PCGS  graded  Whitlow  Collection  coin  following  later  in  this  session,  it 
ranks  as  one  of  the  very  finest  known  examples  of  this  important  rarity. 
(Color  Plate) 
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A SECOND  OUTSTANDING  GEM  1921-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1129.  1921-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Incredibly,  here  is  a second  outstanding 
1 921  -S  Half  Dollar,  a gem  quality  specimen  of  the  first  order.  It  is  extremely 
sharply  struck  for  a 1921-S  with  almost  complete  head  and  hand  detail 
present.  The  date  is  also  absolutely  full,  in  contrast  to  the  slightly  weak  date 
(cf.  the  preceding  lot)  that  many  specimens  have.  The  coin  is  fully  brilliant 
with  exceptional  lustre.  There  is  one  tiny  nick  in  the  right  obverse  field  as 
well  as  a couple  of  even  smaller  ones  that  are  scarcely  visible  in  Miss 
Liberty’s  skirt  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  remarkably  free  of  bagmarks,  scuffs 
or  abrasions.  Like  the  previous  lot,  this  1921-S  surpasses  the  Norweb 
specimen  in  overall  quality  and  it  has  a strike  and  lustre  that  are  really  very 
special  for  a 1921-S.  (Color  Plate) 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1923-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1130  1923-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Outstanding  lustre  for  this  issue  with  full  original 
brilliance  and  just  a touch  of  light  toning.  The  strike  is  above  average  for  a 1 923-S  with 
just  a slight  softness  on  the  head  and  hand.  There  is  a small  abrasion  in  the  right 
obverse  field  but  the  surfaces  are  otherwise  extremely  clean.  Considerable  signs  of  die 
polishing  are  evident  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  but  these  are  as  made  and  quite 
common  for  the  date.  The  1 923-S  is  one  of  our  favorite  issues  in  the  series;  it  is  both 
rare  and  decidedly  underrated,  particularly  in  gem  condition. 
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1131.  1 923- S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Above  average  strike  and  booming  mint  lustre, 
especially  on  the  reverse.  Beautiful  light  to  medium  reddish  gold  obverse  toning;  the 
reverse  has  just  a trace  of  pale  golden  toning. 

GEM  MINT  STATE  1927-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1 1 32.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A sensational  coin  with  radiantly  lustrous  surfaces  and 
beautiful  light  golden  toning.  The  strike, though  not  quite  full,  is  really  very  good  and 
the  surfaces  have  only  a few  of  the  most  trivial  kind  of  marks.  Signs  of  die  polishing  are 
evident,  as  they  are  on  most  examples  of  this  date.  At  the  very  highest  end  of  the  65 
grade  range,  if  indeed  not  a full  66,  and  thus  one  of  the  choicer  specimens  we  have 
seen.  It  may  bring  very  close  to  a five  figure  bid. 

1133.  1927-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  very  lustrous  with  an  above  average  strike  and  light 
golden  toning,  very  few  bagmarks  but  the  obverse  has  light  hairlines;  1933-S  Choice 
Uncirculated  63,  sharply  struck  with  full  mint  frost,  good  lustre  and  light  golden  toning. 
Two  pieces. 


RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  1928-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1134.  1928-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A truly  gorgeous  example  of  this  rare  and  underrated 
issue.  The  strike  is  well  above  average  for  the  date  and  the  original,  satiny  surfaces  are 
very  clean  and  virtually  unmarked.  The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the  coin  is  mostly 
brilliant  but  with  some  very  attractive  peripheral  toning  on  the  obverse.  More  rare  than 
the  1927-S  to  which  it  is  generally  compared  and  really  one  of  our  favorite  issues  in 
the  series. 
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1135  A trio  of  San  Francisco  Mint  Walkers  including:  1929-S,  1934-S  and  1937-S.  The  first 
two  grade  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  and  the  1 937-S  is  a splendid  Gem  Uncirculated 
65+.  All  three  coins  are  sharply  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and  light  golden  toning. 
Three  pieces. 

1136  1933-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  very  sharply  struck  with  great  lustre  and  just  a trace  of 
light  golden  toning;  1938-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  lustrous  and  well  struck  with 
attractive  peripheral  toning.  Two  pieces,  both  scarce  and  desirable  dates. 

1137.  A group  of  five  high  quality  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  including;  1934, 1935, 1935-S, 
1936  and  1937-D.  Grades  range  from  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  to  Gem  Uncircu- 
lated 65.  All  five  of  the  coins  are  sharply  struck  and  have  full  mint  lustre  and  nearly  alj  of 
their  original  mint  brilliance.  The  1937-D  is  a beauty,  the  nicest  coin  in  a very  nice 
group.  Five  pieces. 

1138  Atrio  of  Walkers  including:  1934, 1935-Dand  1936-S.The  1934grades  Gem  Uncircu- 
lated 65+,  if  not  a full  MS-66,  with  a bold  strike  and  fabulous  lustre.  The  scarce  1 935-D 
grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65  with  the  usual  soft  strike  and  nearly  pristine,  sahny,  soft 
golden  toned  surfaces.  Only  the  strike,  which  is  typical  for  the  issue,  keeps  it  from  a 
higher  grade.  The  third  coin  in  the  group,  the  1936-S,  also  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65 
and  is  well  struck  with  full  lustre  and  brilliance.  Three  pieces. 


1 1 39  1934-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  What  a great  “look”  this  coin  has!  It  is  as  “original”  as  a 
coin  can  be  and  is  fully  struck  with  absolutely  radiant  lustre  and  superb  light  reddish 
gold  toning.  A milling  mark  in  the  right  obverse  field  close  to  the  figure  is  all  that  keeps 
us  from  grading  this  specimen  a 66.  The  Norweb  coin  brought  $5940  last  Fall;  this  piece 
is  better. 

1140  1 935-  PDS  set  of  three  (3)  coins,  all  grading  Gem  Uncirculated  65  or  better.  The  1 935-D 
has  a sharper  strike  than  most  and  a fabulous  satiny  obverse  that  is  virtually  unmarked. 
The  reverse,  however,  does  have  some  light  bagmarks.  The  1935-S  is  extremely  well 
struck  and  has  excellent  lustre  and  attractive  light  toning.  The  surfaces  are  so  clean 
that  the  piece  is  really  close  to  66  quality.  The  1935  is  very  sharp  with  full  lustre.  It  too 
could  also  be  called  “MS-66”  with  few  complaints.  Three  pieces. 

1141.  A group  of  five  (5)  superb  Walkers  including;  1936, 1937-PDS  set  of  three  (3)  pieces 
and  1938  All  of  the  coins  are  full  or  virtually  full  strikes  and  each  coin  has  great  lustre 
and  very  clean  surfaces.  Every  coin  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65  or  better.  Original 
brilliance  is  common  to  all  the  coins  as  are  varying  degrees  of  light  golden  toning.  Five 
pieces. 

1 1 42  Another  group  of  five  (5)  superlative  quality  Walkers,  this  one  consisting  of  the  1 936- D, 
1 938  and  1 939-  PDS  set.  All  of  the  coins  grade  Gem  Uncirculated  65  or  better  and  all  are 
well  struck  with  brilliant,  lustrous  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  Five  pieces. 

1143  1937,  Gem  Proof  65.  A beautiful  proof  with  slightly  cloudy,  medium  gold  and  blue 
toning,  the  hallmark  of  an  uncleaned,  completely  original  coin.  (Plate) 
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1144.  A group  of  eight  (8)  late  date  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  including:  1939-PDS, 
1940-PS  and  1941-PDS.  Grades  range  from  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  to  Gem’ 
Uncirculated  65+.  Each  coin  is  sharply  struck  and  highly  lustrous.  The  1939-D  and 
1941  have  light  toning,  the  other  pieces  are  almost  fully  brilliant.  Eight  pieces. 

1145.  Another  large  group  of  very  high  quality  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  including:  1940 
1940-S,  1941,  1942-S,  1943-D,  1943-S  and  1944-S.  All  of  the  coins  grade  Gem 
Uncirculated  65  or  better  and  several  are  close  to,  if  not  actually,  MS-66  quality.  The 
strikes  are  excellent,  even  on  the  usually  weak  1944-S,  and  lustre  is  first  rate  on  all  the 
pieces.  Most  are  fully  brilliant  but  several  are  beginning  to  show  signs  of  very  light 
toning.  Close  inspection  is  recommended  because  there  are  some  really  nice  coins 
here.  Seven  pieces. 

1146.  1941,  Gem  Proof  65  (NGC).  Fully  brilliant  with  superb  mottled  multicolored  irides- 
cent toning. 

1147.  A group  of  ten  (10)  gem  quality  late  date  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars,  all  grading 
MS-65  or  better.  Dates  in  this  group  include:  1943,  1943-D,  1944  (2  pieces),  1944-D, 
1945-D,  1945-S,  1946-D  (2  pieces)  and  1946-S.  This  is  a terrific  lot  with  some  really 
exceptional  coins.  All  are  very  sharply  struck  with  full  lustre  and  varying  degrees  of 
light  toning.  Ten  pieces. 


U.S.  SILVER  DOLLARS 


HIGH  GRADE  1795  FLOWING  HAIR  DOLLAR 


1148.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  53.  A very  lovely 
example  of  our  country’s  first  Silver  Dollar  type.  Sharply  struck  and  nicely  centered 
with  nearly  full  star  and  denticle  detail  present.  Just  the  slighest  bit  of  softness  appears 
at  the  edge  between  the  5th  and  8th  stars  on  the  obverse  and  the  corresponding  area 
on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  partially  prooflike  and  nearly  mark-free  and  they 
exhibit  a delicate  blend  of  steel  gray  and  gold  toning.  An  area  on  the  reverse  of  darker 
gold  and  brown  toning  appears  above  the  eagle’s  right  wing.  This  attractive  specimen 
is  very  close  to  mint  state  and  has  a very  pleasing  overall  appearance.  Of  the  160,295 
pieces  struck  in  1795,  very  few  remain  today  in  this  high  state  of  preservation. 
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ATTRACTIVE  1795  FLOWING  HAIR  DOLLAR 


1149.  1795,  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaves,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  and  well 
centered  with  broad,  even  denticles  all  around.  The  coin  has  medium  multicolored 
toning  (russet,  gray,  gold,  blue,  green  and  violet)  and  considerable  prooflike  lustre 
under  the  toning.  The  fields  and  devices  show  almost  no  nicks  or  abrasions,  just  some 
very  faint  hairlines.  Overall,  a very  attractive  and  desirable  type  coin. 


SUPERBLY  TONED  1801  DOLLAR 


1150.  1801,  Uncirculated  60.  An  incredibly  beautiful  coin  with  superb  medium 
russet  and  gold  toning  highlighted  with  iridescent  blue  green  at  the 
obverse  border  and  around  the  bust.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the 
centering  is  nearly  perfect  with  broad,  even  denticles  on  both  the  obverse 
and  reverse.  Under  the  toning  there  is  abundant  lustre  and  very  few  marks, 
none  of  which  are  significant.  The  1801  is  the  rarest  date  of  this  Heraldic 
Eagle  Reverse  type,  far  more  difficult  to  obtain,  especially  in  high  grade, 
than  the  1 798, 1 799, 1 800, 1 802  or  even  the  scarce  1 803.  Over  the  years  we 
have  seen  only  a very  small  number  of  mint  state  examples,  only  one  of 
which  (the  Amon  Carter  Jr.  gem)  was  distinctly  finer  than  this  gorgeous 
piece. 
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VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1836  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 


1151.  1836,  Gobrecht,  Name  on  Base,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Plain  edge.  Dies 
aligned  top-to-top,  ie  “medal  turn’’  rather  than  the  “coin  turn”  of  normal 
U.S.  issues.  Eagle  flying  level  to  left  rather  than  slightly  upward.  Fully 
struck  with  exceptional  detail  throughout;  sharp,  square  edges  and  deep 
mirror  fields.  Lovely  mottled  toning,  a mixture  of  medium  gray,  gold  and 
blue,  darker  in  the  right  obverse  field  than  elsewhere.  Free  of  marks  or 
abrasions  but  there  are  some  light  hairlines  under  the  toning.  Listed  in  the 
Judd  pattern  reference  as  J-60.  Possibly  one  of  the  600  pieces  struck  on 
March  31,  1837  but  more  likely  a restrike  minted  in  the  mid-1850’s.  Any 
Gobrecht  Dollar  is  rare  and  desirable  but  a specimen  of  this  high  quality  is 
particularly  important:  we  have  not  seen  a notably  better  1836  in  quite 
some  time. 


RARE  MINT  STATE  1840  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1152.  1840,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  attractive  light  to  medium  gold  and  lilac 
toning  with  a few  blue  highlights.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  a partial  wire  rim  on  the 
obverse.  The  obverse  has  a few  very  light  bagmarks  but  is  really  virtually  of  gem  quality. 
The  reverse  has  two  rather  noticeable  abrasions  above  the  eagle  but  is  still  quite 
choice.  Only  61 ,005  were  minted  of  this  issue  and  high  grade  mint  state  pieces  of  this 
quality  are  very  rare.  We  have  not  seen  its  equal  in  recent  years. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1845  SILVER  DOLLAR 

The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1153.  1845,  Gem  Proof  65  (NGC).  Not  only  is  this  the  finest  proof  1845  Dollar  we 
have  seen,  but  it  is  also  one  of  the  four  of  five  finest  proof  Dollars  we  have 
seen  or  know  of  from  the  entire  decade  of  the  1 840’s.  The  coin  is  fully  struck 
with  deep  mirror  fields  that  are  nearly  pristine,  superb  satiny  devices  and 
utterly  magnificent  medium  to  deep  russet  and  violet  toning.  One  rarely 
ever  sees  a proof  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  in  the  1 860’s  or  1870’s  that  is  a match 
for  this  specimen  quality-wise.  This  coin  is  so  rare  that  it  almost  goes 
without  saying  that  it  is  the  only  proof  1845  Dollar  graded  so  far  by  NGC. 

Since  records  of  proofs  were  not  kept  in  the  1840’s,  there  is  no  way  to 
know  for  sure  exactly  how  many  proof  1845  Dollars  were  struck,  but  the 
probable  number  is  somewhere  in  the  range  of  15-20  pieces  with  perhaps 
half  the  original  mintage  still  accounted  for.  Until  we  see  or  hear  of  an 
equal  or  better  one,  we  unhesitatingly  call  this  specimen  THE  FINEST 
KNOWN.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  PROOF  1854  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1154.  1854,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (NGC).  A magnificent  proof  of  unusually  high 
quality  for  the  era.  (Most  proofs  of  this  date  are  like  the  Norweb  or  Carter 
specimens,  cleaned  Proof  60  or  just  slightly  better.)  This  piece  is  a beauty  in 
every  respect.  It  is  fully  struck  with  superb  lustre,  deep  mirror  fields,  and 
gorgeous  russet,  blue  and  violet  peripheral  toning.  Near  the  base,  between 
the  5 and  4 of  the  date,  is  a triangular  shaped  raised  area,  probably  the 
remnants  of  another  4 originally  punched  too  high,  that  is  a hallmark  of  all 
true  proofs  of  this  date.  The  fields  have  a few  very  faint  hairlines  inter- 
mingled with  planchet  lines  that  were  present  at  striking,  butoverall  the  coin 
is  actually  a virtual  gem  and,  as  such,  one  of  the  finest  proof  1854  Seated 
Liberty  Dollars  in  existence. 

As  is  the  case  with  all  U.  S.  proof  coinage  issued  prior  to  1 858  when  proofs 
were  first  made  available  to  the  general  public,  the  1854  Dollar  in  proof  is  an 
important  and  major  rarity.  Of  course,  the  exact  mintage  is  not  known  but 
based  on  the  number  currently  known  (perhaps  15-20  pieces,  most  not  very 
choice),  a reasonable  estimate  would  be  about  30-40.  (Color  Plate) 


BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  GEM  PROOF  1866  DOLLAR 


1155.  1866,  Gem  Proof  65.  Firstyearof  the  Motto  type.  This  specimen  is  fully  struck  with  deep 
mirror  fields  and  a sharp,  square  edge.  The  toning  is  simply  marvelous,  a deep  blend  of 
russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  with  the  deepest  toning  near  the  rims.  There  are 
no  marks  or  abrasions  visible,  just  a few  very  faint  hairlines  that  are  almost  totally 
obscured  by  the  toning.  Outstanding  “eye  appeal”.  One  of  725  proofs  struck. 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  PROOF  1878  DOLLAR  WITH  THIRD  REVERSE 


1156.  1878,  7 Tall  feathers,  Gem  Proof  65.  Third  reverse,  round  or  convex  breast, 
slanting  top  arrow  feather.  A marvelous  example  of  this  great  rarity  with 
deep  mirror  fields  that  are  nearly  pristine  and  free  of  hairlines  or  marks.  The 
deep  toning  is  superb,  russet  and  gold  in  the  centers  turning  to  deeper 
colors  at  the  rims,  first  violet,  then  blue  and  finally  iridescent  greenish  gold. 
The  obverse  fields  near  the  rims  have  a slightly  “dished”  appearance,  a 
characteristic  of  this  issue.  One  of  the  finest  of  perhaps  less  than  10  pieces 
in  existence. 

This  is  by  the  far  the  rarest  regular  issue  proof  Morgan  Dollar , as  much  as 
15-20  times  more  rare  than  the  highly  regarded  and  popular  1895.  Accord- 
ing to  Robert  Julian,  only  50  pieces  were  struck  and  just  34  were  sold;  the 
remaining  16  coins  were  released  into  circulation  in  January,  1879.  Breen 
notes  in  his  encyclopedia  that  ‘‘fewer  than  7 (have  been)  seen  to  date". 


1 1 57.  1878-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  common  date  with  a full 
strike,  nearly  immaculate  surfaces,  and  gorgeous  golden  russet,  violet  and  blue  toning. 
The  obverse  is  fully  prooflike,  the  reverse  satiny.  Exceptional  overall  appearance. 
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MAGNIFICENT  GEM  PROOF  1880  MORGAN  DOLLAR 


1158.  1880,  Gem  Proof  66  (PCGS).  A gorgeous,  original  specimen  with  virtually  flawless 
surfaces,  deep  mirror  fields  and  satiny  head  and  eagle.  The  obverse  is  mostly  brilliant 
but  with  just  a touch  of  delicate  toning.  The  reverse  has  lovely  light  to  medium  violet 
and  blue  toning.  One  of  1355  proofs  struck. 


1159.  1881,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  (PCGS).  Extraordinary  brilliance  and  proof  lustre  that  is 
enhanced  by  superb  light  russet  toning.  Satiny  head  and  eagle  and  tremendously  deep 
mirror  fields.  This  certainly  has  to  be  one  of  the  flashiest  Proof  64’s  we  have  ever  seen.  It 
has  a really  great  “look”  to  say  the  least.  One  of  975  proofs  struck. 


RARE  PROOFLIKE  1882-0  DOLLAR 


1160.  1882-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  DMPL  (PCGS).  A true,  deep  mirror  prooflike  and 
therefore  quite  rare.  In  fact,  as  of  this  writing,  only  two  others  (three  total)  have  been 
graded  “MS-65  DMPL”  by  PCGS  and  none  by  NGC.  The  strike  is  full  and  the  frosted 
head  and  eagle  contrast  nicely  with  the  deeply  mirrored  fields.  The  coin  is  fully  brilliant 
with  just  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  Worth  a bid  close  to  five  figures. 
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FULLY  STRUCK  GEM  1886-0  DOLLAR 


1161.  1886-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck,  even  on  the  eagle’s  breast 
feathers.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  have  a minimum  of  bagmarks,  none 
really  severe,  and  the  natural  toning  is  superb,  especially  on  the  obverse 
which  has  a mixture  of  gold,  russet,  violet  and  blue  green  shades,  the  darker 
tones  at  the  top.  The  reverse  is  lighter  and  more  uniform  in  color,  an  even 
russet  and  gold  with  a touch  of  violet  and  blue  at  the  border.  In  this  fully 
struck  gem  condition,  the  1886-0  is  one  of  the  premier  rarities  of  the 
Morgan  Dollar  series. 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1886-0  DOLLAR 


1162  1886-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Satin-like  lustre  over  remarkably  clean,  nearly 
blemish’free  surfaces.  Basically  untoned  except  for  a trace  of  pale  russet  color  around 
the  borders.  The  strike  is  respectable  with  only  the  slightest  softness  present  in  the 
lower  obverse  stars  and  corresponding  areas  of  the  reverse.  The  1886-0  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  dates  in  the  series  to  locate  in  choice  mint  state. 

1163.  1887-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A magnificently  toned  specimen  with  partially  prooflike 
fields  and  extremely  clean  surfaces.  Ex  Barbara  Goldfreed  Collection  (Auction  ’87),  Lot 
1222,  at  $1980.  (Plate) 
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RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1889-CC  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1164.  1889-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  excellent  example  of  the  rarest  date 
Carson  City  Morgan  Dollar.  Sharply  struck  with  virtually  full  detail  in  the  hair 
above  Liberty’s  ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers.  The  obverse  has  a 
somewhat  hazy  lustre  and  fewer  marks  than  would  normally  be  associated 
with  this  grade.  The  reverse  is  nearly  of  gem  quality  and  exhibits  full  frosty 
mint  surfaces. 

The  1889-CC  is  not  only  the  rarest  Carson  City  issue  but  also  one  of  the 
key  dates  of  the  entire  Morgan  Dollar  series.  Only  the  rare  1892-Sand  the 
extremely  rare  1 893-S  currently  carry  higher  valuations  in  Choice  Uncircu- 
lated condition. 


MAGNIFICENT  PROOF  1892  MORGAN  DOLLAR 


1165.  1892,  Gem  Proof  65+.  An  outstanding  specimen,  sharply  struck  for  an 
1892  proof  Dollar,  with  very  clean,  deep  mirror  fields  and  truly  superb 
medium  russet,  violet,  gold  and  blue  green  toning.  A very  high  end  65  coin 
with  strong  claims  to  a 66  grade.  Exceptional  “eye  appeal”.  One  of  1245 
proofs  struck. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  CHOICE 
MINT  STATE  1893-S  DOLLAR 


1166.  1893-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  An  original,  very  sharply  struck 
specimen  with  excellent  lustre  and  attractive  medium  reddish  gold  toning 
highlighted  with  a touch  of  violet,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  The  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  are  very  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  light  and  widely  scattered 
bagmarks.  A few  years  ago,  this  is  the  caliber  of  coin  that  would  have  been 
graded  a gem  without  hesitation. 

The  1893-S  is  the  rarest,  most  important  and  thus  the  most  coveted  of  all 
Morgan  Dollars.  It  is  both  valuable  and  desirable  even  in  the  circulated 
grades  and  mint  state  pieces  are  very  rare.  The  incomparable  MS-67  or 
better  Norweb  specimen  realized  $357,500  in  November,  1988,  the  highest 
price  ever  realized  by  a business  strike  Silver  Dollar,  which  only  goes  to 
show  the  desirability  of  this  issue.  The  number  of  Morgan  Dollar  collectors 
wishing  to  own  a mint  state  1893-S  is  undoubtedly  legion  but  how  many 
pieces  in  MS-60  or  better  can  there  be?  30?  50?  75?  Not  much  more  than 
that  for  sure  and  probably  less  than  a couple  of  dozen  in  this  top  grade. 
Expect  a lot  of  interest  in  this  piece  and  a winning  bid  in  the  mid-five  figure 
range.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERB  1894  PROOF  DOLLAR 


1167.  1894,  Gem  Proof  66  or  better.  A fully  struck,  immaculate  proof  with  a 
sharp,  square  edge,  deeply  mirrored  fields,  satiny  head  and  eagle  and 
superb  medium  multicolored  toning,  an  iridescent  blend  of  violet,  blue 
and  greenish  gold.  It  would  be  difficult  to  imagineafiner  proof  1894  Dollar 
than  this  one. 

Because  of  its  rarity  in  gem  uncirculated  condition,  the  1894  has  always 
realized  a premium  price  in  proof  over  other  similarly  rare  proof  Morgan 
Dollars.  This  piece  is  one  of  the  finest  and  most  beautiful  survivors  of  the 
original  972  proof  mintage. 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  PROOFLIKE  1896-0  DOLLAR 


1168.  1896-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Deep  mirror  prooflike  surfaces  and, 
as  such,  an  extreme  rarity.  This  remarkable  coin  is  a fully  struck,  cameo 
prooflike  with  frosted  head  and  devices  and  extraordinary  “depth”  to  the 
mirror  fields.  The  lustre  is  incredibly  radiant  and  the  coin  has  all  of  its  full 
original  brilliance  with  just  a few  patches  of  golden  toning  added  on  the 
obverse.  We  have  never  seen  another  1 896-0  Dollar  quite  like  this  one.  The 
very  few  true  prooflikes  we  have  seen  have  been  heavily  bagmarked  (MS-60 
to  62  quality  at  best)  and  we  don't  recall  any  of  them  being  this  mirrorlike. 
This  coin  is  certain  to  attract  a great  deal  of  attention  from  the  many  Morgan 
Dollar  specialists  and  a winning  bid  of  $15,000-$20,000,  perhaps  more,  is 
anticipated.  Note:  As  of  this  writing  , PCGS  has  graded  only  two  1896-0 
Dollars  in  deep  mirror  prooflike  condition,  one  in  MS-60,  the  second  in 
MS-62.  NGC  has  not  graded  one  thus  far. 
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1169.  1896-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  very  \A/ell  struck  for  an  1 896-0  with  soft,  satiny  lustre, 
a minimum  of  bagmarks  (none  severe),  and  very  light  peripheral  toning;  1897-0, 
Choice  Uncirculated  63,  a perfect  match  for  the  1896-0  with  a similar  overall  appear- 
ance, very  sharp  and  lustrous,  russet  colored  peripheral  toning.  Two  pieces,  both  very 
scarce  and  desirable  dates  this  choice. 


TONED  GEM  PROOF  1898  DOLLAR 


1170.  1898,  Gem  Proof  65  (PCGS).  A beautiful  coin,  at  the  top  end  of  the  65  grade 
range.  The  fields  are  deep  mirrors  and  the  devices  are  very  lightly  frosted. 
The  natural  toning  is  an  appealing  medium  gray  and  gold  with  just  a trace  of 
violet  and  blue  at  the  borders.  Only  735  proofs  struck  of  this  date. 


RARE  CERTIFIED  GEM  1904  DOLLAR 


1171.  1904,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  An  outstanding  example  of  this  scarce  date,  one 
of  the  better  ones  we  have  seen  in  awhile.  The  coin  is  very  well  struck  with  very  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces  and  beautiful  iridescent  russet,  and  greenish  gold  toning.  No  1904 
Dollar  has  been  graded  higher  than  MS-65  as  of  this  writing  and  although  we  haven’t 
seen  all  of  the  others  that  have  earned  this  same  grade,  it  is  hard  to  imagine  that  any  of 
them  would  be  prettier. 

1172.  1928,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  mottled 
medium  golden  toning.  A lovely  example  of  one  of  the  key  issues  in  the  Peace  Dollar 
series. 
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RARE  AND  POPULAR  1934-S  PEACE  DOLLAR 


1173.  1934-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Light  golden  toning  and  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces.  Only  a 
few  trivial  bagmarks  and  faint  hairlines  are  visible  under  close  inspection.  A most 
attractive  example  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  issue  in  the  series. 


U.S.  TRADE  DOLLARS 


1174.  1877-S  U.S.  Trade  Dollar  paired  with  an  1877  Japanese  Trade  Dollar  (Y-14).  The 

1877-S  grades  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  and  is  a very  attractive  and  lustrous 
specimen  with  satiny  surfaces,  a full  strike  and  superb  light  russet  toning.  The  1877 
Japanese  Trade  Dollar  is  magnificent  and  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  It  is  com- 
pletely original  with  superb  lustre  and  toning  and  is  worth  close  to  $2000  by  itself.  A 
most  intriguing  and  unusual  pair  that  reportedly  has  been  together  for  many,  many 
years.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 


GEM  PROOF  1882  TRADE  DOLLAR 


1175.  1882,  Gem  Proof  65.  An  extremely  “flashy”  specimen  with  brilliant  mirror  fields,  frosted 
devices  and  just  a few  very  faint,  completely  unobtrusive  hairlines.  The  beauty  of  the 
coin  is  noticeably  enhanced  by  the  light  golden  toning  which  isjustatthe  periphery  on 
the  obverse  but  a little  deeper  and  spread  evenly  across  the  reverse.  This  issue  was 
struck  only  in  proof;  just  1097  were  minted. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  PROOF  1893  ISABELLA  QUARTER 


1176.  1 893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Proof  65+.  A deeply  toned  true  proof,  not  one  of 
the  first-strike  prooflike  uncs  so  often  called  “proof”.  The  strike  is  extraor- 
dinarily sharp,  as  one  would  expect  on  a proof,  and  the  edge  is  sharp  and 
square.  The  fields  are  mirrorlike  with  great  depth  and  the  natural  toning  is  a 
particularly  beautiful  deep  russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold,  the  lighter 
colors  in  the  centers  and  the  deeper  shades  near  the  rims.  Extremely  rare 
since  less  than  15  specimens  are  thought  to  exist.  Ex  Auction  ’88,  Lot  686, 
where  it  realized  $6875. 


RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  LAFAYETTE  DOLLAR 


1 1 77.  1900  Lafayette  Dollar,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A tremendously  lustrous,  very 
satiny  specimen  with  superb  peripheral  toning,  a mix  of  violet,  russet,  blue 
and  greenish  gold.  A few  light  slidemarks  on  the  bust  of  Washington  but  the 
coin  is  otherwise  nearly  pristine.  In  gem  condition,  the  Lafayette  Dollar  is 
the  most  desirable  and  valuable  U.S.  commemorative  silver  coin  and  one 
rarely  encounters  one  this  pretty. 

Like  the  Isabella  Quarter,  the  mintage  of  this  issue  was  very  high  by  later 
commemorative  standards  since  36,026  pieces  were  struck.  But  many,  if 
not  most  of  these,  were  sold  well  after  the  1900  Paris  Exposition  for  which 
they  were  struck  for  as  little  as  a ten  cent  premium  over  face  value.  As  a 
result,  many  were  subsequently  spent  or  carried  as  pocket  pieces  rather 
than  carefully  kept  as  potentially  valuable  future  collectibles. 
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1178.  A trio  of  popular  commemorative  Half  Dollar  types  in  gem  mint  state  condition 
including:  1936  Albany,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Outstanding  original  toning  in  shades  of 
gold,  green  and  pale  russet.  The  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  and  nearly  mark-free;  1937 
Antietam,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  with  a touch  of  deep  russet 
toning  on  the  right  obverse  rim  and  the  corresponding  area  on  the  reverse.  Very 
original  and  desirable;  and  a 1936  Gettysburg  in  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  very 
beautiful  commemorative.  Full  mint  bloom  with  an  area  of  russet  toning  very  similarto 
that  of  the  Antietam.  Three  pieces. 

1179.  Another  group  of  three  (3)  gem  uncirculated  commemorative  Half  Dollars  including 
the  following  types:  1936  Albany,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  mint  frost  with  light 
greenish  gold  and  russet  toning  around  the  edges.  Very  few  marks  and  quite  attractive; 
1936  Norfolk,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Exceptionally  lustrous  with  light  russet  and  gold 
toning.  Certainly  one  of  the  finest  remaining  of  the  16,936  minted;  and  a 1937  Roanoke, 
Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  original  mint  bloom  with  a few  very  light  splashes  of  golden 
toning  on  the  obverse.  One  of  the  most  popular  types  of  all  the  U.S.  commemorative 
issues.  Three  pieces. 

1180.  1 936-PDS  Arkansas  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lovely,original  set  with  all  three  coins 
having  similar  light  golden  toning.  Only  9660  sets  minted.  Three  pieces. 

1181.  1937-PDS  Arkansas  Set,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  to  Gem  Uncirculated  65 
(PCGS).  The  P-Mint  issue  has  been  graded  MS-64  by  PCGS,  the  other  two  issues 
MS-65.  This  is  an  original,  lightly  toned  set.  Only  5505  sets  issued.  Three  pieces. 

1182.  1938-PDS  Arkansas  Set,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  to  Gem  Uncirculated  65 
(PCGS).  Like  in  the  previous  lot,  the  1938-P  has  been  graded  MS-64  by  PCGS  while 
the  two  branch  mint  issues  have  received  MS-65  grades.  Obviously  an  original  set  and 
each  piece  has  similar  and  very  attractive  warm  golden  toning.  Only  3155  sets  issued. 
Three  pieces. 

1183.  1 939- PDS  Arkansas  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  The  rarest  of  the  Arkansas  commem- 
oratives  with  only  21 04  sets  issued.  All  three  of  these  coins  have  nearly  identical  toning 
and  obviously  constitute  an  original  set.  The  toning  is  unusual  but  very  attractive, 
mostly  a mottled  russet  but  with  many  multicolored  iridescent  highlights.  Three  pieces. 

1184.  A group  of  three  (3)  gorgeously  toned  silver  commemoratives  including:  1936-S  Bay 
Bridge,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+,  lustrous  and  satiny  with  lovely  light  russet  toning 
highlighted  by  darker  iridescence  at  the  reverse  border;  1918  Lincoln,  Gem  Uncircu- 
lated 65,  superb  deep  russet  and  violet  peripheral  toning,  frosty  and  extremely  choice 
with  just  a few  light  obverse  hairlines;  and  1938  Texas,  Gem  Uncirculated  66,  medium 
multicolored  iridescent  toning,  incredibly  beautiful!  Three  pieces. 

1185.  1935  Boone,  Small  1934,  Gem  Uncirculated  66,  a fantastic,  original  coin  with  light 
golden  toning  highlighted  by  a splash  of  deeper  iridescence  at  the  rims,  virtually 
flawless  satiny  surfaces,  possibly  even  a 67  quality  coin;  1936  Rhode  Island,  Gem 
Uncirculated  66,  original,  satiny  surfaces  covered  with  warm  golden  toning,  deeper 
russet  at  the  rims,  one  tiny  milling  mark  on  the  reverse  but  otherwise  nearly  perfect. 
Two  pieces,  both  of  exceptional  beauty  and  quality. 

1186.  A group  of  three  (3)  low  mintage  commemorative  sets.  Included  are  the  following  sets: 

1 936-PDS  Boone  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Creamy  white  surfaces  with  full  original 
lustre.  Only  5005  sets  issued;  1935-PDS  Texas  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb 
lustre  covering  brilliant,  untoned  surfaces.  Another  very  low  mintage  issue  of  which  a 
mere  9996  sets  were  struck;  and  a 1936- PDS  Texas  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very 
similar  in  appearance  to  the  1935  Texas  Set.  Lovely,  untoned,  frosty  white  surfaces  and 
fully  struck.  A total  mintage  of  only  9039  sets.  Nine  pieces. 
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1187  A pair  of  extraordinarily  toned  commemoratives.  The  first  is  a 1937-D  Boone,  Gem 
Uncirculated  66  (NGC).  The  coin  is  just  magnificent,  satiny  and  lustrous  with  nearly 
pristine  surfaces  and  fabulous  medium  multicolored  toning.  The  second  piece  in  this 
lot  is  a 1946  Booker  T.  Washington,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PGCS).  The  lustrous,  deep 
multicolored  toning  on  this  piece  must  be  seen  to  be  fully  appreciated.  It  is  incredible!

An  extromely 
attractive  set  of  three  beautiful,  original  toned  coins.  Each  coin  has  lovely  rose  and 
greenish  gold  toning  covering  its  lustrous  surfaces.

One  of  Only  Two  Known  Specimens 


1198.  1946  Iowa,  Gem  Proof  66.  An  amazing,  fully  brilliant  and  blemish  free,  satin 
finish  proof,  one  of  only  two  known  to  exist.  We  have  very  carefully  exam- 
ined this  coin  and,  in  our  opinion,  there  is  no  question  that  this  specimen  is  a 
proof  presentation  issue.  The  sharpness  of  the  design  details,  edge  and 
reeding  and  the  overall  “fabric”  of  the  surfaces  are  completely  different 
from  those  of  a normal  business  strike  Iowa. 

This  coin  has  also  been  examined  and  authenticated  by  noted  numis- 
matic researcher  Walter  Breen.  His  letter  of  authentication  and  description 
accompanies  this  lot.  In  part,  Mr.  Breen  states: 

“I  unhesitatingly  declare  it  genuine  and  as  described  below;  It  is 
an  Iowa  commemorative  Half  Dollar,  Satin  Finish  Proof,  one  of 
only  two  reported.  Compared  with  a normal  mint  state  speci- 
men, the  differences  cannot  rationally  be  interpretable  in  any 
other  way:  1 . Sharpness  of  striking  is  superior  in  all  areas  on  both 
sides  — clear  fluting  on  pillars,  far  more  detail  on  ivy,  stairs, 
windows  and  cupolo;  clear  “shelf”  (inner  extra  rim);  head  and 
neck  of  eagle;  motto,  beaded  inner  circle;  etc.  2.  The  surface  is 
wholly  unlike  that  on  business  strikes  and  most  clearly  matching 
that  on  unquestioned  satin  finish  proof  commemoratives  in  the 
1930’s  (e.g.  the  San  Diego).  The  only  identical  twin  to  this  coin 
(Swiatek  collection)  came  with  a presentation  letter  from  Gov- 
ernor Robert  B.  Blue  dated  January  4,  1949  to  John  Grimes 
thanking  him  for  his  efforts  in  distributing  the  lowas.  These  are 
the  only  1947  dated  proofs  known  to  me,  doubtless  made  pri- 
vately for  V.I.P.’s.” 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  important  U.S.  commemoratives  in 
existence  and  it  is  offered  here  in  Auction  ’89  for  the  first  time  in  numismatic 
history.  Its  value  at  this  time  will  be  determined  by  the  bidding,  but  it  is  our 
feeling  that  it  should  bring  in  excess  of  $25,000.  A photocopy  of  the  above 
mentioned  Governor  Blue  letter  is  included  with  this  lot. 
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1199.  1936  Lynchburg,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Another  incredibly  beautiful  com- 
memorative. It  is  very  lustrous,  fully  struck  and  toned  in  lovely  pastel  shades  of  rose, 
green  and  gold.  Accompanying  this  coin  is  the  original  five  piece  holder  of  issue  dated 
October  12-16,  1936.

1926  OREGON  HALF  DOLLAR 

One  Of  Only  Two  Known  Specimens 


1203.  1926  Oregon,  Gem  Proof  65  (NGC).  Virtually  “as  struck”  except  for  a few 
tiny  carbon  flecks  on  each  side.  Fully  struck  with  pristine  matte  proof 
surfaces  and  deep  gray  and  gold  color.  One  of  only  two  specimens  known 
and  thus  of  the  utmost  rarity  and  importance  to  the  many  U.S.  commemora- 
tive specialists.  This  specimen  is  the  plate  coin  pictured  in  the  Breen- 
Swiatek  book  on  U.S.  commemoratives,  page  186  of  the  First  Edition. 

Not  only  has  this  coin  been  graded  and  authenticated  by  NGC  as  a true 
proof  (and  a gem  at  that),  but  it  is  also  accompanied  by  two  additional 
letters  of  authenticity  from  Anthony  Swiatek  and  Walter  Breen,  the  two 
foremost  authorities  in  this  field.  In  his  letter,  Mr.  Breen  states  in  part  as 
follows: 

“This  certifies  that  I have  examined  the  accompanying  1926 
Oregon  Half  Dollar  and  that  I unhesitatingly  declare  it  genuine 
and  as  represented  below. 

This  is  the  historic  John  R.  Sinnock  specimen,  made  spe- 
cially for  him  as  a sandblast  proof,  sold  (with  other  proof  com- 
memoratives) to  A.E.  Bebee  (1948),  thereafter  owned  by  Manfra 
Tordella  and  Brookes,  Liberty  Coin  Shop,  Anthony  Swiatek, 

Mario  Rivera  and  Dennis  Brown.  It  is  the  identical  piece  illus- 
trated in  the  Swiatek-Breen  book  on  commemoratives.  I did  not 
know  of  its  existence  in  1 977  when  I completed  the  Proofs  book 
or  I would  have  described  it  therein.  It  is  specifically  mentioned 
as  one  of  only  two  such  proofs  in  Encyclopedia  7458.  No  third 
example  is  reported.” 

This  is  the  first  offering  in  history  of  a Proof  Oregon  Half  Dollar  at 
auction  and  it  is  likely  to  generate  great  interest.  We  find  it  difficult  to 
estimate  the  value  of  such  a piece  but  feel  that  the  winning  bid  could  be 
anywhere  in  the  range  of  $30,000- $50,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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1204.  A pair  of  PCGS  graded  commemoratives.  1928  Oregon  Trail,  Gem  Uncirculated  65 
(PCGS).  Attractive,  lustrous,  original  surfaces  with  pale  rose  and  gold  toning.  A mere 
6028  issued;  1936  York,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  with  brilliant 
surfaces  toned  in  lovely  shades  of  rose  and  gold.  25,015  issued  to  commemorate  the 
Tercentenary  of  York  County,  Maine.  Two  pieces. 

1205.  A pair  of  scarce  commemorative  sets.  1938-PDS  Oregon  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+. 
Beautiful,  frosty  white  surfaces  which  are  exceptionally  free  of  marks  and  blemishes. 
The  strike  on  each  piece  is  full  with  complete  obverse  and  reverse  design  details 
present.  A very  scarce  set,  only  6005  minted;  1936-PDS  Rhode  Island  Set,  Gem 
Uncirculated  65.  Lovely,  satin-like  surfaces  with  full  original  brilliance.  The  lustre  is 
excellent,  which  is  somewhat  unusual  forthis  issue.  Only  15,010sets  struck.  Six  pieces. 


1206.  1935  Spanish  Trail,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A magnificent,  original  specimen  with 
great  lustre,  nearly  flawless  surfaces,  and  superb  light  to  medium  russet  and  gold 
toning.  One  of  the  choicest,  prettiest  examples  of  this  scarce  issue  that  we  have  seen. 
Only  10,008  pieces  issued.  From  the  late  perfectionist  dealer  Gene  Edwards’  per- 
sonal collection. 

1207.  1935  Spanish  Trail,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Almost  fully  brilliant  but  with  a trace  of 
delicate  natural  toning.  Very  lustrous  surfaces  that  have  only  a very  few  minor  marks. 

1 208.  1926  Sesquicentennial,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A terrific  example  of  this  very  scarce 
(in  this  grade)  issue.  The  strike  is  good  and  the  lustre  exceptional.  The  completely 
original,  virtually  unmarked  surfaces  have  very  attractive  warm  gold,  lilac  and  gray 
toning.

Sharply  struck  and 
lustrous  with  attractive  medium  yellow  gold  toning.  One  of  17,500  pieces  minted. 

1210.  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  $1,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A lovely  specimen  with 
excellent  lustre  and  rich  orange  gold  toning.  Just  a few  light  hairlines  away  from  gem 
quality.  One  of  10,025  pieces  struck  to  commemorate  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Centennial 
Exposition  that  was  held  in  Portland,  Oregon  in  1905.  (Plate) 
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1211.  1915-S  Panama- Pacific  $2V2,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A lovely  specimen  of  this  very 
popular  and  scarce  gold  commemorative  issue.  The  coin  is  nearly  fully  struck,  quite 
lustrous  and  very  original.  The  color  is  an  attractive  medium  gold  with  some  hints  of 
greenish  gold  toning. 

This  commemorative  issue  was  designed  by  two  of  the  U.S.  Mint's  most  famous 
engravers,  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposi- 
tion held  in  San  Francisco  in  1915.  Only  6749  pieces  were  struck  and  high  grade 
specimens  are  rare  and  elusive. 


RARE  AND  POPULAR  1915-S  PAN-PAC  OCTAGONAL  $50  GOLD 


1212.  1915-S  Panama- Pacific  $50,  Octagonal,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A 

beautiful  specimen  with  outstanding  lustre  and  color.  No  nicks,  abrasions 
or  edge  bruises,  just  a few  very  faint  and  unobtrusive  hairlines  that  are 
visible  only  on  close  inspection.  Far  superior  to  the  quality  one  usually 
encounters. 

Of  the  1500  pieces  authorized  by  Congress  and  subsequently  struck, 
only  645  Octagonal  pieces  were  actually  sold;  the  other  855  were  melted.  A 
great  many  of  those  sold  were  not  handled  with  particular  care  and  some 
were  even  carried  as  pocket  pieces  and  are  now  well  worn.  Today,  a 
specimen  of  this  high  quality  is  decidedly  rare  and  will  realize  a bid  in  the 
mid-five  figure  range.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1915-S  PAN-PAC  ROUND  $50  GOLD 


1213.  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  $50,  Round,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A remarkable 
example  of  the  rarest,  most  desirable  and  most  valuable  of  all  U.S.  com- 
memorative coins.  The  color  is  a rich  medium  gold  and  the  lustre  is 
absolutely  terrific  for  a $50  Round.  (Note:  Rounds  typically  have  more 
subdued  lustre  than  Octagonals  for  some  unknown  reason.)  The  surfaces 
of  the  coin,  except  for  a few  very  faint  obverse  hairlines,  are  unusually  clean 
and  free  of  the  tiny  nicks  and  abrasions  that  so  often  plague  these  heavy  yet 
soft  coins.  The  rims  are  also  free  of  the  bumps  and  bruises  one  often  sees 
and  we  note  only  one  tiny  nick  on  the  obverse  rim  below  the  R in  DOLLARS. 
Like  the  Octagonal,  just  1500  Rounds  were  authorized  by  Congress  and 
struck  by  the  San  Francisco  Mint  for  sale  at  the  Exposition.  Only  483  were 
actually  sold,  however  (apparently  the  Octagonal  sold  slightly  better  due  to 
its  novel  shape),  and  the  other  1017  were  melted.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  CHOICE  CERTIFIED  1915-S  PAN-PAC  ROUND  $50  GOLD 


1214.  1915-S  Panama- Pacific  $50,  Round,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC) 
or  better.  Not  quite  as  choice  as  the  preceding  lot  but  very  close;  in  fact,  this 
is  a virtual  gem  with  only  a few  trivial  hairlines  on  the  obverse.  The  color  is  a 
natural  medium  yellow  gold  and  the  surfaces  have  a soft  satiny  glow.  (Note: 
the  lustre  on  this  piece  is  a bit  subdued  compared  to  the  preceding  two  lots. 
This  is  more  typical  of  the  lustre  seen  on  a $50  Round.)  The  surfaces  and 
rims  are  uniformly  excellent  with  no  nicks  or  abrasions,  just  the  few  afore- 
mentioned hairlines.  Oneof  the  finest  survivors  from  the  483  actually  issued 
and  thus  a coin  that  should  receive  considerable  bidding  attention  in  the 
mid  to  high  five  figure  range. 
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1215.  1836,  Two  Cents,  Judd  54,  Gem  Proof  65.  Copper,  plain  edge.  R-6.  Brilliant  mirror 
fields,  and  full  original  mint  red  color  highlighted  with  violet  and  gold.  Quite  likely  the 
equal  ofanyJ-54  in  existence.  Ex  Garrett  Sale  (Stacks,  1976),  Lot  575.  Earlier  from  the 
Crosby  Sale  catalogued  by  John  Haseltine  and  sold  by  Bangs  and  Company  in  1883. 
Very  rare;  probably  no  more  than  20-25  pieces  are  known. 


SUPERBLY  TONED  1838  HALF  DOLLAR,  JUDD  73 


1216.  1838,  50  Cents,  Judd  73,  Gem  Proof  65.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-6.  The 
restrike  with  dies  aligned  top-to-top.  Undoubtedly  struck  sometime  in  the 
mid-late  1850’s.  This  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  examples  of  this  pattern 
that  we  have  seen.  It  has  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  absolutely  superb  light 
to  medium  russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  toning,  the  lighter  colors  in 
the  centers  with  the  deeper  shades  near  the  rims.  There  are  no  nicks  or 
abrasions,  just  a few  very  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Outstanding  overall 
“eye  appeal”.  Very  rare,  one  of  no  more  than  20-25  pieces  in  existence.

1217.  1858,  One  Cent,  Judd  193,  Gem  Proof  65.  Copper-nickel,  Plain  edge.  R-6.  Very  sharply 
struck  with  a partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Considerable  depth  to  the  mirror  fields. 
Free  of  spots,  nicks,  hairlines  or  other  impairments.  Attractive  gold  and  violet  toning. 
Rare;  only  about  50-60  pieces  are  known. 
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MAGNIFICENT  1859  HALF  DOLLAR,  JUDD  235 


1218.  1859,  50  Cents,  Judd  235,  Gem  Proof  66.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-4.  One  of 
the  most  beautiful  coins  in  this  entire  sale.  The  fabulous  natural  toning  must 
be  seen  to  be  fully  appreciated.  The  obverse  is  mostly  a medium  violet  and 
golden  russet  but  there  is  also  some  incredible  blue  and  greenish  gold 
toning  at  the  rim.  The  reverse  is  a little  darker  but  equally  beautiful,  light 
russet  and  gold  in  the  centers  turning  first  to  deeper  violet  and  finally  to 
deep  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the  rims.  The  surface  quality  is  as  splendid 
as  the  toning  with  no  marks  and  virtually  no  hairlines.  Not  especially  rare  by 
pattern  standards  (perhaps  100-150  exist)  but  the  toning  makes  this  coin 
something  special.  (Color  Plate) 


1219.  1859,  50  Cents,  Judd  243,  Choice  Proof  63+.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-7.  A mule  of  the 
Longacre  obverse  and  the  regular  issue  reverse.  Sharply  struck  with  light  golden 
central  toning  and  attractive  russet,  violet  and  blue  green  peripheral  toning.  Some  very 
faint  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  the  coin  still  presents  a most  attractive  appearance. 
Extremely  rare  since  less  than  a dozen  specimens  are  known  to  exist.  (Plate)

Lustrous,  deep 
mirror  fields  that  have  only  a few  light  hairlines,  mostly  on  the  obverse.  (The  reverse  is 
gem  quality.)  Very  rare,  much  more  so  than  the  usually  seen  reeded  edge  variety 
(J-748).  No  more  than  about  10-12  are  thought  to  exist.  (Plate.)

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THE  VINCENNES  COLLECTION 

Part  Two 

In  1981,  Paramount  Rare  Coin  Corporation  was  privileged  to  sell  the  Walking  Liberty  Half 
Dollar  collection  of  a well-known  collector  from  Vincennes,  Indiana.  This  collection  was  one 
of  the  finest  ever  assembled  and  was  a tribute  to  the  collector’s  efforts  over  a long  period  of 
time,  his  in-depth  knowledge  of  the  series,  and  his  discriminating  eye  for  quality. 

The  gentleman  from  Vincennes  also  collected  proof  Barber  Half  Dollars  and  assembled  a 
complete  set,  constantly  upgrading  as  finer  specimens  became  available.  In  addition,  he 
worked  on  assembling  a number  of  proof  sets  by  date.  Like  the  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars, 
this  proof  collection  was  begun  in  the  early  1970's  and  continued  through  1988  when  a 
decision  was  made  to  consign  the  entire  collection  to  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.'s  session  of 
Auction  89. 

For  a decade  and  a half,  the  consignor  spared  no  effort  or  expense  to  assemble  the  finest 
collection  possible.  He  attended  conventions  and  auctions  throughout  the  country  and  it 
was  not  unusual  for  him  to  travel  to  a convention  or  auction  to  purchase  a single  coin.  He 
was  always  extremely  fussy  and  rejected  most  specimens  he  was  offered  because  they  just 
were  not  the  quality  he  wanted.  On  the  other  hand,  he  was  never  reluctant  to  pay  a premium 
price  for  coins  that  appealed  to  him.  He  especially  appreciated  “original”,  beautifully  toned 
proofs  with  exceptional  “eye  appeal”  and  most  of  his  collection  that  follows  consists  of 
coins  of  that  caliber.

SPECTACULARLY  TONED  SUPERB  PROOF  1892  BARBER  QUARTER 


1259.  1892,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67  or  better.  One  of  the  finest  known  and  most 
beautiful  proof  Barber  Quarters  in  existence.  Spectacular  is  the  only  word 
to  describe  the  amazing  array  of  iridescent  colors  which  adorn  this  coin. 
The  obverse  hues  range  from  vivid  blue  greens  to  rose,  lavender  and  gold, 
while  the  reverse  is  a beautiful  blend  of  russet,  gold  and  blue.  The  surfaces 
are  essentially  perfect  and  deeply  mirrored.  A minute,  very  faint  lintmark  (as 
made)  is  present  on  Miss  Liberty’s  cheek  but  does  not  detract  in  any  way 
from  the  beauty  or  quality  of  this  incredible  proof.

Beautiful,  warm  golden  russet  toning  on  the  obverse 
highlighted  with  violet  and  blue.  The  reverse  is  a lighter  russet  color.  The  strike  is 
absolutely  full  and  the  deep  mirror  fields  are  virtually  flawless.  One  of  880  proofs  struck.

1261.  1892,  Gem  Proof  65+.  A marvelous  specimen  with  medium  to  deep  multicolored 
toning,  a blend  of  gold,  russet,  violet  and  blue.  The  strike  is  razor  sharp  and  the  coin  has 
a sharp,  square  edge  and  superb  quality,  deep  mirror  fields.  Like  many,  if  not  most,  of 
the  proofs  that  follow,  this  piece  has  fantastic  “eye  appeal".

1297.  1916,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A well  struck  specimen  with  nearly  all  of  the  head  and 
hand  detail  clearly  visible.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  and  are  bathed  in  warm 
medium  gold  toning  with  an  area  of  darker  violet  toning  on  the  leg  above  the  date. 
Scarce  first  year  of  issue;  just  608,000  pieces  were  struck.

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1298.  1916,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A second  example  of  this  first  year  of  type,  equal  in 
overall  quality  to  the  preceding  lot.  It  is  completely  original  with  light  mottled  gold,  blue 
and  russet  toning.  The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  and  the  surfaces  are  very  satiny  and 
lustrous.  A couple  of  tiny  marks  are  visible  on  the  eagle  but  the  obverse  is  just  super 
and  the  coin  has  a great  overall  look. 


1299.  1916-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Well  struck  for  the  date  with  most  of  the  hand  detail 
and  some  of  the  head  detail  showing.  The  natural  toning  is  very  attractive,  a mottled 
russet  and  greenish  gold  and  there  is  very  good  lustre  under  the  toning.  One  of  the 
better  examples  of  this  scarce,  low  mintage  date  that  we  have  seen  in  some  time.  Note:

1300.  1916-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Attractive,  medium  multicolored  greenish  gold  and 
reddish  brown  toning  with  a touch  of  blue  at  the  borders.  A few  verylight  bagmarks  are 
under  the  toning  in  the  right  obverse  field  but  they  are  not  enough  to  remove  the  coin 
from  being  solidly  within  the  gem  classification.  The  strike  is  very  good  and  the  super 
satiny  surfaces  have  excellent  lustre. 
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MAGNIFICENT  1916-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1301.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  or  better.  A magnificent  specimen,  one  of  the  very  best 
that  we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  fully  struck  with  absolutely  radiant,  glow-in-the-dark 
lustre  and  superb  pale  gold  and  russet  toning.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  virtually 
flawless  and  ultra  satiny  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  leaves  nothing  to  be 
desired.  This  is  a very  scarce  date  with  the  fourth  lowest  mintage  of  the  entire  series; 
only  508,000  were  struck. 


1302.  1917,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Fully  struck  with  broad,  flat  rims  and  complete  detail  on 
Liberty’s  head  and  hand.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  immaculate  and  have  attractive 
natural  toning.  The  obverse  is  a medium  reddish  gold  with  iridescent  colors  at  the 
border.  The  reverse  is  a lighter  mottled  color.  The  1917  is  the  most  common  of  the 
pre-1934  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  but  one  seldom  sees  a specimen  of  this  quality. 


1303.  1917,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  The  most  impressive  thing  about  this  coin  is  its  amazing 
lustre.  Students  of  the  series  know  that  most  1917-P  Half  Dollars  are  subdued, 
sometimes  even  “matte-like”  in  the  lustre  department.  This  piece  most  definitely  is  not! 
There  is  one  tiny  bagmark  in  the  right  obverse  field  but  the  coin  otherwise  grades 
MS-66  or  even  better.  The  surfaces  are  almost  fully  brilliant  but  there  is  a trace  of  light 
peripheral  toning  that  is  especially  pretty  (russet  and  blue)  on  the  reverse. 
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OUTSTANDING  1917-D  OBVERSE  HALF  DOLLAR 


1 304.  1917-D,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  One  of  the  best,  if  not  the 

absolute  best,  examples  of  this  very  scarce  issue  that  we  have  seen.  It  has  a 
very  sharp  strike,  extraordinary  satiny  mint  lustre  and  lovely  peripheral 
toning,  mostly  russet  but  with  a touch  of  violet  and  blue.  A great  coin  that 
would  be  just  about  impossible  to  duplicate. 


RARE  AND  VERY  UNDERRATED  1917-D  REVERSE  HALF  DOLLAR 


1305.  1917-D,  Reverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Medium  gold  and 
russet  toning,  a bit  more  prominent  at  the  borders.  The  lustre  and  strike  are 
both  excellent  and  the  satiny  surfaces  have  only  a few  really  trivial  marks. 
This  is  a very  pretty,  wholly  original  coin. 

The  1917-D  Reverse  is  rare  and  very  underrated  in  true  gem  condition.  It 
is  many  times  rarer  than  any  of  the  1916  issues  and  is  also  considerably 
more  difficult  to  find  in  MS -65  or  better  condition  than  the  much  lower 
mintage  1917-D  Obverse.  As  of  this  writing  (April,  1989),  only  two  pieces 
have  been  graded  MS-65  by  PCGS,  none  higher.  To  put  this  in  perspective, 
five  1921 -S  Half  Dollars  have  been  graded  MS-65  and  seven  1919-S  Half 
Dollars  have  reached  that  level. 
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VERY  RARE  SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1917-S  OBVERSE  HALF  DOLLAR 


1306.  1917-S,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Here  is  a remarkable 
coin  that  should  quicken  the  pulse  of  any  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  lover 
(and  there  are  a great  many  such  people).  In  fact,  this  coin,  along  with  the 
1919  and  1919-D  that  follow,  are  this  cataloguer’s  (David  W.  Akers)  per- 
sonal favorites  in  a set  literally  teeming  with  “special”  coins.  The  strike  is 
super  sharp  with  virtually  all  the  requisite  head  and  hand  detail  clearly 
visible.  The  highly  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  are  close  to  perfection  and 
enhanced  by  light  golden  toning  on  the  obverse  surrounded  by  russet 
peripheral  toning.  (The  reverse  is  brilliant.)  This  is  an  incredible  coin  and, 
without  question,  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  rare  issue. 

The  1917-S  Obverse  is  one  of  the  premier  issues  of  the  series.  In  MS-65 
or  higher  grade  it  is  the  third  most  valuable  Issue  after  only  the  1921 -S  and 
1919-D.  The  Norweb  Collection  Sale  last  Fall  contained  two  outstanding 
1917-S  Obverse  Half  Dollars.  Both  of  them  realized  $23,1 00  at  the  sale.  One 
subsequently  graded  MS-67  at  PCGS  and  traded  hands  in  excess  of 
$40,000;  the  other  "slabbed”  MS-66.  In  our  opinion,  the  Whitlow  specimen 
offered  here  is  at  least  as  nice  overall,  if  not  actually  a bit  finer  than  either  of 
those  two  wonderful  coins,  and  so  it  may  well  realize  a mid  five  figure 
winning  bid.  (Color  Plate) 


1307.  1917-S,  Reverse  Mintmark,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Another  sensational  coin  that  ranks 
right  up  there  with  the  very  best  known.  It  has  a fairly  sharp  strike  (most  of  the  head  and 
hand  detail  are  visible)  and  amazingly  lustrous  and  satiny  surfaces.  The  coin  has  all  of 
its  full  original  brilliance  and  essentially  no  marks  of  any  kind.  Just  a tiny  bit  sharper 
strike  and  we  would  have  called  this  “MS-67”  without  hesitation.  Very  scarce  in  high 
grade,  certainly  much  more  so  than  any  of  the  1 91 6 issues,  but  not,  of  course,  as  rare  as 
the  other  three  branch  mint  issues  of  1917. 
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1308.  1918,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Beautiful  light  to  medium  lilac  and  gold  toning.  Fully 
struck  with  good  lustre  under  the  toning,  satiny  surfaces  and  only  a few  very  tiny 
bagmarks.  Very  close  to  66  quality  and  likely  to  be  so  graded  by  some  viewers. 


RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  GEM  1918-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1309.  1918-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A completely  original  and  extremely  choice  example 
of  this  rare  and  underrated  issue.  It  is  well  struck  by  1918-D  standards  with  consider- 
able head  detail  present.  (The  hand  doesn’t  show  a full  thumb  but  still  has  above 
average  definition  for  this  typically  weakly  struck  issue.)  The  softly  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  are  very  clean  (a  few  tiny  bagmarks  are  present  on  Liberty’s  leg  but  the  fields 
are  superb)  and  the  natural  toning  is  a wonderful  silver  gray  and  gold  color.  In  this 
exceptional  condition,  the  1918-D  is  one  of  the  four  or  five  rarest  issues  of  the  series. 


BEAUTIFUL  1918-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1310.  1918-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Unusually  well  struck  for  a 1918-S,  typically  one  of  the 
most  poorly  struck  issues  of  the  series.  Most  of  the  head  and  hand  detail  are  well 
defined.  Outrageous  mottled  autumn  leaves  toning  with  very  good  lustre  and  nearly 
pristine  surfaces  beneath.  Splendid  overall  appearance  and  easily  one  of  the  finest 
examples  of  this  scarce  issue  that  we  have  encountered. 
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SUPERBLY  TONED  1919  HALF  DOLLAR 


1311.  1919,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Okay,  you  pick  out  your  candidate  for  “World  s Most 
Beautiful  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar”.  I have  mine  right  here!  This  coin  has  to  be  seen 
to  be  fully  appreciated,  so  magnificent  is  its  overall  beauty  and  quality.  The  toning  is 
simply  incredible  with  light  to  medium  blue  green  and  russet  centers  turning  to 
deeper  golden  russet,  violet  and  green  tones  at  the  borders.  The  strike  is  absolutely 
full  and  the  surfaces  are  super  lustrous  and  pristine  beneath  the  toning.  We  have  never 
seen  another  1919  to  match  this  one,  not  even  the  lovely  Norweb  specimen  that 
realized  $13,200  last  Fall,  and  we  feel  that  it  is  likely  to  be  the  subject  of  furious  bidding 
and  a possible  runaway  price.  Now,  if  only  we  could  have  an  entire  set  of  Walkers  just 
like  this  one! 


VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1919-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1312  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  In  ourview,  this  coin  could  have  and 
should  have  been  graded  higher.  MS-66  is  the  grade  we  would  give  it  out  of 
the  holder.  At  any  rate,  it  is  the  finest  1919-D  Half  Dollar  we  have  seen  or 
heard  of,  slightly  finer  than  either  of  the  two  gems  offered  earlier  in  this 
session,  it  is  the  sharpest  struck  1919-D  we  have  encountered  with  essen- 
tially full  head,  hand,  and  hip.  The  eagle’s  trailing  leg  also  shows  almost 
complete  definition.  The  original  toning  is  really  superb,  a medium  blend  of 
russet  and  greenish  gold,  with  some  violet  and  blue  highlights.  Under  the 
toning,  the  satiny  surfaces  are  lustrous  and  nearly  pristine.  All  things 
considered,  strike  (all-important  for  this  issue),  toning,  lustre  and  lack  of 
marks,  this  1919-D  probably  ranks  as  the  FINEST  KNOWN.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1919-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1313.  1919-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Another  strong  candidate  for  “Finest 
Known”.  Well  struck,  indeed  almost  full,  with  incredibly  lustrous,  fully 
brilliant  surfaces  that  are  close  to  perfection.  Throughout  the  obverse  fields 
there  are  numerous  raised  die  scratches  (as  made)  indicating  that  the  dies 
were  polished  prior  to  striking.  The  coin  has  a very  light,  slightly  hazy 
golden  toning  which  adds  to  its  overall  attractiveness.  This  specimen  is  at 
least  the  equal  of  any  we  have  seen  or  handled  including  the  fabulous 
Vincennes  specimen  Paramount  sold  back  in  1981  for  a then  very  high 
$10,500.  This  piece  should  realize  double  or  more  that  amount  in  this  sale. 

The  1919-S  is  one  of  the  key  issues  of  this  beautiful  series  and,  in  this 
grade,  is  fourth  overall  in  rarity  and  value,  surpassed  only  by  the  1921 -S, 
1919-D  and  1917-S  Obverse. 


FANTASTIC  GEM  1920-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1314.  1920-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  or  better.  Extremely  well  struck  fora  1920-D 
with  nearly  a full  head  and  most  of  the  hand  and  upper  thigh  detail  present. 
The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  just  fabulous,  both  lustrous  and  wonderfully 
satiny  with  absolutely  no  blemishes  of  any  kind  and  gorgeous  light  golden 
russet  toning.  If  a finer  1920-D  Half  Dollar  exists,  we  have  not  seen  or  heard 
of  it.  Very  rare  and  underrated  in  gem  condition. 
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A SECOND  OUTSTANDING  1920-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1315.  1 920-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  It  is  hard  to  believe  but  here  is  a second  truly 
superb  1920-D  that  actually  closely  rivals  the  preceding  lot  in  terms  of 
overall  quality.  This  coin  has  a little  less  detail  on  the  head  than  the 
preceding  but  it  actually  has  sharper  central  definition,  i.e.  at  the  hand  and 
upper  leg  area.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  highly  lustrous  and  have  virtually  no 
marks  and  the  natural  toning  is  a lovely,  hazy  light  gold  and  lilac. 


LOVELY  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1920-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1316.  1920-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A splendid  example  of  this  rare  issue,  quite 
likely  the  best  we  have  seen.  The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  for  a 1920-S 
and,  although  the  head  and  hand  are  not  quite  full,  they  are  pretty  close. 
The  satiny  surfaces  are  exceedingly  lustrous  and  nearly  pristine  except 
for  a few  miniscule  marks  on  Liberty’s  leg.  There  is  a trace  of  light  golden 
toning  but  mostly  there  is  just  brilliance  and  lustre,  a lot  of  it.  Finer  overall 
than  the  Norweb  specimen  that  realized  $9350  last  Fall  and  thus  an  almost 
certain  five  figure  coin.  A rare  issue  in  gem  condition,  about  on  a par  with 
the  1920-D. 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1921  HALF  DOLLAR 


1317.  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Superb  greenish  gold  and  russet  toning  on 
the  obverse,  more  muted  tones  on  the  reverse.  Very  sharply  struck  with 
nearly  afull  head  and  hand.  Great  lustre  underthe  toning  and  no  more  than 
a few  really  trivial  marks.  Locating  a finer  or  prettier  1921  Half  Dollar  would 
be  a nearly  impossible  task. 

For  decades,  the  1921  has  been  considered  one  of  the  rarest  issues  of  the 
series.  It  also  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  the  series  after  the  1921 -D; 
only  246,000  were  struck.  By  a slight  margin  over  the  1919,  this  is  the  rarest 
Philadelphia  Mint  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar. 


RARE  GEM  1921 -D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1318.  1921-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Warm  gold  and  gray  toning.  Sharply  struck 
with  full  head  and  nearly  full  thumb.  A few  marks  on  the  eagle’s  leg  but  the 
surfaces  are  really  very  clean.  A completely  original  and  very  attractive 
specimen.  The  lowest  mintage  issue  of  the  series  and  long  recognized  as 
one  of  the  most  rare  and  desirable  of  all  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars. 
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VERY  RARE  PCGS  GEM  MINT  STATE  1921 -S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1319.  1921 -S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  The  most  valuable  and  desirable  of 
all  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars  and  one  of  the  three  or  four  rarest  in  gem 
condition.  Only  five  pieces  have  been  graded  MS-65  by  PCGS  as  of  April  1 , 
1 989.  This  specimen  has  a distinctly  above  average  strike  for  a 1 921  -S  with 
at  least  some  head  and  hand  detail  showing.  The  coin  is  very  lustrous  and 
totally  original  with  warm  golden  toning  and  some  lovely,  darker  golden 
brown  mottling.  The  surfaces,  especially  the  fields,  are  very  clean  and  free 
of  all  but  a few  totally  insignificant  marks.  One  of  the  finer  examples  of  this 
important  and  popular  20th  Century  rarity  in  existence,  surpassing  the 
Norweb  specimen  that  realized  $35,200  last  Fall.  (Color  Plate) 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1923-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1320.  1923-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A wonderful  example  of  this  rare  date  with 
great  lustre,  satiny  surfaces,  and  beautiful  mottled  golden  brown  toning 
highlighted  with  greenish  gold.  The  1923-S  is  typically  a weakly  struck 
issue  but  this  specimen  is  a notable  exception.  It  has  an  almost  full  head  and 
hip  and  a partially  defined  hand.  There  is  a faint  hairline  across  the  eagle’s 
wing  but  the  surfaces  are  otherwise  blemish  free  and  so  this  lovely  coin 
certainly  ranks  with  the  finer  specimens  known.  For  years  we  have  touted 
the  1923-S  as  a rare  and  underrated  date;  we  still  think  it  is,  particularly 
when  this  well  struck. 
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GEM  MINT  STATE  1927-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1321 . 1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Lightly  mottled  “autumn  leaves”  colored  toning.  Very 
sharply  struck  with  most  of  the  head  and  hand  detail  evident.  Full  lustre  under  the 
toning  and  only  a few  minor  bagmarks  and  faint  hairlines.  A very  high  quality  and 
attractive  example  of  this  rare  issue. 


RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1928-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1322.  1928-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharp  for  a 1928-S  with  full  head  and  some 
separation  of  the  thumb  from  the  hand.  Light  golden  toning  and  very  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces.  Some  light  hairlines  on  the  reverse  but  the  obverse  is  really  superb,  66  or 
better  quality.  Rare  and  underrated  in  this  grade;  less  often  seen  in  gem  condition  than 
the  1927-S  to  which  it  is  usually  equated. 


1323.  1929-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Many  examples  of  this  issue  are  not  well  struck  but  this 
one  is  extremely  sharp  with  a full  head  and  considerable  hand  detail.  The  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces  are  covered  with  a warm  violet,  gold  and  gray  toning.  Except  for  a few 
faint  bagmarks  in  the  right  obverse  field  (largely  "hidden”  by  the  toning)  the  surfaces 
are  extremely  clean.  Overall,  this  is  an  unusually  choice  example  of  this  scarce  date. 
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INCREDIBLE  1929-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1324.  1929-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  or  better.  Sensational  violet,  greenish  gold  and  russet 
toning,  just  like  a maple  leaf  (from  a tree,  not  the  coin)  in  the  Fall.  Well  struck  but  not 
quite  a full  head  or  hand.  (Note:  Most  1929-S  Half  Dollars  are  much  weaker  and  flatter 
than  this  piece  and  this  coin  is  probably  in  the  top  25%  of  known  specimens  from  an 
overall  striking  standpoint.)  Under  the  magnificent  toning,  there  is  terrific,  satiny  mint 
lustre  and  close  inspection  reveals  that  the  surfaces  are  nearly  pristine  and  devoid  of 
marks.  The  1 929-S  is  not  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  series  but  it  is  certainly  rare  in 
this  grade.  We  can’t  recall  a better  one,  not  even  the  beautiful  Norweb  specimen  that 
realized  $5060  in  November,  1988. 


1325  1933-S  Gem  Uncirculated  66  or  better.  Natural  medium  golden  toning  with  super 
lustre  and  satiny  surfaces.  The  strike  is  absolutely  full  and  the  figure  of  Liberty  has  a full 
head  and  hand.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  virtually  pristine  and  we  could  probably 
grade  it  MS-67  with  few  complaints.  A scarce  and  popular  date  in  this  condition.

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1327.  1934-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  One  of  only  four  pieces  so  graded  by  PCGSas 
of  April  1 , 1989.  The  coin  is  magnificent  in  all  respects  with  pristine,  satiny  surfaces  and 
splendid  medium  blue,  gold  and  pale  russet  toning.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  with  the 
head  of  Liberty  nearly  full  and  the  thumb  showing  clear  definition  and  separation  from 
the  hand.  Not  a real  scarce  date  but  certainly  quite  rare  in  this  high  grade. 

1328.  1935-PDS  set  of  three  (3)  coins.  The  1935  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  66  with  medium 
russet  toning,  a sharp  but  not  quite  full  strike,  great  lustre  and  a few  trivial  bagmarks  in 
the  right  obverse  field.  The  scarce  1 935-D  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65+,  if  not  actually 
MS-66,  and  is  one  of  the  prettiest  examples  we  have  seen.  The  strike  is  way  above 
average  for  the  issue  and  the  lustrous  surfaces  display  fabulous  medium  lilac,  gold  and 
russet  toning.  The  equally  scarce  1935-S  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65  and  is  fully 
brilliant  and  lustrous  with  a sharp  strike.

1329.  1935-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Very  rare  in  this  grade  as  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  PCGS  has  only  graded  two  specimens  MS-66  (including  this  one).  The  coin 
is  beautiful  and  superb  in  all  respects.  It  is  well  struck  with  nearly  full  head  and  hand. 
The  frosty,  lustrous  surfaces  are  minimally  marked,  indeed  nearly  flawless,  and  the 
coin’s  overall  “look”  is  enhanced  by  very  light  golden  toning  with  deeper  reddish 
gold  at  the  rims. 

1330.  1936-PDS  set  of  three  (3)  coins.  The  1936  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  It  is  fully 
struck  with  superb  lustre  and  light  golden  toning.  The  1936-D  is  a sharply  struck 
Gem  Uncirculated  65+  with  full  lustre  and  brilliance  and  a touch  of  light  obverse 
toning.  The  1936-S  also  grades  Gem  Uncirculated  65+  and  has  light  hazy  gold 
toning  with  a toning  spot  near  the  obverse  rim.  It  is  well  struck  with  nearly  full  head 
and  partial  hand.  Three  pieces. 

1331.  1937-PDS  set  of  three  (3)  coins.  All  three  coins  grade  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  The 
1937  has  delicate  reddish  gold  toning,  fabulous  lustre,  full  head  and  hand  and 
virtually  no  marks.  The  1937-D  is  lustrous  and  fully  brilliant  with  a very  sharp  strike. 
The  1937-S  is  the  finest  of  the  three  and  could  probably  be  graded  MS-67.  It  has 
outrageous  lustre,  light  to  medium  golden  toning  on  the  obverse  only  and  a nearly 
full  strike.

EXTREMELY  RARE  PROOF  1849  GOLD  DOLLAR 
One  Of  Only  9 Or  10  Known  Examples 


1336.  1849,  Small  Head,  No  L,  Choice  Proof  63+.  Open  Wreath.  This  coin  is  from 
Auction  ’84,  Lot  795,  where  it  realized  $13,750  and  was  cataloqued  in  part  as 
follows: 

“An  outstanding  coin  with  rich  gold  and  orange  toning,  deep 
mirror  fields  (concave  on  the  obverse  as  all  are),  a few  lint  marks 
(as  made)  and  only  a few  light  hairlines.  Superb  natural  proof 
brilliance  and  lustre.  This  coin  is  altogether  different  from  a 
business  strike  in  overall  appearance  and  can  easily  be  distin- 
guished as  a true  proof  at  first  glance.  For  a U.S.  proof  gold  coin 
of  this  early  period,  the  quality  of  this  coin  is  quite  exceptional. 
Accompanied  by  a Walter  Breen  letter  of  authentication  and 
comment. 

The  1849  Small  Head,  No  L is  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in  the 
entire  Gold  Dollar  series.  Only  1000  business  strikes  were 
minted  on  May  8,  1849  and  an  unknown,  but  undoubtedly  very 
small  (probably  less  than  12  pieces)  quantity  of  proofs  made  the 
day  before  to  send  to  various  officials  to  mark  the  introduction  of 
the  new  Gold  Dollar  denomination.  (Two  pieces  also  remained 
in  Long  acre’s  possession  and  were  sold  with  the  rest  of  his 
estate  in  1870.)  Today,  only  nine  or  ten  proofs  can  be  accounted 
for,  including  one  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  one  in  the 
A NS  Collection.” 

As  a final  comment,  it  is  worth  noting  that  three  of  the  most  famous  and 
nearly  complete  collections  of  U.S.  proof  gold  coins  ever  formed  (Garrett, 
Eliasberg  and  Carter)  have  been  sold  in  the  past  decade  or  so  and  not  one  of 
those  extraordinary  collections  contained  an  1849  Proof  Gold  Dollar.  We 
expect  this  extremely  rare  and  desirable  specimen  to  realize  a bid  in  the 
$18,000-$20,000  range.  (Color  Plate) 
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1337.  1851,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  coin  was  formerly  Lot  1819  of  the  1988  G.N.A.  Sale 
(Mid-American)  where  it  realized  $7750  and  was  catalogued  as  follows; 

“A  gorgeous,  fully  struck  Gem,  with  deeply  lustrous  surfaces  and  a light 
coppery  toning  near  the  rims.  The  eye  appeal  given  off  by  this  coin  is  superb 
and  vibrant.” 

1338.  1851,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Sharply  struck  with  much  more  hair  detail  than 
often  seen  on  this  issue.  An  attractive,  original  coin  with  full,  frosty  mint  lustre  and  rich 
gold  color.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1851-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1339  1851-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  from  clashed  dies.  Partial  wire  rim  on 
obverse  with  cud  from  12  to  1 o’clock.  There  is  also  a pronounced  diebreak  on  the 
reverse  The  lustre  and  planchet  quality  are  excellent  and  the  coin  has  only  a few  light 
hairlines.  One  of  the  finest  examples  we  have  seen  of  this  very  rare,  low  mintage  issue. 
Only  9882  pieces  were  struck  and  most  known  examples  are  in  the  VF  to  EF  grades. 


1340.  1853,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A wonderful  coin  with  a very  sharp  strike,  great  lustre  and 
superb  rich  yellow  gold  toning.  Partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  The  satiny  surfaces  are 
extremely  clean  with  only  a few  trivial  marks  on  the  reverse.  Type  One  Gold  Dollars  of 
this  caliber  are  very  underrated  as  type  coins,  especially  in  comparison  to  the  later 
Type  Three  issues. 
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VIRTUALLY  PERFECT  1854  TYPE  TWO  GOLD  DOLLAR 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1341.  1854,  Type  Two,  Superb  Uncirculated  67  or  better.  Unbelievable,  simply 
unbelievable!  This  coin  is  worthy  of  all  the  hype  and  praise  we  could  place 
on  it.  It  is  fully  struck  with  no  die  clashing  evident  and  it  has  utterly  superb 
original  lustre  and  color.  When  cataloguing  Martin  E.  Haber’s  Type  Two 
Gold  Dollar  for  Auction  ’88,  this  cataloguer  (David  W.  Akers)  noted  emphat- 
ically that  “all  business  strike  1854  Type  Twos  have  clashing  evident  on 
both  obverse  and  reverse”.  (Oops!  I was  wrong  and  apparently  had  forgot- 
ten what  this  coin,  which  I had  purchased  for  the  consignor  in  1986,  actually 
looked  like!)  The  satiny  surfaces  have  just  a trace  of  “porosity”  near  UNI  of 
UNITED  (resulting  from  lack  of  metal  flow  opposite  the  wreath  on  the 
reverse)  but  are  otherwise  essentially  “as  struck”.  Norman  Stack  was  mind- 
ful of  this  fact  when  he  catalogued  the  coin  for  Stack’s  January  1986  Sale 
and  noted  that  the  coin  is  “A  pristine  specimen,  probably  without  its  equal. 
Although  we  (Stack’s)  do  not  subscribe  to  the  ‘numbering  system’,  in  order 
to  help  those  who  do,  we  will  grade  this  incredible  coin  Mint  State-70.  The 
coin  is  exactly  as  it  left  the  dies  130  years  ago.” 

We  purchased  the  coin  for  the  consignor  at  that  sale  3V2  years  ago  for 
$37,400.  The  market  at  that  time,  although  reasonably  good,  could  not 
compare  to  the  current  market  with  its  almost  insatiable  demand  for  superb 
quality.  Keeping  that  in  mind,  we  feel  this  incredible  coin,  certainly  the  finest 
T ype  T wo  Gold  Dollar  we  have  seen  or  handled,  will  realize  a high  five  figure 
bid  and  may  even  reach  six  figures.  (Color  Plate) 
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BORDERLINE  GEM  1855  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1342.  1855,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better.  Type  Two.  A sharply  struck, 
highly  lustrous  specimen  with  good  color  and  virtually  no  marks.  Just  a few 
very  faint  hairlines  away  from  full  gem  quality.  The  date  is  nearly  full  with  the 
8 being  considerably  sharper  than  it  is  on  many  known  examples  of  this 
date.  Struck  from  very  lightly  clashed  dies  as  usual.  Type  Two  Gold  Dollars 
of  this  high  quality  are  both  rare  and  desirable  as  type  coins. 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1855-C  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1343  1855-C,  Uncirculated  60  (NGC)  or  better.  This  is  the  only  mint  state 
1 855-C  Gold  Dollar  to  have  been  graded  by  either  grading  service,  hardly 
surprising  in  view  of  the  issue’s  great  rarity  in  high  grade.  Although  called 
“MS-60”  by  NGC,  we  feel  this  coin  is  a bit  better  than  that  in  terms  of  what 
has  happened  to  it  since  it  was  struck  (not  much).  But  the  planchet  and 
caliber  of  striking  leave  a lot  to  be  desired,  as  they  invariably  do  for  an 
1 855-C,  and  that  was  undoubtedly  taken  into  consideration  by  NGC  when 
grading’ this  piece.  Actually,  by  1855-C  standards,  the  planchet  and  strike 
are  quite  good  and  the  lustre  in  particular  is  unusually  excellent.  We  have 
never  seen  a finer  or  even  equal  quality  example  of  this  issue.  Even  the 
Bareford  piece  which  brought  $7500  way  back  in  1978  was  not  fully  mint 
state  in  our  opinion  (it  has  long  been  considered  the  “Finest  Known”)  and 
so  this  piece  may  well  be  unique  in  this  grade.  With  today’s  rage  for  quality, 
this  coin  may  get  overlooked  in  the  rush  but  it  is  actually  one  of  the  rarest 
coins  in  this  entire  sale. 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1857-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1344.  1857-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Partially  prooflike  with  outstanding  lustre  and  nearly 
full  original  mint  brilliance.  Weakly  struck,  especially  on  the  tops  of  the  feathers  on  the 
headdress  and  at  the  rims,  but  better  in  this  regard  than  most  specimens  we  have  seen. 
One  of  the  finest,  if  not  the  absolute  finest,  examples  of  this  very  rare  and  underrated 
issue  that  we  have  seen.  Of  the  3533  pieces  struck,  only  a couple  hundred  survive  and 
nearly  all  of  them  grade  only  VF  or  at  best  EF.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  the  1855-C,  this 
coin  may  be  overlooked  to  a large  extent  but,  in  this  grade,  it  is  a major  rarity. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1858-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1345.  1858-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  amazing  example  of  this  very  rare  and 
underrated  issue,  hands  down  the  finest  example  we  have  ever  seen  or 
heard  of.  Except  for  a slight  softness  on  the  tops  of  several  feathers,  the 
strike  is  excellent  with  full  denticles  all  around  and  every  major  design  detail 
sharp  and  clear.  The  planchet  is  also  outstanding  with  no  problems  what- 
soever. The  surfaces  are  semi-prooflike  and  just  radiating  mint  lustre  and 
the  color  of  the  coin  is  superb,  a rich  orange  gold.  Close  inspection  with  a 
glass  reveals  virtually  no  marks,  scuffs  or  abrasions,  certainly  none  worth 
noting. 

Only  3477  examples  of  this  issue  were  struck  and  although  the  1858-D  is 
slightly  more  available  than  the  1857-D  in  the  circulated  grades,  In  full  mint 
state  they  are  equally  rare.  We  have  seen  no  more  than  a few  other  mint 
state  1858-D  Gold  Dollars,  none  better  than  MS-63,  and  so  we  feel  that  this 
outstanding  specimen  is  in  a class  all  its  own  as  the  Finest  Known  1858-D 
Gold  Dollar.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  1860-S  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1346.  1860-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (NGC).  As  of  this  writing,  this  is  the 
only  mint  state  1860-S  Gold  Dollar  graded  by  NGC  and  just  one  other,  an 
MS-63  coin  which  is  well  short  of  this  one,  has  been  graded  by  PCGS.  This 
piece  is  excellent  in  all  respects  and  is  really  very  close  to  gem  quality.  It  is 
boldly  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and  attractive  natural  orange  gold  toning. 
The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  really  trivial  marks.  Very 
rare  in  full  mint  state  and  most  uncirculated  examples  are  only  MS-60  to  63 
by  today’s  very  strict  grading  standards.  Although  we  aren’t  claiming  that 
this  is  the  finest  known,  we  feel  confident  in  stating  that  it  is  one  of  the  finest, 
probably  in  the  top  half  dozen  or  so. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1861 -D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


One  Of  The  Finest  Known  Specimens 


1347.  1861-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A lovely  example  of  this  rare  and  highly 
regarded  issue.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  on  an  excellent  planchet  and  it  has 
great  color  (medium  orange  gold)  and  excellent  lustre.  The  weakness 
evident  at  the  borders  is  the  result  of  deteriorated  dies  but  it  is  much  less 
detracting  on  this  example  than  on  most.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and 
overall,  this  specimen  ranks  as  one  of  the  half  dozen  or  so  finest  known 
1861-D  Gold  Dollars:  it  is  distinctly  surpassed  only  by  the  gem  Miles- 
Ullmer-Montgomery  specimen. 

All  1861-D  Gold  Dollars  were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  had  taken 
over  the  Dahlonega  Mint  and  therefore  the  exact  mintage  is  unknown. 
However,  judging  by  the  number  of  specimens  known  compared  to  the 
number  known  of  the  1855-D,  1856-D  and  1860-D,  a reasonable  estimate  of 
the  mintage  would  be  somewhere  between  1200  and  1500  pieces,  only  25  to 
30  of  which  exist  today.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  1861 -D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1348.  1861-D,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Very  sharply  struck  for  an  1861 -D  with  a much 
sharper  UNI  of  UNITED  than  usually  seen.  The  detail  on  Liberty’s  hair  and 
especially  the  headdress  are  much  sharper  than  on  most  specimens.  The 
coin  isa  rich  greenish  gold  color  with  considerable  reddish  coppertoning  in 
the  letters  and  around  the  devices.  Some  tiny  marks  and  hairlines  but  very 
little  evidence  of  actual  circulation  wear.  Overall,  an  attractive  example  of 
this  very  rare  and  desirable  issue. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1865  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1349.  1865,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fully  struck  from  clashed  dies,  partial  wire  rim.  Superb 
lustre  and  extraordinary  rich  coppery  gold  toning.  The  original,  semi-prooflike  surfa- 
ces have  virtually  no  marks,  hairlines  or  impairments  of  any  kind  and  so  this  specimen 
ranks  as  one  of  the  finer  1 865  Gold  Dollars  that  we  have  seen.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest 
Philadelphia  Mint  Gold  Dollars,  surpassed  in  rarity  by  only  the  1863,  1875  and  1873 
Closed  3. 

1350.  A pair  of  scarce,  low  mintage  Gold  Dollars  dated  1866  and  1879.  The  1866,  of  which 
only  7130  pieces  were  minted,  grades  Uncirculated  60.  It  is  sharply  struck  with  nearly 
full  prooflike  surfaces.  The  1879  grades  Uncirculated  60+  and  has  semi-prooflike 
surfaces.  A mere  3030  Gold  Dollars  were  struck  in  1879,  the  fourth  lowest  mintage  of 
any  Gold  Dollar  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Both  pieces  are  bright  yellow  gold  and 
very  lustrous.  Two  pieces. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1875  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1 351 . 1875,  Gem  Proof  65.  A magnificent  example  of  this  great  rarity,  one  of  the 
finest  of  perhaps  no  more  than  8-10  specimens  known  that  are  not 
impounded  in  such  institutions  as  ANS  and  the  Smithsonian.  This  piece  is 
completely  original  (i.e.  never  cleaned  or  even  “dipped”)  and  it  has  the 
slightly  cloudy  toning  that  is  characteristic  of  such  pieces.  The  strike  is  full 
with  a sharp  wire  rim  all  around,  and  the  deep  golden  toned  surfaces  are 
nearly  pristine.  Like  all  of  the  true  proofs  of  this  date,  this  piece  does  not 
have  the  tiny  raised  “spike”  from  the  throat  that  is  seen  only  on  business 
strikes.  It  is  also  identifiable  by  one  minute  lintmark  (as  made)  behind  the 
head  near  the  top  of  the  headdress. 

The  1875  Gold  Dollar  is  one  of  the  prime  rarities  of  the  series,  second  in 
mint  state  rarity  among  all  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  only  to  the  1 863  and  the 
rarest  in  terms  of  total  population.  It  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Gold 
Dollar  regardless  of  mint;  a mere  420  pieces  were  struck  and  this  ultra  low 
mintage  includes  the  20  proofs.  (Color  Plate) 


1352  1878,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A very  attractive,  original  specimen  with  prooflike 
surfaces,  hazy,  rich  orange  gold  toning,  full  strike  and  denticles  and  no  more  than  a few 
faint  hairlines.  Excellent  overall  appearance.  Very  scarce,  low  mintage  date  with  only 
3020  pieces  struck.

VERY  RARE  PROOF  1880  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1353.  1880,  Gem  Proof  65.  Light,  very  slightly  cloudy  golden  toning  with  just  a 
faint  coppery  cast.  (This  type  of  toning  is  desirable  to  most  numismatists 
because  it  is  an  indication  that  the  coin  has  completely  original  surfaces 
and  has  never  been  cleaned,  dipped  or  tampered  with  in  any  way.)  The 
strike  on  this  coin  is  absolutely  full  and  the  surfaces,  which  have  only  a few 
very  faint  hairlines  under  the  toning,  are  deeply  mirrorlike.  In  the  past,  many 
first  strike,  prooflike  uncirculated  1880  Gold  Dollars  have  been  sold  as 
“proofs”.  True  proofs  like  this  one,  however,  are  really  very  rare  with 
perhaps  no  more  than  20-25  of  the  original  36  proofs  minted  still  in  exist- 
ence. In  January,  a similiar  specimen  realized  $14,850  and  so  this  lovely  and 
desirable  coin  should  bring  a like  amount,  maybe  more. 


1354.  1881,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  boldly  struck  gem  with  deep  mirror-like 
surfaces  and  wire  rims.  The  color  is  a bright  yellow  gold  and  the  lustre  is  superb.  In  the 
past,  specimens  of  this  quality  and  appearance  were  quite  often  mistaken  for  proofs.  A 
very  special  coin  which  is  sure  to  generate  considerable  interest.  Only  7707  minted. 

1355.  1884,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+,  Prooflike.  The  features  are  sharply  struck  and  the 
original  surfaces  exhibit  a deep  prooflike  finish.  The  lustre  is  fantastic  and  the  color  is 
an  attractive  bright  yellow  gold.  Only  a few  light  hairlines  keep  this  lovely  coin  from  a 
higher  grade  classification.  Another  low  mintage  year;  a mere  6236  pieces  were  struck. 


U.S.  QUARTER  EAGLES  ($2V2  GOLD) 

The  following  eleven  (11 ) lots  represent  one  of  the  most  remarkable  offerings  of  early  U.S. 
Quarter  Eagles  in  the  history  of  numismatics.  Although  not  a complete  run,  this  group  is  truly 
amazing  for  the  level  of  quality  it  contains.  No  less  than  four  (4)  pieces  are  unquestioned, 
unrivalled  "Finest  Knowns” (1796  Stars,  1808,  1821,  and  1831  Proof)  while  five  others  (1798, 
1806/5,  1825,  1827  and  1834  With  Motto)  rank  in  the  top  three  or  four  of  their  respective 
issues.  Of  all  the  many  outstanding  sales  of  this  decade,  only  Stack’s  session  of  Auction  ’84 
(where  three  of  these  pieces  were  last  seen)  could  be  considered  comparable  in  terms  of 
quality.  Such  famous  "name”  sales  as  Garrett,  Eliasberg,  Carter  and  Norweb,  while  having 
some  outstanding  pieces  to  be  sure  and  certainly  being  more  complete,  did  not  compare  to 
this  group  with  respect  to  important,  “Finest  Known”,  and  “Condition  Census” specimens.

The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1356.  1796,  With  Stars,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  This  outstanding  coin  is  the 
finest  1796  With  Stars  Quarter  Eagle  known  to  us  by  far.  It  was  obtained  by 
the  consignor  from  Stack’s  session  of  Auction  ’84  (Lot  1365),  where  it 
realized  $74,250  and  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“1796  With  Stars.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  fully  proof  like.  A 
specimen  striking,  and  unquestionably  the  “Finest  Known.”  This 
is  the  second  type  of  quarter  eagle  struck  in  1 796,  and  though  for 
many  years  only  66  were  presumed  to  have  been  struck,  recent 
research  now  states  432  were  coined.  The  researchers,  however, 
now  doubt  if  30  examples  are  extant.  When  generally  seen,  the 
coin  has  characteristic  weakness  at  lower  curls  and  correspond- 
ingly on  reverse.  This  magnificent  coin  does  not  show  any 
weakness,  for  it  is  boldly  struck  with  full  curls  and  sharp  denti- 
cles on  a mirror-like  surface.  Hence  the  conclusion  that  this  was 
intended  for  presentation  and,  therefore,  is  a “Specimen  Strik- 
ing” and  possibly  the  first  impression  from  the  die.  For  accuracy 
of  description  it  does  show  the  die  scratches  at  TATE  on  the 
reverse.  All  specimens  have  these  adjustments.  This  specimen  is 
listed  in  Walter  Breen’s  book  on  the  subject  of  Proof  Coins  along 
with  the  other  two  known  pieces. 

The  coin  is  one  of  the  “prizes”  of  this  sale  and  would  be  the 
prize  of  any  collection.  To  estimate  the  value  would  be  imposs- 
ible for  it  is  virtually  priceless.  Mounted  in  a custom  lucite  holder.

VERY  RARE  1797  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1357.  1797,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with  fully 
prooflike  surfaces  and  incredibly  rich  coppery  gold  toning.  The  surfaces 
have  the  friction  and  marks  one  would  associate  with  the  AU  grade  but  the 
coin  really  presents  an  excellent  overall  appearance.  Head  and  shoulders 
above  the  average  1 797  which  only  grades  VF  or  so.  Note:  The  prominent 
obverse  diebreak  from  Y to  the  last  star  is  present  on  all  known  specimens. 
Auction  records  in  this  grade  reach  $34,000. 

Only  427  Quarter  Eagles  were  minted  in  1797,  one  of  the  lowest  mintage 
figures  of  the  entire  series.  Not  surprisingly  then,  it  is  one  of  the  very  rarest 
dates,  more  rare  than  such  issues  as  the  popular  1796  No  Stars  and  1808 
and  even  slightly  more  rare  than  the  comparable  mintage  1796  With  Stars. 
We  estimate  that  only  20-25  pieces  are  known  and  this  one  definitely  ranks 
in  the  top  five. 


VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1798  QUARTER  EAGLE 


Possibly  Second  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1358.  1798,  Uncirculated  60+.  Four  berries  reverse.  A boldly  struck  specimen  with 
fully  prooflike  surfaces  and  bright  yellow  gold  color.  A few  faint  mint-made 
adjustment  marks  on  both  sides.  Some  light  hairlines  on  the  obverse  but  the 
reverse  is  extremely  choice,  at  least  MS-63,  if  not  finer.  The  striking  detail  is 
just  outstanding  with  full  horizontal  shield  lines,  full  tail  feathers  on  the 
eagle,  clearly  defined  haircurls  on  Miss  Liberty,  etc.  This  is  the  second  finest 
example  of  this  date  that  we  know  of,  surpassed  only  by  the  superb 
specimen  in  a prominent  New  York  type  set. 

The  1798  Quarter  Eagle,  like  all  dates  prior  to  1807,  is  very  rare  in  all 
grades.  A mere  1094  pieces  were  struck  and  probably  only  50-60  still  exist, 
most  in  the  VF  to  EF  grade  range.  (Color  Plate)

EXTREMELY  RARE  1804  13  STARS  REVERSE  $2V2  GOLD 


1359.  1804,  13  Stars  Reverse,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Sharply  struck  and  well  cen- 
tered. Lustrous  with  a considerable  amount  of  the  original  proof  surface  still 
intact.  Attractive  light  greenish  gold  toning.  This  is  one  of  the  great  rarities 
of  the  Quarter  Eagle  series;  in  fact,  it  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins 
regardless  of  denomination.  Walter  Breen  in  his  Encyclopedia  indicates 
“Extremely  rare.  Possibly  9 known.”  Based  on  the  specimens  we  have  seen 
as  well,  that  number  seems  about  right  although  some  experts  feel  that  as 
many  as  12-15  may  exist.  Even  the  most  famous  of  collections  are  usually 
missing  this  issue. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1806/5  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1360.  1806, 6 over  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  55  or  better.  Very,  very  close  to  full  mint 
state  with  no  signs  of  actual  circulation  wear  but  there  are  enough  hairlines 
and  friction  in  the  obverse  fields  to  preclude  our  grading  the  coin  “uncircu- 
lated”. Be  that  as  it  may,  this  is  one  of  the  nicest,  if  not  absolutely  the  finest, 
examples  of  this  extremely  rare  overdate  that  we  have  seen.  It  certainly  tops 
the  Garrett  AU-50  example  Paramount  sold  in  Auction  ’84  and  it  also 
significantly  betters  the  EF-AU  Eliasberg  specimen.  It  is  also  superior  to  the 
Fairfield  Collection  specimen  and  these  three  represent  the  best  examples 
that  have  been  seen  on  the  market  in  the  past  two  decades.  This  piece  is 
very  well  struck  with  fully  prooflike  fields,  great  lustre  and  bright  yellow  gold 
color.  In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  hairlines  on  the  obverse  (the 
reverse  is  fully  mint  state)  there  are  some  light  mint-made  adjustment 
marks,  most  of  which  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  obverse. 

The  1806/5  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  $2^2  series, 
more  rare  than  either  of  the  the  1796  issues  or  the  1797.  It  is  also  consider- 
ably more  rare  than  the  1808.  An  estimated  480  pieces  were  struck  and  it  is 
our  feeling  that  only  17-20  examples  are  still  known,  perhaps  less.

Col.  Green-Dr.  Judd-Jimmy  Hayes  Specimen 


1361.  1808,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A fantastic  coin,  certainly  one  of  the 
highlights  of  this  great  sale.  It  has  long  been  one  of  our  very  favorite  early 
U.S.  gold  coins  (we  have  a large  color  photo  of  it  on  our  office  wall)  and 
other  dealers  and  numismatists  have  told  us  that  they  feel  the  same  way.  A 
look  at  the  coin  will  quickly  tell  you  why,  especially  if  you’re  familiar  with  the 
appearance  of  the  average  1808  Quarter  Eagle.  The  coin  is  well  struck, 
indeed  incredibly  well  struck  for  this  issue,  and  the  mint  lustre  is  excep- 
tional. The  color  is  also  outstanding,  a rich  yellow  gold  with  coppery  toning 
at  the  borders.  A few  faint  adjustment  marks  (mint-made)  are  visible  at  the 
obverse  rim  but  the  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  remarkably  clean  with  no  more 
than  a few  really  trivial  marks. 

This  incredible  coin,  long  regarded  as  by  far  the  Finest  Known  1808 
Quarter  Eagle,  last  appeared  in  Auction  '84  as  Lot  1372  where  it  was 
purchased  by  the  consignor  for  $99,000.  Prior  to  that  it  was  owned  by  U.S. 
Congressman  Jimmy  Hayes,  Dr.  Herbert  Ketterman,  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd, 
and  Col.  Green.  When  Abe  Kosoff  issued  a fixed  price  list  in  1962  of  the 
Judd  Collection,  he  made  the  following  appropriate  comment  about  this 
coin.  "This  is  a dream  coin,  out  of  the  famous  Col.  Green  collection.  Not 
only  is  it  the  rarity  that  it  is,  but  this  is  very  likely  the  finest  specimen  extant. 
To  own  this  gem  is  to  own  a prize  indeed. " 

The  1808  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold  type 
coins.  This  design  was  issued  just  this  one  year  and  only  2710  were 
struck.  Perhaps  as  many  as  1 00  pieces  still  exist  in  all  grades  but  nearly  all 
of  them  grade  only  VForEF.  A relative  few  are  known  in  AU  and  probably 
no  more  than  a handful  of  true  uncs,  none  of  which  even  comes  close  to 
the  overall  quality  of  this  specimen.  Here  is  a numismatic  treasure,  a coin 
that  will  be  the  highlight  of  any  collection,  no  matter  how  advanced.

1821  QUARTER  EAGLE 


The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1362.  1821,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS)  or  better.  Like  the  1808  Quarter  Eagle 
and  1 796  With  Stars  offered  earlier,  this  1 821  is  the  unquestioned,  unrivalled 
Finest  Known  example  of  the  date.  It  is  a famous  pedigreed  specimen  that 
has  always  before  been  incorrectly  called  a “proof”.  It  is  not  a true  proof,  but 
it  is  fully  proof  like  and  in  many  ways  so  similar  to  a proof  in  appearance  that 
it  is  easy  to  see  how  the  mistake  was  made.  We  have  compared  this  piece 
very  closely  to  the  Garrett  specimen  (a  real  proof)  and  when  seen  side-by- 
side,  the  differences  between  the  two  coins  are  quite  apparent. 

In  every  respect,  this  coin  is  a marvel  and  a thrill  to  behold.  It  obviously 
was  made  with  great  care  and  then  preserved  with  equal  care  over  the  past 
168  years.  It  is  boldly  struck  with  deep  mirror  fields,  frosted  devices  and 
superb  rich  golden  toning  highlighted  with  coppery  hues.  For  a gold  coin  of 
this  era,  the  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  absolutely  remarkable  with  no  more 
than  a few  barely  noticeable  marks.  It  could  easily  have  been  graded  a 66 
with  equal  validity.  (Q.  David  Bowers  graded  it  “Proof  67”  in  the  Eliasberg 
sale  ) As  mentioned,  the  pedigree  of  this  coin  is  as  fabulous  as  its  quality.  It 
was  last  seen  in  Auction  ’84  as  Lot  1373  to  which  it  had  been  consigned  by 
U.S.  Congressman  Jimmy  Hayes.  Mr.  Hayes  had  obtained  it  from  the 
Eliasberg  sale  in  1982.  Prior  to  that,  the  coin  had  been  owned  by  John  H. 
Clapp  John  G.  Mills  and  Louis  G.  Parmelee,  the  latter’s  collection  having 
been  sold  in  1890. 

The  1821  is  the  first  year  of  this  type  and,  like  all  of  the  few  dates  with  this 
design,  it  is  rare  and  desirable  in  any  condition.  Only  6448  pieces  were 
struck  ’and  no  more  than  a 100-150  still  exist  in  all  grades  with  the  typical 
1821  grading  EF  or  so.  A small  number  (12-15?)  exist  in  uncirculated 
condition  and  another  6 or  7 in  proof.  Several  of  the  uncs  are  quite  choice 
but  this  specimen  stands  heads  and  shoulders  above  any  of  them.  Not  only 
is  this  the  Finest  Known  1821  Quarter  Eagle  but  it  is  also  one  of  the  most 
Impressive  early  U.S.  gold  coins  in  existence,  regardless  of  date  or  denomi- 
nation.

1825  QUARTER  EAGLE 

Possibly  Second  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1363.  1825,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  sharp  star  and  hair  detail, 
something  rarely  seen  on  dates  of  this  type.  The  obverse  is  fully  prooflike, 
the  reverse  frosty.  The  lustre  and  color  are  both  absolutely  first  rate  and 
there  are  only  a few  very  light  hairlines  (no  nicks  or  abrasions)  on  the 
obverse.  (The  reverse  is  superb.)  This  is  the  second  finest  1825  Quarter 
Eagle  known  to  us,  surpassed  only  by  the  MS-66  example  that  sold  in 
Rarcoa’s  session  of  Auction  ’88  for  $137,500.  This  coin  was  purchased  by 
the  consignor  from  Stack’s  March,  1985  sale(where  it  was  catalogued  as 
“Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated”)  for  a then  record  $55,000.  As  a date,  the  1 825 
is  similar  in  overall  rarity  to  the  1821.  Only  4,434  pieces  were  struck  and 
perhaps  100-150  still  exist,  nearly  all  of  them  in  circulated  condition.

VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1827  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1364.  1827,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Extremely  well  struck  for  the  date.  Most 
1 827  Quarter  Eagles  are  very  bluntly  struck  on  the  obverse,  especially  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  bust,  but  this  piece  has  excellent  detail  there  as  well  as 
very  sharply  defined  stars.  The  surfaces  are  mostly  frosty  but  there  are 
some  partially  prooflike  areas  as  well.  This  is  a completely  original  coin  with 
superb  lustre  and  outstanding  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  coppery 
orange  toning  in  the  letters.  Just  a few  trivial  bagmarks  away  from  the  gem 
category  and  thus  a strong  candidate  for  “Finest  Known”.  (At  least,  we  have 
never  seen  or  heard  of  a superior  specimen.) 

Like  all  Quarter  Eagles  of  this  type  and  era,  the  1827  is  really  a very  rare 
and  desirable  issue  in  all  grades.  Only  2800  pieces  were  struck  and  most 
were  later  withdrawn  from  circulation  and  melted  in  1 834  or  shortly  thereaf- 
ter. Most  known  specimens  grade  from  VF  to  Ail  and  only  a very  small 
number  (10-12  perhaps)  are  known  in  full  mint  state,  virtually  none  of  those 
anywhere  near  as  choice  as  this  one.  (Color  Plate)

1365.  1831,  Gem  Proof  66  (NGC).  A superb,  virtually  flawless  gem  proof  that  is 
very  nearly  “as  struck.”  It  is  truly  amazing  that  a proof  gold  coin  could  have 
survived  the  past  158  years  in  such  a remarkable  state  of  preservation.  The 
head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are  lightly  frosted  and  stand  out  against  the 
deep  mirror  fields  to  give  the  coin  a beautiful  cameo  effect.  The  lustre  is 
exceptional  and  the  color  is  a marvelous  deep  yellow  gold.  The  quality  of 
this  coin  is  so  exceptional  that  it  surpasses  most  Liberty  Head  Quarter 
Eagles  we  have  seen  that  were  struck  decades  later.  This  is  the  finest  1831 
proof  Quarter  Eagle  we  are  aware  of  and  it  is  at  least  the  equal  of  any  other 
proof  of  this  type,  regardless  of  date,  that  we  have  seen.  Ex  Grant  Pierce 
Sale,  Lot  1085.  Later  owned  by  Dr.  Herbert  Ketterman  and  U.S.  Congress- 
man Jimmy  Hayes. 

The  number  of  proof  Quarter  Eagles  struck  in  1831  is  not  known  because 
records  of  proofs  and  special  strikings  were  not  kept  until  at  least  1858. 
However,  it  is  probable  that  fewer  than  ten  pieces  were  minted,  with  only 
five  or  six  still  in  existence,  several  of  which  are  impaired.  In  the  last  three 
decades  only  this  proof  has  been  offered  for  sale,  either  at  public  auction  or 
privately.  One  other  specimen,  the  Eliasberg  example,  was  called  a proof, 
but  comparison  with  this  coin  would  quickly  show  that  it  is  not  a true  proof, 
but  instead  is  a very  choice  proof  like  business  strike.  The  importance  of  this 
coin  cannot  be  overstated,  and  after  it  sells  at  this  sale,  another  could  not  be 
obtained  for  twice  what  it  brings  here.  In  fact,  it  may  be  a generation  or  more 
before  another  is  available  at  any  price.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1834  WITH  MOTTO  $2V2 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1366.  1834,  With  Motto,  Uncirculated  60+.  Very  sharply  struck  except  on  the 
highest  points  of  the  haircurls.  Broad  obverse  rims,  a sharp,  square  edge 
and  a partial  wire  rim.  Deeply  prooflike  surfaces  that  have  some  light 
hairlines  and  friction  and  superb  rich  orange  and  coppery  gold  toning.  Ex 
Auction  ’85,  Lot  367;  earlier  from  Stack’s  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  Collection  Sale 
(1968),  the  Grant  Pierce  Sale  (Stack’s,  1 965)  and  the  BeldenRoach  Sale  (B. 
Max  Mehl,  1 944)  where  it  was  called,  in  Mehl’s  inimitable,  hyperbolic  style,  a 
“Brilliant  semi-proof.  Originally  purchased  as  a perfect  proof.  Perfect  in 
every  respect.”  This  may  well  be  the  finest  known  business  strike,  slightly 
superior  to  the  Garrett  specimen  Paramount  sold  in  Auction  ’82. 

The  1834  With  Motto  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  Quarter  Eagle  series’ 
major  and  most  famous  rarities.  Qnly  4000  pieces  were  struck  but  most 
were  never  released  into  circulation  because  their  bullion  value  exceeded 
the  face  value.  Instead,  they  were  melted  and  the  gold  was  used  to  mint  new 
gold  coins  of  the  new  design  and  specifications  and  reduced  gold  content. 
Contrary  to  Walter  Breen’s  statement  in  his  Encyclopedia  (page  490)  that 
“several  survivors  originated  as  proofs,  and  not  impossibly  all  did;  no  mint 
state  business  strike  is  known”,  it  is  our  feeling  that  nearly  all  the  survivors 
are  business  strikes.  Neither  the  Garrett  nor  the  Ellasberg  specimens  were 
proofs  (although  they  were  catalogued  as  such)  but  instead,  like  this  one, 
were  highly  prooflike  business  strikes.  The  number  known  is  small,  prob- 
ably less  than  20  pieces,  and  this  one  is  the  finest  known  to  us.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE 
1848  CAL  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1367.  1848,  CAL,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  except  for  the  haircurls 
below  Miss  Liberty’s  ear,  and  on  the  eagle’s  leg.  The  obverse  is  partially 
prooflike  and  partially  satiny  while  the  reverse  is  almost  fully  prooflike. 
Planchet  striae  are  noticeable  in  the  fields  as  they  are  on  nearly  all  speci- 
mens. A completely  original  coin  in  all  respects  with  excellent  lustre  and 
natural  greenish  gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  and  virtually 
mark-free.  Unquestionably  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  popu- 
lar rarity.  Ex  Garrett  Collection  Sale  (Bowers  and  Ruddy,  1980),  Lot  762, 
where  it  realized  $70,000.  Earlier,  it  was  in  the  Col.  James  W.  Ellsworth 
Collection  until  1923  when  it  was  purchased  by  Garrett. 

The  story  behind  the  1848  CAL.  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing and  often  quoted  in  numismatics.  (We  highly  recommend  the  lengthy 
description  written  by  Q.  David  Bowers  when  he  catalogued  the  piece  in 
1980).  The  letters  CAL.  were  punched  into  the  field  above  the  eagle  to 
designate  that  these  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck  from  the  first  gold  shipped 
to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  California.  Reportedly,  1389  such  pieces  were 
struck,  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  of  the  entire  Quarter  Eagle  series.  In  the 
past,  some  have  been  called  "Proofs” due  to  their  prooflike  surfaces  but,  in 
our  opinion,  none  are  true  proofs.  A small  number  of  very  choice  examples 
exist  (possibly  the  finest  being  the  specimen  sold  by  Superior  in  January, 
1989)  and  this  is  certainly  one  of  the  best  of  them.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  PROOF  1881  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1368.  1881,  Gem  Proof  66.  A magnificent  specimen,  at  least  the  equal  of  any  proof 
of  this  rare  date  that  we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  incredibly  well  struck  with  a 
sharp,  square  edge  and  a high  wire  rim.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrorlike  and 
the  devices  are  frosted  giving  the  coin  a superb,  two  tone  cameo  appear- 
ance. The  color  is  a rich  orange  gold  with  coppery  toning  near  the  rims. 
Overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  just  outstanding.  Ex  Auction  '82  at 
$10,500,  earlier  from  the  Garrett  Sale  (Stack’s,  1976)  where  it  realized  $6250, 
a price  three  to  four  times  that  of  a “common  date”  proof  Quarter  Eagle  and 
a similar  price  to  what  was  realized  by  gem  proof  late  date  Double  Eagles  in 
that  sale.  (Color  Plate) 


A SECOND  GEM  PROOF  1881  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1369.  1881,  Gem  Proof  65+.  As  sharply  struck  as  any  proof  could  possibly  be.  The 
edge  is  sharp  and  square  and  there  is  a full,  wire  rim  on  both  sides.  Every 
design  detail  is  bold  and  well  defined.  The  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are 
highly  frosted  and  the  proof  fields  are  very  mirrorlike  with  great  “depth.” 
The  overall  effect  of  this  contrast  between  devices  and  fields  is  that  the  coin 
has  a beautiful  cameo  appearance.  The  color  is  a superb  deep  yellow  gold 
with  a slight  coppery  tint  and  the  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  and  nearly 
pristine.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  of  approximately  two  dozen  proof 
survivors.  Not  only  is  this  issue  very  rare  as  a Proof,  but  it  is  also  a major 
rarity  as  a business  strike;  only  640  pieces  were  struck  for  commerical 
purposes  in  addition  to  just  51  proofs.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  CERTIFIED  GEM  1894  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1370.  1894,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  with  highly  lustrous, 
semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  superb  orange  gold  color.  Great  original  “look” 
with  a slight  cloudiness  to  the  surfaces.  The  reverse  is  pristine,  the  obverse 
very  nearly  so.  This  is  a rare,  low  mintage  date;  only  4000  were  struck  for 
general  circulation  and  pieces  of  this  quality  are  decidedly  rare. 


1371.  1897,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Boldly  struck  with  superb  lustre,  satiny  surfaces, 
and  lovely  light  rose  gold  color.  A few  tiny  obverse  marks  away  from  being  a full  gem. 
Excellent  general  appearance. 


1372.  1905,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  A lustrous,  sharply  struck  specimen  with 
satiny  surfaces  and  relatively  few  marks.  Bright  yellow  gold  color  with  some  coppery 
highlights. 

1373.  A trio  of  beautiful,  choice  mint  state  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagles  including  1908, 1915 
and  1 929.  All  three  pieces  grade  Choice  Uncirculated  63  or  so.  Each  is  fully  struck  and 
exhibits  full  original  lustre  and  rich  medium  gold  color.  Three  pieces. 
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RARE  AND  POPULAR  1911-D  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1374.  1911-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fully  struck  with  a bold  mintmark  and  the 
diagnostic  partial  wire  rim  from  12  to  3 o’clock  on  the  obverse.  For  a 191 1-D, 
the  lustre  is  exceptional  and  the  color  is  a beautiful  orange  tinged  gold.  The 
surfaces  of  the  coin,  particularly  on  the  reverse,  are  of  outstanding  quality 
and  no  more  than  a few  really  trivial  marks  are  evident.  Except  for  the 
incomparable  Haber  specimen  we  sold  in  Auction  ’88,  this  is  as  choice  as 
any  1911-D  Quarter  Eagle  we  have  seen  at  auction  in  the  past  couple  of 
years.  With  only  55,780  pieces  minted,  the  1911-D  is  by  far  the  rarest  issue 
of  the  type  and  mint  state  specimens,  especially  gem  quality  ones,  are  both 
rare  and  in  great  demand. 


GEM  PROOF  1913  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1375.  1913,  Gem  Proof  65.  A very  attractive  specimen  with  the  usual  khaki/golden 
orange  color  that  is  characteristic  of  1 91 3 matte  proofs,  all  gold  denomina- 
tions. The  obverse  is  nearly  superb  and  the  reverse  is  also  extremely  choice 
except  for  a thin  vertical  hairline  below  the  first  A in  AMERICA.  Of  the  165 
proofs  minted,  it  is  our  estimate  that  only  50-60  still  exist  today. 


1376.  1913,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous  with 
almost  none  of  the  granularity  often  seen  on  this  issue.  Attractive  medium  yellow  gold 
color.  A scarce  and  underrated  issue  in  this  grade  and  extremely  difficult  to  locate  any 
better.  (Plate) 
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U.S.  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECES 


VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1856  $3  GOLD 


1 377.  1 856,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A bit  softly  struck  on  the  feathers  at  the  top  of 
the  headdress  and  on  the  lowest  haircurls  but  generally  sharp  elsewhere. 
Very  clean,  satiny  surfaces  that  have  a soft,  subdued  but  natural  lustre  and 
attractive,  original  light  orange  gold  and  rose  toning.  Finer  overall  than  the 
example  in  our  session  of  Auction  ’88  and  thus  one  of  the  choicest  exam- 
ples known  of  this  rare  and  underrated  date. 


1378.  1860,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a full  original  mint  lustre  and 
brilliance.  A touch  of  light  rose  colored  toning  around  the  letters  and  devices.  A rare 
date  in  this  grade;  only  7155  pieces  were  struck  and  most  of  those  still  in  existence  are 
well  circulated. 


1379.  1861,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  original,  semi-prooflike  specimen  with  attractive 
medium  gold  and  rose  toning.  Sharply  struck  with  a lustrous,  lightly  striated  planchet. 
The  reverse  of  the  coin  is  virtually  gem  quality  but  a few  minor  marks  and  hairlines  on 
the  obverse  keep  the  coin  from  an  even  higher  grade  than  the  63  grade  we  have  given  it. 
Of  comparable  rarity  to  the  1860  just  offered;  only  6072  pieces  were  struck.

UNCIRCULATED  1865  $3  GOLD 

Possibly  Third  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1380.  1865,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A truly  remarkable  example  of  one  of  the 
rarest  issues  of  the  entire  $3  series.  The  coin  is  fully  struck  with  partially 
prooflike,  partially  striated  fields  that  have  no  more  than  an  few  insignificant 
hairlines.  The  color  is  a natural,  rich  orange  gold  and  the  lustre  beneath  the 
slightly  hazy  toning  is  excellent.  Without  previous  auction  record  or  pedi- 
gree, this  coin  was  purchased  by  this  cataloguer  at  a New  York  coin  show  a 
few  years  ago  along  with  two  similar  quality  1 865  Gold  Dollars.  Reportedly 
they  had  been  obtained  from  someone  in  Pennsylvania  who  claimed  they 
had  been  in  the  family  since  the  year  of  issue.  It  is  impossible  to  justify  that 
claim,  but  the  appearance  of  the  coins  certainly  makes  it  seem  possible. 

The  1865  Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece  is  a major  rarity  in  full  mint  state.  Only 
1140  pieces  were  struck  for  general  circulation  and  most  of  them  must  have 
been  used  for  that  purpose  since  VF  and  EF  coins  are  the  typical  quality 
seen.  In  addition  to  a few  MS-60  to  63  examples,  we  know  of  only  four 
specimens  of  the  1865  $3  Gold  that  have  legitimate  claims  to  gem  status.  We 
are  very  familiar  with  all  four  and  list  them  here  in  descending  order  of 
quality,  i.e.  the  “best”  is  listed  first. 

1.  The  E.  Yale  Clarke- Auction  ’81  specimen.  Probably  the  same  as  the 
Milton  Flolmes  specimen.  Now  owned  by  David  W.  Akers. 

2.  The  1986  FUN  Sale  specimen.  Lot  2014.  Same  current  owner. 

3.  This  specimen,  reportedly  from  a family  in  Pennsylvania. 

4.  The  “Connoiseur”  Collection  example.  Lot  344.  Purchased  by  Dr. 
Philip  Weinstein  from  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  in  the 
mid-1970’s.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1866  $3  GOLD 


1381.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A beautiful  example  of  this  rare  date,  struck  in 
rich  orange  gold.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  coin  has  superb  lustre  and 
very  clean,  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  The  planchet  is  lightly  striated  as  are 
virtually  all  known  specimens  of  this  date  and  era  (1861-1867).  One  of  the 
finest  1 866  Three  Dollar  Gold  Pieces  we  have  seen;  its  lustre,  color,  vibrance 
and  originality  are  all  outstanding. 

The1 866  is  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  1 865 just  offered  from  a total  mint  state 
population  standpoint,  but  true  gems  are  very  nearly  as  rare.  Only  4030 
examples  of  this  date  were  struck,  including  proofs,  and  although  an  MS-60 
to  63  quality  example  is  occasionally  seen,  a real  gem  like  this  is  a major 
rarity  with  perhaps  no  more  than  8-10  such  specimens  known.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1871  $3  GOLD 


1382.  1871,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Highly  lustrous,  partially  proof  I ike  surfaces.  Well  struck 
with  full  original  brilliance  and  beautiful  medium  orange  gold  color.  Some  light  hair- 
lines and  tiny  abrasions  on  the  obverse,  virtually  none  on  the  reverse.  A very  rare  date; 
only  1300  business  strikes  were  minted  plus  30  proofs.

1 383.  1886,  Gem  Proof  65.  Boldly  struck  with  a sharp,  square  edge  and  just  a trace 
of  a fine  wire  rim.  Brilliant  and  lustrous  with  very  clean  surfaces  and  a bright 
yellow  gold  color.  The  lightly  frosted  head  and  wreath  give  the  coin  a 
moderate  cameo  effect.  Only  142  proofs  of  this  date  were  struck  and  only  an 
estimated  60-70  still  exist;  this  coin  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  of  those 
survivors.  Ex  Kaufman  Collection  Sale  (Rarcoa,  1978).  (Color  Plate) 


1384.  1887,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A lustrous,  semi-prooflike  specimen  with  a very 
sharp  strike  and  beautiful  coppery  gold  toning.  Some  very  light  hairlines,  mostly  on  the 
obverse,  but  virtually  no  nicks  or  abrasions.  Excellent  overall  appearance.  Only  6160 
pieces  struck. 


1385.  1888,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Satiny  surfaces  that  have  excellent  lustre  and  beautiful 
medium  orange  gold  toning.  Light  bagmarks  and  faint  hairlines  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse,  none  serious.  Low  mintage  date,  as  are  all  $3  Gold  Pieces  after  1 878;  only  5291 
pieces  struck. 
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U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 

1386.  1800,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A sharply  struck  and  well  centered  specimen  with  deep 
coppery  gold  and  purple  toning.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1808/7  HALF  EAGLE 


1387.  1808, 8 over  7,  Uncirculated  60+  or  better.  A highly  lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with 
very  attractive  light  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning.  Some  very  faint  mint-made 
adjustment  marks  at  the  lower  left  obverse  rim.  Minimal  hairlines  or  marks  and  the 
overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is  sufficiently  excellent  that  grading  it  “Choice  BU” 
would  not  be  unrealistic. 

This  overdate  is  very  rare  and  underrated,  particularly  in  full  mint  state.  In  fact,  except 
forthe  two  Small  5 varieties  of  1 81 0,  this  is  the  rarest  issue  of  this  type  from  1807to  1812. 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1812  HALF  EAGLE 


1388.  1812,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  highly  lustrous  specimen  with 
beautiful  medium  yellow  gold  toning  with  a few  coppery  and  violet  high- 
lights on  the  reverse.  The  centering  is  excellent  and  the  denticles  are  broad 
and  even  all  around.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  extremely  clean  with 
virtually  no  marks,  nicks,  abrasions  or  hairlines  of  any  kind.  Undoubtedly 
one  of  the  finest  1812  Half  Eagles  in  existence. 

In  terms  of  overall  rarity,  the  1812  is  one  of  the  more  common  of  the  early 
Half  Eagles  from  1795-1834.  In  fact,  we  rank  It  55th  out  of  the  60  issues. 
However,  there  is  really  very  little  difference  between  the  rarity  of  this  date 
and  the  rarity  of  the  1807, 1808,  1 809/8  and  1 81 0 Large  Date,  Large  5.  Gems 
of  all  of  these  dates  are  very  rare,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  only  one  coin 
of  this  type,  an  1807,  has  been  graded  “ MS-65'’  by  either  principal  grading 
service  as  of  April  1,  1989.  With  the  current  demand  for  top  grade  early  U.S. 
gold  coins,  it  would  not  surprise  us  to  see  this  coin  realize  a very  high  five 
figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1826  HALF  EAGLE 


1389.  1826,  Almost  Uncirculated  53  (NGC).  Unusually  well  struck  for  the  date 
with  all  of  the  haircurls  around  Liberty’s  face  sharply  defined.  Every  star  has 
its  full  radial  lines  and  the  eagle’s  feathers  show  complete  detail.  The  lustre 
is  very  good  and  the  color  is  a rich  orange  gold.  Some  light  hairlines  and 
minor  marks  but  really  very  clean  and  attractive  for  the  grade. 

The  1826  is  one  of  the  many  rare  dates  of  this  type  that  were  issued  from 
1813-1829.  An  estimated  30-35  pieces  are  known  and  so  this  date  is 
actually  quite  a bit  more  rare  than  the  1813,  181413,  1818,  1820  or  the  1823. 


VERY  CHOICE  1834  NO  MOTTO  HALF  EAGLE 


1390.  1834,  No  Motto,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Well  struck  for  the  issue 
although  there  is  a little  softness  on  the  highest  points  of  the  haircurls 
around  the  face.  The  fields  are  fully  prooflike  and  the  head  and  eagle  are 
lightly  frosted  giving  the  coin  somewhat  of  a cameo  effect.  The  color  is  very 
attractive,  a deep  gold  with  some  copper  toning  near  the  rims.  Quality  of  the 
surfaces  is  excellent  with  only  a few  trivial  marks  and  hairlines.  Coins  of  this 
short-lived  type  (1834-1838)  are  seldom  seen  in  this  high  grade  and 
because  of  their  desirability  as  type  coins,  this  specimen  should  easily  bring 
a five  figure  bid. 
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GEM  MINT  STATE  1841  HALF  EAGLE 


1391.  1841,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  piece  was  obtained  by  the  consignor  at 
Stack’s  May,  1 985  Sale  (Lot  804)  for  $30,800,  a record  price  at  the  time.  The 
coin  was  catalogued  by  Norman  Stack  as  follows: 

“1841  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  prooflike  and  frosty.  A needle- 
sharp  strike  in  greenish  yellow  gold.  This  pristine  example  is 
more  than  likely  from  our  Grant  Pierce  Sale  in  1965  and  could 
quite  possibly  be  the  “Finest  Known”.  Frankly,  this  cataloguer 
cannot  imagine  what  a better  coin  would  look  like.” 

The  1841  Half  Eagle  is  a very  rare,  low  mintage  date.  Only  15,833  pieces 
were  struck  and  most  known  examples  grade  only  VF  or  EF.  A small 
"hoard”  of  uncs  turned  up  around  1953  but  all  of  them  (10-15  pieces)  were 
of  average  MS-60  to  63  quality.  This  is  not  one  of  the  "hoard”  and  it  is 
matched  in  overall  quality  only  by  one  other  example,  a superb  piece  in  a 
prominent  Midwest  collection.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1848  HALF  EAGLE 


1392.  1848,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A completely  original  coin  with  a full  strike  and 
terrific  lustre  and  color.  A few  light  hairlines  and  marks  can  be  seen  on  the  obverse  but 
the  reverse  is  virtually  gem  quality.  No  Motto  Half  Eagles  of  this  high  quality  are  very 
rare  and  underrated. 
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POSSIBLY  UNIQUE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1874  HALF  EAGLE 


1393.  1874,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  The  “Finest  Known”  business  strike  of  this 
very  rare  date,  unequalled  and  unapproached  by  any  other  specimen 
known  to  us.  In  fact,  this  is  the  only  strictly  uncirculated  1874  Half  Eagle  we 
have  ever  seen.  It  is  a magnificent  specimen  in  all  respects,  fully  struck  and 
almost  fully  prooflike  except  for  some  patches  of  mint  frost.  The  coin  has 
blazing  mint  lustre  and  brilliance  and  excellent  color.  A few  hairlines  and 
small  abrasions  are  visible  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  essentially  gem 
quality.  The  reverse  has  a myriad  of  raised  die  scratches  indicating  the  dies 
were  highly  polished  prior  to  striking. 

The  1874  is  a very  rare  date  in  all  grades.  Only  3508  pieces  were  struck 
and  most  survivors  grade  only  VF  or  EF  and  even  pieces  of  that  low  quality 
are  seldom  available.  In  the  past  seven  decades,  the  only  other  auction 
record  for  an  "Uncirculated”  1874  Half  Eagle  was  in  the  "World’s  Greatest 
Collection”  Sale  of  1946.  (We  do  not  know  if  that  piece  was  really  an  unc  or  if 
it  was  the  same  piece  as  the  one  offered  here.)  Because  it  is  not  a full  gem, 
this  piece  will  not,  unfortunately,  receive  all  the  attention  it  deserves.  But  it  is 
really  one  of  the  rarest  coins  in  this  entire  sale  and  probably  could  not  be 
duplicated  at  any  price.  (Color  Plate)

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EXTREMELY  RARE  1875  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 
One  Of  Only  8-10  Known  Proofs 


1394.  1875,  Very  Choice  Proof  64  or  better.  Sharply  struck  in  rich  yellow  gold  with 
deep  mirror  fields  and  satiny  head  and  eagle.  Most  of  the  apparent  “hair- 
lines” are  not  really  hairlines  at  all  but  rather  are  planchet  lines  and  raised 
die  scratches.  There  are,  however,  a few  faint  hairlines  as  well,  but  overall 
the  coin  is  really  a virtual  gem.  This  is  the  famous  Harold  S.  Bareford 
specimen,  sold  with  his  gold  collection  in  December,  1978  for  $76,000,  an 
enormous  amount  of  money  for  a coin  in  that  market.  Prior  to  being  in  the 
Bareford  collection,  it  was  in  King  Farouk’s  collection. 

Only  200  business  strikes  and  20  proofs  were  struck  of  the  1875  Half 
Eagle,  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  U.S.  gold  coin  after  the  Eagle  of  the 
same  date.  Today,  approximately  5-6  business  strikes  are  known  (none 
better  than  AU-50)  and  perhaps  8-  10  proofs,  of  which  this  is  one  of  the 
three  or  four  finest.  An  EF-40  1875  brought  $35,750  in  Paramount's  session 
of  Auction  '87  and  another  EF  realized  $35,200  in  a November,  1988  Bowers 
& Merena  Sale,  but  no  1875  Half  Eagle  in  proof  has  been  offered  at  public 
sale  in  the  past  two  years  since  the  market  has  become  so  strong.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  important  and  famous  of  all  U.S.  gold  proof  issues  and  we 
anticipate  that  it  will  bring  close  to  a six  figure  winning  bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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FINEST  KNOWN  1876-CC  HALF  EAGLE 


1395.  1876-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  has  long  been  one  of  our  very  favorite 
coins,  ever  since  we  first  saw  it  in  the  Eliasberg  Sale  back  in  1982.  It  is  so 
much  better  than  any  other  1876-CC  Half  Eagle  that  to  call  it  only  the 
“Finest  Known”  doesn’t  seem  to  do  it  justice.  In  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclope- 
dia he  notes  that  this  issue  is  “Prohibitively  rare  above  EF”  and  then  goes  on 
to  mention  this  piece  specifically.  We  have  never  seen  another  example  that 
graded  as  high  as  MS-60  and  so  it  is  our  feeling  that  this  coin  is  not  only 
UNIQUE  in  this  gem  condition  but  possibly  unique  in  mint  state  as  well.  Ex 
Eliasberg  (1982),  Clapp  (1942),  Chapman  Bros.  (1893). 

Quality-wise,  this  coin  leaves  little  to  be  desired.  It  is  fully  struck  with 
lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  superb  coppery  gold  toning.  Under  a 
glass,  a few  stray  hairlines  can  be  seen  but  absolutely  no  nicks,  bagmarks  or 
abrasions.  This  would  be  called  a "gem”  if  it  were  a common  1901 -S.  In  the 
Eliasberg  sale  in  1982,  this  1876-CC  realized  $26,400  compared  to  $19,800 
for  the  perfect  1894-S  that  we  later  sold  in  Auction  ’88  for  $115,500.  In 
today’s  market,  quality,  particularly  near  perfect  quality  like  the  1894-S  has, 
overshadows  all  else  and  so  we  don’t  expect  this  1876-CC  to  realize  now 
what  the  1894-S  did.  However,  as  Q.  David  Bowers  said  in  1982  in  the 
Eliasberg  catalogue,  ‘‘this  certainly  will  be  one  of  the  issues  attracting  the 
greatest  attention  (in  this  sale).  Everyone  likes  to  own  something  no  one 
else  has,  and  here  is  a good  opportunity.  ” On  that  basis,  a bid  in  the  mid-five 
figure  range  will  probably  be  required  to  buy  this  coin.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  PROOF  1877  HALF  EAGLE 


The  Red  Book  Plate  Coin 


1396.  1877,  Gem  Proof  65.  This  coin  is  from  Auction  ’80,  Lot  939,  where  it  realized 
$27,000  and  was  catalogued  in  part  as  follows; 

“Superb  orange  gold  toning  and  very  high  quality  surfaces.  The 
strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  coin  has  a full  wire  rim.  Exceptional 
quality  for  a proof  gold  coin  of  this  period. 

The  1877  Half  Eagle  is  very  rare  in  any  condition  and 
extremely  rare  in  proof.  A mere  20  proofs  were  struck  and  we 
doubt  if  more  than  8-10  still  exist  today.  ” 

In  the  Connoisseur  Collection  Sale  of  January,  1989,  the  Eliasberg  spec- 
imen, of  similar  quality  and  appearance,  realized  $41,800  and  so  this  speci- 
men should  realize  that  much  or  more.  (Color  Plate) 


1397.  An  attractive  pair  of  choice  mint  state  Liberty  Head  Half  Eagles  including:  1880,  Choice 
Uncirculated  63.  A beautiful,  highly  lustrous  coin,  fully  struck  in  a lovely  pink  shaded 
gold  color.  The  second  piece  in  this  lot  is  a 1903-S  in  Choice  Uncirculated  63+ 
condition.  It  has  lovely,  original,  satinlike  surfaces  with  gorgeous  light  rose  gold  toning. 
It  is  only  a few  very  minor  marks  away  from  the  gem  category.  Neither  is  a particularly 
difficult  date  to  locate,  but  both  are  surprisingly  hard  to  find  this  nice.  Two  pieces. 


VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1893-0  HALF  EAGLE 


1398.  1893-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A well  struck,  satiny  specimen  with  full  mint 
lustre  and  brilliant  light  yellow  gold  color.  A very  thin  diecrack  connects  the  stars  on  the 
obverse.  Only  a few  light  bagmarks,  nearly  all  on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  is  virtually 
superb.  We  cannot  recall  seeing  a finer  1893-0  Half  Eagle  than  this  one  and  feel  that  it 
may  bring  close  to  five  figures.  Walter  Breen  in  his  Encyclopedia  correctly  notes  that 
the  1893-0  is  “usually  EF  or  AU;  rare  UNC.” 
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VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1895-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1399.  1895-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces.  Soft 
yellow  gold  color  with  some  darker  toning  around  the  letters  and  devices.  The  reverse 
is  nearly  pristine  and  the  obverse  has  only  a few  barely  noticeable  marks.  Superior  to 
the  Eliasberg  specimen,  the  only  other  high  grade  example  of  this  date  that  has  been 
on  the  market  in  many  years.  This  is  a very  rare  and  underrated  date.  Only  11 2,000  were 
minted  and  the  issue  was  obviously  intended  and  used  for  circulation  because  nearly 
all  known  examples  are  only  VF  or  EF.  Even  in  MS-60  this  date  is  rare  and,  in  this 
condition,  it  is  prohibitively  rare,  if  not  unique. 

1400.  A group  of  three  (3)  scarce  date  Liberty  Head  Half  Eagles.  Included  are  the  following 
dates:  1 895-S,  1 898-S  and  1 900-S.  The  latter  two  coins  grade  Uncirculated  60  and  are 
rarely  encountered  in  full  mint  state.  The  rare  1895-S  is  a “slider”  grading  Almost 
Uncirculated  58.  The  1895-S  and  1900-S  are  especially  low  mintage  issues,  112,000 
and  329,000  minted  respectively,  and  they  are  seldom  found  in  grades  much  better 
than  Extremely  Fine.  Three  pieces. 


MAGNIFICENT  1897-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1401.  1897-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A superb,  nearly  flawless  example  of  this 
rare  issue.  It  is  fully  struck  with  super  lustrous,  rich  golden  toned,  satiny 
surfaces.  There  is  a milling  mark  in  the  right  reverse  field  by  the  arrowheads 
but  the  surfaces  are  otherwise  clean  and  unmarked.  We  have  seen  a few 
other  1 897-S  Half  Eagles  of  equal  technical  quality  but  never  one  with  more 
vibrance  and  “eye  appeal”.  The  mintage  of  this  issue  was  only  moderately 
small,  354,000  pieces,  but  clearly  the  issue  was  meant  and  actually  used  for 
widespread  circulation  because  most  known  specimens  are  well  circulated. 
In  fact,  in  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  he  notes  that  the  1897-S  is  “very  rare  above 
AU,  Ex  rare  in  UNC”,  an  observation  with  which  we  fully  concur.

Possibly  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1 402.  1898-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  An  incredible  quality  coin  that  ranks  as  the 
finest  1 898-S  Half  Eagle  that  we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  finer  than  the  Eliasberg 
specimen  that  realized  $14,250  back  in  1982  when  the  market  was  relatively 
weak  as  well  as  all  others  that  have  appeared  since.  This  coin  was  obtained 
by  the  consignor  from  Auction  ’85  (Lot  442)  where  it  realized  a then  record 
$22,000.  It  is  fully  struck  with  amazing  lustre  and  color  and  essentially 
flawless  satiny  surfaces.  The  “eye  appeal”  of  this  specimen  is  just  fabulous 
and  we  anticipate  very  active  bidding,  possibly  in  excess  of  its  previous 
record  price.

1 405.  1909-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  This  coin  is  truly  extraordinary,  the  finest  to 
appear  on  the  market  in  over  30  years!  It  is  sharply  struck  with  full  mint  lustre 
and  incredibly  beautiful  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  of 
the  coin  are  completely  “original”  and  have  only  a few,  totally  insignificant 
marks.  We  have  added  a to  the  conservative  MS-65  grade  Q.  David 
Bowers  applied  to  this  coin  when  cataloguing  it  for  the  epic  Eliasberg  sale 
because  we  feel  that  it  is  really  at  the  highest  end  of  the  65  grade  range.  In 
our  opinion,  this  is  a coin  that  could  not  be  duplicated  at  any  price.  Ex 
Auction  ’83,  Lot  404,  where  it  realized  $46,750.  Earlier,  from  the  Eliasberg 
Sale,  Lot  623,  where  it  realized  $30,800.  Previously,  it  was  in  the  John  Clapp 
Collection.  Clapp  obtained  it  in  the  year  of  issue  from  J.C.  Mitchelson. 

The  1909-0  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  U.S.  20th  Century  gold  issues. 
Only  34,200  were  minted  and  most  known  examples  grade  no  better  than 
VF  or  EF.  An  occasional  A U is  available  but  strictly  uncirculated  examples 
are  extremely  rare.  In  the  past  thirty  plus  years,  the  only  other  really  nice 
1909-0  to  appear  on  the  market  was  the  Kruthoffer- Auction  79  specimen. 
Although  that  coin  is  far  better  than  anything  else  we've  seen  in  years,  it  is 
certainly  no  match  for  this  coin.  In  fact,  the  only  other  1909-0  Flalf  Eagle  of 
comparable  quality  that  we  know  of  is  the  Lilly  specimen  permanently 
impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.

1406.  1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  This  is  the  magnificent  Robert  Kruthoffer  Sale 
specimen  (Lot  8,  envelope  included)  where  we  catalogued  it  for  Paramount 
as  follows: 

“1910,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  67.  A nearly  perfect  Indian 
Head  Half  Eagle!  The  strike,  color,  lustre  and  surfaces  leave 
almost  nothing  to  be  desired.  This  coin,  and  the  1 909,  are  the  two 
finest  in  the  set  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  quality.  This  date  is 
common  in  the  lower  grades  but  in  superb  condition  it  is 
genuinely  rare.  Theconsignor  paid  a record  $15,000  for  this  coin 
at  Auction  ’80  where  it  appeared  as  Lot  414.” 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1910-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1407.  1910-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this 
very  rare  date,  not  distinctly  surpassed  by  any  other  specimen  known  to 
us.  The  coin  is  fully  struck  with  a sharply  defined  mintmark  and  full  feather 
detail,  both  on  the  Indian’s  headdress  and  on  the  eagle.  The  satiny  sur- 
faces are  extremely  lustrous  and  nearly  mark-free  and  display  a beautiful 
light  coppery  and  orange  gold  color.  Although  this  issue  is  only  moder- 
ately rare  in  the  lower  mint  state  grades,  in  true  gem  condition  it  is 
extremely  rare  with  probably  no  more  than  8-10  such  specimens  in  exist- 
ence.

1408.  1912,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fully  struck  gem  with  fantastic  lustre  and  original  color,  a 
beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange.  The  surfaces  have  no  more  than  a couple  of  trivial 
marks  and  the  overall  appearance  and  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  are  really  excellent. 
Readily  obtainable  in  the  lower  mint  state  grades  but  gems  of  this  caliber  are  very  rare. 


1409.  1913-S,  Uncirculated  62  (NGC).  No  “gift”  on  this  grade  (compare  this  coin  to  the  next 
lot)  and,  out  of  the  holder,  we  would  have  had  no  hesitation  in  grading  it  “MS-63”  if  for 
no  other  reason  than  the  unusually  sharp  strike  and  excellent  lustre.  The  mintmark, 
typically  just  a “blob”  on  an  average  1913-S,  is  quite  sharp  and  well  defined  on  this 
specimen.  This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  issues  of  the  series  to  find  with  a sharp  strike, 
clear  mintmark  and,  especially,  the  outstanding  lustre  that  this  coin  possesses.  To  be 
sure,  this  specimen  does  have  some  minor  marks,  as  well  as  an  abrasion  across  the 
eagle’s  wing,  but  it  is  still  distinctly  more  desirable  than  most  examples  we  have  seen, 
even  some  of  those  in  technically  higher  grades.

Unlike  most  specimens 
we  have  seen,  the  mintmark  is  very  sharp  and  well  defined.  Some  minor  marks  are 
present  but  none  of  them  are  at  all  serious.  This  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  prime  rarities 
of  this  series  and  choice  mint  state  specimens  are  very  rare.

VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1797  HERALDIC  EAGLE  $10  GOLD 


1411.  1797,  Heraldic  Eagle  Reverse,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sharply  struck, 
well  centered  specimen  with  highly  lustrous,  greenish  gold  surfaces.  As  is 
generally  the  case  with  this  issue,  the  reverse  is  extremely  nice,  virtually  of 
gem  quality,  with  a razor  sharp  strike  and  frosty  surfaces  that  have  almost 
no  marks  at  all.  The  obverse  has  some  light,  scattered  abrasions  and  faint 
hairlines,  but  overall  the  coin  falls  into  the  “Choice  MS-63”  grade  category. 
This  is  one  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  very  rare,  first  year  of  type  that  we 
have  handled  or  seen,  generally  comparable  to  the  specimen  in  Superior’s 
session  of  Auction  ’88  that  realized  $27,500.  As  a date,  the  1797  is  much 
more  rare  than  the  1 799, 1 801  or  1 803.  Only  1 0,940  pieces  were  struck  and 
no  more  than  a few  hundred  (at  most)  still  exist  in  all  grades.  In  full  mint 
state,  the  date  is  very  rare  and  probably  no  more  than  15-20  pieces  exist  of 
this  caliber,  if  that  many. 


EXCEPTIONAL  1803  EAGLE 


1412.  1803,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Small  reverse  stars,  as  on  prior  issues.  A 
fully  struck,  superbly  lustrous  specimen  with  a lovely,  light  yellow  gold  color 
that  is  highlighted  with  light  coppery  colored  toning.  The  surfaces  are  super 
frosty  and  very  clean  with  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  tiny  marks,  all  of 
which  are  scarcely  noticeable.  A few  mint-made  adjustment  marks  are 
noted  across  the  top  of  the  cap  and  the  letters  LI  in  LIBERTY.  The  overall 
“look”  and  "eye  appeal”  of  this  specimen  are  outstanding  and  this  clearly 
ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  known  1803  Eagles.  In  fact,  at  public  auction,  only 
the  similar  Eliasberg  specimen  that  was  sold  in  1982  for  $27,500  could  rival 
this  piece  in  the  past  decade. 

Only  15,017 1803  Eagles  were  struck  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  issue  is 
perhaps  twice  as  rare  as  either  the  1799  or  1801  and  yet  typically  realizes 
little,  if  any,  premium.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1849  EAGLE 


1413.  1849,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A little  soft  on  the  haircurls  around  Liberty’s  face  but 
sharp  elsewhere;  in  particular,  every  star  has  all  of  its  radial  lines.  The  coin  is  very 
lustrous  with  attractive  medium  golden  toning  that  has  just  a very  slight  coppery  tint. 
Some  light  hairlines  are  visible  on  both  sides  but  only  a few  miniscule  bagmarks. 
Although  circulated  examples  of  this  date  are  relatively  common,  true  uncs,  especially 
choice  ones  like  this,  are  very  rare  and  almost  never  offered.  In  fact,  we  have  not  seen 
an  equal  quality  1 849  Eagle  offered  at  auction  in  recent  years.  This  should  easily  bring 
close  to  a five  figure  bid. 


1414.  1859,  Uncirculated  60.  Heavily  bagmarked,  particularly  on  the  obverse,  but  still  strictly 
uncirculated  and  thus  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  very  rare  date.  The 
strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  lustre  and  color  (light  yellow  and  rose)  are  both  excellent. 
Only  16,093  pieces  were  struck  and  most  survivors  grade  only  VF  or  EF.  Even  in  AU, 
this  date  is  a major  rarity  and  it  may  well  be  the  case  that  less  than  five  uncs  are  known, 
the  finest  being  the  MS-63  example  Paramount  sold  in  Auction  ’87. 

1415.  A group  of  four  (4)  mint  state  Liberty  Head  Eagles.  Included  in  this  lot  are  the  following 
dates;  1883,  Uncirculated  60,  full  mint  lustre  with  medium  gold  toning;  1884-S,  Uncir- 
culated 60,  lustrous  with  some  rose  gold  toning,  only  124,250  minted;  1899,  Uncircu- 
lated 60+,  frosty  with  rich  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning;  and  1900,  Uncirculated 
60+,  satiny  surfaces  with  a hint  of  rose  color  toning.  Four  pieces. 

1416.  A group  of  four  (4)  scarce  date  San  Francisco  Mint  Eagles  including:  1893-S,  1900-S, 
1905-S  and  1906-S.  All  four  pieces  grade  Uncirculated  60  and  exhibit  original  mint 
lustre  and  natural  golden  toning.

1417.  1 895-0,  Uncirculated  62.  Sharply  struck  with  very  good  lustre  and  natural  orange  gold 
toning.  Lightly  bagmarked  on  both  sides  but  really  very  nearly  in  the  “choice”  category. 
Low  mintage  of  only  98,000  pieces;  the  typical  1895-0  is  EF  or  AU  and  mint  state 
specimens  are  very  scarce,  if  not  rare. 
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FINEST  KNOWN  1895-S  EAGLE 


1418.  1895-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A magnificent  coin,  far  and  away  the  finest 
1895-S  Eagle  in  existence.  It  is  Lot  810  from  the  Eliasberg  Sale  where  it 
realized  $14,300  in  the  weak  market  of  late  1982.  Previously  it  was  in  the 
John  Clapp  Collection  and  earlier  yet  it  had  been  obtained  from  the  U.S. 
Mint  in  San  Francisco  in  October,  1895  at  face  value.  No  other  known 
1895-S  $10  equals  or  even  approaches  this  specimen  in  terms  of  technical 
quality  or  overall  beauty.  The  coin  is  fully  struck  with  highly  lustrous, 
completely  original,  satiny  surfaces  and  superb,  rich  orange  gold  toning. 
The  reverse  is  absolutely  pristine,  MS-67  or  better  quality,  while  the  obverse 
is  also  extremely  choice  with  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  no  bagmarks  or 
abrasions.  A tremendous  but  underrated  rarity  in  mint  state  and  UNIQUE  in 
this  grade.  (Color  Plate) 


1419.  1898,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A boldly  struck  specimen  with  a partial  wire  rim  and  full 
frosty  mint  lustre.  The  color  is  a beautiful  medium  gold  that  has  the  slightest  orange 
tint.  The  lustrous  surfaces  are  very  nearly  flawless  and  even  close  inspection  with  a 
glass  does  not  reveal  any  noticeable  bagmarks,  abrasions,  or  hairlines.  The  1898  is 
one  of  the  more  common  dates  of  the  series  but,  in  this  condition,  it  is  very  scarce,  if 
not  rare. 

1420.  1901,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A lustrous,  well  struck  coin  with  attractive  natural 
medium  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Some  light,  widely,  scattered  bagmarks  and 
hairlines.  (Plate) 

1421.  1901 , Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  lustrous  with  rich  gold  and  copper  toning  and 
minimal  marks.

1 422.  1904-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  68  (NGC)  or  better.  This  specimen  is  from  the 
Martin  E.  Haber  type  set  we  sold  last  year  in  Auction  ’88.  It  realized  $82,500 
at  that  sale  but  in  today’s  even  stronger  market  it  could  realize  much  more, 
possibly  well  in  excess  of  $100,000.  The  strike  on  this  coin  is  incredibly 
sharp  and  the  surfaces  have  a satiny  finish  that  is  not  unlike  the  satin  finish 
proofs  of  1909  and  1910.  In  fact,  at  the  Cincinnati  ANA  last  year  after  the 
auction,  Walter  Breen  had  a chance  to  examine  this  coin  carefully  and,  in  a 
letter  that  accompanies  this  lot,  states  that  “I  (Breen)  unhesitatingly  declare 
it  a genuine  Proof  1904-0  Eagle,  the  first  and  only  one  I have  heard  of.”  He 
also  notes  that  it  is  “extraordinary  and  unprecedented  and  as  near  to 
perfection  as  one  could  wish.”  As  we  stated  last  year,  we  agree  and  feel 
certain  that  it  is  a branch  mint  proof  or,  at  the  very  least,  a presentation  coin, 
undoubtedly  the  first  1904-0  Eagle  struck.  It  far  surpasses  any  other 
1 904-0  Eagle  we  have  seen  and  it  may  well  be  the  finest  Liberty  Head  Eagle 
we  have  seen  of  any  date.  The  superbly  lustrous  surfaces  are  nearly  perfect 
and  the  color  is  a magnificent  rich  greenish  gold.  Since  it  was  sold  in 
Auction  ’88  to  the  present  consignor,  the  coin  has  also  been  “slabbed” 
(graded  MS-68  by  NGC)  and  the  envelope  mentioned  in  last  year’s  descrip- 
tion (and  Breen’s  accompanying  letter)  has  been  found  and  is  now  included 
with  the  coin.  It  states  “First  Gold  Coined  1904,  W.J.  Brophy,  Coiner,  U.S. 
Mint,  $10.00  and  $5.00.”  ($5.00?  A 1904-0  $5?  Now  there’s  a coin  we’d  like 
to  see!)  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1904-0  EAGLE 


1423.  1904-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  original  specimen  with  a very 
sharp  strike,  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  and  truly  superb,  medium  greenish 
gold  and  orange  toning.  The  reverse  is  virtually  flawless  and  the  obverse  has 
only  a few  tiny  marks.  Except  for  the  preceding  lot,  which  is  obviously  in  a 
class  by  itself,  this  is  the  finest  true  business  strike  1904-0  Eagle  that  we 
have  handled.  It  is  far  superior  to  the  borderline  gem  in  the  Eliasberg  sale 
that  realized  $6050  in  1982  and  also  better  than  any  others  that  have 
appeared  since.  This  was  formerly  Lot  913  in  Stack’s  December,  1979  Sale 
where  it  realized  a then  record  price  of  $12,500  after  opening  at  $3400. 
Norman  Stack  at  that  time  noted  that  the  coin  is  “A  pristine  gem!  The 
cataloguer  would  be  surprised  if  a finer  example  existed.” 


1424.  1904-0,  Uncirculated  62.  A frosty,  original  coin  with  a sharp  strike,  excellent  color  and 
lustre  and  only  a few  light,  relatively  insignificant  bagmarks  and  faint  hairlines.  Scarce 
in  all  grades  and  very  scarce  this  nice.  (Plate)

1425.  1907-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  with  full  original  mint  lustre.  Pale 
rose  color  toning  over  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Some  light  hairlines  are  visible  but 
few  bagmarks.  The  1907-S  in  mint  state  is  one  of  the  most  underrated  issues  in  the 
entire  $10  Gold  series  and  in  Choice  Uncirculated  (MS-63)  condition,  the  1907-S  is 

very  rare. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED 
1907  ROLLED  EDGE  EAGLE 


1426.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Rolled  Edge,  Periods,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  or  better. 

What  a coin!  The  lustre  and  color  (deep  yellow  gold  with  rose  and  copper 
highlights)  are  just  amazing  and  the  surfaces  are  nearly  flawless.  Of  course, 
the  fields  have  the  many  raised  die  scratches  and  swirls  that  are  character- 
tistic  of  all  Rolled  Edge  Eagles.  Nearly  all  Rolled  Edge  Eagles  are  quite 
choice,  but  this  piece  is  really  something  special.  We  have  not  seen  or 
handled  a better  one  and  that  includes  the  Kruthoffer-Wilkison  specimen 
that  we  have  always  used  as  a standard  of  excellence  for  this  issue.  Pur- 
chased by  the  consignor  in  the  1940’s  for  $525  (envelope  included  with  the 
lot)  and  thus  not  seen  by  or  available  to  numismatists  for  over  40  years. 

This  coin  is  listed  in  Judd’s  pattern  book  as  J-1775.  However,  it  is  not  a 
pattern  in  the  same  sense  as  the  1907  Wire  Edge  since  the  Rolled  Edge  was 
intended  for  circulation  but  never  released.  31,500  of  these  coins  were 
actually  struck  for  circulation  (plus  an  additional  50  proofs)  but  at  the  last 
moment,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mint,  John  Landis,  became  worried 
about  possible  public  criticism  because  the  design  had  not  struck  up 
properly.  On  his  recommendation,  the  entire  mintage  was  melted,  except 
for  an  estimated  40  to  50  pieces,  and  the  dies  reworked  to  produce  what  is 
now  known  as  the  regular  issue  No  Periods  variety.  (Color  Plate) 
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1427.  1907,  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A lovely  specimen,  well  struck 
with  great  lustre  and  superb  rich  greenish  gold  toning  with  some  coppery  overtones 
and  highlights.  Close  inspection  shows  the  surfaces  to  be  almost  completely  bagmark- 
free  and  only  a few  extremely  faint  hairlines  keep  the  coin  from  an  even  higher  grade. 

Because  the  1907  Rolled  Edge  Eagles  were  never  officially  released,  this  1907  No 
Periods  issue  is  generally  considered  the  first  regular  issue  of  this  incomparably 
beautiful  series.  Supposedly,  this  variety  was  to  represent  a great  improvement  over  the 
Rolled  Edge  in  terms  of  striking  quality,  but  on  most  specimens  the  difference  is  not 
especially  great.  However,  the  difference  between  this  example  and  a typical  Rolled 
Edge  is  sufficiently  significant  ( compare  this  to  the  preceeding  lot)  that  the  decision  to 
melt  the  Rolled  Edge  pieces  and  strike  the  new,  "improved”  No  Periods  coins  was 
probably  justifiable. 


1428.  1907,  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better,  a virtual  gem.  A 

sharply  struck,  lustrous  specimen  with  original,  medium  greenish  gold  toning.  A few 
light  obverse  hairlines  and  only  a few  tiny  bagmarks.  Excellent  overall  appearance. 


1429.  1908,  With  Motto,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better,  a virtual  gem.  Very  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces  that  have  almost  no  bagmarks,  just  a few  light  hairlines.  Beautiful 
natural  golden  toning  and  a full  strike.  Common  in  the  lower  mint  state  grades  but 
actually  quite  scarce  in  this  condition. 

1430.  A group  of  four  (4)  Indian  Head  Eagles  including  1909, 1910-D,  1914and  1915.  Allfour 
pieces  grade  Uncirculated  60  or  better.  Each  piece  is  original  and  lustrous  with 
medium  gold  toning.  Four  pieces,  three  of  which  are  rather  scarce  dates. 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1910  EAGLE 


1431 . 1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  A gorgeous,  completely  original  coin 
that  has  excellent  lustre  and  absolutely  superb  orange  and  greenish  gold 
toning.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  with  only  a few  trivial  marks.  There 
is  also  one  small  copper  spot  at  the  top  of  the  eagle’s  wing.  The  1910  is  one 
of  the  more  common  issues  of  this  popular  series  but  true  gems,  particularly 
ones  with  as  beautiful  color  as  this  one  has,  are  both  rare  and  highly 
desirable  as  type  coins. 


GEM  MINT  STATE  1910-D  EAGLE 


1432.  1910-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck,  frosty  specimen  with  excellent  lustre 
and  lovely  natural  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with 
virtually  no  bagmarks  at  all  and  only  a few  very  faint  hairlines.  The  most  common 
branch  mint  Indian  Head  Eagle  and  one  of  the  most  common  dates  of  the  series,  but 
gem  quality  coins  still  must  be  considered  at  least  moderately  rare. 


Enlarged  Photographs 

Most  of  the  photographs  in  Session  Three  have  been  enlarged 
to  a minimum  of  30  millimeters.  The  photographs  of  certain 
featured  coins  have  been  enlarged  to  50  or  60  millimeters. 
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ANOTHER  GEM  1910-D  EAGLE 


1433.  1910-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  extremely  lustrous  specimen  with  full  mint  brilliance 
and  bright  rose  gold  color.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  this  specimen  has  virtually  no 
bagmarks  whatsoever,  just  some  very  faint  hairlines.  Outstanding  “eye  appeal”  due  to 
the  full  strike  and  great  lustre. 


BRILLIANT  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1912  EAGLE 


1434.  1912,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  specimen  is  from  Auction  ’88,  Lot  1954,  where  it 
realized  $11,000  and  was  catalogued  by  Rarcoa  as  follows: 

“1912  Indian  Head  Type.  GEM  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED.  An  out- 
standing example,  very  sharply  struck  with  fully  frosted  surfaces,  intact 
and  virtually  mark-free.  Quite  attractive,  having  blazing  mint  lustre  and 
light  orange  toning.  A common  date  that  is  far  from  being  common  in 
this  quality.” 


1435.  1914-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Fully  struck  with  outstanding  lustre  for  the  issue. 
Lovely  greenish  gold  and  rose  colored  toning.  Some  very  light  bagmarks  and  abra- 
sions, the  only  really  noticeable  ones  in  the  left  reverse  field.  An  underrated  issue, 
particularly  above  MS-63  condition. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1916-S  EAGLE 


1436.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  is  the  plate  coin  of  this  cataloguer’s 
(David  W.  Akers)  book  on  U.S.  Eagles,  pg.  295.  The  coin  has  exceptional 
lustre  for  the  issue  and  superb  original  orange  gold  toning.  It  is  very  sharply 
struck  and  has  a minimum  of  bagmarks,  abrasions  or  hairlines.  Identifiable 
by  a copper  spot  in  the  bonnet.  This  is  not  one  of  the  “hoard”  coins  and  is 
much  better  than  any  of  the  specimens  we  have  seen  from  those  two 
groups. 

The  1916-S  is  the  most  common  San  Francisco  Mint  issue  of  this  type.  In 
the  mid  to  late  1970’s,  two  small  “hoards”  of  approximately  100-125  total 
pieces  were  dispersed,  nearly  all  of  which  graded  only  MS-60  to  63.  In  true 
gem  condition  (i.e.  MS-65  by  today’s  very  strict  standards),  the  1916-S  is 
very  rare  and  we  would  be  surprised  if  more  than  about  17-20  such  speci- 
mens exist. 


1437.  1916-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better,  a virtual  gem.  An  attractive  example  of 
this  very  scarce  date  with  a very  sharp  strike,  excellent  lustre  and  beautiful  orange 
tinged  gold  and  rose  toning.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  bagmark-free  and  only  a few  light 
hairlines  remove  the  coin  from  the  gem  class.  Not  one  of  the  “hoard”  coins  (it  is  from  a 
much  earlier  source,  an  “old-time”  collection  put  together  nearly  40  years  ago)  and 
both  higher  grade  and  much  more  lustrous  than  most  of  the  “hoard”  specimens. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED 
1930-S  EAGLE 

One  Of  The  Finest  Known  Specimens 


1438.  1930-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A coin  of  exceptional  quality  and  beauty. 
We  have  seen  a few  other  1 930-S  Eagles  of  equal  technical  quality  and  one 
that  actually  grades  perhaps  a point  higher,  but  we  have  never  seen 
another  that  could  match  this  coin’s  overall  beauty.  (In  fact,  we  feel  certain 
that  most  people  who  examine  it  will  even  consider  it  one  of  the  prettiest 
Indian  Head  Eagles  they  have  ever  seen  regardless  of  date!)  What  makes 
this  coin  so  special  and  beautiful  is  its  fabulous  color,  the  richest  orange 
and  greenish  gold  imaginable.  The  strike  and  lustre  also  leave  nothing  to 
be  desired  and  the  surface  quality  is  almost  equally  outstanding  with  only  a 
few  very  light  bagmarks  (on  the  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  only,  the 
fields  are  absolutely  pristine).  If  it  sounds  as  if  we’re  going  a bit  overboard 
on  this  coin,  takes  a look  for  yourself  and  see  what  a 1930-S  Eagle  is 
supposed  to  look  like. 

The  1930-S  Eagle  is  one  of  the  most  famous  issues  of  this  beautiful  and 
popular  series,  exceeded  in  notoriety  only  by  the  1933,  1920-S  and  the 
1907  Rolled  Edge.  Students  of  the  series  now  correctly  recognize  that 
some  other  issues  are  also  more  rare  than  the  1930-S  in  mint  state  but  that 
doesn’t  mean  thatthe  1930-S  should  be  considered  any  less  a rarity.  In  true 
gem  condition,  the  1930-S  is  very  rare  and  we  estimate  that  less  than  15 
such  pieces  still  exist.  This  particular  coin  has  been  off  the  market  for 
nearly  40  years  and  was  obtained  from  the  Numismatic  Gallery  of  Beverly 
Hills,  California  for  the  princely  sum  of  $375.00  (envelope  included  with 
this  lot).  Even  considering  inflation,  rates  of  interest  etc.  etc.,  we  would 
have  to  say  that  this  has  been  a pretty  good  investment!  (Color  Plate) 
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CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1930-S  EAGLE 


1439.  1930-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63 . A sharply  struck,  original  specimen  with 
medium  yellow  gold  and  coppery  toning.  The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the 
coin  has  relatively  few,  well  scattered  bagmarks,  most  of  which  are  on  the 
reverse. 

The  1930-S  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  dates  in  the  series  and,  all  grades 
considered  (circulated  as  well  as  mint  state),  it  is  also  one  of  the  rarest.  In 
uncirculated  condition,  it  ranks  squarely  in  the  middle  of  the  32  coin  series. 
Probably  about  85-100  uncs  are  known,  the  majority  of  them  in  the  MS-60 
to  63  grade  range.  Above  the  grade  offered  here,  the  1930-S  Eagle  is  really 
very  rare.  This  Is  a very  nice  looking  coin  and  a great  alternative  to  the 
preceding  lot  which  will  undoubtedly  receive  most  of  the  attention. 


Grading 

David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  the  numerical  grading  system  that  originated  with  Dr. 
William  Sheldon  and  was  first  popularized  for  all  coins  by  Paramount  Interna- 
tional Coin  Corp.  Because  there  can  still  be  a significant  variance  in  perceived 
quality  between  two  coins  of  the  same  numerical  grade,  we  are  also  using  a “+”  to 
distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of  a particular  numerical  classification.  Thus  a 
coin  graded  “65+”  is  still  an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  better  than 
most  other  coins  that  also  technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however,  a 66  or 
67  quality  coin  but  rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  (to  some 
bidders)  a premium  over  a normal  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision  is  not 
meant  to  confuse  but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the  most 
accurate  possible  numerical  depiction  of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the  coin 
being  described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  adjectival  descrip- 
tions, we  have  continued  to  provide  them  as  well  as  a numerical  grade.  The 
correlation  between  adjectives  and  numbers,  as  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  them, 
is  as  follows: 

a)  Superb  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  67,  68  or  69 

b)  Gem  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65  or  66 

c)  Very  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  64 

d)  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  63 

e)  No  adjective,  just  Uncirculated  or  Proof;  60,  61  or  62 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  DESIRABLE  1933  EAGLE 


1440.  1933,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  From  the  same  source  as  the  1907 
Rolled  Edge  and  1930-S  Eagles  offered  earlier  and  the  superb  1907 
MCMVIl  High  Relief,  1926-D  and  1927-S  Double  Eagles  that  follow,  an 
“old-time”  collection  put  together  in  the  1940’s  and  1950’s  by  a gentleman 
who  was  obviously  “quality  conscious”  long  before  it  was  fashionable  to  be 
so.  Like  the  other  coins  mentioned,  the  thing  that  is  so  great  about  this  coin 
is  its  color  and  originality.  The  surfaces  are  also  excellent  with  almost  no 
marks  on  the  obverse  (which  is  virtually  MS-65  quality)  and  not  many  on  the 
reverse,  most  of  those  confined  to  the  eagle.  The  color  is  superb,  a rich 
orange  and  greenish  gold  with  some  copper  highlights.  The  lustre  and 
strike  are  also  beyond  reproach.  We  have  seen  a handful  of  true  gems  of  this 
date  so  this  is  not  the  finest  1 933  Eagle  in  existence,  but  we  certainly  cannot 
recall  ever  seeing  a prettier  one.  Obtained  from  the  Numismatic  Gallery 
almost  four  decades  ago  for  $525.00,  another  “good  buy”  that  should  prove 
a worthwhile  investment  after  the  bidding  stops,  probably  at  a level  well  in 
excess  of  $100,000! 

In  terms  of  total  number  of  specimens  known  in  all  grades,  both  circu- 
lated and  uncirculated,  the  1933  is  the  rarest  of  all  Indian  Head  Eagles, 
slightly  more  rare  than  the  1907  Rolled  Edge  (also  offered  in  this  session  as 
Lot  1426.)  However,  because  all  known  1933  Eagles  are  uncirculated,  when 
one  considers  only  the  mint  state  grades,  the  1933  ranks  third  behind  the 
191 1-D  and  191 3-S.  Although  312,500  Eagles  were  struck  in  1933,  most  of 
them  were  melted  prior  to  being  released.  They  were  never  shipped  to  U.S. 
banks  or  overseas  and  it  is  our  feeling  that  all  of  the  30-35  known  specimens 
must  have  been  obtained  directly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  very  early 
1933.  (Color  Plate)

U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES 


U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES  ($20  GOLD) 

1441.  1850,  Uncirculated  60+.  A sharply  struck,  fully  lustrous  example  of  this  first  year  of 
issue.  The  surfaces  are  partially  prooflike  and  moderately  bagmarked.  Mint  state 
examples  of  this  issue  are  really  quite  rare. 

1442.  A group  of  four  (4)  scarce  date  Type  One  branch  mint  Double  Eagles  including  the 
following:  1851-0,  Very  Fine  30,  lustrous,  light  greenish  gold  color,  moderately  bag- 
marked,  partially  prooflike  surfaces;  1852-0,  Extremely  Fine  40,  sharply  struck  and 
lustrous:  1855-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  50  or  better,  copper  toning  around  letters  and 
devices,  fully  struck,  very  few  marks;  and  1856-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  50,  highly 
lustrous  with  attractive  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Four  pieces. 

1443.  1861,  Uncirculated  60,  a frosty,  well  struck  specimen  with  very  good  lustre  and 
attractive  natural  orange  gold  toning,  some  light  hairlines  but  really  very  few  bagmarks 
or  abrasions;  1883-00,  Almost  Uncirculated  55,  moderate  bagmarks  on  obverse,  very 
light  and  scattered  ones  on  the  reverse,  great  lustre  and  attractive  orange  gold  toning, 
scarce  date.  Two  pieces. 


1444.  1868,  Uncirculated  60+.  Deep  orange  toning.  Light  to  moderate  bagmarks,  most  of 
them  on  the  obverse.  An  original,  sharply  struck  coin  with  excellent  lustre  and  a fine 
overall  appearance  for  the  grade.  This  is  a very  scarce,  if  not  rare  date  with  only  98,600 
pieces  struck,  a very  low  Double  Eagle  production  run  for  the  period. 

1445.  A pair  of  scarce  mint  state  Type  Two  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagles  including:  1875, 
Uncirculated  60,  full  original  mint  lustre  with  a few  darker  shades  of  golden  toning, 
clean  reverse,  moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse,  only  295,740  minted;  and  1876, 
Uncirculated  60+,  frosty  mint  surfaces  enhanced  by  attractive  orange  and  greenish 
gold  toning.  Two  pieces. 

1446.  1884-CC,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck;  medium  greenish  gold  color  with  orange 
toning  around  the  devices.  Light  bagmarks  and  hairlines  but  original  and  well  above 
average  quality  for  the  issue.  A scarce  date  in  mint  state. 

1447.  A pair  of  scarce  mint  state  Carson  City  Double  Eagles;  1884-CC,  Uncirculated  60,  very 
lustrous  and  quite  attractive  with  light  orange  gold  toning,  only  81,139  pieces  of  this 
date  were  minted;  1890-CC,  Uncirculated  60+,  sharply  struck  in  bright  yellow  gold, 
very  lustrous  and  not  heavily  bagmarked,  another  relatively  low  mintage  date  with  a 
mere  91,209  pieces  struck.  Two  pieces. 

1448.  An  attractive  group  of  four  (4)  San  Francisco  Mint  Double  Eagles  including  1884-S, 
1897-S,  1898-Sand  1905-S.  Grades  range  from  Uncirculated  60  to  Uncirculated  62.  All 
four  pieces  have  full  mint  lustre  and  color.  Four  pieces. 
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1449.  1888-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful,  medium  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning. 
The  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  are  completely  original  and  have  virtually  no  bagmarks, 
just  a few  light,  widely  scattered  hairlines,  all  on  the  obverse.  (The  reverse  is  essentially 
flawless.)  The  strike,  except  on  the  5th  and  6th  stars,  is  very  sharp.  This  is  one  of  the 
finest  examples  of  this  very  scarce  date  that  we  have  handled. 

1450.  1888-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A sharply  struck,  fully  original  specimen  with  a 
satiny  obverse  and  a frosty  reverse.  The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the  color  is  an 
appealing  medium  orange  gold.  There  are  some  light  bagmarks  here  and  there  but 
none  are  worthy  of  special  mention.  Excellent  “eye  appeal”  due  to  the  terrific  lustre 
and  color.  (Plate) 

1451.  A group  of  five  (5)  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagles  including  1893, 1899-S,  1901-S,  1904 
and  1907-D.  Grades  run  from  Almost  Uncirculated  50  to  Uncirculated  60.  All  have 
good  lustre  and  color  with  the  1893  being  particularly  attractive.  Five  pieces. 

1452.  1893-CC,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces,  light 
to  moderate  bagmarks  and  attractive  coppery  gold  toning.  The  rarest,  lowest  mintage 
Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  after  1892  and  the  last  year  of  issue  of  the  popular  Carson 
City  Mint.  Only  18,402  pieces  were  struck. 


GEM  MINT  STATE  1898-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1453.  1898-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A great  looking  coin  with  extremely  lustrous, 
satiny  surfaces  and  superb,  medium  orange  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are 
unusually  clean  for  a Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  with  only  a few  very  tiny 
and  widely  scattered  bagmarks.  One  of  the  choicest  examples  of  this  issue 
that  we  have  seen  in  some  time  and  a perfect  coin  for  a high  grade  type  set. 
Although  the  1898-S  is  not  an  especially  rare  date,  gems  like  this  are  really 
quite  rare. 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1907  MCMVIl  HIGH  RELIEF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1454.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  A splendid 
example  of  the  issue  that  has  often  been  called  the  most  beautiful  regular 
issue  gold  coin  ever  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint.  This  piece  is  exceptional  in  all 
respects  with  a high  wire  rim  and  superb  mint  lustre  and  orange  tinged 
greenish  gold  color.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin,  especially  on  the  obverse,  are 
extremely  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  really  trivial  marks  present. 

With  only  1 1,250  pieces  minted,  the  1907  Roman  Numerals  ranks  as  the 
lowest  mintage  regular  issue  gold  coin  of  the  four  20th  Century  series. 
Because  of  its  great  beauty  and  the  fact  that  is  was  only  issued  in  small 
quantities  early  In  the  year,  many  High  Reliefs  were  saved  as  mementos  or 
novelties.  Still  others  showed  up  In  the  estate  of  Charles  Barber,  Chief 
Engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint  when  the  coins  were  struck,  and  in  the  possession 
of  President  Roosevelt’s  family.  This  specimen  certainly  ranks  with  the 
better  ones  known,  and  it  was  obviously  handled  with  great  care  from  the 
very  time  it  was  struck. 


VERY  CHOICE  1907  MCMVIl  HIGH  RELIEF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1455.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Another  very 
attractive  example  of  this  beautifully  designed  and  popular  issue.  The  coin  has  most  of 
its  original  wire  edge  intact  and  excellent  lustre  and  color.  Close  inspection  reveals  a 
few  very  faint  hairlines  but  the  surfaces  are  almost  completely  free  of  bagmarks  or 
abrasions.  Along  with  the  incredible  Flat  Rim  that  follows  and  several  other  important 
Eagles  and  Double  Eagles  in  this  sale,  this  lovely  coin  was  obtained  by  the  consignor 
more  than  40  years  ago  and  it  has  not  been  on  the  market  since.  This  coin  was 
purchased  for  $1 25.00  and  the  little  envelope  that  accompanies  the  lot  notes  that  it  was 
purchased  “from  Ted  Brandts  (of  the  Celina  Coin  Co.)  at  Hist.  Soc.  Coin  Show  after 
talk  by  Bob  Wilson.  This  started  larger  collection.”  Not  a bad  coin  to  start  collecting 
with.  I’d  say,  especially  since  it  led  to  such  treasures  as  the  1907  Rolled  Edge,  1930-S 
and  1933  Eagles  not  to  mention  the  1907  Flat  Rim,  1926-D  and  1927-S  Double  Eagles 
also  offered  in  this  session. 
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SUPERB  CERTIFIED  1907  MCMVIl 
FLAT  RIM  HIGH  RELIEF  $20  GOLD 


1456.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Flat  Rim,  Superb  Uncirculated  67  (PCGS)  or 
better.  This  coin  is  as  close  to  perfection  as  a High  Relief  could  possibly  be. 
The  satiny  surfaces  are  absolutely  flawless  and  seem  to  radiate  lustre.  The 
color  is  equally  magnificent,  a rich,  greenish  gold  with  just  the  slightest  hint 
of  coppery  toning.  The  thigh  and  knee  of  Miss  Liberty  as  well  as  her  bodice 
are  full  and  rounded  with  completely  unbroken  lustre.  What  at  first  glance 
may  appear  to  be  a few  light  hairlines  on  the  reverse  (particularly  across  the 
sun)  on  closer  inspection  turn  out  to  be  fine  raised  die  scratches,  more  of 
which  appear  in  other  places  on  the  coin.  In  short,  this  coin  is  literally 
perfect  and  could  not  be  improved  upon  in  any  respect.  Because  the  coin  is 
now  “slabbed”  (one  of  only  three  so  graded  to  date),  one  can  no  longer  see 
the  edge  but  it  is  equally  amazing,  fully  mirrorlike  with  very  sharply  defined 
edge  lettering,  and  we  cannot  recall  ever  seeing  another  Flat  Rim  High 
Relief  with  an  edge  quite  like  it.  Perhaps  it  was  this  edge,  not  to  mention  the 
lustre  and  flawless  quality  of  the  surfaces,  that  led  to  the  coin  being  called  a 
“proof”  when  obtained  by  the  consignor  four  decades  ago  for  $500.00. 

There  is  no  official  mint  record  of  the  breakdown  of  the  1 1,250  High  Relief 
Double  Eagles  minted  into  the  number  of  Wire  Rim  pieces  struck  and  the 
number  of  Flat  Rim  pieces  minted.  This  is  because  it  was  not  the  mint’s 
intention  to  strike  two  different  varieties.  The  varieties  actually  occurred  by 
accident  when  the  first  pieces  struck  ( the  Wire  Rim  coins)  were  struck  using 
a collar  that  either  did  not  fit  properly  or  was  insufficiently  tight.  The 
pressure  from  the  repeated  blows  required  to  bring  up  the  design  properly 
forced  metal  up  where  the  edge  of  the  coin  meets  the  collar  to  form  a thin 
wire  rim.  When  the  collar  problem  was  discovered  and  corrected  (after  the 
majority  of  High  Reliefs  had  been  struck),  this  so-called  Flat  Rim  variety 
resulted.  In  our  opinion,  based  upon  the  relative  rarity  of  the  two  varieties, 
two-thirds  to  three-fourths  of  the  11,250  pieces  minted  were  the  Wire  Rim 
variety,  the  balance  the  Flat  Rim  variety.  Since,  in  the  past,  the  two  varieties 
have  usually  brought  more  or  less  the  same  price,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Flat 
Rim  variety  is  really  very  underrated  and  underpriced  in  comparison  to  the 
Wire  Rim  variety.  (Color  Plate) 
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BEAUTIFUL  GEM  1907  MCMVIl  FLAT  RIM  $20  GOLD 


1457.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Flat  Rim,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  gor- 
geous Flat  Rim  High  Relief  with  superb  lustre,  virtually  unmarked  surfaces 
and  beautiful  rich  greenish  gold  color  with  some  traces  of  light  copper 
toning.  This  Flat  Rim  variety  is  considerably  more  rare  than  the  Wire  Rim 
variety,  probably  on  the  order  of  two  to  three  times  as  rare  even  though  the 
price  differential  is  negligible.  This  is  because  many  Wire  Rim  pieces  have 
incorrectly  been  called  Flat  Rims  over  the  years  thereby  minimizing  the  real 
rarity  difference  between  the  two  varieties.  (Color  Plate) 


1458.  A group  of  four  (4)  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  including  1907  Arabic  Numerals, 
1908  No  Motto,  191 1 and  1920.  Grades  range  from  Almost  Uncirculated  55  to  Uncircu- 
lated 60.  All  of  the  coins,  but  especially  the  two  earliest  dates,  have  excellent  color  and 
lustre.  Four  pieces. 

1459.  Another  group  of  five  (5)  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  including  1908  No  Motto, 
1922,  1925,  1927  and  1928.  Grades  range  from  Almost  Uncirculated  55  to  Choice 
Uncirculated  63.  All  of  the  coins  are  brilliant  and  lustrous  with  light  to  medium  orange 
gold  toning.  Five  pieces.

1460.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  very  rare, 
low  mintage  issue  with  lustrous,  “soft”  frosty  surfaces  and  superb,  light 
orange  gold  toning.  The  fields  and  devices  are  completely  original  and 
extremely  clean  and  almost  entirely  free  of  bagmarks  or  hairlines.  Outstand- 
ing overall  appearance:  oneof  the  finest  1908-S  Double  Eagles  to  appear  at 
auction  in  this  decade. 

Only  22,000  1908-S  Double  Eagles  were  minted,  the  second  lowest 
mintage  figure  in  the  series  after  the  1907  Roman  Numerals  High  Relief. 
This  is  one  of  the  few  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  that  is  seen  much  more 
often  in  the  circulated  grades  than  in  mint  state.  Of  the  uncirculated  pieces 
known,  most  are  heavily  bagmarked  and  of  low  overall  quality.  A small 
number  of  gem  quality  examples  like  this  one  do  exist,  but  the  190d-S  is 
undeniably  very  rare  at  this  quality  level.  (Color  Plate) 


1461.  A pair  of  scarce  date  Philadelphia  Mint  Double  Eagles  including  1909,  Uncirculated  60, 
the  normal  date  variety,  attractive  orange  gold  color  and  fully  lustrous  surfaces;  1910, 
Uncirculated  62,  very  clean  obverse,  lightly  bagmarked  reverse,  fully  lustrous,  a bright 
orange  gold  in  color.  Two  pieces. 


1462.  1909-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre 
and  beautiful  rich  orange  color  tinged  with  greenish  gold.  Some  light  reverse  bag- 
marks  but  the  obverse  is  virtually  gem  quality.  One  of  the  rarest,  lowest  mintage  issues 
of  the  series:  only  52,500  pieces  were  struck. 

1463.  1909-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Much  better  than  average  appearance  for  a 
1 909-S  with  outstanding  lustre  and  terrific  coppery  gold  toning.  The  strike  is  very  sharp 
and  the  surfaces  have  only  light  bagmarks,  most  of  those  on  the  reverse.  Not  a rare  date 
but  seldom  seen  this  lustrous  and  pretty. 
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1 464.  1 91 1 -D,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Fabulous  color  and  lustre  for  a 1 911  -D  and  an  absolute 
minimum  of  marks.  One  of  the  more  common  issues  of  the  series  but  rarely  seen  with 
this  much  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal”. 

1465.  A pair  of  borderline  gem  191 1-D  Double  Eagles,  each  coin  grading  Very  Choice 
Uncirculated  64  or  better.  Both  are  sharply  struck  with  full  original  mint  lustre  and 
color.  Two  pieces. 

1466.  1915-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  well  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with  bright  orange 
gold  color  and  minimal  marks,  a virtual  gem;  1916-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  a 
frosty,  boldly  struck  specimen  with  rich  orange  gold  toning,  some  light  bagmarks 
(more  than  on  the  1915-S)  but  still  very  choice  and  attractive.  Two  pieces. 

1467.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Blazing  mint  lustre  and  superb  coppery  gold  toning. 
Fully  struck;  a minimum  of  bagmarks,  the  few  that  are  present  are  tiny  and  widely 
scattered.  Excellent  overall  appearance.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1920-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1468.  1920-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Very  well  struck  for  a 1920-S  Double 
Eagle,  especially  along  the  lower  obverse  rim,  and  very  lustrous  with  orange 
and  coppery  gold  toned,  satiny  surfaces.  Several  small  nicks  and  abrasions 
but  fewer  than  one  would  normally  associate  with  the  63  grade  classifica- 
tion. Much  better  than  the  Norweb  specimen,  theonly  other  decent  looking 
mint  state  1920-S  $20  that  has  appeared  at  auction  in  the  last  year  or  more. 

The  1920-S  is  one  of  the  classic  rarities  of  this  beautiful  series.  Although 
558,000  were  struck,  most  were  melted  at  some  later  date  or  released  into 
circulation.  The  majority  of  1920-S  Double  Eagles  one  sees  are  high  grade 
circulated  pieces  or  MS-60  examples  at  best.  Choice,  well  struck  speci- 
mens like  this  one  are  extremely  rare  and  among  the  most  desirable  of  all 
20th  Century  gold  issues. 
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1469.  1924,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  A really  superb,  fully  struck  example  of  this  common 
date  with  fabulous  lustre  and  color  and  virtually  mark-free,  rub-free,  satiny  surfaces. 
A Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle  of  this  exceptional  quality  is  a rarity  no  matter  what 
the  date. 

1 470.  1924-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Light  rose  and  yellow  gold  toning.  Sharply  struck  with 
none  of  the  border  or  rim  problems  (die  “mounding”  or  bulging,  beveling  of  rims,  etc.) 
that  are  so  common  to  this  issue.  Good  lustre  and  only  light,  well  scattered  bagmarks. 
At  one  time,  about  40  years  ago,  this  was  the  premier  rarity  of  the  entire  series.  Today,  it 
is  known  to  be  just  very  scarce  since  small  quantities  were  uncovered  in  Europe  in  the 
1950’sand  1960’s.  However,  in  MS-63,  the  1924-S  is  still  quite  rare  and  above  this  level, 
it  is  all  but  unobtainable.  (Plate) 

1471.  1925,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  fully  frosty  mint  lustre  and  nearly  mark-free  surfaces, 
attractive  medium  orange  gold  color;  1927,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  sharply  struck  and 
extremely  lustrous,  beautiful  light  orange  gold  color  and  very  clean  surfaces.  Two 
pieces. 


VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1925-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1472.  1925-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better,  a virtual  gem.  A splendid 
example  of  one  of  the  rarest,  yet  most  underrated  issues  of  the  Saint- 
Gaudens  series.  This  coin  is  extremely  well  struck,  even  at  the  lower 
obverse  where  many  examples  are  weak,  and  it  has  virtually  none  of  the  die 
deterioration  or  beveling  of  the  rims  that  most  specimens  have.  The  lustre  is 
outstanding  and  the  color  is  a light  to  medium  yellow  gold  with  a distinct 
coppery  cast.  The  fields  and  devices  are  very  clean  with  only  a few  light 
hairlines  and  insignificant  bagmarks.  Within  the  past  year,  two  gems  of  this 
issue  have  sold  at  auction  in  excess  of  $50,000  each.  While  this  coin  is 
obviously  not  in  their  class  it  is  still  one  of  the  finer  specimens  known  and 
should  realize  a solid  five  figure  bid.

UNCIRCULATED  1926-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 

Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1473.  1926-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+,  possibly  even  MS-66.  A splendid  coin  in 
every  respect,  slightly  superior  to  the  gem  Norweb  specimen  we  purchased 
for  a collector  last  Fall,  and  finer  than  any  other  1926-D  known  to  us.  It  is 
fully  struck  with  completely  original,  frosty  mint  surfaces  and  superb  natu- 
ral greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  There  are  a few  really  miniscule  marks 
on  the  figure  of  Liberty  but  the  obverse  fields  are  nearly  pristine.  The  reverse 
has  a few  more  marks,  mostly  on  the  eagle,  but  is  still  of  exceptional  overall 
quality. 

The  1926-D  is  one  of  the  rarest,  most  underrated  of  all  Saint-Gaudens 
Double  Eagles,  very  similar  in  most  respects  to  the  1925-S,  although  in 
recent  years  we  have  seen  a few  more  high  grade  examples  of  the  1925-S 
than  we  have  of  the  1926-D.  When  available,  which  is  not  all  that  often,  the 
typical  1926-D  is  only  MS-60  to  62  and,  in  MS-63  or  MS-64,  the  1926-D  is  a 
major  rarity.  In  fact,  we  would  estimate  that  no  more  than  12-1 5 specimens 
of  this  issue  exist  that  could  legitimately  be  graded  MS-64  or  better  and  only 
three  or  four  of  those  grade  a full  MS-65.  This  is,  in  our  opinion,  the  FINEST 
KNOWN  and  it  should  be  the  object  of  considerable  attention  from  the 
many  specialists  and  lovers  of  this  series. 

Like  several  other  important  20th  Century  gold  coins  in  this  sale  ( the  1 907 
Rolled  Edge,  1930-S,  and  1933  Eagles,  and  the  perfect  1907  High  Relief  and 
1927 -S  Double  Eagles ),  this  coin  was  purchased  many  years  ago  ( for  $500) 
and  has  been  off  the  market  and  unknown  to  today’s  generation  of  collec- 
tors, except  for  the  reference  to  it  in  my  recent  book  on  20th  Century  U.S. 
Gold  Coins,  for  nearly  four  decades.  For  the  person  trying  to  assemble  a 
complete  set  of  Saints  in  gem  condition,  the  1926-D  is  one  of  the  biggest 
roadblocks  and,  for  that  reason,  we  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  this 
magnificent  specimen  bring  a very  high  five  figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  1926-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1474.  1926-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better,  a virtual  gem.  Sharply  struck  with 
superior  lustre  and  rich  yellow  and  coppery  gold  toning.  A few  light,  well  scattered 
bagmarks  but  overall  the  coin  is  so  choice  and  so  “flashy”  that  calling  it  a gem  would 
hardly  be  out  of  the  question.  From  the  same  source  as  the  1 926-D  (and  others  herein) 
and  off  the  market  for  40  years.  Purchased  from  the  Gimbel  Bros,  for  $3500  in  the  late 
1940’s,  an  incredible  amount  of  money  at  the  time  but  in  keeping  with  the  perceived 

rarity  of  the  issue.  . « 

It  is  an  interesting  historical  footnote  to  point  out  that  at  one  time  (40  years  ago)  the 
1926-S  Double  Eagle  was  considered  the  third  rarest  issue  of  the  series  after  the 
1924-Sand  1 926-D.  It  was  held  in  much  higher  regard  than  the  1920-S  or  1921  and  was 
also  thought  to  be  more  rare  than  the  now  legendary  1927 -D.  By  the  1950’s,  however,  a 
small  number  of  pieces  had  turned  up  in  Europe  and  additional  specimens  also  were 
found  (in  European  banks  mostly)  over  the  next  10-15  years.  At  the  present  time,  it  is 
estimated  that  perhaps  150-200  mint  state  pieces  are  known,  with  about  20°/o-25%  of 
them  in  gem  condition. 


1475  1927,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fabulous  lustre  and  color,  rich  medium  orange  gold  on 
the  reverse  and  electrifying  multicolors  on  the  obverse.  One  rarely  sees  a Saint- 
Gaudens  twenty  with  this  much  color.  You  want  an  absolutely  gorgeous,  common 
date  Saint  for  a type  set?  Here’s  the  one  you  want! 

1 476.  1 927,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  (PCGS).  Fully  struck  and  frosty  with  great  lustre  and  terrific 
copper  gold  toning. 

1477  1927  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  original  coin  with  a full  strike  and  great  lustre  and  color. 
The  surfaces,  especially  the  obverse  fields,  are  very  clean  and  most  of  the  relatively  few 
tiny  bagmarks  are  relegated  to  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1927-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1478.  1927-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+,  possibly  even  MS-66.  A gorgeous,  com- 
pletely original  specimen  with  particularly  outstanding  lustre  and  color,  the 
latter  a very  deep  and  rich  coppery  and  greenish  gold.  The  strike  is  superb 
and  only  a few  trivial  and  widely  scattered  bagmarks  are  noted  under  close 
inspection.  This  specimen  is  the  variety  with  “rounded  rims”  but  without  the 
often  seen  die  bulging  or  die  deterioration  near  the  borders.  Purchased  by 
the  consignor  in  the  1940’s  for  $3000  (an  enormous  price  for  the  period, 
more  than  was  paid  for  a 1 927-D  at  the  same  time!)  and  thus  off  the  market 
for  the  past  four  decades.  Without  question,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  known 
examples  of  this  rare  date,  possibly  even  a candidate  for  “Finest  Known”.  At 
the  very  least  we  can  say  that  no  comparable  quality  example  has  been 
offered  for  sale  at  public  auction  in  the  past  decade  or  more. 

When  this  coin  was  purchased  from  James  Kelly,  the  famous  Dayton, 
Ohio  coin  dealer,  the  1927-S  was  considered  to  be  the  fourth  rarest  issue  of 
the  entire  Saint-Gaudens  series  after  the  1924-S,  1 926- D and  1926-Sin  that 
order.  Some  years  later,  in  the  1950’s  and  1960’s,  a few  additional  pieces 
showed  up  in  European  banks,  reducing  the  date’s  status  from  “extremely 
rare”  to  merely  “rare”  but  most  are  not  of  particularly  high  quality  (MS-60  to 
63  is  typical).  In  true  gem  condition,  we  estimate  that  no  more  than  10-12 
specimens  are  known  and  the  total  mint  state  population  probably  numbers 
less  than  60  pieces.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1927-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  1930-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1479.  1927-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A second  original,  high  quality 
example  of  this  rare  and  popular  date,  purchased  for  $600  (envelope 
included)  by  the  same  individual  as  the  preceding  lot  back  in  the  late  1940’s 
or  early  1950’s.  This  coin  is  sharply  struck  with  the  slightly  rounded  rims 
characteristic  of  most  examples  of  this  issue.  The  color  and  lustre  are  very 
good  but  are  not  as  vibrant  as  on  the  preceding.  Bagmarks  are  minimal  but 
there  are  several  noticeable  scrapes  on  the  eagle’s  breast  and  wings.  Still, 
the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent  and  we  anticipate  a winning 
bid  in  the  range  of  $15,000-$20,000. 


1480.  1930-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A magnificent  example  of  this  late  date  rarity. 
It  is  fully  struck  and  has  lustrous,  original,  frosty  surfaces  and  beautiful 
medium  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  There  is  one  noticeable  nick  on 
the  eagle’s  right  wing  but  the  surfaces  are  otherwise  remarkably  free  of 
bagmarks,  nicks,  abrasions  or  hairlines. 

In  our  opinion,  the  1930-S  is  by  far  the  rarest  of  the  five  collectible  late 
dates  from  1929  to  1932  from  a total  population  standpoint.  Most  of  the 
known  1930-S  Double  Eagles  are  fairly  evenly  distributed  over  the  uncircu- 
lated grades  from  MS -60  to  63  and,  in  MS -64  or  higher  grade,  especially  full 
gem  MS-65  condition,  the  1930-S  is  a major  rarity;  probably  fewer  than  a 
dozen  pieces  of  gem  quality  still  exist.  This  coin  is  one  of  them  and  since  so 
many  collectors  need  a nice  1930-S  $20,  it  should  attract  a lot  of  attention.

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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1931 -D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1481.  1931-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A beautiful  example  of  this  rare  date, 
sharply  struck  with  great  color  and  lustre  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  famous  and  important  dates  of  this  popular  series  with 
only  an  estimated  50-60  pieces  known,  very  few  of  which  are  notably  finer 
than  this  piece.  (Color  Plate)

Bechtler  pieces. 

1483.  A.  Bechtler,  Undated  (1842-1852),  $1,  Extremely  Fine  40  (PCGS).  27  Gr.,  21  C.,  plain 
edge.  Light  greenish  gold  toning,  friction  and  light  abrasions  in  the  field  consistent 
with  the  grade.  The  most  common  of  all  territorial  issues  with  more  than  400 
estimated  to  exist.

1484.  Norris,  Gregg  & Norris,  1849,  $5,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Plain  edge,  period 
after  ALLOY.  A superb  example  of  this  rare  issue,  one  of  the  three  or  four 
finest  specimens  in  existence.  The  coin  is  well  struck  although  there  is  some 
weakness  on  the  eagle’s  wing  and  the  shield  lines.  The  fields,  particularly  on 
the  obverse,  are  almost  fully  prooflike  and  the  color  is  a natural,  deep 
greenish  gold  with  areas  of  copper  colored  toning  (around  letters,  devices 
etc.).  A few  faint  marks  and  hairlines  are  visible  on  the  prooflike  surfaces  but 
the  overall  quality  and  “eye  appeal”  are  really  quite  exceptional.  Auction 
records  for  this  issue  go  as  high  as  $37,500  for  the  Garrett- Ellsworth 
specimen,  long  considered  the  Finest  Known.

The  dies  were  reCinished  and  polished  in  the  Mint  at  a time  when  they  were  in 
late  state  and  had  rusted  lightly.  Like  the  1802  B.6,  the  1803  B.6  coins  were 
struck  in  1804.  There  is  a raised  die  line  from  the  bottom  of  the  ribbon  towards 
the  top  of  star  4;  another  between  stars  6-7,  several  parallel  ones  through  L to  the 
head,  and  a couple  through  BE  to  the  field  above  the  head.  A very  thin  die  break 
connects  all  stars  at  right  except  the  last  one.  The  reverse  has  a large  die  break 
from  the  rim  to  the  wingtip  at  left,  another  one  from  the  rim  to  the  top  of  I). 
There  is  a die  break  from  the  cloud  below  A to  the  field  above  the  head,  and  one 
from  P of  PLURIBUS  to  the  bottom  of  the  third  feather  at  left.  The  serifs  of  most 
letters  are  drawn  to  the  rim.  All  berries  are  detached  from  their  stems.  There  is 
light  die  rust  on  the  arrowheads,  one  of  which  is  detached  from  its  shaft.  The 
cloud  between  AO  on  the  reverse  is  also  attentuated.  These  are  all  symptoms  of  a 
major  refinishing  of  the  dies. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  most  likely  reason  for  making  these  presentations 
pieces  was  the  imminent  termination  of  silver  dollar  production  in  1804  for  an 
indeterminate  time.  The  dies  were  repolished  and  a small  group  of  polished  plan- 
chets prepared  and  struck.  It  is  likely  that  these  special  prooflike  presentation 
pieces  would  have  been  given  to  major  figures  connected  with  the  Mint:  Elias 
Boudinot,  the  Director;  Robert  Scot,  the  Chief  Engraver;  Adam  Eckfeldt,  the 
Chief  Coiner;  and  perhaps  Albert  Gallatin,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  Presi- 
dent Jefferson  (who  had  been  so  deeply  involved  in  setting  up  the  Dollar  standard 
for  U.S.  coinage  as  well  as  in  getting  the  Mint  itself  started).  As  these  were 
essentially  non-numismatic  people,  it  is  quite  possible  that  most  of  these  Dollars 
were  eventually  simply  spent  by  descendents.

The  present  set  is  #24  of  29  "custom"  sets  begun  on  June  to,  1915,  at  the  San 
h rancisco  Mint,  using  the  great  Medal  Press  which  had  been  shipped  west  specifi- 
cally to  strike  the  $50.00  gold  coins.  Its  450  tons  of  pressure  were  needed  to  strike 
these  large  gold  pieces  properly. 

Many  dignitaries,  foreign  and  domestic,  attended  the  first  striking  of  the  Pana- 
ma-Pacific coins.  Amidst  speech  making,  the  first  piece  was  struck  by  Hon. 
W.H.T.  Shanahan,  Superintendent  of  the  Son  Francisco  Mint,  and  presented  to 
Charles  C.  Moore,  the  President  of  the  Exposition.  Moore,  in  turn,  struck  the 
second  piece,  followed  by  Capt.  C.  Miranda  of  Argentina  for  the  third  and  Con- 
gressman Julias  Kahn,  author  of  the  Panama-Pacific  coinage  bill  for  the  fourth. 
Frank  .4.  Leach,  former  Director  of  the  Mint  in  Philadelphia,  struck  the  I5th 
coin,  .\umismatists  were  represented  by  the  ubiquitous  Farran  Zerbe,  who  struck 
the  I9th  piece,  and  Fred  Huddart,  who  struck  the  26th. 

What  was  actually  struck  on  this  special  occasion  was  not,  of  course,  the  com- 
plete sets,  but  only  some  of  the  $.50.00  pieces.  From  photos  in  The  Sumismatist  for 
1915  we  can  tell  that  the  octagonal  $50.00  pieces  were  the  ones  actually  made  on 
that  day.  Later  on,  when  the  other  coins  had  been  struck  by  the  mint  personnel, 
the  special  sets  were  shipped  to  their  owners. 

General  George  W ashington  Goethals  was  a major  military  engineer.  Born  in 
Brooklyn,  he  graduated  from  H Point  in  1880,  served  in  various  engineering 
positions  over  the  next  twenty  years,  and  from  1900  to  1905  was  in  charge  of  the 
fortifications  of  Sarragansett  Bay  and  Kew  Bedford.  W hen  John  F.  Stevens,  the 
first  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Panama  Canal  project  resigned,  Goethals  was  appoint- 
ed to  succeed  him.  By  close  personal  supervision  and  personal  leadership  of  the 
working  crews,  he  succeeded  in  completing  the  Canal  in  the  face  of  great  difficul- 
ties. He  served  as  Governor  of  the  Canal  Zone  from  1914-1916.  In  1917  he  served  as 
general  manager  of  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  at  the  start  of  the  W ar,  then 
briefly  as  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Purchase  and  Supply  in  1918,  finally  serving  as 
Assistant  Chief  of  Staff  in  charge  of  Supplies.  He  died  in  1928. 

General  Goethals  had  reserved  two  complete  sets  of  the  Panama-Pacific  coinage 
in  advance  for  presentation  to  his  two  sons.  In  honor  of  his  efforts  in  completing 
the  Canal  (without  which  the  Expo  would  have  lacked  purpose),  the  ofdciais 
decided  that  the  sets  for  him  should  be  those  whose  sequential  strike  number 
matched  the  age  of  each  son  (one  24,  the  other  29).  Dr.  F.P.  Dewey  struck  #24, 
and  Superintendent  Shanahan  struck  #29,  the  last  piece  struck  in  the  “cu.stom” 
series. 

W'e  know  from  correspondence  included  with  this  lot  (specifically,  an  envelope) 
that  Gen.  Goethals’s  sons  were  George  R.  Goethals  (the  elder)  and  Dr.  Thomas  R. 
Goethals  (the  younger).  On  the  death  of  their  father,  the  elder  son  in  Sew  York- 
shipped  the  original  envelopes  and  letters  for  set  #24  to  his  brother,  retaining 
those  dealing  with  his  own  set,  #29.

The  background  of  this  issue  in  gold  was  well  related  in  Lester  Merkin’s  cata- 
logue of  October  31,  1973,  lot  457,  where  he  was  cataloguing  a different  specimen: 
“Designed  by  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.,  in  Philadelphia  for  the  Confederacy.  After  strik- 
ing 12  pieces  in  copper-nickel,  Lovett,  fearing  prosecution  by  the  United  States 
government,  hid  the  coins  and  dies.  According  to  the  Red  Rook,  Capt.  J.W.  Hasel- 
tine,  Philadelphia  coin  dealer,  later  bought  the  cents  and  dies,  striking  seven 
pieces  in  gold,  twelve  in  silver,  and  fifty-five  in  copper.  However,  quoting  J.W. 
Haseltine  from  Confederate  Currency  and  Stamps  (1949)  by  Claud  Fuller,  and 
published  by  the  Tennessee  Division,  Confederate  Daughters  of  the  Revolution, 
Haseltine  states:  7 purchased  the  dies  from  him  (Lovett)  and,  as  you  all  probably 
know,  did  not  strike  any  in  nickel  (copper-nickel)  considering  them  to  a certain 
degree  as  originals,  but  we  had  three  struck  in  gold,  and  1 believe  five  in  silver 
and  fifty-five  in  copper,  the  die  breaking  on  the  fifty-ninth  piece,  which  is  in 
existence  showing  the  break  in  the  die.'  ” 

When  we  sold  a different  specimen  of  the  CSA  Cent  in  gold  in  our  40()th  Sale 
(January,  1988,  lot  538),  we  knew  of  four  specimens  in  gold,  including  the  present 
example.  Further  research  during  the  past  year  has  added  to  this  information.  We 
now  know  of  six  distinct  specimens  (of  the  seven  struck): 

1)  Smithsonian  Institution 

2)  Eliasberg  Collection,  ex  William  F.  Steinberg  in  1948. 

3)  The  Groves-Robison  specimen.  Its  first  recorded  appearance  was  when  it 
passed  from  Major  Mackey  of  Jacksonville,  Florida  to  Louis  Moskovits  of.Xew 
Smyrna  Beach,  Florida,  around  1934;  next  it  appeared  in  the  Brand-Lichten- 
fels  Sale  (Kreisberg  and  Schulman,  March  18,  1964,  lot  1107);  Lester  Merkin 
Sale  (October  31,  1973,  lot  457);  Donald  Groves  Collection  (Stack’s,  \ovember 
12,  1974,  lot  467);  Ellis  Robison  Collection  (Stack’s,  February  2,  1979,  lot 
325);  Bowers  & Ruddy  Sale  (September  21,  1982,  lot  2013);  most  recently  in 
our  January  1989  sale,  lot  680. 

4)  The  specimen  in  our  400th  Sale,  lot  538. 

5)  The  present  specimen,  ex  Farouk,  sold  as  lot  335  in  the  1954  sale  of  the 
Farouk  Collection;  C.  Ramsey  Bartlett;  lot  992  in  our  February,  1966  sale  of 
his  collection. 

6)  The  Judson  Brenner  specimen,  exhibited  by  him  in  the  1914  .WS  Exhibition, 
where  it  was  photographed,  and  again  shown  in  the  1916  ANA  Convention 
exhibit.  From  photos,  it  is  not  the  same  as  any  of  the  above  coins. 

The  first  recorded  appearance  at  auction  of  any  specimen  in  gold  seems  to  have 
been  in  H.P.  Smith’s  sale  of  July  27,  1882.  A specimen,  possibly  the  same  coin, 
was  offered  in  H'.  Elliott  Woodward’s  auction  of  January  21,  1889.  These  could  be 
any  of  the  above  coins.
